New  Orleans,  Sept.  1.— Signed  state- 
ments of  all  the  leaders  in  the  fever 
fight,  indicating  that  the  crisis  has 
passed,  that  the  campaign  ot  science 
is  meeting  with  unbounded  success, 
and  that  the  fever  will  be  practically 
forgotten  by  frost,  are  printed  here 
today.

AN  ENGLISH  TRAIN  CRASHES 

INTO  STATION  KILLING  TEN 


Wltham,  Eng..  Sept.  1.— As  the  ex- 
press from  London  to  Cromer,  on  the 
Gr^-at  Eastern  railroad,  was  entering 
Wltham  station,  this  morning,  several 
ears  left  the  track  and  crashed  into 
tho  station  buildings,  causing  the 
death  of  ten  persons,  six  of  whom 
were  women,  and  seriously  injuring 
tv.enty  people.  Among  those  killed 
was  the  portir  of  the  station,  who  was 
sitting  in  his  room  by  the  platform. 
He  was  crushed  to  death.  Two  ticket 
selkrs  were  burled  in  the  wr>  ckage, 
but  they  escaped  serious  injury.  Tlie 
^someters  bentath  the  cars  caught 
flre  and  c-onsumed  tho  \vreckage.  For- 
tunately,  however,  all  the  bodies   were 


removed  before      the      flames      gained 
headway. 
The  train  was  running  at  full  speed,

San  Francisco,  Sept.  1.— The  extra  force 
emploved  in  the  San  Francisco  mint  for 
tho  past  two  years  has  been  dismissed 
for  lack  of  work.

Oyster  Bay,  Sept.  1.— President  Roose- 
velt received  today,  an  invitation  in  be- 
half of  the  state  of  New  Han»pshire, 
to  attend  the  banquet  which  is  to  be 
tendered  by  that  state  to  the  peace  en- 
voys of  Ru.ssia  and  Japan.

FINNS  PLEASED. 

At  the  Conclusion  of  Peace  at 
Portsmouth. 

Helsingfors,  Finland,  Sept.  1.— The 
conclusion  of  peace  at  Portsmouth 
came  as  a  great  suprise  to  the  people 
here.  Peace  was  earnestly  desired 
particularly  because  Finland  In  the

Be  Pleasant. 

Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  Sept.  1. — It  Is  now 
expected  that  the  lext  of  the  peace 
treaty  will  be  completed  by  tomorrow 
night  or  Sunday.  I'ull  summaries.  If 
not  the  actual  text,  vill  then  be  cabled 
to  Tokic  and  St.  I  ©tersburg  for  the 
approval  of  the  respective  governments 
and  by  Tuesday  or  Wednesday  at  the 
latest,  Mr.  Witte  and  Baron  Komura 
expect  to  receive  flnil  authority  to  af- 
fix their  signatures  The  subsequent 
exchange  of  ratiflcf.tions  by  the  two 
governments  will  be  simply  a  formality. 
Mr.  Dennison  and  Mr.  De  Martens  will 
meet  again  this  afternoon.  The  con- 
ditions of  the  armistice,  or  rather  com- 
plete suspension  of  hostilities  marking 
the  conclusion  of  the  war,  will  be  ar- 
ranged, except  for  minor  details,  by 
the  envoys  here. 

The  ceremony  of  signing  the  "treaty 
of  Portsmouth,"  will  be  as  quiet  and 
unostentatious  as  p(  ssible.  Bolii  sides 
desire  to  avoid  any  spectacular  fea- 
tures. Both  realize  that,  for  different 
reasons,  the  treaty  vill  not  be  popular 
in  their  respective  countries.  In  Japan 
especially,  there  is  expected  to  be  a 
great   popular  outcry. 

"We  know,"  said  a  member  of  the 
Japanese  mission  today,  "that  we  are 
going  home  to  stones  and  perhaps  dy- 
namite." 

No  arrangements  looking  to  a  joint 
farewell  visit  to  President  Roosevelt 
have  been  made  or  even  suggested. 

Baron  Komura  and  Mr.  Witte  will 
go  separately  to  Oyoter  Bay  to  express 
thanks  on  behalf  t»f  their  respective 
countries  and  say"  "good  bye."

Witte  expects  to  sail  September  12. on 
the  Kaiser  Wilhelm  II.  He  has  already 
provisionally  engaged  a  suite  of  rooms 
on  that  steamer.  Baron  Komura  has 
provisionaly  engaged  cabins  on  a 
steamer  sailing  fron  the  Pacific  coast 
September  20.  eH  and  his  suite  ex- 
pect to  leave  New  York  September  12. 
The  projected  trips  of  the  missions  to 
the  White  mountains,  have  practically 
been  abandoned  b'icause  of  lack  of 
time.

Quoting  decision  after  decision  that 
has  been  rendered  in  supreme  and  fed- 
eral courts  to  support  his  contention 
that  a  lease  is  not  construed  to  be  a 
sale,  Frank  B.  Kellogg  of  St.  Paul,  of 
counsel  for  the  defendants  in  the  Vir- 
ginia "sliver"  case,  made  a  strong  ar- 
gument this  morning  for  a  practical 
construction  of  the  constitution,  an  in- 
terpretation that  will  not  hold  the  state 
mining  lease  law  to  be  invalid  and 
void. 

Mr.  Kellogg  cited  authorities  which, 
he  said,  supported  his  claim  that  a 
practical  construction  of  the  state 
constitution  has  the  same  force  and 
effect  as  the  con.struction  of  a  contract 
between  individuals,  and  that  the  court 
has  no  right  to  say  that  there  shall  be 
a  different  construction  made  as  be- 
tween individuals  and  between  the 
slate   and  an   individual. 

Mr.  Kellogg  said  nobody  would  dis- 
pute the  states  claim  that  ore  is  land, 
any  more  than  a  tree  or  a  plot  of  grass 
is  considered  as  land. 

He  ciuoted  at  length  from  the  annuai  1 
reports  of  the  auditors  of  the  s-tate  of 
Minnesota   with   reference   to   the   min-  j 
eral    contracts    and    leases,    and    called, 
attention  to  the  fact  that  each  offlc-.al,  , 
after   the  passage  cf  the  mineral   '.ease  | 
law,    had    laid    special    stress    on     that  I 
portion   of  his  report   m   which  he  said 
that   the   lease   law    se-nied   to   be   very 
advantageous   to   the   state.     Reference 
was   made    to     the     annual     report    of 
State    Auditor    Braden    in    18S6,     three 
years  prior  to  the  passage  of  the  min- 
eral lease  law,  in  wliich  he  stated  that 
he  had  refused  to  sell  mineral  lands  in 
Cook  and  Lake  counties,  and  suggested 
that  the  state  should  provide  for  suit- 
able long-time  leasts  to  individuals  to 
explore    and    operate    the   Ircn    proper- 
ties   the  state  to  receive  an  annual  fee, 
and'  a  royalty  on  the  production.     Time 
and  again,  Mr.  Kellogg  said,  the  state 
legislature  has  had  its  attention  callea 
to  the  benefit  of  the  mineral  lease  law, 
yet     until    now,    no    question    has    ever 
bte'n   raised  as   to  Its  constituticnality. 
One  of  the  features   of  these   reports 
was    an    extract     from      Former    State 
Auditor   Robert   A.    Dunn's   report     for 
'  l'ioi-02,  in  which  he  says  that,  judging 
from    the    returns   made    the    state,    tht 
mineral  laws  are   satisfactory.     Again, 
i  Mr     Kelloirg    referred    to    a    passage    in 
'  the    annual     report    of     State     Auditor 
Ivcrson,   fcr  iyj3-04,  in  which  that  ofH- 
cial   says: 

•All  things  considered,  our  laws  per- 
taining to  state  mineral  leases  are  ad- 
vantageous to  the  state."  1 
These  reports  of  state  otncers,  -Mr.  1 
Kellogg  contended,  have  a  bearing  on 
the  It  gal  question  at  issue  and  he  in- 
sisted that  the  opinons  of  the  auditors, 
who  had  the  best  opportunity  of  ob- 
serving the  working  of  the  law,  should 
carry    with    them    much   weight. 

He  further  quoted  Former  State  At- 
torney Douglas'  own  ruling  in  1893  as 
to  the  state  auditor's  authority  to  issue 
mineral  contracts  on  any  state  land,  in 
which  he  held  that  leases  could  be  is- 
sued to  explore  the  lake  beds  for  ore. 
Attention  was  also  called  to  the 
opinion  of  Judge  Mitchell  of  the  su- 
preme bench  of  this  state,  in  which  he 
held  that  a  contract  accepted  by  every- 
body for  thirty  years  should  be  ac- 
cepted in  practical  construction  rather 
than  a  nev.-  interpretation  to  be  placed 
on  it  at  a  late  date. 
Mr.    Kellogg  said   it   was   improbable

<!litutional  from  the  fact  that  it  was 
passed  by  a  legislature  that  contained 
more  lawyers  at  the  time  than  any 
other  legislature  in  tl.e  state's  history, 
attorneys  that  rankec*  high  in  the  pro- 
fession in  the  slate;  that  it  had  passed 
muster  with  the  judiciary  comnnttntts 
in  both  houses,  had  been  amended  four 
times;  had  been  accepted  by  the 
general  land  office  and  never  been 
doubted  by  the  supreme  court.  In  the 
face  of  all  this,  Mr.  Kellogg  declared  it 
impossible  for  any  very  glaring  viola- 
tion of  the  constitution  to  have  exi- 
isted. 

•If   this   lease   is   thrown   out   on   the 
ground    of     unconstitutionality,"       de- 
clared   Mr.    Kellogg,    "then    are   invali- 
i  dated    all    the    other    state    leases    and 
1  millions   of    dollars    spent    in    exploring 
and  development  will      be      absolutely 
I  forfeited   to  the   state  by  private       in- 
i  dividuals  and  some  of  them  will  be  ir- 
reparably ruined.

Mr.  Kellogg  went  to  some  extent  into 
the  figures  presented  in  the  schedules 
filed  with  the  defendants'  exhibits,  fig- 
ures which  were  produced  in  The  Her- 
ald last  Wednesday,  showing  the  num- 
ber of  leases  and  contracts  issued,  the 
amount  received  in  fees,  royalties,  etc. 
He  said  he  could  not  believe  it  pos- 
sible that  a  narrow  and  technical  in- 
terpretation of  the  law  would  be 
given,  one  that  will  hold  the  leases  and 
contracts  invalid,  and  forfeit  to  the 
state  all  these  vast  sums  of  money 
that  have   been  spent. 

He  analyzed  the  language  of  the 
state  leases  and  contracts  and  argued 
that  the  very  wording  cannot  be  con- 
strued to  mean  that  a  sale  of  the 
-property  is  meant,  but  that  the  fee  re- 
mains from  the  beginning  to  the  end 
i.n  the  state. 

At  the  noon  hour  he  had  not  com- 
leled  his  argument  and  an  adjourn- 
ment was  taken  with  the  understand- 
ing that  Mr.  Kellogg  finl=h  early  in  the 
afternoon  and  that  Judge  Douglas 
should  continue  the  argument  for  the 
state.

W.  N.  Coffey,  Who  Works 

In  Their  Interest, 

Is  Here. 

William      N.      Coffey,      Northwestern 
representative   of  the   Central   Howard 
association,    is   in    Duluth   seeking   em- 
ployment for  discharged  convicts  who 
serve    their    terms    in    state    penitenti- , 
aries    and    reformatories,    and    who    go  j 
out    into    the    world     with    practically 
nothing    to    keep    them    until    employ-  ' 
ment    is      found.      They     are      without 
homes,   or  friends  able  and    willing    to 
assi.st    them    cr   give"  them    encourage- 
ment. 

•The    Central    Howard   association    is 
organized    and     incorporated     in    eight 
states  in   the  Central   West,"   says  Mr. 
Coffey,    "and   takes    its  name   from   the 
great    English    philanthibpist    of    1773. 
John  Howard,  who  becinie  sheriff  and 
remodeled    the    eld    Bedford   jail.      The 
Central    Howard    association    has    been 
doing    excellent      wfrk  >  tor     the    past 
seven  years  in  the  ttate*  of  Ohio,  Ken- 
tucky,   all    the    lake    states,    Minnesota 
and    Iowa.      During    this    period    more 
than    1,400    men    have    been    placed    iu 
positions,  and  only  10  per  cent  of  that 
number     have     been     found     untrust- 
worthy.    During  th*  year  1904,  403  men 
were  given  practical  help,  and  the  rec- 
ords  show    that   only    tliirty-two    have 
been      found      disappointing.       Ninety- 
three   per   cent   of   those,  were   without 
homes  or  friends  able  or  willing  to  as- 
sist    them,    and    145    were    below     the 


sixth    grade   in    public   school   training, 
and   without   trades. 

••These  facts  show  that  the  dis- 
charged convict  meets  a  hard  proposi- 
tion when  he  leaves  the  prison  door. 
As  a  rule  business  men  are  suspicious 
of  a  man  with  a  bad  record,  and  while 
they  have  a  perfect  right  to  be,  thai 
condition  makes  it  doubly  hard  for  the 
man  who  carries  upon  his  shoulder  a 
stigma  from  which  he  can  never  flee. 

'The  Central  Howard  association 
takes  the  men  directly  from  the  prison 
door,  sends  them  to  the  place  of  em- 
ploynient  which  they  have  found  for 
them;  stands  by  them  as  a  friend,  and 
so  long  as  they  are  willing,  corresponds 
with  them  and  encourages  them  to 
shun  drink  and  houses  of  ill  repute. 
Since  Jan.  1,  this  year,  It  has  had  more 
than  150  men  out  on  probation  under

Mr.  Coffey  is  the  regular  authorized 
representative  of  the  association  in 
Wisconsin  and  Minnnesota,  and  visits 
each  city  once  a  year."

Paducah,  Ky.,  Sept.  1.— Development  of 
the  eastern  portion  of  Kentucky  has  at 
last  reached  a  stage  where  capitalists 
throughout  the  country  are  now  anxious- 
ly glancing  at  the  corporations  which 
iiave  had  enough  foresight  to  see  the 
enormous  possibilities  of  this  field.  Bet- 
ter known  as  the  "mountain  region"  of 
Kentucky,  this  section,  until  the  last  two 
or  three  years,  has  been  left  to  itself,  and 
the  ring  of  hammers  and  the  blast  of 
mining  powder  have  been  almost  un- 
known. 

These  conditions  are  fast  disappr aring. 
however,  with  the  rapid  Inroads  of  cnp- 
I  ital  and  corporations,  who  are  pu.shing 
I  railroad  lines  into  the  rough  di.stricts 
T  and  securing  property  rights  on  all  avaii- 
]  able  territory  in  the  Immediate  neigh- 
I  borhood  of  the  new  rights-of-way.  Prtp- 
aratlons  are  being  made  hy  four  railroad 
I  systems  to  enter  tlie  territory  and  the 
j  great  coal  fields  which  lie  near  the  Vlr- 
j  ginia  border. 

!  Among  the  first  of  the  railroads  to  enter 
!  the  new  territory  is  the  Cticsapeake  & 
t  Ohio.  With  Pike  county  as  its  present 
terminus,  this  line  will  be  completed  Into 
i  the  famou.s  Eikhorn  coal  fields  of  Letcher 
'<  countv  and  within   a  few  miles  of  Pound 

•  Gap  and  the  Virginia  line  by  Sept.  1. 
This    will    not    only   open    tills    heretofore 

,  untouched  coal  district,  but  with  a  short 
extension  of  the  line  through  Pound  Gap. 

i  the   Virginia  coal  fields   and   an   outlet   to 

:  the  Atlantic  .seaboard  will  be  secured. 

i  From  the  South  the  Louisville  &  Nash- 
ville railroad  is  reaching  out  from  Mld- 
dlesboro  with  a  lino  which  will  run  within 
twenty  miles  of  the  terminus  of  the 
Ciiesapeake  &  Ohio  from  the  North.  Tlie 
Louisville  &  Nashville  has  secured  con- 
slderalile  property  along  Its  line,  and  the 
extension  from  Middlesboro  will  be  com- 
pleted  within   the   year. 

From  tiie  South  and  West  the  Lexing- 
ton &  Eastern  Is  extending  out  from  J.TOk- 
.son  and  Breathitt  county,  and  Its  ulti- 
mate destination  In  the  wealth-laden  di.^- 
trlct  cannot  be  established.  From  tho 
ea.st  George  L.  Carter  is  pushing  ttie 
Atlantic  Seaboard  line,  and  within  two 
years  there  is  little  doubt  that  It  will 
have  reached  Pound  Gap.  and  the 
Chesapeake  &  Ohio  outlet  to  the  East  Is 
a.ssured. 

With  these  long  tentacles  of  commerce 
extending  into  Kentucky's  newly  di.s- 
covered  fields,  the  final  outcome  cannot 
be  doubted.  Already  capitalists  are  se- 
curing property  rights  on  coal  and  tlml)er 
lands  and  coke  ovens  are  being  erected  in 
all  territories.  The  United  States  eco- 
logical survey  has  estimated  that  2,217.2l().- 
000  tons  of  coal  are  in  Pike  and  Letcher 
counties,  but  it  I.-?  believed  that  even 
these  enormous  figures  can  be  doubled. 
Many  of  the  coal  veins  reach  thirteen 
and  fourteen  feet  in  thickness  and  lie  so 
close  to  the  surface  that  they  can  be 
worked  at  little  expense  by  the  drift 
method.

Attorney  General  Young 

Opens  Up  on  Mining 

Lease  Law. 


J.  L  Washburn  Claims  It 

Docs  Not  Violate  the 

Constitution. 


Attorney  General  Edward  T.  Young 
opened  the  argument  yesterday  afternoon 
in  the  closing  chapter  of  the  Mabel  Evans 
case  in  district  court  of  this  county  and 
attacked  the  constitutionality  of  the  min- 
ing lease  law  of  1889. 

Mr.  Young  asserted  that  the  clause  in 
the  constitution  providing  for  the  public 
sale  of  lands  is  perfectly  plain  and  that 
there  Is  no  escaping  it.  He  claimed  tliat 
two  questions  were  involved  In  this  partic- 
ular case  relative  to  the  states  claim 
of  the  unconstitutionality  of  the 
Tnining  lea.se  law.  One  was  the  question 
wh-^ther  the  land  in  di.>.:pute  is  ore  land 
and  thf  other  wheth^^r  the  lease  law  was 
in    effe.H    when    the   land    was   sold. 

Mr  Young  entered  at  length  and  in  de- 
tail into  a  discussion  tu  tlie  elTeot  that 
ore  bodies  are  "land"  and  quoted  a  large 
number  of  authorities  which  he  claimed 
bore  out  his  ohiim.  Holding  that  ore  is 
land  he  in.sistt-d  that  the  state  has  not 
the  right  to  dispose  of  a  mine  in  any 
other  way  than  by  a  public  sale. 

Mr  Yi>«iig  rehearsed,  also  the  history 
of  the  liWgatlun  by  which  the  state  ac- 
quired the  small  l»iece  of  swamp  land, 
possession  of  which  is  now  disputed,  and 
Insist. >d  t  lat  the  circumstances  connected 
with  the  Mabel  Evans  lease  all  pointed 
to  a  con  [piracy  on  the  part  of  Oeorge 
Finn  I.  t .  Patterson  and  Matn^l  Evan.s  to 
defraud  1  he  state  out  of  some  valuable 
ore  land.  He  ba.^ed  hi.s  cjiim  of  fraud 
largely  or  the  depo.sition  of  Pearl  H.  Smith 
and  Peter  E.  Brartshaw.  Both  of  these 
witnesses  claimed  tliat  they  attempted  to 
acquire  tte  lease  to  th.>  swamp  land  for 
themselves,  but  were  d«^t)arred  t)y  George 
Finn,  then  a  clerk  in  the  state  land  of- 
fice 

Mr.  Young  closed  his  argument  by  stat- 
ing that  the  state  is  abundantly  able  to  i 
restore  to  anvbody  tiie  money  that  has 
been  unlawfully  taken,  ttiat  Minnesota  It, 
a  long  way  from  being  bankrupt.  He  ar- 
gued tliat  if  any  public  officer  of  the 
State  iias  exceeded  his  authority  the  state 
l3  not  in  any  way  bound  by  that  officer  s 
acts.  , 

"We  want  a  fair  and  square  construc- 
tion of  the  constitution."  said  Mr.  Young, 
"a  construction  that  shall  be  fair  to  both 
parties  in   this  action." 

J.  L  Washburn  opened  the  argument 
for  the  defense,  taking  up  ftrst  the  con- 
stitutionality of  the  raining  lea.^e  law  and 
then  the  fraud  and  conspiracy  charges  in 
a  must  vigorous  manner.  He  said  that 
the  questlon.s  involving  the  const itutional- 
Itv  of  the  mining  lease  laws  are  of  the 
gi'eatest  importance  to  the  state,  the 
h'liders  of  the  lea-oes  and  the  people  of  the 
state  and  tiiat  they  require  a  di.sposal 
which  will  place  them  before  the  supreme 
court  as  soon  as  possible. 

Mr.  Washburn  claimed  it  was  the  duty 
of  th«  state,  through  its  legislature,  to 
discover  some  method  by  which  it  could 
utilize   its   mineral   lands  so   as   to  return 


the  largest  revenue  for  the  benefit  of  its 
i!i.stitutions.  This  subject  has  been  up 
for  consideration  by  the  legi."lators  year 
after  year  and  final) y.  when  a  way  was  de- 
vised which  the  »?presentatives  of  the 
people  believed  to  be  fair  and  adequate 
and  which  has  been  generally  accepted  for 
vears  one  department  of  tlie  state  seeks 
how  to  bring  an  action  tliat  will  iindo  it 
all,  by  claiming  that  there  is  only  one 
way  to  dispose  of  public  lands,  and  that 
by  public  sale.  ^, 

Mr.  Washburn  said  that  the  action 
started  has  been  brought  to  have  set 
aside  this  specific  1-ase  on  the  ground  of 
invalidity  and.  through  this  lease,  to  at- 
tack the  validity  of  all  the  leases  that 
the  state  has  issued,  on  the  ground  that 
the  law  authorizing  their  Issuance  is 
miconstitutional.  .i».,.i„„ 

He  claimed  that  unless  ine  constitution 
prohibits  an  act.  the  power  to  do  that 
act  is  vested  in  the  state  through  its 
legislature.  FolIowi«ig  out  this  argument 
Mr  Washburn  claimed  that  the  constitu- 
tion of  the  state  of  Minnesota  content- 
plates  the  disposition  other  than  by  sale 
of  its  lands,  that  it  provides  for  the 
leasing  of  lands  for  revenue,  and  casts 
safeguards  about  these  revenues  for  state 

*""It  has  been  generally  understood,"  said 
Mr.  Washburn,  "that  by  the  sale  of  land.s 
is  menit  the  sale  of  the  fee.  The  court 
.-should  not  now  be  asked  to  put  a  strange 
or  new  interpretation  on  the  constitutioji. 
The  full  power  sh-Mild  remain  with  the 
state  to  sell,  lease  or  dispose  <jf  Us  lands, 
unless  the  constitution  positively  prohibit.s 
the  exercl.se  of  this  power.  It  Is  not

The  question  of  fraud,  he  said,  simmered 
right    down    to    the    allegations    of    Pear} 
H    Smith,   •'backed   by  his  man  Friday, 
as    Mr.    Bradshaw    was   termed. 

Mr  Washburn  went  to  some  extent  Into 
th-  Smith  deposition  and  the  Bradshaw 
testimony,  and  attacked  P.  H.  Smiths 
•illegatlons,  and  his  connection  with  the 
^se  most  sarcastically  and  in  scathing 
terms.  He  asserted  that  It  was  no  very 
pleasing  spectacle  to  see  P.  H.  Smith  and 
p  E  Bradshaw  posing  as  witnesses  ot 
the  state  In  a  charge  of  conspiracy  a«ainst 
somebody  else  when  they  had  left  no 
stone  unturned  iu  their  own  efforts  to 
K«<  the  swamp  land  away  from  the  state, 
even  calling  into  play  the  influence  of  a 
United  States  senator. 

Mr  Wa-shbun  completed  his  argument 
shortly  after  5  o'clock,  and  court  adjourn- 
,>d  with  the  understanding  that  Judge 
Douglas  would  compl-Jte  the  argument  for 
the  state,  and  Frank  B.  Kellogg  would 
rlo<ie  for  the  defense,  this  morning. 

B'oth  sides  have  requested  a  transcript 
of  the  evidence  taken  and  the  court  has 
promised  to  render  his  decision  at  the 
earliest    opportunity^ 


FRIGHTFUL 

TRAGEDY 

Aeronaut    Blown     Into 

Fragments  While  High 

In  the  Air. 

Greenville.  O.,  Sept.  1.— In  sight  of  25,- 

000  persons.  Prof.  John  Baldwin  was 
blown  to  atoms  here  yesterday  after- 
noon by  the  explosion  of  six  sticks  of 
dynamite  while  "high  in  the  air.  His 
wife  and  three  children  were  among 
the  spectators  who  witnessed  the  trag- 
edy. Baldwin  has  been  giving  daily 
exhibitions  at  the  county  fair  here.  He 
would  ascend  several  th<jusand  feet  in 
the  air  and  explode  dynamite  at  jn- 
ttrvals.  Yesterday  ne  mounted  1500  feet 
In  the  air  Eevery  eye  among  the 
thousands  of  spectators  below  watched 
him  untU  he  became  almost  a  mere 
sieok.  Suddenly  a  great  cloud  of 
smoke  appeared.  It  hll  the  air  ship 
from  view,  the  spectators,  supposed, 
as  the  balloon  had  anlshe  completely 
from  sight.  In  another  moment  the 
sound  of  the  explosion  reached  the 
straining  ear  of  the  watcher,  but  the 
air  ship  did  not  again   appear.     For  a 

1  moment  the  crowd  waited  expectantly, 
I  thinking  that  a  view  of  the  aeronaut 
I  would  be  obtained  through  a  rift  In  the 

smoke.     Then    a  groan   of  horror   rose 
I  from  the  multitude.     The  air  ship  had 
{vanished.      Searchers    immediately    be- 
gan   looking    for    fragments       of       the 


wrecked  air  ship.  A  half  mUe  away 
they  found  pieces  of  silk  cloth  of  which 
the  balloon  was  maae  and  splinters  oi 
the  basket-like  framework  on  which 
the  aeronaut  had  been  perched.  Scat- 
tered about  a  twenty  acre  field  were 
found  fragments  of  Baldwin's  body. 
The  distance  from  which  the  rem- 
nants of  the  airship  fell  was  so  great 
that  the  crowds  had  not  seen  the  frag- 
ments fall. 

No  one  can  tell  how  the  accident  oc- 
curred. The  six  sticks  of  dynamite 
which  Baldwin  carried  with  him  ex- 
ploded simultaneously  as  only  one  re- 
port was  heard.  It  is  supposed  that  in 
ieniting  the  fuse  connected  with  the 
dVnamite  he  tired  tlie  gas  in  the  bal- 
loon, and  that  it  exploded,  causing  the 
dynamite  to  explode  also.  Baldwin'.s 
business  was  aerial  warfare  demon- 
strations. For  nearly  twenty  years  he 
has  been  giving  balloon  and  air  ship  ex- 
hibitions about  the  country.  He  was  37 
years  old  and  his  home  was  at  Losant- 
ville,   Ind.  ,    ^  ,, 

It  was  with  great  difficulty  that  Mrs. 
Baldwin  was  revived  from  the  faint 
which  followed  the  tragedy  and  her 
condition    is   critical. 

It  -was  Baldwins  two  hundred  and 
first  ascension  and  the  third  here  this 
week.

SPENDING  OF  MONEY. 

A  Woman's  Interesting  Com- 
ment Upon  It. 

Mrs.  John  Lane  has  something  em- 
phatic to  say  about  the  extravagant 
economy  of  women,  in  the  Fortnightly 
Review.  She  introduces  her  subject 
by  the  assertion  that  "women  do  not 
know  how  to  spend  money,"  adding: 
"The  great  majority  never  have  any 
money,  or  they  are  at  the  mercy  of 
some  masculine  creature,  be  it  hus- 
band or  father,  who  demands  items— 
now  think  of  an  average  man  bother- 
ing himself  about  items;  I  think  it 
must  be  a  survival  of  the  time  when 
we  inhabited  harems,  or  when  we  were 
beautiful  dames  to  whom  our  true 
knights  gave  undying  love,  but  nothing 
more  substantial,  or  we  rejoiced  the 
souls  of  the  ancient  patriarchs  though 
we   did   not   succeed  in   extracting  any 

cash.  ,     .      ..  ^ 

Then  Mrs.  Lane  wonders  what  tne 
world  would  have  been  like  had  the 
purse-strings  of  time  been  held  by 
women,  and  concludes  it  might  have 
been  more  comfortable,  possibly,  but 
less  beautiful.  "It  takes  the  great, 
splendid  masculine  spendthrifts  in 
high  places  to  glorify  the  world  witn 
treasures  of  priceless   art.     *  it 

is  the  men  who  keep  alive  the  extrav- 
agance, the  beauty  and  the  ideality  of 
life  But  little  credit  to  them  who 
have  alwaj-s  been  able  to  put  their 
hands  in  their  trousers'  pockets  and 
jingle   the  money." 

"To  spend  money  in  Just  proportion 
to  one's  income,"  continues  Mrs.  Lane, 
"and  not  to  spend  too  much,  and  not 
to  spend  too  little— for  there  is  such 
a  thing-requires  a  higher  degree  of 
knowledge  than  the  aimless  and  the 
inexperienced  possess,  and  the  woman 
who  earns  money  has  a  keener,  juster 
idea  of  its  value  than  the  woman  who 
gets  It  from  the  masculine  head  of  the 
family  under  whose  thumb  she  lan- 
guishes. AUo,  she  has  to  Uarn  the 
value  of  time  in  the  process  of  evolu- 
tion from  the  harem  to  the  ballot  box. 

"Now  is  it  not  also  the  extravagance 
of  pure  economy  that  takes  women  to 
■the  salts,'  where  they  buy  all  things 
they  do  not  want?  Would  there  be 
sales  days  if  there  were  only  men  in 
the  world?  Did  you  ever  see  a  man  go 
from  one  shop  to  another  to  get  neck- 
tie tuppence  cheaper?  To  be  penny 
wise  is  indeed  the  supreme  attribute  of 
woman!  For  the  economical  one  it  is 
a  terrible  ordeal  to  go  .shopping  with  a 
father  or  brother;  a  lover  is  different, 
he   is   full   of   temporary    patience. 

Mrs.  Lane's  conclusion  after  indi- 
cating in  how  many  ways  women  arc 
extravagantly  economical.  is  that: 
"What  women  need  most  of  all  is  to 
be  taught  unextravagant  economy, 
which  includes  the  value  of  both  money 
and  of  time,  for  the  day  is  comin? 
when  wopien's  time  will  really  be 
worth  something.  So  let  women  earn, 
or  at  least  let  them  be  given  money  as  a 
right  and  not  as  a  begrudged  charity, 
and  it  will  be  cheaper  in  the  end  and 
our 'economy  will  become  less  irrespon- 
sibly extravagant.  Possibly  we  will  not 
save  much,  but  we  may  live  better  and 
the  doctor's  bills  will  undoubtedly  grow 
less  for  I  am  sure  the  immense  pros- 
perity of  that  learned  and  disinterested 
profession  is  mainly  due  to  our  extra- 
vagant economy."

radical,  as  it  simply  seeks  to  procure  for  the  shipper 
the  advantage  of  eliminating  the  "law's  interminable 
delays,"  which  now  harrass  his  movements,  and  to  give 
him  rights  that  the  railways  cannot  pilfer  outright  or 
delay  disastrously  by  their  common  tactics  of  legal 
obstructionism. 

The  three  propositions  advanced  by  the  railroads, 
as  Mr.  Joerns  sees  them,  are  these:  i.  There  are  no 
longer  unlawful  discriminations  and  secret  rebates. 
2.  Railway  rates  are  at  present  reasonable.  3  The 
railways  should  not  be  deprived  of  their  power  of  rate- 
making,  and  if  it  must  be  done  that  power  should  not 
bf  given  to  the  interstate  commerce  commission  buV  to 
the  courts.  These  three  points  Mr.  Joerns  takes  up  and 
answers  in  fheir  order,  and  he  disposes  of  the  first  two 
in  the  current  issue  of  the  magazine,  leaving  the  third 
for  consideration  next  montli. 

Lack  of  space  prohibits  quoting  much  of  the  argu- 
ments on  these  points.  It  is  sufficient  to  say  that  Mr. 
Joerns  makes  an  excellent  case  against  the  railroads  in 
his  efforts  to  prove  that  there  are  numerous  discrimina- 
tions and  secret  rebates,  using  incidents  that  are  mat- 
ters of  common  knowledge,  and  quoting  the  testimony 
of  railway  men  against  the  railroads.  The  issue  of 
whether  rates  are  reasonable  or  not  at  present  he  dis- 
poses of  with  equal  facility.  A  few  comparisons  be- 
tween rates  in  this  country  and  rates  in  other  countries, 
and  apparent'  proof  that  railway  stocks,  on  which  inter- 
est at  very  satisfactory  rates  is  being  earned,  are  watered 
to  the  extent  of  $7,000,000,000.  and  the  deed  is  done. 

Indeed,  the  position  of  the  railroads  is  scarcely  ten- 
able on  any  of  these  three  points,  and  though  railway 
bureaus  of  education  are  working  night  and  day  to  at- 
tempt to  make  the  people  believe  in  the  railway  side  of 
It,  it  is  very  doubtful  whether  many  people  will  allow 
themselves  to  be  deceived  by  their  arguments.

SOUVENIR  POSTAL  CARDS. 

Old  in  Europe  but  comparatively  new  in  this  country, 
the  picture  postal  card  craze  has  been  gathering  fury 
for  several  years,  until  now  it  is  at  its  height  in  the 
Unifed   States. 

Ten  years  ago  the  souvenir  postals  had  a  wide  circu- 
lation in  Europe,  and  many  quaint  conceits  were  worked 
up  in  them.  Many  of  these  have  been  borrowed  for 
this  country,  and  thousands  of  new  ones  have  been 
invented  and  introduced  here,  naturally,  as  we  did  not 
care  to  pattern  wholly  after  Europe  even  in  so  small  a 
matfer   as  this. 

Now  practically  every  town  has  its  souvenir  cards, 
embellished  with  views  of  the  locality  and  with  more 
or  less  humorous  "hits"  at  local  things.

The  Boston  Transcript  protests  again.st  one  phase 
of  the  fashion,  however,  that  has  probably  called  itself 
to  the  attention  of  most  people,  and  that  is  I'he  obscene 
card.  These  have  been  in  vogue  in  Europe  for  a  long 
time  and  they  are  now  attempting  to  insert  their  vicious 
presence  into  the  mails  in  this  counfry.  That  the  post- 
office  department  has  taken  prompt  and  vigorous  action 
against  them  and  has  refused  to  handle  them  is  proper 
and  wholesome.  Yet  the  cards  are  still  on  sale,  and 
even  if  the  mails  will  not  receive  them  they  receive 
much  privat'e  circulation.  They  range  from  simple 
coarseness  of  wit  all  the  way  to  actual  and  depraved 
obscenity. 

There  are  plenty  of  laws  against  such  things.  It  is 
a  crime  to  possess,  give,  sell,  m.tke  or  handle  them  in 
any  way.  Therefore  it  should  be  an  easy  matter  to 
eliminate  them  by  bringing  the  law  to  bear  upon  a  few 
people  fhat  have  broken  the  regtilations.  The  souvenir 
postal  craze  is  harmless,  and  contributes  materially  to 
the  support  of  the  postoffice  department.  The  obscene 
card,  however,  should  not  be  permitted  to  find  safe 
harbor  anywhere.

CF(AZED  BY  DRINK. 

Saloon   "Swampiir"    Shoots 
Three  Men  at  Billings. 

Billings,  Mont.,  Sept.  1.— A  tragedy 
that  has  already  resulted  in  the  death 
of  one  man,  besides  imperiling  the 
lives  of  three  others,  >ccurred  at  the 
opera  house  Wednesday  night  between 
the  first  and  second  acts  of  "The 
Chaperons." 

J.  TN'ard  Huse  and  two  others  step- 
ped outside  of  the  building,  and  while 
talking  together  were  approached  by 
an  unidentified  man,  who  at  once 
opened  upon  them  witl.  a  Savage  rifle. 
T'he  attack  was  unprovoked  and 
wholly  unexpected,  and  the  men  were 
altogether   defenseless. 

Huse  was  shot  throigh  the  leg,  be- 
tween the  knee  and  tiigh,  the  bullet 
striking  an  artery.  He  staggered  into 
the  building,  whtre  he  fell. 

O.  B.  Crane,  day  cleik  at  the  North- 
ern hotel,  was  shot  bj  the  murderous 
stranger  in  the  same  place  as  Huse. 
The  murderer  then  turned  his  gun  on 
the  third  member  of  the  party,  S.  T. 
Rowland,  who  also  was  shot  in  the  leg. 
All  the  wounded  men  vill  recover. 

The  man  who  did  t'le  shooting  fled 
before  anyone  could  approach  him  or 
even  identify  him.  A  squad  of  officers 
overtook  him  an  hour  later  and,  after 
a  lively  exchange  ol  shots,  during 
Which  the  stranger  emptied  his  rifle, 
he  was  brought  dead  to  the  ground  by 
a  bullet  through  his  heart. 

He  proved  to  be  a  saloon  "swamper," 
known  as  "Major"  C.  M.  Robinson, 
and  was  apparently  crazed  by  drink.

Salt  Lake,  Utah,  Sept.  1.— The  .?igan- 
tic  gorge  of  tho  Grand  Canyon  of  th© 
Colorado  is  soon  to  be  spanned  at  Its 
widest  point  by  an  aerial  tram,  which 
will  carry  passengers  from  the  bottom, 
of  the  Bright  Angel  Trail  to  the  top.

Results   In  Boih   Fines  and 
Damage  Suits. 

Jacobson.  Miss.,  Sept.  1— The  illicit 
liquor  traffic  in  Mississippi  has  opened 
up  a  new  avenue  for  damage  suits,  and 
the   litigation   assumes   a   most   unique 

form. 

A  few  days  ago  Jack  Heuck  was  fined 
J25  and  costs  in  the  mayor's  court  at 
Brookhaven  for  selling  liquor  to  a  min- 
or, eLi^nard  Smith,  a  boy  about  14 
years  of  age.  Heuck  is  a  man  of  con- 
siderable property  Interests,  and  th? 
n-.olher  of  the  Smith  boy  filed  a  suit 
to  recover  $1,000  datnag»"s  from  the  il- 
licit vendor  on  account  of  the  drunken- 
ness and  humiliation  suffered  by  her 
son. 

The  Brcokhaven  case  also  presents 
another  unique  phase.  Heuck  v.as  con- 
victed of  selling  a  drink  manufactured 
by  a  firm  in  Louisville,  a  beverage 
very  popular  at  Brookhaven.  Tii^ 
Louisville  manufacturers  now^  a.iy 
Heuck  has  not  purchased  the  drink 
trom   them   since   last   September,   and 


that  It  will  not  produce  Intoxication. 
They  therefore  threaten  to  bring  suit 
against  him  for  infringement.  The 
stuff  sold  by  Heuck  on  analysis  showed 
8.07   per   cent   of  alcohol. 

Liquor  dealers  in  Mississippi  havo 
been  experiencing  a  rather  rough  time 
of  It  recently.  A  few  days  ago,  Aug. 
Craft  was  lined  $100  in  the  mayor's  j 
court  at  Crystal  Springs  for  .soliciting  i 
orders  for  a  New  Orleans  whisky  house 
and  collecting  the  money  therefor.  He 
is  under  a  $2,000  Xxmd  charged  with  a 
similar  offense  at  Hazelhurst.  At  Hat- 
tiesburg,  S.  K.  Travis  was  fined  $1,000 
in  the  justice's  court  for  Illicit  retail- 
ing, and  shortly  thereafter  was  arrest- 
ed by  the  city  authorities  on  the  same 
charge.

Dr.  Charles  Monod,  the  famous  sur- 
geon, a  member  of  the  Academy  of 
Medicine,  replies  that  he  thinks  a 
physician  ought  to  tell  the  entire 
truth  always  and  under  all  circum- 
stances, to  a  patient's  family,  but  not 
neces.sarily  to  the  patient  himself.  If 
the  patient  has  no  family,  then  It  de< 
pends  on  the  importance  of  the  pa- 
tient's pre-knowledge  of  the    truth. 

Dr.  Hutinel  of  the  Academy  can't 
make  a  general  rule,  but  says  he  has 
found  almost  always  some  one  among 
the  family  or  close  friends  of  a  patient 
who  can  be  trusted  with  complete  and 
exact  knowledge  of  the  facts;  it  is  this 
person,  and  not  the  doctor,  who  .should 
be  deputed  to  decide  whether  it  is  best 
to  tell  the  patient  the  gravity  of  the 
situation.    It  is  often  useless  and  cruel

Has  Fou§:ht  Flames  For  Fifty- 
Two  Years. 

Bloomlngton,  111.,  Sept.  1.— The  oldest 
fireman  in  Illinois,  actively  in  service,  is 
Fred  Bassett,  the  veteran  of  the  Cham- 
paign fire  department.  He  will  be  70  years 
of  age  if  he  lives  until  Oct.  2i>  next.  Since 
the  age  of  IS  he  h.'is  been  engaged  in  the 
business  of  fighting  tires,  commencing 
with  the  volunteer  fire  department  of  New 

York  Oty  In  the  early  '50s. 

In  1866  he  was  made  a  regular  attache 
and  served  five  years  in  the  eastern  me- 
tropolis. He  then  came  West  and  re- 
sided for  a  time  in  Chicago.  He  then 
joined  his  parents  in  Champaign,  and 
there  in  1866  organized  the  first  fire  de- 
partment, and  was  instrumental  in  se- 
curing the  purchase  of  tlie  fiiSit  engine, 
an  old-time  hand  affair,  requiring  thirty 
men  at  the  brakes.  Mr.  Bassett's  expe- 
rience was  of  great  value,  and  he  was 
successful  in  building  up  a  very  effi- 
cient department  for  Champaign.  He 
Introduced  many  new  ideas  and  proved 
so  valuable  that  he  was  retained  on  the 
roster  cc^ntinucusly.  For  nearly  Ihiry 
years  he  has  been  an  active  member  of 
the  department,  and  as  he  is  in  good  con- 
dition i)hysically.  he  promises  to  remain 
for  many  years  to  come. 

The  veteran  recalls  many  Interesting 
reminiscences  of  the  early  days  in  fire 
fighting.  In  New  York  there  was  great 
jealousy  between  the  various  fire  com- 
panies, and  this  feeling  proved  serious 
in  many  instances  when  fires  were  ra- 
ging. He  said  that  h^  saw  two  companies 
fighting  for  possession  of  a  fire  plug 
while  the  building  near  was  burning. 
Their  delay  cost  four  lives,  a  family  be- 
ing smothered  by  smoke,  although  all 
could  have  been  rescued  but  lor  the  con- 
flict.

THE  TRIBES        I 
OF  DWARFS 


In  Central  Africa  Visited 

By  American  Woman 

Missionary, 

New  York,  Sept.  1.— Until  recent 
yeai.s  the  very  existence  of  tribes  of 
dwarfs  in  Central  Africa  has  been  dis- 
puted, nutwitlistanding  tlie  testimony 
of  explorers,  because  tiie  little  people 
are  very  shy,  and  wlien  one  of  their 
villages  is  found  it  is  more  than  likely 
to  have  boen  deserted  by  the  inhabi- 
tants. But  a  visit  to  the  dwarfs  is  no 
longer  difReult.  and  an  American 
woman.  Miss  Jean  MacKenzle,  who  is 
connecied  with  one  of  the  West  Afri- 
can stations  of  the  Presbyterian  Boai-d 
of  Foreign  Missions,  has  just  sent  to 
the  ortice  of  the  board,  in  this  city,  a 
report  of  a  visit  she  made  to  them. 

Miss  MacKenzie  begrins  her  account 
of  the  trip  with  the  laconic  statement: 
"The  other  day  I  went  to  see  the 
dwarfs."  She  de.scribes  the  earlier 
part  of  the  journey,  through  the  Afri- 
can forf.st.  stating  that  at  a  town 
cjilled  Moga  there  was  met  one  of  the 
head  men  of  the  dwarfs,  a  man  named 
Bt.  He  agreed  to  pilot  the  party  to  a 
dwarf  village,  and  Miss  MacKenzle 
thus   describes   the   trip: 

"We  started  off  in  the  rain.  WTien 
we  struck  into  the  bush  Be  led  the 
<aravan.  I  walked  after,  and  could 
just  .see  the  path  after  he  had  .showed 
;t.  The  wet  leaves  bruslied  my  face, 
an'3  ;ill  the  forest  was  full  of  a  per- 
fect green  light.  Some  flowers  were 
here,  but  rot  many — rather  all  the 
loaest   dress    was   green,    except    where 


little     sreama    ran     brown.      Thus     we 
walked   for   three-quarters   of   an   hour, 
when  Be  went  ahead  to  tell  the  people  1 
of    his    village    that    a    woman    of    the; 
•Minisi"    was    coming.      At    noon,    after  | 
a   walk   of   four   hour.s.    I    stepped    into 
the  clearing,   where  the  dwarf  shelters 
lay. 

"I  sat  down  in  the  first  shelter,  be- 
side a  little  shriveled  woman,  who 
all  rank  away.  I  did  not  speak  to  her 
more  than  to  greet  lier,  but  looked 
about  me.  The  settlement  lay  on  the 
side  of  a  hill,  and  took  the  form  of  a 
rectangle,  with  one  side  open.  There 
were  no  houses,  properly  speaking,  but 
four  irtielters  made  with  roofs  of 
leaves,  the  eaves  sloping  from  a  roof- 
tree,  about  five  feet  higli.  It  is  easiest 
to  enter  such  a  shelter  from  the  open 
ends.  This  much  I  saw  as  I  sat  be- 
side the  woman. 

"Presently  one  little  man  after  an- 
other camt  from  somewhere  and  shook 
hands  with  me  pleasantly  enough,  un- 
til quite  a  company  were  squatted  in 
front  of  tiio  shelter,  watching  me 
breathe  The  women  hung  back.  I 
could  see  them  watching  me  from 
under  cover.-  I  think  there  must  have 
been  twenty  adults  aboutt  he  settle- 
ment within  fifteen  minutes  of  my  ar- 
rival. The  smallest  woman  did  not 
pass  my  shoulder  (I  am  five  feet 
ihree).  Iilost  of  them  were  smaller 
than  I,  none  larger.  The  meH-^  were 
about  my  size,  some  hilf  a  head 
larger,  some  as  much  smaller.  One 
kr.ows  them  for  dwarfs,  not  so  much 
by  .size  as  by  an  expression  of  face — 
SDmething  at  the  same  time  dreary 
a''d  c'.inning.  Their  eyes  are  singularly 
unsmiling.  I  would  say  that  they  des- 
perately lack  humor. 

"It  still  rain'd.  and  the  people  made 
off  to  th.?lr  .shelters,  and  those  living 
m  neighboring  settlements  disap- 
peared The  normal  life  of  the  village 
was  r"'sumed.  They  prepared  a  shelter 
for  me,  and  from  where  I  lay  on  my 
bed  of  poles,  a  foot  shorter  than  my- 
self. I  watched  the  people.  There  wt-re 
four  beds  in  each  hut,   and   two  firea. 


Those  women  who  were  not  cooking 
over  the  fires  lay  on  the  beds,  as  did 
the  men.  After  I  was  rested  I  .'*at  in 
other  huts  with  the  women.  They  suf- 
fered, I  supi>o.se,  from  dumb  alarms, 
as  th?y  distrusted  me.  My  heart  felt 
like  lead.  I  afterward  walked  to  an- 
other settlement  and  saw  other  such 
l>eople,  most  of  wliom  had  come  to  st  e 
me  when  I  arrived.  I  thought:  'Tliis 
IS  the  primeval  slime  at  tlif  bottom 
of  the  sea  of  life."  I  know  that  there 
are  other  times  and  seasons  and  as- 
pects, but  so  the  dwarfs  appeared  on 
that  one  rainy  d.iy,  to  one  missionary. 
who   Is  a   woman." 


ELOPED  A  YEAR  AGO 


And   Now  They  Have   Been 
Married. 

Youngstown,  Ohio,  Sept.  1.— A  mar- 
riage at  Rosemont,  this  county,  in  a 
little  home  which  the  bridegroom  had 
ac<iulred,  was  the  consummation  of  a 
romance  which  .  started  with  John 
Krelncr  and  Lillian  Willett,  In  Vir- 
ginia. It  was  nearly  a  year  ago  when 
two  seemingly  young  boys  wandered 
into  the  office  of  Probate  Judge  J.  C. 
Ewing,  here.  They  asked  for  help. 
"For  me  and  my  little  brother,"  said 
Krelncr,  •  giving  his  name.  Judge 
Ev.ing  gave  them  sufficient  rnoney  to 
go  to  tht  home  Of  a  friend.  Dr.  Wag- 
ner, at  Ellsworth,  and  on  the  judge's 
recommendation  the  doctor  hired  both 
as  farm  hand.s.  The  younger  said  he 
could  cook,  and  a  trial  showed  that 
he  could.  The  discovery  followed 
shortly  afterward  that  the  cook  was  a 
girl.  They  confessed.  Kreiner  said 
that  his  home  was  in  Marj-land,  and 
that  he  had  gone  to  work  In  Virginia, 
where  he  met  the  girl.

FUGinVE  TEACHER. 


Broken  Down  and  Is  Spurned 
By  Wife. 

Unlontown.  Pa.,  Sept.  I.— Prof.  Henry 
F.  Brooks,  former  principal  of  the 
Uniontown  public  schools,  is  in  the 
county  jail  here.  He  has  just  been 
brought  from  Liverpool,  England, 
where  he  was  arrested  three  weeks  apo 
on  stopping  from  a  New  YorK  liner. 
Prof.  Brooks  was  on  his  wax  to 
Paraguay  to  embark  in  the  cattle  busi- 
ness with  the  %3.m)  which  he  is  al- 
leged to  have  embezzled  from  the 
Uniontown  school  funds. 

The  condition  of  Brooks,  once  Uie 
most  trusted  of  Uniontown  citizens,  is 
mo.st  pitiful.  He  has  broken  down  com- 
pletely. His  wife  and  brother  to 
whom  he  looked  for  Jielp  on  reaching 
Uniontown,  have  Ignored  him.  Mrs. 
Brooks,  whom  he  deserted,  is  living 
In  McKeesport.  afid  a  messenger  sent 
to  her  by  the  Imprisoned  man  brought 
back  the  reply  that  when  Mrs.  Brooks 
met  her  husband  again  it  would  be  ir. 
the  courtroom  and  she  would  appear 
a.s    prosecutor. 

News  that  his  wife,  too,  had  cast  him 
off  and  a  hint  that  she  would  sue  nim 
for  desertion,  were  too  much  for  the 
man  who  collapsefl  utterly  and  had  to 
have   the  care  of  a  ohyslcian.

DANGER  OF  CHOLERA  REACHING 
UNITED  STATES  IS  VERY  REMOTE 

Germans  Have  Long  Expected  the  Present  Epidemic 
and  Have  Made  Preparations  to  Control  It. 


Chicago.  Sc-pt  2.— Ncls  Anderson,  a 
motor  Inspector  for  the  Illinois  Steel 
company,  chose  death  by  electrocu- 
tion in  preicrence  to  a  more  horrible 
fate  in  one  of  the  ttmpany's  seething 
metal   pits  today  at  the  South  Chicago 

works. 

Anderson  was  doing  repair  work  on 
the  arm  of  a  crane,  dirtctly  above  one 


of  the  hot  metal  pits.  A  slight  move- 
ment of  the  arm  caused  him  to  lose  his 
balance.  The  only  support  wjthm 
reach  was  an  uninsulated  live  wire, 
which  connected  the  crane  with  power. 
The  doomed  man  gave  one  glance  at 
the  white  hot  metal  below,  and  caught 
the  Wirt  as  he  was  falling.  He  was 
almost  instantly  killed,  and  the  body 
hang  over  the  wire  until  the  current 
J  could  be  shut  off.

Berlin.  Sept.  2.— The  ministry  of  the 
interior  has  issued  a  notice  assuring 
the  public  that  there  is  no  reason  for 
anxiety  on  account  of  the  appearance 
of  cholera  In  German  territory.  The 
government  has  long  reckoned  on  the 
present  situation.  A  circular  dispatch 
was  sent  by  the  imperial  department 
of  the  Interior  to  the  confederated 
states  in  January,  calling  attention  to 
the  possibility  of  cholera,  and  request- 
ing them  not  to  be  unprepared  to  deal 
with  an  Infection. 

"Resisting  the  spread  of  cholera, 
the  official  notice  says,  "has  become 
much  easier  under  the  Imperial  epi- 
demic law  of  June  1.  1900.  giving  the 
health  police  proper  powers.  These 
powers  have  been  fully  exercised  in 
sequestering  persons  that  have  cholera, 
or  have  been  exposed  to  it.  or  who 
have  doubtful  symptoms,  and  in 
watching  over  persons  and  property 
employed  In  traffic  on  the  Rivers 
Weichsel.  Brahe  and  Netze  and  the 
Hambuig  canal." 

Hamburg,  Sept.  2.— On  account  of 
the  appearance  of  cholera,  the  police 
authorities  have  forbidden  the  trans- 
portation through  Hamburg  of  Rus- 
sian emigrants  until   further  notice. 

The  Hamburg-American  Steamship 
com.pany  ha.s  issued  instructions  to  all 
its  Russian  agencies  to  refuse  steer- 
age tickets  to  Russian  emigrants.

Berlin.  Sept.  2.— The  Kresch  An- 
zeiger  officially  announced  today  that 
forty-three  ca.ses  of  cholera  and  seven- 
teen deaths  had  occurred  in  Germany 
up  to  noon  today. 

The  German  imperial  health  office 
today  made  the  following  statement, 
concerning  the  probability  of  cholera 
reaching  the  United  States  from  Ger- 
many: 

"The  danger  of  the  migration  of 
cholera  to  America  from  Germany  is 
remote.  Since  the  experiences  of  1892- 
93,  arrangements  have  been  perfected 
to  combat  the  disease  even  if  its  im- 
portation oannot  be  prevented.  Ham- 
burg and  Bremen  are  the  most  danger- 
ous spots,  and  to  them  the  most  care 
has  been  devoted.  S<v  far  only  spor- 
adic cases  have  occurred  within  Ger- 
mcn   territory,    derived     from    Russian 


raftsmen  and  the  single  emigrant  who 
died   at   Hamburg." 

Warsaw,  Sept.  2.— The  reports  from 
West  Prussia,  and  the  announcement 
of  three  deaths  from  cholera  in  Gal- 
icia.  yesterday,  no  longer  leave  any 
doubt  that  the  Vistula  district  is  in- 
Infected  for  the  present.  It  is  known 
that  four  deaths  from  cholera  occurred 
in  Russian  Poland,  and  several  sus- 
pected ca!5es  are  announced  from 
Ciechocinek,  a  watering  place  not  far 
from  the  Russian  frontier.  The  gov- 
ernment of  Kielce,  bordering  on  Gal- 
Icla,  is  still  free  from  the  epidemic. 
Warsaw  itself  is  also  exempt  and  the 
report  of  a  case  of  cholera  at  Lodz  is 
denied.  Doctors  have  been  sent  to 
\Tarious  points  along  the  Vistula  for 
tJie  purpose  of  observation,  and  a 
special  committee  is  ready  to  act  in 
case  of  an  increase  in  the  disease.  The 
rafts  afloat  have  been  placed  in  quar- 
antine.

Gunshu  Pass.  Manchuria.  Friday, 
Sept.  1.— The  first  intimation  of  an 
agreement  between  the  peace  envoys 
was  printed  in  today's  issue  of  the 
Army  Organ,  but  Witte's  message  to 
Emperor  Nicholas  received  today  was 
htld  over  for  tor;orrow.

These 
l.owers  have  been  fully  exercised  in 
sequestering  persons  that  have  cholera, 
or  have  been  exposed  to  it.  or  who 
have  doubtful  symptoms,  and  in 
watching  over  persons  and  property 
employed  in  traffic  on  the  Rivers 
Weichsd,  Brahe  and  Netze  and  the 
Hauibuig   canal." 

Hamburg,  Sept.  2.— On  account  of 
the  apr.earance  of  cholera,  the  police 
authorities  have  forbidden  the  tran.s- 
portation  through  Hamburg  of  Rus- 
sian emigrants  until   further  notice.

The  success  of  this  Boston  society,

.scarce.  The  secretary  of  the  Society  of 
Arts  and  Crafts  says  that  the  greatest 
problem  has  become  one  of  supply,  rather 
than  of  demand.  There  is  at  best,  only 
a  very  small  number  of  workers  who 
have  had  the  requisite  training  to  do 
things  that  are  better  than  the  poor  inar- 
tistic objects  upon  which  Miss  Mollie  is 
spending  her  time,  temper  and  eyesight. 
Almost  innumerable  articles  come  before 
the  jury  of  the  Society  of  Arts  and  Crafts 
of  which  only  a  .small  percentage  Is  wor- 
thy even  to  be  considered.  The  bulk 
represents   the   misdirected  efforts  of  un- 


skili  who  has  also  sufficient  push  and 
executive  ability  to  start  an  enternrise 
needing  for  its  chie'  capital  taste  and 
refined  feeling  rathei  than  an  exten.sive 
plant.  There  have  been  few  instances  in 
which  anybody  who  leally  had  a  right  to 
succeed  in  an  applied  art  has  failed  in  this 
country,  but  the  tec  finical  conditions  of 
success,  according  t)  Mr.  Walker,  are 
severer  than  most  pejple  suppo.se. 

So  that  the  best  thing  Miss  Mollie  can 
do  is  to  give  up  any  idea  that  handicraft 
affords  a  means  of  a  genteel  livehhood 
without  much  work,  and  get  herself  prop- 
erly prepared  to  succeed  by  virtue  of  just 
the  same  qualities  that  are  needed  in 
any  other  line  of  business.

It  is  said 
liiat  at  the  .session  of  Sept.  1.  tiie 
Swedish  delegates  took  the  stand  that 
tirey  were  treating  with  the  Nor- 
wegian delegates  not  in  their  ca- 
pacity as  repre.senlatives  of  the  gov- 
ernment in  existence.  Out  as  represen- 
tatives of  the  cabinet  appointed  by 
King  Oscar,  thus  emphasizing  the  fact 
that  Sweden  does  not  recognize  Nor- 
way's claim  that  the  union  has  already 
been  dissolved.  This  is  denied  by 
Norwegians  here,  but  the  report  is 
published  by  the  Aftenyosten  of  Chris- 
tiania. 

The  Swedish  delegates  are  a.ssl3ted 
by  three  military  experts. 

The  feeling  here  this  evening  la  that 
if  the  conference  fails  to  reach  an 
agreement  within  a  week,  the  nego- 
tiations are  likely  to  be  suddenly 
broken   off. 

The  Norwegian  delegates  are  not 
as  optimistic  as  they  were  on  their  ar- 
rival here.  Premier  Mickelson  (Nor- 
way) predicts  that  the  negotiations 
will    perhaps   last    for   weeks.

P.  J.  N'eff,  attorney  for  Potter,  says 
that  he  will  take  immediate  steps  to 
appeal  to  the  state  supreme  court  for 
a  reversal  of  the  order  of  the  lower 
court. 

Miss  Ham  brought  suit  for  $100,000, 
alleging  that  Potter's  courtship  lasted 
for  a  term  of  over  twenty  years. 


Number  Struck  By  Light- 
ning—Much  Damage 
Is  Done, 

Milwaukee,  Sept.  2. — Severe  storms 
occurred  late  last  night  and  early  to- 
day throughout  the  greater  part  of 
AVisconsin,  re.sulting  in  considerable 
damage.  A  number  of  people  were 
plruck  by  liglitning,  but  so  tar  as 
known  only  one.  Mrs.  Edward  Fitz- 
palrick  of  Watertown,  was  killed.  At 
Jefferson  hundreds  of  sparrows  were 
found  in  a  .«tunnt»d  condition  on  the 
principal  streets,  and  the  damagb 
fn:>ni  lightning  and  rain  is  thought  to 
be  nearly  $15,000,  not  including  the 
loss   to  crops.

— The 
Swedish  and  Norwegian  delegates  ap- 
pointed lo  discuss  the  dissolution  of 
the  union  between  Sweden  and  Nor- 
way continued  their  deliberations  to- 
day, sitting  two  houis  before  adjourn- 
ing for  luncheon.  So  far  there  are 
no  indications  as  to  the  date  of  the 
jj  inu  4  M  ifynclusion  of  the  negotiations. 

The  session  lasted  until  5:15  p.  m. 
Absolute  secrecy  was  observed  in  re- 
gard lo  the  proceedings.  It  is  said 
that  at  the  .session  of  Sept.  1,  the 
Swedish  delegates  took  the  stand  that 
they  were  treating  with  the  Nor- 
wegian delegates  not  in  their  ca< 
pacity  as  representatives  of  the  gov- 
ernment iu  existence,  out  as  represen- 
tatives of  tiie  cabinet  appointed  by 
King  Oscar,  thus  emphasizing  the  fact 
that  Sweden  does  not  recognize  Nor- 
way's claim  that  the  union  has  already 
been  dissolved.  This  is  denied  by 
Norwegian.s  here,  but  the  report  Is 
published  by  the  Aftenposten  of  Chris- 
tiania.

In  the  closing  argument  made  in  the

INFLICTS 
DAMAGE 

Rig;  Steamer  P.  P.  Miller 
Collides  Willi  Inter- 
state Bridge. 

Repairs  Will  Take  Two 

Weeks— Draw  Is  Not 

Irjured. 


The  interstate  bridge  was  almost  put 
out  of  commission  for  the  time  being 
yesterday  afternoon  as  the  result  of 
being  struck  by  the  steel  steamer  P. 
P.  Miller,  Capt.  F.  Weirheimer  of  the 
Miller  Steamship   company   of   Buffalo. 

The  big  vessel  was  about  to  pass 
through  the  diaw  at  4:30  o'clock  in 
the  afternoon  n-hen  her  steering  gear 
refused  to  worlt  properly.  This  fact, 
with  the  current  of  the  St.  Louis  river, 
swung  her  fron  her  course  and  she 
collided  head  on,  with  the  east  side  of 
the  bridge,  at  the  junction  of  the  Min- 
nesota approach  and  the  bridge 
proper. 

Just    what    the    ca-sh    damage       will 


amount  to  has  not  yet  even  been 
roughly  estimated,  bu«  it  will  take 
about  two  weeks  to  repair  the  bridge 
and  put  that  side  of  it  in  condition  for 
use  again.  The  damage  is  confined 
to  a  space  about  fifty  feet  square,  and 
will  in  no  wise  affect  the  strength  of 
the  bridge,  or  extend  more  than  the 
fifty-foot  limit  in  any  direction.  The 
foundation  of  the  structure  is  not  in- 
jured to  any  extent. 

The  Miller  had  unloaded  a  cargo  of  coal 
at  the  Northwestern  No.  1  dock  and  was 
on  her  way,  unaided  by  a  tug,  to  the 
Mlssabe  dock  to  take  on  a  cargo  of  ore. 
She  blew  for  the  Virldge  and  sti^rted  to 
take  the  starboard  draw,  at  the  Minnesota 
end,  but  as  she  approached,  swung  too  far 
to  the  starV'oard  and  collided  with  the 
bridge.  Had  she  been  loaded  the  chances 
arc  that  she  would  have  grounded  before 
she  reached  the  bridee,  for  the  junction 
point  of  the  approach  and  the  bridge 
])roper  is  a  considerable  distance  from 
the  main  channel,  almost  directly  over 
the  Alger-Smith  boom  logs.  In  fact.  The 
bow  of  the  boat  cut  through  the  railing 
and  sidewalk,  and  did  not  even  stop  f.  r 
the  street  car  tracks,  but  ran  Into  and 
badly  twisted  the  steel  rails.  A  mass  ot 
torn  and  twisted  iron  and  wood  re- 
sulted. 

The  work  of  repair  was  started  today. 
The  engineers  say  it  will  not  be  finished 
in  less  than  two  weeks  time  It  will  be 
necessary  to  take  the  damaged  steel  gird- 
ers out  and  have  them  straightened  at 
the  barge  works.

A    Chicago    Man    Ends 
His  Life  By  Shoot- 
ing. 

Chicago,  Sept.  2.— Kneeling  at  the 
side  of  his  mother's  grave  in  Rose  Hill 
cemetery,  Harry  L.  Hoffman,  who  re- 
cently arrived  In  Chicago  from  St. 
Louis,  yesterday  afternoon  shot  him- 
self In  the  temple,  dying  two  hours 
later  at  the  Alexian  brothers'  hospital,  i 
The  suicide  was  witnessed  by  a  throng 
of  mourners  returning  from  a  funeral 
Many  rushed  to  the  grave  across  which 
Hoffman  lay.

ordinary  circumstances  can  be  heard 
for  a  distance  of  two  miles,  and  fog 
bells,  at  least  eight  inches  in  diam- 
eter. 

Such  is  the  edict  that  has  gone 
forth  after  several  conferences  held 
between  Capt.  John  Monaghan,  In- 
spector of  steam  vessels,  and  Customs 
Collector  L..  M.  Willcuts.  Severe  as 
these  rules  and  regulations  must  seem, 
and  almost  ridiculous  when  it  comes  to 
the  requirement  of  a  whistle  that  can 
be  heard  two  mik-s  tn  one  of  the 
diminutive  harbor  launches,  there  is 
no  alternative  for  the  local  harbor  au- 
thorities but  to  follow  out  the  rules 
and  regulations  laid  clown  in  the  re- 
vised statutes  of  the  United  States,  for 
a  violation  of  which  It  will  be  neces- 
sary for  the  customs  coUecLor  to  im- 
pose a  heavy  fine,  or  to  confiscate  the 

The  question  has  been  looked  into  very 
carefully  by  Capt-iin  Monaghan  and  Col- 
lector Willcutts,  and  it  is  determined  that 
where  launclits  are  under  fifteen  tons 
burden  they  coi.ie  under  the  supervision 
of  the  customs  collector  so  far  as  the 
tnforcement  of  the  rules  and  regulations 
are  concerned,  and  CoiKotor  %\ilUults  will  , 
set  out  tills  month  to  make  a  thorough 
canvass  of  the  harbor  with  a  view  of  get- 
ting a  list  of  all  the  launches,  their  own-  ) 
ersT  and  to  see  whether  they  are  living  up 
to  the  requirements. 

Trie  decision  of  the  authorities  that  the 
rule  relative  to  a  whistle  and  the  fog  bell 
inu-t  be  observed  is  expected  to  cause  a 
great  deal  of  consternation  among  the 
small  launch  owners,  but  under  the  regu- 
lations adopted  by  congress  there  eeems 
to  be  no  escape   for  it.

••All  vessels  propelled  by  gas,  fluid, 
naphtha  or  electric  motor  must  I'e  pro- 
vided with  signal  lislits  when  navigating 
between  sunset  and  sunrise.  The  kind 
of  lights  that  may  be  used  are  mentioned 
In  the  pilot  rules.  A  fog  bell  of  not  less 
than  eight  Inches  in  diameter  must  be 
carried  on  all  vessels  propelled  by  ma- 
chinery. A  whistle  must  also  be  provided 
on  '-■uch  vessels  and  must  be  of  .s-uch  char- 
acter as  to  be  heard  In  ordinary  weather 
at  a  distance  of  at  least  two  miles. 
■•The  fine  for  a  violation  of  any  < 
provisions  of  the  act  of  congress  prescrib- 
ing rules  to  prevent  collisions  of  ves>-els 
on  the  Great  Lakes  is  $.00.  The  ves-!cl 
shall  \'C  liable  for  said  penalty  and  may 
be  seized  and  proceeded  against  by  way  of 
libel  in  the  district  court  of  the  United 
States  for  any  district.

New  Orleans,  Sept.  1.— The  faith  that 
the  country  outside  of  New  Orleans  has 
in  the  representatives  of  the  marine  hos- 
pital service  is  beginning  to  be  shown  In 
the  modifications  of  quarantines.  Only 
here  and  there  are  communities  tighten- 
ing the  restrictions,  but  now  that  the 
pace  has  been  set,  it  is  expected  there 
will  be  general  modification  in  the  second 
half  of  the  present  month  if  there  is  no 
unfavorable    turn    in    the   situation.

A  squaw, 
b.idly     frif;htened,     ran     away     from     the 
strife  and  niu  in  the  water  of  a  lake  under 
an  over-hanging  bank.     In  the  twilight  a 
'■•plrit  or  ghost  of  a  rran  appeared  on  the 
liank    and    told    hor    how    to    construct    a 
drum,    and    how    to    beat    it,    and    sing    or 
chant    in    the    right    manner    in    order    to 
plefise    the   great    spirit.     This   beating   of 
drums   and  ehantings  and  dances  have   a 
kind   of    religious   significance   to    tlie    In- 
dian,  and   are   supposed   to   ward   otf  evil 
spirits    and   to    bring   success    in    warfare, 
or  to  give  long  life  and  happiness  as  the 
case  may  re<iuire.  •

Several  of  the  large  railroads  that  have  here- 
tofore adopted  rules  barring  men  over  certain  ages 
from  their  employ  have  abandoned  them.  Gen- 
erally, this  age  was  35,  and  the  rules  prescribed 
not  only  that  no  men  above  that  age  should  be

Paris,  Sept.  2.— Remarkable  scenes  char- 
acterized the  public  guillotining  of  two 
murderers  at  Dunkirk  recently.  There 
have  not  been  many  such  executions  re- 
cently because  the  authorities  have  con- 
sidered the  resulting  exhibitions  demoral- 
izing. For  this  reason  French  murderers 
are  usually   reprieved. 

The  men  who  suffered  the  extreme  pen- 
alty were  the  two  Belgian  burglars,  Van 
den  Bogaert  and  Zwartwacger,  who  mur- 
dered and  robbed  Mme.  Knockaert.  The 
woman  was  the  wife  of  a  lighterman,  and 
while  i-he  was  on  the  boat  alone  at  Dun- 
kirk the  prisoners  went  on  board,  stran- 
gled her,  cut  her  throat,  and  then  plunder- 
ed the  cabin.  They  were  tried  at  Douay 
condemned  to  death.  They 
fully  expected  a  commutation  of  their 
sentence,  and  President  Loubet  received 
their  advocate  recently  at  R;imbouillet. 
M  Loubet  did  not  see  his  way  to  granting 
a  commutation,  so  the  guillotine  was  sent 
to  Dunkirk.  IX-ibler  and  his  assistants 
reached  the  port  the  same  day. 

For  once  they  became  popular,  and 
wtre  actually  received  with  enthusiasm, 
for  the  two  Belgian  murderers  were  ex- 
ecrated at  Dunkirk.  Moreover  the  peo- 
1  le  of  the  town  were  rather  pleased  to 
iiave   an   execution.  ,       ,       ^      , 

The  ex<^cution  took  place  In  front  ol 
the  prison  in  the  Rue  Guilleminot.  The 
official  announcement  that  the  t-xecu- 
tion  would  be  public  attracted  an  em)r- 
mous    number    of    people

Jubilant    cheers   and   crfes   of    "Bravo!

arose  from  the  crowds  as  the  knife  fell. 

Zwartwaeger  mad<  a  tearful  struggle, 
a-nd  Deibler  and  his  men  had  gn-at  dif- 
ficulty in  holding  hinn  down  on  the  bas- 
cule. He  howled  and  shouted  like  a 
ma*iiac,  but  his  cries  were  soon  stopped 
short  bv  the  descentling  knife.  As  his 
head  rolled  into  the  basket  shouts  of 
•'Vive  Deibleri"  resounded,  and  -the 
people  made  a  rush  towards  the  guillo- 
tine as  if  they  wimted  to  pull  the  bodies 
out  of  the  baskets  and  jump  on  them. 
This  atempt  was  stopped  by  the  geii- 
darmcs  and  police,  wlio  had  a  struggle 
with  the  people  for  nearly  a  quarter  of 
an  hour.  .       ^      ,.      ».. 

Jean  Knockaert,  the  husband  of  the 
murdered  woman,  v  ho  was  among  the 
spectators,  clapped  his  hands  and  da-snced 
with  joy  on  the  roof  from  which  he  haa 
viewed  the  executioi>. 

As  Deibler  and  his  men  were  taking 
down  the  guillotine  and  as  they  were 
doing  so  Knockaert  hugged  the  chief  ex- 
ecutioner, and  invited  him  to  bre.Tkfast. 
Deibler  accepted  th';  invitation,  and  at 
the  meal  Knockaerl  proposed  his  health 
and  kissed  what  he  called  his  "aveng- 
ing hand." 

The  bodies  of  the  guillotined  men  were 
conveyed  to  the  cemetery  for  mock 
burial.  After  this  strange  formality  the 
doctors  took  over  .he  corpses  for  ex- 
amination   and    also       for       experiments.

Hesitation  is  clearly  shown  in  selling 
wheat,  except  on  the  bulges;  but  on  the 
other  hand  Uie  low  point  does  not  »fem 
to  cause  any  great  ami>unt  of  buying; 
Tliere  was  some  evening-up  of  contracts, 
pending  the  holiday,  and  aside  from  this 
some  buying  by  a  prominent  interest, 
but   it  had  no  special  yignith  am^e. 

(^•orn— This  trade  continues  slow  and  dis- 
appointing. This  probably  reflects  mode- 
rate short  covering  on  fears  of  lower 
temperatures  over  the  holiday.  We  see 
nothing  it  the  moment  to  bring  about  any 
stjstained  improvement  unless  favorable 
temperatures    .should    develop. 

Oats— Trade  continues  to  be  almost 
wholly  of  local  scalping  operations.  Some 
be.ir  pressure  develoiied  in  the  May,  but 
aside  from  this,  trade  was  without  sig- 
nificance.

Bralnerd,  Minn.,  Sept.  2— Judge  W.  S. 
McClenahan  has  denied  the  petition  of 
the  Minnesota  Canal  &  Power  company 
in  a  proceeding  commenced  in  this  dis- 
trict about  a  year  ago,  which  has  to  do 
with  the  diverting  of  the  waters  which 
flow  north  in  the  northern  part  of  St. 
Louis  county  so  that  they  will  flow 
south,  the  purpose  being  to  nin  the  wat- 
ers to  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  for  a  water- 
power  plant.  ,     ^ 

The  .scheme  of  the  power  company  is  to 
build  dams  in  lakes  and  streams  in  the 
northern  part  of  the  state.  The  principal 
lake  is  Birch.  The  water  flows  north 
there  and  the  object  was  to  dam  the  out- 
let and  divert  the  water  in  a  southerly 
direction  and  by  building  reservoirs  and 
d;uns.  and  digging  canals  run  the  water 
to  the  heights  above  Duluth.  At  the 
heights  -nere  is  a  fall  of  600  feet  and  the 
plant  would  be  the  greatest  in  the  North- 
west. ,  _  .    ..  ^ 

The  water  power  company  asked  the 
court  that  a  commission  be  appointed 
to  as.sess  the  damages  which  might  arise 
from  the  proposed  jiroject.  -   t   ..

Washington.  Sept.  2.— Commenting  on 
Congressman  McCleary's  critici-sm  of! 
reciprocity,  the  Washington  Post  in  an 
editorial,  says:  "McClearjr  is  for 
reciprocity,  and  for  the  Blaine  reci- 
procity at  that.  He  gives  a  definition 
to  Blaine  reciprocity  and  says  it  ap- 
plies to  non-competitive  products  only.. 
We  liave  the  authority  of  so  eminent 
a  standpatter  as  Mr.  Dalzell  that  the 
only  non-competitive  product  that  is 
to  be  thought  of  for  reciprocity  pur- 
poses under  the  Dingley  law  is  wine, 
from  Spain,  and,  therefore,  Blaifcfe  reci- 
procity is  nothing  but  old  rubbish  and 
is   cast   on    the  junk   pile. 

"Reciprocity  depends  on  the  admirt- 
Istration.  We  all  recollect  how  it  waa 
when  sixty  odd  came  pouring  out  ot 
the  Republican  cloak  room,  headed  by 
the  resolute  Tawney,  the  eloquent  Wil- 
liam Alden  Smith  and  the  factions 
Cushman,  and  with  rebel  yells  pro- 
ceeded to  put  the  knife  to  the  throat 
of  Chairman  Payne's  bill  for  reciprocity 
with  Cuba.  But  the  very  next  winter 
the  president  bore  a  hand  and  what 
did  we  see?  Why  these  insurgents 
roared  then  as  gently  as  suckling 
doves,  and  reciprocity  with  Cuba  was 
an  accomplished  fact  as  soon  as  the 
clerk  could  call  the  roll.

Railroad  contracts  in  Northern  Minn- 
esota may  have  the  effect  of  ridding 
the  city  of  vagrants  and  other  undesir- 
able characters  who  are  able  but  unwil- 
ling to  work.  A  new  system  for  get- 
ting rid  of  them  was  adopted  this  morn- 
ing by  a  Superior  street  policeman,  at 
the  suggestion  of  G.  S.  Richards  of  the 
National  Employment  company. 

The  idea  met  with  the  immediate  fav- 
or of  the  copper  in  question,  and  wlien, 
for  this  purpose  cannot  be  obtained,  de- 
spite the  fact  that  they  are  numer- 
ous about  the  streets.  A  good  many 
of  tliem  are  a  nuisance  to  the  police, 
and.  as  vagrants  and  drunks,  not  only 
cau.se  trouble,  but  are  no  little  expense 
to  the  city  and  county.  Instead  cf 
being  arrested  and  set  to  work  on  the 
rock  pile,  Mr.  Richards  suggested  that 
these  characters  be  brought  to  liis  of- 
fice and  given  the  choice  of  being 
jailed  or  going  to  work  at  $2  a  day. 
He  agrees  to  send  all  of  them  out  of 
the  city,  free  fare  and  no  license  fee. 

The  idea  met  with  immediate  favor 
of  the  copper  in  question,  and  when, 
this  morning,  he  came  across  a  vagrant 
that  had  been  ornamenting  the  bowery 
saloons  to  no  purpose  for  the  pasc 
two  or  three  weeks,  he  grasped  him 
rudely  by  the  collar  and  walked  the 
man  to  the  Michigan  street  employment 
office,  where  he  was  booked  to  go  on 
a  railroad  contract.  He  will  be  fed 
well  and  will  be  paid  at  the  rate  of  $2 
a  day.  It  was  explained  to  him  that 
if  he  did  not  consent  to  sign  for  the 
job.  he  would  have  to  work  on  the  rock 
pile,  on  prison  fare,  without  any  re- 
compense whatever,  and  in  addition 
to  this  would  have  to  lodge  in  jail. 
The  railroad  work,  under  these  condi- 
tions, took  on  a  rosy  light,  and  he  did 
not   hesitate   to  accept   the  alternative. 

The  policeman  was  well  pleased  with 
the  new  scheme,  and  announced  that  he 
would  appear  with  other  vagrants  In 
tow  from  time  to  time.  The  railroad 
contractors  have  been  offering  all  kinds 
of  inducements  to  get  enough  men  to 
carry  on  the  work  undertaken,  but 
have  been  unable  to  get  the  number 
desired. 

It  IS  believed  that  the  city  will  wil- 
lingly agree  to  allow  of  its  drunks  b::"- 
ing  also  disposed  of  in  the  same  man- 
ner.

Among  the  Producers  of  the  Butte  Camp— Output 
Wilt  Soon  Be  Increased  Fifty  Per  Cent- 
New  Process  of  Producing  Ore. 


Houghton,  Mich.,  Sept.  2.— (Special  to 
The    Herald.)— The   amount    of   explor- 
atory  and   development  work  now  un- 
der  way  in   the   Lake   Superior   copper 
district   is  g^reater  than   ever  before  in 
the    history    of    mining    in    this    field. 
The   low-water   mark       was       reached 
about  1895,  when  there  were  but  seven 
active  properties  in  Houghton  county, 
and   one   in    Keweenaw   county,       with 
every   mine  Idle  in  Ontonagon  county. 
There  came  a  turn  in  the  tide  in  1S97, 
with  a  marked  improvement  in  1898  and 
the  greatest  "boom"  in  the    history    of 
the    district    in    1899.        The    work       of 
making  new  mines  has  not  ceased,  even 
In    the   depression    following   the    break 
In    the   price  of  copper  that  came   late 
in  1901.       Of  the  present   production  of 
metal    by    the    mines    of    the    lake    dis- 
trict,   a    very    respectable       proportion 
comes  from  mines  that  have  been  ma.le 
during  the   past   decade.       The  Copper 
Range  Consolidated,  which  stands  sec- 
ond only  to  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  mine 
among  the  producers  of  the  district,  in 
point  of  output,   is  making  from  three 
mines    about        40,000,000        pounds      of 
fine  copper  yearly,  and  all  three  mines 
are  absolutely  new  properties.  The  big 
end  of  the  output  of  the  Osceola  Con- 
solidated   comes    from    the    two    Kear- 
Barge   mines,   one   of  which   is   entirely 
new,  while  the  other  was  but  a  small 
producer    ten    years    ago.        The    Mo- 
hawk  made   nearly  10,000,000  pounds  of 
copper  last  year,  and  is  getting  In  line 
to  increase  its  output  to  about  16,000,000 
pounds  yearly.       The  Ahmeek,   Allouez 
and   Centennial   are   all   producers,   and 
all    are   entirely   new    mines.    The   Cen- 
tennial is  an  old  company,  bat  is  now 
producing  from  an  entirely  new   mine, 
work  on  which  was  begun  late  in  1899. 
The  Centennial,  by  the  way,  is  getting 
much    better    rock   than    formerly,    and 
Its   local   friends  are   much   encouraged 
by  tiie   improvement.     The  fight  start- 
ed on  the  Centennial  management  some 
months    ago    was    in    the    East    exclu- 
sively,   as    the    people    on    the    ground 
had    a    better    understanding    of        the 
difficulties    under    which    the    property 
was  laboring,  and  were  not  disposed  to 
blame   the  management  for  the  unfor- 
tunate fact  that  there  was  less  copper 
in  the  rock  at  a  given  point  than  had 
been  anticipated.  Luckily  for  the  mine 
and  management  both,  a  very  marked 
change   for   the   better   has   set   in,   and 
the  present  returns  are  as  much  above 
as  the  first  were  below  the  average  ex- 
pected  by  good  judge.*?.       The  manage- 
ment,   both    at    the    nnine    and    In      "the 
East,    has    lost    nothing   In    the   eyes    of 
conservative  investors  by  having  taken 
the   bull    by   the   horns   and   giving  the 
cold     facts     to     the     shareholders 
couraging   as   those   were   at   the   time 
The    Allouez    is    sending       a        small 
amount  of  rock  to  mill  from  the  open- 
ing.s  in  progress,  and  is  securing  about 
forty    pounds    of    mineral    per    ton,    or 
about  the  same  as  the  Wolverine  is  get- 
ting.      It    is   a  question    whether       the 
AUoucz  will  gain  anything  in  particu- 
lar   by    starting    milling    so    soon,    but 
the  present   high  price  of  copper  is  an 
Inducement  that  tempts  any  new  mine 
to  gel  into  the   ranks  of  the  producers 
at    the   earliest   possible   moment. 

The  Atlantic  and  Baltic  are  to  make 
an  excljange  of  ground,  similar  to  the 
tradc.M  that  have  been  made  between 
a  number  of  the  mines  just  north  of 
Calumet.  This  exchange  will  rectify 
the  boundary  lines  between  the  Baltic 
and  the  section  16  tract  of  the  Atlantic 
so  that  the  surface  lines  will  run  paral- 
lel with  the  dip  of  any  shafts  that  may 
be  sunk  on  the  plane  of  the  lode  at 
right  angles  to  the  strike  of  the  Baltic 
amygdaloid. 

The  present  movement  in  the  price 
of  Tecumseh  Is  decried  by  certain  con- 
servative Easterners,  some  of  whom  re- 
member that  Tecumseh  has  jigged  up 
and  down  more  than  once  previously.  It 
Is  but  fair  to  state,  however,  that 
•  while  the  present  price  of  TecuniRch  is 
based   upon  a  drill   core  only,   the  little 


drill  core  in  question  shows  more  cop- 
per than  the  two  shafts  previously 
sunk  on  the  property  gave  in  an  equal 
distance. 

The  Globe  tract,  lying  next  south  of 
the  Champion  mine,  is  being  de- 
veloped, under  option,  by  the  Copper 
Range  Consolidated  company.  A 
sand  shaft  is  now  being  sunk,  and  this 
shaft,  while  it  seems  to  attract  little 
attention  locally,  is  likely  to  become 
famous,  as  it  will  be,  if  bottomed,  the 
deepest  sand  shaft  ever  sunk  in  this 
district,  if  not  in  the  world.  Instead 
of  sinking  a  drop  shaft,  the  collar  has 
been  firmly  anchored,  and  steel  shoes 
are  sunk  at  the  bottom,  through  the 
sand,  by  the  pressure  of  jack-screws. 
Some  trouble  has  been  had  by  the 
pressure  of  the  screws  throwing  the 
timbering  out  of  plumb,  but  it  has 
been  gotten  back  to  the  perpendicular. 
Only  a  practical  miner  who  has  been 
through  the  experience  can  under- 
stand the  many  difficulties  that  beset 
the  sinking  cf  a  deep  sand  shaft,  and 
the  progress  of  the  Globe  'will  be 
wateheof  with  Interest. 

The  Erie-Ontario  exploration  is 
making  good  progress,  and  the  show- 
ing is  a  satisfactory  one.

Butte,  Mont.,  September  2.— (Special 
to  the  Herald.)— Extensive  improve- 
ments are  being  made  in  the  properties 
of  the  North  Butte  Copper  company 
with  a  view  of  increasing  the  produc- 
tive capacity  of  the  mines  comprising 
this  group.  The  1600-foot  shaft  in  the 
Speculator  is  being  retlmbered  and  the 
engine  now  In  use  to  be  replaced  with 
a  more  modern  hoist.  The  work  is  be- 
ing pushed  with  all  possible  haste  and 
operations  will  be  completed  within 
a  few  weeks. 

Meanwhile  the  ore  extraction  contin- 
ues without  cessation.  The  lower 
workings  are  connected  with  some  of 
the  mines  owned  by  the  Amalgamated 
Copper  company  and  the  ore  is  being 
hoisted  to  the  surface  through  the  shaft 
of  the  High  Ore  mine.  When  the  im- 
provements now  under  way  shall  have 
been  completed.  It  Is  estimated  that 
the  producing  capacity  of  the  North 
Butte  company's  properties  will  have 
been  increased  50  per  cent.  Mining 
experts  predict  that  the  North  Butte

The  principal  share- 
holders became  discouraged  and 
dropped  out,  with  few  exceptions,  and 
the  reorganization  that  was  effected 
was  unable  to  secure  sufficient  cash  to 
do  more  than  go  through  the  motions 
of  breathing  and  appearing  alive.  Men 
who  were  prepared  to  advance  con-  , 
siderable  money  secured  an  expert  re-  i 
port,  which  was  not  favorable,  and  ^ 
the  company  has  cea.sed  to  exist.

If  the 
process  is  a  success  it  will  revolution- 
ize copper  smelting  throughout  the 
world.  Information  regarding  the 
ground  development  it  hard  to  secure, 
for  every  man  employed  In  the  work- 
ings Is  required  to  give  a  solemn  oath 
that  he  will  not  divulge  anything  seen 
by  him. 

The  smelter  ha»  «nly  been  In  opera- 
tion for  a  few  weeKs  and  during  this 
time  has  been  closed  down  frequently 
for  repairs  and  improvements.  The 
men  in  charge  are  doing  considerable 
experimental  work  and  It  Is  not  expect- 
ed that  the  plant  will  run  steadily  for 
several  weeks  yet. 

The  "Pittsmont"  plant  is  one  of  the 
most  elaborately  equipped  properties  in 
the  west.  Among  the  surface  improve- 
ments are  billiard  rooms,  bowling 
alleys,  cafe,  reception  room,  library, 
and  other  accommodations  for  the  em- 
ployee. In  the  underground  workings 
of  the  Pittsburg  apd  Montana  com- 
pany there  is  said  to  be  blocked  out 
5,000,000  tons  of  copper  ore.

At  the  Leonard  mine,  owned  by  the 
Boston  and  Montana  company,  a  vast 
precipitating  plant  Ja  in  the  course  of 
construction.  When  completed  the 
plant  will  have  a  capacity  of  500  gal- 
lons per  minute  and  will  have  cost 
$12,000.  The  tanks  are  situated  nearly

The  Colorado  smelter,  owned  by 
the  Colorado  Mining  and  Smelting 
company.  Is  being  dismantled  after 
nearly  thirty  years  of  service.  The 
ores  formerly  treated  at  this  plant  are 
now  handled  by  the  Washoe  smelter, 
at  Anaconda,  and  the  old  plant  Is  be- 
ing rapidly  demolished. 

Previous  to  being  dismantled,  the 
smeller  was  carefully  overhauled  and 
a  sort  of  "housecleaning"  operation 
gone  through.  The  walls,  ceilings,  and 
flues  had  become  impregnated  with 
calcine  dust,  containing  nearly  6  per 
cent  of  copper  and  some  silver.  The 
dust  was  removed  and  sent  to  the 
Washoe  plant  for  treatment  and  it  Is 
expected  that  the  cost  of  dismantling 
the  smelter  will  be  more  than  paid  for 
by  the  money  derived  from  the  calcine 
dust. 

The  ground  within  a  radius  of  several 
hundred  feet  of  the  main  smoke-stack 
Is  said  to  be  highly  impregnated  with 
copper  and  the  property  has  been 
leased  by  men  who  will  collect  the 
top  layer  of  earth  and  ship  it  to  the 
Anaconda  smelter  for  treatment.  The 
machinery  Is  being  sold  to  various 
mining  companies,  several  pieces  hav- 
ing been  shipped  to  Tonapah  and  Gold- 
field.

Houghton,  Mich.,  Sept.  2.— (Special  to 
The    Herald.)— The   amount    of   explor- 
atory  and   development  work  now  un- 
der  way   in   the   Lake   Superior  copper 
district   is  greater  than   ever  before  in 
the    history    of    mining    In    this    field. 
The    low-water    mark       was       reached 
about  1895,  when  there  were  but  seven 
active  properties  in  Houghton  county, 
and   one    In    Keweenaw   county,       with 
every   mine  idle  in  Ontonagon  county. 
There  came  a  turn  in  the  tide  in  1S9T, 
with  a  marked  improvement  in  1898  and 
the  greatest  "boom"  In  the    history    of 
the    district    in    1899.        The    work       of 
making  new  mines  has  not  ceased,  even 
In    the   depression    following   the   break 
in   the  price  of  copper  that  came  late 
In  1901.      Of  the  present  production  of 
metal    by    the    mines   of    the    lake   dis- 
trict,   a    very    respectable       proportion 
comes  from  mines  that  have  been  male 
during   the   past   decade.       The   Copper 
Range  Consolidated,  which  stands  sec- 
ond only  to  the  Calumet  &  Hecla  mine 
among  the  producers  of  the  district,  in 
point  of  output,   Is  making  from  three 
mines    about        40,000,000       pounds      of 
fine  copper  yearly,  and  all  three  mines 
are  ab.solutely  new  properties.  The  big 
end  of  the  output  of  the  Osceola  Con- 
solidated   comes    from    the    two    Kear- 
sarge   mines,   one   of   which   is   entirely 
new,  while  the  other  was  but  a  small 
producer     ten    years     ago.        The     Mo- 
hawk  made   nearly  10,000,000  pounds  of 
copper  last  year,  and  is  getting  In  line 
to  increase  its  output  to  about  16,000,000 
pounds   yearly.       The   Ahmeek,    Allouez 
and    Centennial    are   all    producers,    and 
all    are   entirely   new    mines.    The    Cen- 
tennial is  an  old  company,  but  is  now 
producing  from   an  entirely  new   mine, 
work  on  which  was  begun  late  in  1899. 
The  Centeimlal,  by  the  way,   is  getting 
much    better    rock    than    formerly,    and 
Its  local   friends  are  much  encouraged 
by   the   improvement.

The  dramatic  spectacle  of  'Ben  Hur"  is 
a  novelty  in  story  and  locale,  and  a  wide 
departure  from  anything  ever  before  seen 
In  America  In  artistic  Innovations  and 
deviations  from  stage  traditions.  The 
usual  overture  by  the  orchestra  is 
omitted  and  in  its  stead  what  is  really  a 
pictorial  overture  is  presented.  In  this 
prelude  to  the  play,  "The  Wise  Men  in  the 
Desert,  "  is  sounded  the  keynote  of  the 
drama.  The  music  is  both  orchestral 
and  choral. 

As  the  first  strains  of  the  great  or- 
chestra are  heard,  the  curtain  rises,  dis- 
closing a  symbolic  drop,  wnich  depicts 
the  opulent  p..wer  of  Rome  in  contradis- 
tinction to  the  spiritual  peace  of  Jerusa- 
lem. Fur  the  choral  music  were  selected 
passages  from  the  prophecies  of  Isaiah 
concerning  the  coming  of  the  Mf  ssiah. 
■where  Christ  is  referred  to  as  "the  liclit 
to  lishten  the  darkness  of  the  peoule." 
The  music  of  this  number  begins  with  the 
theme  of  the  prophecy,  trumpets  and 
trombones  predominating,  and  Is  biiilt 
upon  the  ancient  musical  scale  peculiar 
to  the  Semitic  people— Arabs  and  He- 
brews—on wiiich  the  inttrval  of  the  aug- 
mented second  is  a  prominent  feature. 
This  is  taken  up  by  the  invisible  male 
chorus,  announcing  the  vision  of  Isaiah. 

Following  is  heard  a  suggestion  of  "The 
Star  of  Bethlehem"  theme  at  the  words 
"Arise,  shine,  for  the  glory  of  the  Lord 
Is  risen  upon  thee."  After  a  passage, 
"For,  behold,  the  darkness  shall  cover  the 
earth,"  the  or(he.<'tra  takes  up  the  theme 
of  the  star,  while  the  chorus  chants  to  the 
text,  "The  Lord  shall  ri.«e  upon  thte, 
and  His  glory  shall  be  seen  ui>on  thee, 
and  the  gentiles  shall  come  to  thy  light 
and  kings  to  the  brightness  of  the  rising." 

The  symbolic  drop  here  fades  away,  dis- 
closing the  tableau  of  "The  Wise  Men  in 
the  Desert"  beside  their  kneeling  camels, 
looking  across  the  arid  waste  of  sand 
and  watching  with  wonder  and  awe  the 
apparition  of  the  star  of  Bethleliem. 
Mystvri'.'U.sly  it  flitters,  at  first  a  mere 
luminou.-^  point,  increasing  rapidly  in  size 
and  iTilliancy,  shooting  forth  fiery  rays 
of  light  uiitll  the  entire  horizon  is  illum- 
lnat)d.  As  the  first  shimmering  of  the 
star  becomes  visible.  suKcestlons  of  the 
Star  theme  are  heard,  developing  into  or- 
chf-stral  fullness  as  the  light  increases  In 
Intensity. 

As  this  Incident  of  the  play  closes,  the 
tread  of  the  camel  is  simulated  by  the 
orchestra,  suggesting  the  journey  of  "the 
wise  men"  over  thf'  desert  to  the  citv  of 
David,  where  the  child  is  to  be  born  whom 
they  seek  and  would  worship.  This  melody 
is  compf)sed  in  an  ancient  scale  common 
to  the  Egyptians  and  Greeks  2,000  years 
aeo. 

The  action  of  the  play  opens  years  later 
in  a  scene  which  shows  the  roof  terrace  of 
the  palace  of  Hur,  from  which  a  view  of 
the  Holy  City  is  presented.  This  scene 
Is  masi-elously  beautiful  and  impresses 
the  audience  by  the  Oriental  richness 
which  realizes  the  atmosphere  of  the  situ- 
ation. The  youtliful  Ben  Hur.  his  mother 
and  sister;  Amrah,  the  faithful  nurse, 
and  Simonides,  the  merchant  of  Antioch, 
are  ir.troduced. 

Mtssala,  a  type  of  the  current  insolence 
and  arrogance  of  Rome,  returning  to  Jeru- 
salem after  a  lung  absence,  visits  Ben 
Hur.  the  friend  of  his  boyhood,  and  is 
warmly  gr'ttfd.  He  repays  his  welcome 
with  an  insult,  which  Is  resented,  and 
takes  his  It-ave  in  anger. 

A  teciler.  domestic  scene  between  Ben 
Hur,  lii.s  mother  and  sister  is  interrupted 
by  the  bhire  '^f  trvimpers,  .nnnoiincing  the 
approach  of  the  procuratfir.  Oratus.  Far 
and  near  the  people  of  Jerusalem  swarm 
to  their  housetous  to  witness  the  entry 
of  their  new  master. 

Then  fulldws  the  catastrophe  of  the 
falling  tile  described  in  the  ncvvel.  Ben 
Hur,  to  see  the  legion  as  it  i;;»sses,  leans 
upon  the  parajiet.  It  crumbles  and  falls 
outward.  A  cry  arouses  fri^m  the  street: 

The  procurator  has 
been  murdered!  "  The  palace  roof  is  in- 
vaded by  the  seldierv  Ben  Hur.  accused 
by  Messala  is  seized  and  bound.  The

j  mysterious  murmurs  of  the  mighty  deep. 
I     Arrlu.s  looks  over  his  rowers  before  go- 
ing into  battle.     Ben  Hur  attracts  his  at- 
;  tentlon.     He  orders  the  Hortator  to  send 
I  Ben  Hur  to  him.    Arrlus  Icirns  from  Ben 
;  his    story    and    discovers    that    he    is    the 
1  son   of  Ithamar,  prince  of  Jerusalem.   He 
orders    Ben    Hur   back    to   his   post.     Hur 
I  thanks  Arrlus   for  his  kindness  and   tel!s 
I  him   that   It   Is   the  first  kindness   shown 
him  since  three  vears  before  when  on  his 
way  to  the  galleys  in  Bethlehem  a  curly-

His  gal- 
ley is  boaxded  and  sunk.    Ben    Hur.  who. 
by   Arrius'    order   has   not    been   ironed   to 
!  his    thwart    I'ke    the    rest    of   the    slaves, 
I  saves  Arrius'  lite  in  the  fight.     The  shock 
1  of   the    trireme    in    its    collision    with    the 
,  pirates,    the    rowers    beine    hurled    fnim 
I  their    benches,    and    the    clash   of   the  sea 
buttle    are    most    realistically    presented. 
I     As    the    trireme      sinks    the      stage      Is 
plunged  in  darkness.    An  instant  later  the 
optn   sea  is   revealed.     Ben   Hur  support- 
1  ing    the    wounded     and    helpless     Arrius, 
I  whom    he    has    dragged    from    the    water, 
I  clings  to  a  fragment  of  the  fleeting  wreck 
j  in   the  darkness.     The  sun   ris(s,   a   great 
ball  of  fire  en  the  horizon.     Ben  Hur  dis- 
I  covers  the  approach  of  a  Roman   triieme 
I  to  tlie  rescue. 

The  first  scene  of  the  third  act  shows  the 

interior  of  a  room  in  the  house  of  Simon. 

I  ides,  the  merchant  prince  of  Antioch.     In 

I  the   first  act   Simonides  is  a  strong  man, 

in    the    full    vigor    of    life;    in    this    8cei»c 

'  he  is  a   cripple,   distorted   by   the   tortures 

of   Gratus,    who    sought    to    fr^rce    hitn    to 

give   up   the   fortune   of  the  Hurs  in   his 

hands  as  the  slave,  steward  and  confidant 

of  the  dead  prince  of  Hur. 

Great   Is   the   wealth   of  the   craft   mer- 
j  chant,  but  of  all  his  treasures  his  daugh- 
j  ter  Esther  is  the  dearest.  Jealousy  has  he 
j  guarded  her  from  the  eyes  of  men.  5lieik 
1  Ilderim     tells     Simonides     of     the     com- 
ing      of        the        Balthusar.        one        of 
the     three     wise     men     whom     he    res- 
cued  from  the  fury  of  Herod  thirty  years 
'  before,  when  they  came  to  Jerusalem"  ask- 
j  ing    for    him    who    was    born    king   of    the 
!  Jews. 

I  As  Ilderim  relates  the  story  of  the  wise 
men  and  their  tale  of  the  star,  a  sugges- 
tion of  the  star  theme  is  again  rendered 
by  the  orchestra,  making  this  situation 
thrillingly  impressive.  The  interview  be- 
tween Simonides  and  Ilderim  is  interrupt- 
ed by  Ben  Hur,  who  comes  to  Simonidea 
in  ciuest  of  information  of  his  mother  and 
sister.  He  discloses  his  real  identity  as 
Ben  Hur,  though  dressed  as  a  Rom.an 
soldier.  He  relates  the  adoption  by  Ar- 
rius, the  jealousy  of  the  tribune's  love 
and  prevention  of  search  for  his  mother 
and  sister.    Arrius  is  dead. 

Simonides  refuses  to  acknowledge  Hur, 
yet  secretly  believes  his  story.  Messala, 
the  Roman  who  will  compete  "in  the  char- 
iot race  at  the  circus  as  the  champion  of 
'  ftome.  is  mentioned  to  test  Hur.  Ben  Hur 
I  would  find  Mcs.sala  and  he  Is  toid  he  is 
training  his  horses  in  the  grove  of 
Daphne.  He  goes  there  followed  bv  Mul- 
luch,  an  agent  of  Simonides.  After  Hur  s 
departure  Simonides  reveals  to  Esther 
that  if  the  young  Roman  who  has  just 
departed  is  the  real  Ben  Hur,  they  arc 
both  his  slaves  and  all  they  possess  is 
his. 

The  scene  Instantly  changes  to  the  grove 
of     Daphne,      the    most     noted     pleasure 
ground  of  antiquity.     The  temple  of  Apol- 
I  lo  is  disclosed,   and  l)efore  it  are  troupes 
j  of  young  girls   tripping  to  a  song  of  Anac- 
reon.     In  the  musical  compositions  of  the 
scenes  in  the  grove  of  Daphne  in  this  act 
!  Prof.    Kelley  employed  the  ancient   Greelt 
^  scales  2.000  years  old.  especially  the  Dorain 
:  and  Phrygian.    He  also  introduced  certain 
harmonic  progressions— for  some  centuries 
■uhibited  by   modern   Eurc^pean   theorists 
which    the    latest    investigations    of    an- 
cient   Greek    music   have   jiroved    to    their 
satisfaction  were  undoubtedly  used  by  the 
Greeks,    although     they   seem     somewhat 
strange  to  our  ears. 

Prof.  Kelley  has  somewhat  smoothed 
this  apparent  crudity  over  by  the  employ- 
ment of  modern  orchestral  devices.  In 
the  construction  of  phases  he  employed 
some  of  the  meters  peculiar  to  the  Greeks, 
such  as  division  of  measures  into  groups 
of  three  instead  of  two  or  four,  irregular 
instead  of  regular,  occasionally  in  the  or- 
chestration for  these  scenes  he  endeavor, 
ed  to  suggest  certain  old  Greek  instru- 
ments. 

For  Instance:  In  the  entrance  of  the 
revellers  into  the  Temple  of  Appollo.  At 
the  end  of  the  prooesslonal  music  there 
is  a  passi;??  int  ?nded  to  suggest  the  old 
Greek  aulci  or  flute,  the  music  of  which, 
it  is  said  was  at  times  varied  and  bril- 
liant. Damsels  of  mature  years,  bearing 
garlands  and  hymning  praise  of  Daphne, 
smile  on  Hur  and  beckon  to  him  enticing, 
ly.  He  turns  In  aversion,  but  to  face  a 
fancifully  bedecked  throng.  which  Is 
enacting  the  Masque  of  Bros.,  Fymboliz- 
ing  the  dedication  of  a  youth  and  maiden 
to  a  fife  of  pl?asure.  In  this  scene  a 
chorus  of  150  voices  is  heard. 

Ben  Hur  turns  away.  He  is  In  search  of 
the  race  course  near  the  fountain  of  Gas- 
talia,  where  Messala  is  accustomed  to 
practice  running  his  horses.  He  finds  a 
guide  in  Mulluch,  who  la  following  him  to 


New  York,  Aug.  26.— "Why  did  I  go  into 
vaudeville?  And  why  have  so  many  other 
singers  abandoned  comic  opera  for  the 
?anie  line? 

"Well,  mine  was  a  rather  unloue  ex- 
perience.   Not  so  very  unique,  you  know, 

because  a  few  other  women  have  done  the 
same  thing.  Only  it  was  not  the  reason 
thr:t  usually  induces  opera  singers  to  go 
Into  vaudeville. 

"You  know.  I  was  actually  on  my  way 
to  the  Metropolitan  opera  house  to  see 
dear  Herr  Conried  when  I  made  up  my 
mind.  Ten  minutes  before  I  hadn't  the 
remotest  idea  of  doing  so.  You  never 
can  tell,  as  Arnold  Daly  says. 

"It  was  my  marriage  with  Mr.  Morgan 
— Edward  Morgan,  you  know— that 
changed  my  mind  about  Herr  Conried 
and  the  glories  of  the  Metropolitan 
Grand. 

"This  Is  the  secret  of  our  lives,  we 
promised   ourselves  after  the  event. 

"So  it  wiis— for  about  two  days. 

"We  were  just  sitting  down  to  a  little 
tete-a-tete  supper  in  our  room  .it  the  hotel 
when  who  should  come  in  but  Arnold 
Daly.  And  the  very  first  thing  Mr.  Morgan 
said  was: 

"  'Arnold,  let  me  Introduce  you  to  my 
wife!' 

"So  the  cat  was  out  of  the  bag- at 
last— and  we  three  made  it  a  glorious  wed- 
ding supper,  for  Mr.  Daly  insisted  upon  It 


Russell,  as  charming  as  ever.  And  her 
daughter  Dorothy,  too,  coming  on  with  so 
much  promise.  And  Maude  Harrison  and 
Edna  Wallace  Hopper  and  Katie  Barry— 
though  maybe  the  funny  little  English- 
woman is  different,  in  her  way.  One  could 
fill  pages  with  names. 

"New  operas,  or  resurrected  operas, 
are  not  always  certain  of  success,  as  we 
sill  know  to  our  sorrow.  The  show  may 
catch  on  (as  we  say),  and  it  may  fall 
flat. 

"Besides,  there  Is  the  Interminable 
trouble  about  casting  the  parts.  Some- 
body will  be  miscast,  or  given  new  music 
her   voice   cannot    haiidle. 

"Those  terrible  quarrels  with  the  com- 
posers! One  knows- what  one's  voice  will 
take  and  where  thfe  ri.>--ky  notes  are,  but 
the  traditional  policeman  on  the  corner 
cares  about  as  much  as  the  composer. 
He  has  his  conception.  It  must  be  sung 
just  so   or  not  at  all! 

"There  have  really  been  cases  at  times, 
too,  when  the  $100  or  $150  a  week  waa 
somewhat  tardy  in  coming,  in  real  money. 

"Dear  old  Barnaby  snid:  'Ah!  but  the 
eclat!'  Well,  of  course,  that  is  nice,  and 
the  lovely  if  sometimes  silly  costumes 
and  the  glitter  and  go  and  box  parties 
and  diamonds  and  subscription  nights— 
and  all  that.  Every  woman  loves  beauti- 
ful  costumes.  • 

"But  ycu  do  not  miss  many  things  In 
vaudeville,  althotigh  the  work  is  alto- 
gether different,   and  in  a  way,   the  sur- 
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being  much  mere  elaborate  than  we  had 
intended  before  he  came. 

"And  the  funny  part  was,  only  a  short 
time  before,  when  I  was  up  on  the  sound 
and  Mr.  Daly  was  playing  "You  Never 
Can  Tell  '  In  New  York,  he  wrote  saying 
that  he  just  had  to  tell  me  how  much  he 
admired  and  liked  my  work,  so  he  must 
know  me. 

"And  there  he  was,  across  the  table, 
with  thc>se  sharp  black  eyes  of  his  and 
saying  nice  tilings  again. 

"By  tlie  way.  nobody  but  a  player  can 
know  how  charming  it  is  to  have  people 
like  your  work  and  be  nice  and  symi'a- 
thetlc  about  your  ambitions  and  say  it, 
and  not  wait  till  you  are  dead  and  gone 
to  praise  you.  when  you  know  nothing 
whatever  about  it.  And  wc  like  to  see 
that  we  score— that  we  get  sympathy  from 
our  friends,  or,  at  least,  make  our  enemies 
squirm  occasionally. 

"Well,  that  Is  the  way  It  came  out. 
and  after  an  offer  or  two  I  very  easily  saw 
that  vaudeville  was  my  destined  aim  and 
goal. 

"Comic  opera  Is  the  most  trying  work 
In  the  world,  with  its  Interminable  re- 
hearsals and  practice,  practice  and  ccs- 
tumes  and  fitting  and  fines  and  hard  rules 
and  railroad  travel,  and  work— work— 
work!  always  work!  and  then,  if  the  opera 
is  not  a  brilliant  success,  very  soon  all 
that  killing  work  must  be  gone  through 
with  again.  And  I  wanted  a  little  home 
life  occasionally.  I  often  wished  even 
'Peggy  From  Paris'  had  stopped  at 
home. 

"Of  course,  there  are  other  reasons  be- 
sides  business  ones— but  it  is  awfully  hard 
to  refuse  such  splendid  salary  offers— and 
the  work  is  so  easy,  almost  play,  com- 
pared with  opera. 

"After  a  certain  time,  or  rather  age, 
comic-opera  business  becomes  almost  in- 
tolerable to  singers.  All  is  very  well  when 
one  is  16  or  17  and  life  is  all  roses  and 
spangles  and  gold-heeled  slippers.  The 
illusion  doesn't  last— not  a  bit  of  it.  Not 
after  30,  anyway. 

"The  opera  singer  cannot  stand  very 
many  years  of  that  awful  kittenish  per- 
formance. You  just  hunger  for  a  change. 
You  must  have  it  if  you  w;ish  to  continue 
In  the  profession,  and  continue  to  do  g'^od 
work.  The  ciiange  Itself  is  the  greatest 
incentive.  Just  see  what  Marie  Tempest 
has  done  in  comedy.  And  all  the  others, 
who  changed  in  some  way  or  other; 
Schumann-Heinck.  Pauline  Hall  (Er- 
minie  in  person),  Fritzi  Scheff  and  Lillian 


roundlngs.  The  appreciation  Is  there,  if 
you  earn  It,  and  that  is  the  great  thing 
after   all. 

"It  Is  hard  work  at  first,  for  there  is 
a  lot  to  unlearn.  In  opera,  especially  in 
comic  opera,  one  must  act  one's  songs- 
ore  must  sing  all  over,  as  the  French  say. 

"In  vaudeville  one  must  study  and 
maintain  a  certain  dignity  and  repose 
when  singing.  Nothing  ground  on  my 
ntrves  so  terribly,  when  1  first  began, 
as  that  one  thing— having  to  keep  still. 
Even  after  a  long  time  that  latent  nerv- 
ousness will  peep  its  head  out  in  my 
voice — especially  at  premieres.  But  out- 
side of  reasons  of  preference,  consider  the 
advantages,  and  the  saving  In  your  voice. 
You  can  select  your  own  songs,  and 
chuiige  them  as  you  wish,  to  meet  the 
possible  natural  changes  in  your  tones. 
And  then  you  h^-ve  to  sing  only  ten 
minutes   or  so   at  each   performance. 

"And,  best  of  all,  vaudeville  people  are 
the  kindest  creatures  In  the  world  to 
each  other.  They  will  encourage  you 
when  you  go  on  and  then  crowd  in  the 
wings  (such  a  conglomerate  of  bizarre 
makeup— or  half  makeup!)  and  show  an 
appreciative  interest  in  each  other's 
turns. 

"Then  the  vaudeville  managers  really 
look  after  you,  .ind  are  unhappy  If  you 
won't  let  them  do  enough.  Then  there 
is  the  financial  side,  the  salary  question. 
Now  I  would  like  to  know,  if  one  can 
get  $500  a  week— or  even  $750.  or  more,  for 
premieres  (and  all  real  money)  it  does 
look  like  an  Irresistible  argument,  doesn't 
it?  Even  on  steady  touring,  when  sal- 
aries are  adjusted  on  a  booking  basi.=, 
few  rewards  compare  with  vaudeville 
salaries. 

"Besides  all  this  you  may  work  (with- 
in reason,  of  course)  as  much  or  as  little 
as  you  Dlease.  You  can  go  home  when 
vou  want  to  and  have  a  good  rest-up 
for  the  next  trip,  an<  make  tea  and 
cookies  and  toast  comfortably  before  the 
fire  with  your  own  people— Instead, 
maybe,  of  freezing  In  hotels  or  railroad- 
ing through  Western  blizzards. 

"Touring  in  opera  you  do  belter  In  the 
smaller  things.  Two  tickets  are  fur- 
nished, so  that  husband  or  relative  can 
go  along  for  company,  or  mother  and 
daughter  accompany  tjach  other.  You 
are  not  bothere<l  about' excess  baggage  at 
all.  It  is  no  small  item  either,  that  ex- 
cess, as  you  would, realize  if  you  saw  my 
music    trunk. 

"In  vaudeville  you  have   to  stand      all 


Recent  cablegrams  from  Europe  an- 
nounce the  coming  to  this  country,  in 
December  next,  of  Miss  Bessie  Abott, 
the  young  American  soprano,  who  has 
been  for  the  past  two  years  a  success- 
ful member  of  the  Paris  Grand  opera. 
Two  other  American  80j)ranos  are  re- 
turning also,  next  winter,  after  more 
or  less  success  abroad,  but  the  chief 
interest  seems  to  lie  in  Bessie  Abott, 
who  is  known  throughout  the  musical 
world  as  the  protege  of  Jean  de 
Reszke,  the  famous  tenor.  De  Reszke 
first  noticed  the  possibilities  in  Miss 
Abctt's  voice,  when  he  heard  her  sing 
at  a  concert  on  board  a  steamship  on 
his  way  to  Europe.  During  the  season 
(of  the  same  year)  De  Reszke  had 
several  other  opportunities  of  hearing 
Miss  Abott  sing,  and  on  each  occasion 
persuaded  her  to  study  for  the  oper- 
atic stage.  At  the  conclusion  of  her 
London  engagements.  Miss  Abott  re- 
turned to  this  country  and  settled 
down  to  serious  study  with  Mme, 
Ashforth,  the  well-known  vocal  in- 
structess,  with  whom  she  began  her 
preparations  for  the  grand  opera.  For 
three  years  she  studied  unceasingly  in 
this  city,  after  which  period  Mme. 
Ashforth  brought  her  to  Paris  and 
placed  her  with  the  late  Fidele  Keonig, 
chef-de-chant  of  the  Paris  Grand 
opera,  with  whom  she  studied  mis-en- 
scene,  and  also  with  Victor  Capoul, 
second  director  of  the  opera.  Since 
the  beginning  of  her  operatic  career, 
however,  she  prepared  all  her  operatic 
roles  with  Jean   de  Reszke.

Alfred  Sutro's  case  is  a  discouragement 
or  an  encouragement  to  struggling  dra- 
matists according  to  how  long  they  are 
willing  to  work  and  wait  for  success. 
Sutro  had  kept  at  it  ten  years  before  get- 
tine  to  his  goal.  He  went  to  London, 
booing  to  find  It  readier  than  New  York 
to  favor  new  playwrights.  He  wrote  pleas- 
ant little  dramatic  sketches  and  some  of 
them  were  used  as  curtain  raisers— as  "A 
Maker  of  Men"  now  Is  In  the  bill  with 
"Mrs.  Leffingwells  Boots"  and  he  trans- 
lated Maeterlinck  damas,  which  have 
been  a  labor  of  love,  but  could 
hardlv  have  brought  any  substantial  re- 
ward. He  had  a  hand  in  adapting  a 
French  farce  which,  as  "The  ChiU 
Widow."  was  produced  with  money  from 
the  famous  Baroness  Bardett  Coutts,  with 
her  god-daughters,  Irene  and  Violet  Van- 
brugh.  in  the  company.  That  was  In  1R)4, 
and  not  until  1904  did  Sutro  get  any  fur- 
ther towards  the  front.  Then  he  came 
forward  with  a  lunge.  "The  Walls  of 
Jericho"  has  lasted  a  year  and  is  still 
going  on.  Foreign  authors  of  reputation 
are  able  usually  to  sell  options  on  their 
forthcoming  plays  to  American  managers, 
but  who  was  this  Sutro?  So  no  one  had 
anv  claim  on  his  play.  Frank  Mills,  the 
actor,  saw  its  first  performance,  and  that 
very  night  bought  It  for  James  K. 
Hackett  to  use  in  this  country.  It  is  not 
imoertinent  to  note  that  four  other 
dramas  by  Sutro— presumably  written 
during  his  unrecognized  years— are  an- 
nounced  for  production.

The  week's  disclosure  of  a  dramatic 
I'lay,  American  In  both  make  and  mat- 
ter, is  "Easy  Dawson,"  provided  by  E. 
E.  Kidder  to  carry  Raymond  Hitchcock 
over  from  crooked  farce  to  straight  com- 
edv.  "The  Old  Homestead"  and  "Way 
Down  Eiist'  were  rejected  there  with  dis- 
dain. But  last  year  "The  County  Clialr- 
man"  lodged  itself  at  the  theater  of 
sacred  Wallackian  traditions,  and  to  that 
house  Kidder's  "Easy  Dawson"  is 
brouerht  with  no  signs  of  foreboding.  For 
Broadway  has  accepted  Raymond  popu- 
larly as  a  very  funny  fellow,  while 
Broadway  critically  has  rated  him  as  a 
clever  interpreter  of  quaint  American 
character,  and  as  a  worthy  successor  of 
Sol  Smith  Russell.  The  fact  is  that 
Russell  never  made  a  dollar  of  his  for- 
tune on  Broadway,  but  that  Is  from  the 
point.  Rus.sell  is  now  a  stage  memory, 
and  some  of  us.  although  we  never  really 
did  any  such  thing,  convince  ourselves 
that  We  delighted  to  do  him  honor.

I'nless  Edward  E.  Kidder  had  watched 
"Easy  Dawson  "  from  the  delivery  .of  the 
manuscript  through  the  trial  perform- 
ances at  Atlantic  City  and  so  along  to  its 
introduction  in  New  Ytirk.  this  week,  he 
might  doubt  that  he  had  written  it. 

"Mr.  Kiilder  has  had  much  to  enijure," 
said  Raymond  Hitchcock,  in  a  speech  on 
the   opening   night. 

The  play  had  been  planned  to  carry 
Hitchcock  over  from  crooked  farce  to 
straight  comedy,  and  Kidder  had  modeled 
it  after  the  plays  that  he  used  to  write 
for  Sol  Smiiii  Russell.  Kidder's,  first 
choice  of  a  successor  to  Russell  had  "been 
Ezra  Kendall,  but  he  had  shifted  to 
Hitchcock. 

Tlie  Dawson  whom  Kidder  nicknamed 
Easy,  because  he  was  an  easy  mark  f<jr 
boom  bummers  and  business  bluffers,,  was 
a  blend  of  Rip  Van  Winkle  as  the  villago 
ne'er-do-well  with  that  ne'er-do-ill  in- 
ventor in  A  Poor  Relation.  Easy  Daw- 
son, as  his  author  created  him.  was  a 
Joseph  Jefferson  for  reckless  inebriety 
merged  by  reform  into  a  Sol  Smith  Rus- 
sell for  shrewd  sobriety.  When  we  made 
his  acquaintance,  on  Tuesday  evening,  he 
was  just  home  from  a  parade  of  a  village 
fire  department,  of  which  he  was  the 
chief;  .and  he  was  as  proud  as  a  lord 
over  his  uistinction  and  as  drunk  as  a 
lord  in  a  celebration  of  It.  Thence  to 
the  end  of  an  act,  Hitchcock  was  over 
the  fence  between  song  and  dance  farce 
and  legitimate  comedy,  and  when  the 
curtain  went  down  on  the  sots  awaken- 
ing to  the  duty  of  a  father  of  an  im- 
periled daughter,  the  audience  felt  sure 
that  their  ttet  jester  and  clown  was  in 
the  field  of  dramatic  art  to  stay. 

However,  he  straddled  the  fence  In  the 
secfind  act  by  singing  entirely  extraneou«i 
songs,  topical  to  New  York  in  subject 
and  wholly  Tenderloin  In  manner.  And 
the  third  act  was  extravaganza  alto- 
gether, with  only  a  few  of  the  guests  at 
Easy  Villa  perceptibly  rustic,  while  the 
many  were  city  folk  of  the  smart  set 
type,  who  strolled  and  flirted,  danced 
.an<l  sang,  in  the  manner  of  the  musical 
beauty  shows.  Dawson  wore  a  dress  suit 
as  jauntily  as  any  of  the  young  fellows 
and  in  his  jocosity  forgot  that  he  wasn't 
a  town  rounder.  Flora  iiebelle-Hitchcock, 
who  had  started  as  an  eccentric  maiden 
of  the  crossroads,  finished  as  a  sfiubrette 
of  the  Rialto,  with  a  very  sophisticated 
ballad  about  a  coquettish  yellow-bird  that 
broke  a  fond  robin  redbreast's  heart.  An 
exquisite  array  of  ballet-chorus  girls  was 
brouglit  into  (service  with  her,  and  again 
with  Hitchcock,  who,  having  by  this  time 
stepped  down  from  the  fence  on  the 
extravaganza  side,  began  a  ditty  the  re- 
fi-ain  of  wiiich  said.  "It's  a  waste  of  time 
to  worry.  "  Mr.  Kidder  may  have  taken 
that  advice,  and  derived  consolation  from 
the  prospect  of  rich  royalties;  for.  while 
his  "Easy  Dawson"  wasn't  cared  for  at 
all  the  audience  went  ecstatic  over  Ray- 
mond Hitchcock  and  stayed  after  the  play 
was  done  to  sing  with  him,  over  and 
over  again.  And  the  world  goes  on, 
to  .1  melodv  which  destroyed  the  last 
faint  impression  that  "Easy  Daw.son" 
had  made  as  a  homely  play  of  rusticity. 
but  helped  it  to  success  as  a  mixup  of 
farce,    burlesque   and    travesty.

The  amazons  are  marching  in  the  first 
of  the  season's  Broadway  theater  extrava- 
ganzas somewhat  as  th.y  did  forty  years 
ago  in  "The  Black  Crook,"  yet  somewhat 
differently.  They  are  led  again  by  a  nat- 
urally beautiful  and  artificially  beautified 
ijlonde  woman,  who  stands  for  the  hub  of 
a  wheel  of  girl  spokes  and  felloes  that  re- 
volve around  her  bewilderlngly.  She  is 
once  more  a  fairy  queen  marshalling  her 
cohorts  to  the  re.>^cue  of  a  wicked  necro- 
mancer's captive.  But  their  aspect  is  new. 
for  they  wear  the  hats,  shirts  and  trousers 
of  a  volunteer  fire  department;  all  sf-em  to 
be  foremen,  for  each  carries  a  trumpet 
with  a  bouquet  In  its  mouth,  as  a  fore- 
man does  in  a  parade.  They  bring  in  two 
hand  engines,  double-deckers,  with  two 
rows  of  fire  lassies  at  each  brake,  and  a 
femininely  idealized  show  of  a  prize  tour- 
nament is  given.  Two  lines  of  hose  aro 
laid,  a  pair  of  the  coquettish  contestants 
seizes  each  butt,  and  from  the  nczzlca 
steam  is  jetted  like  fiercely  pumped 
water.  For  a  climax  to  th:.T  odd  spectacle 
the  streams  are  thrown  on  the  house  in 
which  the  pri.soner  is  kept,  brealting  the 
windows  and  rescuing  him.

Another  thing  worth  describing  In  "Tho 
Pearl  and  the  Pumpkin"  is  the  overland 
and  under-sea  tour  of  the  four  comedians. 
"They  travel  in  vehicles  formed  of  them- 
selves and  a  few  funny  adjuncts.  At  one 
time  they  are  a  schooner,  the  foremost 
fitted  out  with  a  bowsprit,  the  hindmost 
with  a  rudder  and  the  middle  two  v.'ith 
sails.  Again  they  are  a  railway  engine 
with  a  human  cow-catcher  in  front,  air- 
brake at  the  rear  and  bell  and  whistle  In 
the  middle.  Later  they  are  a  similarly 
absurd  automobile,  and  finally  a  sightsee- 
ing motor  car,  with  the  conductor  saying 
topical   things. 

"On  your  right,"  he  remarks,  for  in- 
stance, "you  may  see  the  restaurant 
where  James  Hazen  Hyde  gave  his  fa^ 
mously  expensive  supper." 

"What   did   it   cost    him?"   a  passenger 

"It  cost  him  his  Equitable  Job." 

And    Hyde,     who    hasn't     let     anything 

change    his    habit    of    first-nlghting,    wa» 

there   to  hear  the  joke.

A  lily  field  Is  the  prettiest  of  the  appeals 
In  "The  Pearl  and  the  Pumpkin."  design- 
ed by  W.  W.  E>enslow,  rhymed  by  Paul 
West  and  tuned  by  John  W.  Bratton,  the 
joint  makers  of  the  entertainment.  W© 
see  at  first  an  expanse  of  lilies,  cultured 
as  they  are  In  Bermuda  for  the  Easter 
market  in  America.  The  hght  changes 
slowly  from  dawn  to  sunrise.  A  girl  comet 
Into  the  field  to  pluck  an  armiul  of  the 
flowers.  She  sings  and  dances  whlie  do-, 
ing  it.  Then  the  front  rows  of  th# 
lilies  pull  themselves  up  from  the  ground, 
and  are  girls,  white  and  dainty  as  th% 
posies  with  fleet  feet  In  place  of  roots, 
agile  limbs  for  stalks  and  smiling  faces 
for  the  flowers.

LEAGUE  SEASON 

DRAWS  TO  CLOSE 


TYORLD  Of  SPORTJ 


End  of  Year  Finds  Organ- 
ization In  Prosperous 
Condition. 


Dulutli  Team  Carries  Off 

Pennant  For  Second 

Time. 


With  the  close  of  the  season  of  1905, 
the  Northern  league  finds  itself  In  the 
most  prosperous  condition  it  has  ever 
experienced   since   its  organization. 

The  season  of  1903  was  the  first  In 
which  the  Northern  league  was  con- 
ducted under  its  present  name,  the 
organization  being  formerly  known  as 
the  North  Dakota  Amateur  Ball  asso- 
ciation. 

Tfie  season  of  1903  v/as  a  fairly  pros- 
perous one   for  all  of  the  clubs.     Du- 
iuth  and  Superior  got  a  bad  start,  be- 
ing late  in  the  field,  and  they  finished  j 
In  fourth  and  sixth  pla<"es  respectively.  | 

In  1904  the  nowly  organized  league : 
began  to  have  aspirations  for  bigger 
things,  and  the  six  teams  started  out 
with  a  rush.  No  expense  was  spared 
to  get  together  winning  organizations, 
and  the  salary  limit  of  $850  became  a 
Joke.  Some  of  the  clubs,  notably  Ou- 
luth  and  Grand  Forks,  were  paying 
out  as  big  .sums  for  players  as  some 
of  the  American  association  teams, 
and  the  heavy  expenses  began  to  eat 
up  tlie  profits.  As  the  Duluth  team 
gradually  drew  into  the  lead,  and  be- 
gan to  make  a  runaway  race  of  It,  the 
Interest  of  the  fans  lessened,  and  gate 
receipts  began  to  fall  off.  The  middle 
of  the  summer  saw  every  team  but 
"Winnipeg  a  big  loser,  and  it  began  to 
look  as  if  the  ship  of  state  would  be 
wrecked   In   the  storm. 

The  crash  finally  came,  and  .Superior 
and  Crookston  decided  that  they  had 
had  enough,  failing  to  fini.sh  the  sea- 
son. The  schedule  was  shortened,  and 
the  end  of  the  season  was  a  disastrous 
one. 

But  last  winter  Kent,  Laxdal,  Van 
Praagh,  Hazen,  Lamb  and  some  of 
the  otlier  pillars  of  the  organization 
began  to  get  together  and  try  to  gather 
up  the  pieces  of  the  disorganized  as- 
sociation. Plans  for  an  eight-club 
league  were  broached,  but  the  time 
was  not  ripe  for  th.-m.  and  the  league 
was  started  out  again  with  the  cities 
of  St.  Cloud  and  Brainerd  represented 
by  one  team,  which  took  the  place  of 
Suoerior. 

This  time  the  managers  determined 
to  avoid  the  danRcrs  of  too  keen  com- 
I>etltion,  and  when  President  Kent 
was  cho.sen  to  head  the  organization. 
It  was  with  the  understanding  that 
the  salai-y  limit  would  be  rigidly  en- 
fbrced.  all  payrolls  being  .sent  to  the 
president    for    confirmation. 

The  plan  worktd  well,  and  aside  from 
the  misfortunes  whi(.-h  befell  the  twin 
towns,  the  season  has  bet-n  a  fairly 
prosperous  one.  The  St.  Cloud-Braln- 
erd  club  did  not  draw  as  was  expected, 
and  .'Superior  was  i'oon  back  in  her  old 
place.  The  Orphans  struck  some  rough 
sledding,  and  wh»>n  the  ttam  began  to 
lose  and  drop  behin-l,  the  fans  lost  In- 
terest, and  the  nii.sfortunes  culminated 
In  the  strike  of  the  players  for  their 
back  salaries.  This  dittioulty  was 
smoothed  over,  the  league  backing  the 
team,  and  the  season  was  finished  out 
with    the   organization   Intact. 

Every  club  in  the  league  with  the  ex- 
ception of  Superior,  has  made  mon-^y 
this  year.  Winnipeg  is  the  biggest 
winner,  the  Maroons  having  drawn  well 
in  spite  of  the  low  standing  of  the  team. 

Duluth  Is  also  ahead  of  the  game, 
thanks  to  some  big  Sunday  crowds. 
The  White  Sox  have  been  playing  in 
hard  luck,  or  the  team  would  have 
been  able  to  clear  up  all  the  indebt- 
ne.S3  left  over  from  last  year.  During 
the  first  long  home  series,  when  Interest 
was  at  its  height,  the  Champs  struck 
rainy  weather  for  every  Saturday,  Sun- 
day and  holiday  game. 

Then  the  long  lead  taken  by  O'Dea's 
men  began  to  tell  on  the  attendance. 
The  fans  lost  Interest  as  the  team  be- 
gan to  pull  away  from  the  van,  and  the 
gate  receipts  took  a  slump.  It  was  the 
same  difficulty  experienced  last  year. 
but  the  leagu«  took  steps  to  prevent 
the  same  disastrous  ending.  The 
Champs  were  weakened,  and  every 
othor  tt»am  In  the  league  was  strength- 
ened. The  result  was  satisfactory  for 
a  time,  and  Grand  Forks  overhauled 
the  leaders,  but  the  yellow  conduct  of 
the  Tigers  In  the  last  series  here,  dis- 
gusted the  followers  of  the  team. 

Throughout  the  season  O'Dea's  men 
havp  played  steady,  consistent  ball,  and 
fconsddering  the  salaries  paid.  It  Is 
doubtful  if  there  Is  another  team  In 
the  country  putting  up  as  fast  an  article 
of  baseball.  The  two-time  winners  of 
the  league  pennant  deser\-e  every  com- 
mendation for  the  clean  and  sportsman- 
like manner  In  which  they  have  car- 
ried   off   the    honors. 

President  Kent.  In  spite  of  the  crit- 
icism he  har^  been  subjected  to  durlnj 
the  season,  has  proved  himself  a  cap- 
able and  efficient  head  of  the  league, 
and  the  end  of  his  term  of  office  finds 
the  organization  in  better  shape  than 
It   has   ever   been    before.

LONG  ISLAND

Has    a   Hairpin    Turn 

Like  the  One  In 

France. 

Automoblllsts  are  now  directing  their 
attention  to  the  coming  elimination 
trials  for  the  Vanderbilt  cup  race,  to 
be  held  on  Sept.  23,  for  even  now  the 
course  on  Long  Island  is  being  used  by 
men  entered  for  the  big  event.  Vari- 
ous opinions  have  been  advanced  as  to 
the  fitness  of  the  route  for  the  contest, 
but  it  is  freely  acknowledged  that  no 
better  one  could  be  secured  in  this 
country,  when  all  the  points  are  taken 
into  consideration. 

By  some  drivers,  it  Is  believed  that 
the  course  is  a  dangerous  one,  al- 
though men  who  have  a  great  deal  of 
experience  in  the  speeding  of  motor 
cars  declare  It  to  be  not  half  as  bad 
as  It  is  painted.  To  be  sure,  there  are 
narrow  places  in  the  road  and  there 
are  some  sharp  turns  to  be  negotiated, 
but  a  road  race  would  hardly  be  a  road 
race  without  some  difficulties.  The 
contest  is  not  supposed  to  be  like 
beach  racing,  where  one  has  but  to 
turn  on  the  full  power  of  his  car  and 
guide  it,  rather  it  Is  a  race  to  test  the 
general  construction  of  the  car,  as 
well  as  the  motor  and  the  sitlll  of  the 
pilot. 

The  twenty-nine  mile  route  selected 
for  the  Vanderblilt  cup  race,  is  all  com- 
paratively good  road  with  an  Ideal 
stretch  from  Hyde  Park  to  Jericho. 
Some  of  the  other  parts  are  narrow 
and  in  some  places  it  is  a  little  rough. 
The  grades  are  of  no  account,  and  It 
will  be  a  poor  car  indeed  that  cannot

The  .start  of  the  race  will  be  at  a 
point  about  2,000  feet  west  of  the  rail- 
road crossing  at  Mlneola.

That  It  has  dangerous  turns  Is  admit- 
ted, but  driving  motor  cars  at  railroad 
speed  is  dangerous  under  any  circum- 
stances, and  those  who  will  pilot  the 
ponderous  racing  machines  in  the  blue 
ribbon  event  of  American  automoblling, 
will  know  their  cars  and  the  course  and 
may  be  expected  to  take  chances  which 
seem  desperate  to  the  average  onlooker.

AUTO  RACING 
DEADLY  GAME 

Chauffeurs    Maimed  or 

Killed  at    Almost 

Every  Meet. 

The  death  knell  has  been  sounded  for 
automobile  racing  on  circular  tracks. 

The  terrible  accidents  that  have  be- 
fallen Webb  Jay  and  Earl  KIser  and  the 
lesser  accidents  to  Barney  Oldfield, 
leaders  in  the  daredevil  sport,  have  led 
to  a  general  condemnation  of  the  dan- 
gerous sport.  The  Chicago  Automo- 
bile club,  one  of  the  leading  motor 
car  organizations  of  America,  at  a 
meeting  Tuesday  night,  declared  that 
automobile  racing  on  oval  tracks  was 
too  dangerous  for  Its  members.  For 
that  reason  it  has  called  off  the  great 
series  of  auto  races  which  it  was  to 
have  held  In  September. 

Since  the  beginning,  automobile  races 
have  been  marred  by  terrible  accidents. 
Not  alone  on  the  track  have  fatalities 
occurred.  Reckless  owners  and  chauf- 
feurs, driving  their  cars  along  at  break- 
neck speed,  regardless  of  their  own 
lives  or  those  of  others  have  come  to 
grief.  But  it  has  been  on  the  track  in 
view  of  thousands  of  men,  women  and 
children  that  the  most  av.ful  accidents 
have  occurred. 

Last  winter  at  Daytona,  Fla.,  where 
the  fastest  time  ever  made  in  a  motor 
car  was  recorded,  there  was  a  series  of 
accidents  ending  in  the  frightful  death 
of  young  Frank  Croker,  son  of  the 
New  York  Tammany  boss. 

Croker  was  driving  his  Slmple.x,  75- 
horse  power  car  along  the  beach  with 
the  speed  of  the  wind  when  a  tire  burst. 
His  car  leaped  into  the  air,  turned  over 
and  landed  in  three  feet  of  water  in  the 
ocean.  Croker,  horribly  mangled,  died 
the  next  day.  His  chauffeur  was  In- 
stantly killed.  In  the  American  cham- 
pionship races  on  Long  Island  last  year 
there   were   fatalities. 

But  the  things  which  have  brought 
the  matter  closer  home  and  which  have 
practically  sounded  the  death  knell  in 
the  dangerous  sport  were  the  accidents 
which  Barney  Oldfleld  suffered.  Fol- 
lowing these.  Earl  Kiser,  dashed  his 
whirlwind  machine  through  a  fence. 
His  leg  was  literally  torn  off,  and  his 
machine,  on  flre,  came  near  providing 
his   funeral   pyre. 

Two  days  later,  Webb  Jay,  daredevil 
of  the  track,  smashed  his  machine 
through  the  fence,  down  an  embank- 
ment and  turned  turtle  In  three  feet 
of  water.  He  was  rescued  from  drown- 
ing but  is  still  In  a  critical  condition. 

These  accidents  o^*fred  in  sight  of 
thousands  of  peopl^^and  sent  a  thrill 
of  horror  through  their  veins.  Women 
fainted  auid  men's  faces  blanched.  Pub- 
lic sentiment  against  the  sport  was 
aroused  to  such  an  extent  that  the 
races  were  called  off.  The  auto  car 
as  a  pleasure  machine  Is  recognized,  but 
as  a  racer  it  Is  doomed. 

Barney  Oldfleld  Is  going  on  the  stage 
In  the  winter.  He  will  race  his  "green 
dragon"  on  a  roller  machine  against 
the  shadow  of  Earl  Kiser,  thrown  by  a 
blograph  machine.  This  is  not  apt  to 
make  Barney's  "shadow  grow  less,-  nor 
that  of  his  bajik  roll.  It's  parlous  busi- 
ness, though.  Athlete-actors  are  usu- 
ally classed  as  has-beens.  1

Sept.  2.— (Special  to 
The  Herald.)— The  Anthony  Powder 
works,  which  blew  up  here  last  week, 
destroying  the  main  buildings  of  the 
plant,  which  included  four  separate  struc- 
tures known  as  the  mixing,  packing, 
glycerine  and  engine  houses,  was  one  of 
the  most  severe  expleisie>ns  which  has 
ever  oecurred  in  the  history  of  the  plant. 
Altlupugh  this  Is  the  fourth  time  the 
works  have  blown  up  within  the  last  few 
vears  it  is  by  no  moans  tne  saddest,  as 
ho  fatalities  occurred,  while  several  liven 
were  lost  In   the  three  former  explosions. 

The  origin  of  the  fire  is  unknown,  but 
it  is  believed  to  have-  started  in  the  boiler 
room,  where  a  quantity  of  chemicals 
were  temporarily  st<.red.  which  became 
overheated,  causing  fire  to  spread  to  the 


glycerine  house,  where  4.1t'0  pounds  of 
that  fluid  was  stored,  and  wliich  ex- 
I»kded    with    terrific    force. 

The  explosion  was  plainly  audible  tn 
every  part  of  Marquette,  twelve  miles 
distant,  and  in  Ishpemlng  did  $4.(K.'0  dam- 
age to  tlie  plate  glass  windows,  while 
in  Negaunee  the  damage  was  estimat<M 
at  $l.:;<Xi.  The  explo.siem  completely 
wrecked  the  plant  as  Is  shown  by  the 
accompanying  photographs,  and  tore  a 
hole  in  the  ground  l«Ki  feet  long  by  30  feet 
wide    anel    about   30    feet    deep. 

The  company's  plant  is  a  complete  loss, 
as  is  also  the  e'<iuipment,  and  everything 
will  have  to  be  reconstructed.  The  loss 
by  the  fire  and  the  expleision  to  the 
ce.miiany  was  twelve  buildings  and  their 
contents,    valued  at   $30,000.

The  building  Is  already  provided  with  a 
number  of  stationary  tubs  In  the  base- 
ment, and  a  contract  has  just  been  let 
for  three  shower  baths,  which  will  give 
the  association  a  very  complete  equipment 
In  this  re.spect. 

More  than  $200  has  also  been  recently  ex- 
pended in  new  apparatus  for  the  gym- 
nasium. 

The  greatest  need  of  the  building  at 
present  is  more  rooms  for  renting,  and  the 
new  addition  will  be  erected  larftelv  to 
provide  these.  The  sleeping  rooms  are 
rented  to  members  for  15  cents  a  nignt, 
and  to  non-members  for  25  cents.  Owing 
to  the  fact  that  many  of  the  railroad 
men  are  kept  traveling  up  and  down  the 
Una  of  road,  tliere  is  a  constant  and  In- 
creasing demand  for  rooms  for  one  or 
two  nights  only.  In  order  to  provluo 
comfortable  and  sanitary  quarters  at  a 
moderate  price,  the  association  divided 
oft  the  entire  upper  story  of  the  building 
into  sleeping  rooms,  and  this  Is  one  of  the 
most  Important  features  of  the  worli. 
The  men  are  assured  a  comfortable 
bed  with  clean  sheets,  for  a  moderate 
sum.  and  this  has  done  much  to  make  the 
association  as  popular  a.=i  it  Is.

The  Proctor  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  which  was  es- 
tablL^hed  only  two  years  ago,  is  one  of 
the  most  successful  organizatt<xis  of  Us 
kind  In  the  country,  and  It  speaks  well 
not  only  for  the  officers  in  charge  of  It, 
but  for  the  railroad  which  backed  the 
movement    to   establish   it,   smd    Is   giving 

it      everv  support   needed. 

A  little  more  than  two  years  ago  the 
Duluth.  Missiil>e  &  Northern  road  officials 
offered  to  erect  a  building  to  be  used  by 
the  men  as  a  Y.  M.  C.  A.  house,  if  the 
men  would  furnish  it.  The  offer  wa<j  ac- 
cepted, and  the  buiUing  was  immediately 
constructed.  It  Is  a  handsome  frame 
structure,  two  stories  in  height,  with  a 
large  basement,  and  cost  about  $11,000. 
li  was  completed  and  opened  with  appro- 
priate ceremonies,   on  Nov.   15,   1903.

Bayfield,  Wis.,  Sept.  4. — Eleven  of 
the  crew  of  the  steamer  Sevona  were 
drowned  by  the  wreck  of  the  steel 
steamer  on  Sand  Island  reef  on  Lake 
Superior  late  Friday  night.  Eleven 
others  were  rescued,  including  the  re- 
mainder of  the  crew  and  four  women. 
The  story  of  the  disaster  is  a  thrilling 
tale  of  shipwreck  on  the  Great  Lakes, 
■uch  as  has  seldom  been  told. 

Seven  of  the  dead  offered  their  lives 
as  a  sacrifice  for  the  rest  of  the  twen 
ty-two  on  board  the  illfated  ship 
those  for  whom  they  gave  their  lives 
four  are  dead.  The  rest  reached  shore 
after  a  night  of  buffeting  by  the  waves 
In  an  open  boat,  and  a  trip  of  more 
than  twenty-four  hours  cutting  a  road 
through  the  wilderness  of  Northern 
Wiscon.sin.

The  yevona,  a  big  ten-hatch  vessel, 
was  bound  from  Allouez  to  Erie  with 
ore.

Clucky.  The  others  were  aboard  as 
guests  of  the  owners  and  were  Mrs.  S. 
F.  Spencer  and  Miss  Jones  of  Erie, 
and  Mrs.  William  Phillips  of  Buffalo. 
Friday  the  steamer  ran  into  the  teeth 
of  tlie  northeaster,  which  is  still  blow- 
ing a  terrific  gale.  Capt.  McDonaJld 
tried  to  make  headway  against  the 
heavy  sea.  but  the  storm  became  too 
heavy  and  he  turned  and  ran  for  shel- 
ter. Sand  island  is  in  the  center  of  a 
natch  of  dangerous  reefs.  One  and  a 
half  miles  east  of  the  light  on  the  Isl- 
and is  the  Sand  island  reef.  The  storrn 
was  so  s-^vere  that  the  lookout  did  not 
see  the  Ka.spberry  island  light.  When 
the  Pand  island  lighthou.se  was  sight- 
ed It  was  too  late.  Capt.  McDonald 
tried  to  put  about  and  get  out  of  the 
danger  but  the  storm  was  sweeping 
him  on  the  reefs  with  a  fury  not  to  be 
denied.  ^   .    , 

When  the  ship  struck,  a  groat  hole 
was  torn  in  the  bow  and  in  half  an 
hour  after  the  wreck,  the  pounding  of 
the  waves  had  hammered  the  stout  ship 
In  two  The  vessel  broke  just  aft  of 
the  fourth  hatch.  When  the  shock 
came  the  captain  found  that  there  was 
no  chance  for  all  to  try  and  reacn 
shore  and  called  for  volunteers  to  stay 
on  the  ship.  More  than  half  of  the 
crew  volunteered  to  stay  aboard  while 
the  rest  tried  to  reach  shore  and  call 
for  help  for  tho.'^e  who  were  to  rem.ain 
on  the  wreck.  Finally  the  captain,  the 
two  mates  and  four  others,  sailormen 
who  were  under  no  obligation  to  stand 
by  a  sinking  ship,  were  selected  to  lisk 
their  lives  for  the  safety  of  the  rest. 

Engineer  Phillips  was  one  of  the  vol- 
unteers biit  Captain  McDonald  refused 
to  allow  him  to  remain  on  board,  or- 
dering him  to  take  command  of  the 
Bhii''s  beat,  which  was  to  take  the 
wom-n  ashore.  With  Phillips  went 
Adam  Fiden,  Nicholas  Fiden,  C.  H. 
Cluoky,  two  firenien  and  one  deckhfind, 
all  of  Buffalo. 

The  strrm  had  battered  the  third  boat 
to  pieces,  but  a  small  boat  larg? 
enough  to  carry  four  took  another 
party.  The  boat  with  the  women  tried 
to  make  Sand  island,  but  was  swept 
past.  Nothing  could  be  done  save  to 
keep  the  craft  afloat.  When  the  boats 
left  the  Sevona,  the  seven  left  abo.nrd 
were  huddled  in  the  wheelhouse.  wait- 
ing for  the  rescue  that  was  to  come 
too  late. 

The  trip  ashore  of  the  life  beat  was 
one  of  terror.  All  night  the  men 
fought  with  the  elements  in  the  effort 
to  reach  shore,  which  was  only  five 
miles  away,  but  the  wind  was  carry- 
ing the  craft  parallel  with  the  beacn, 
and  it  w.\s  daylight  before  the  boat 
wai*  washed  up  high  and  dry  on  shore. 
So  wearied  were  the  men  from  their 
exertion  that  they  were  nearly  swept 
back  into  the  deep  water  by  the  surf. 

During  the  night  while  the  men  were 
trying  to  reach  shore  the  women  were 
alternately  despairing  and  hopeful.  At 
times  they  would  pray  for  their  lives, 
the  men  joining  and  at  other  times  they 
would  help  the  sailors,  bailing  the 
■mall  craft  of  the  spray  which  came 
aboard  constantly. 

Saturday  morning  the  storm-tossed 
party  was  washed  ashore  at  Little 
Sand  bay.  Here  they  found  a  home- 
steader, who  led  them  to  two  farms 
two  miles  in  the  interior.  The  men 
were  so  exhausted  they  could  hardly 
walk  to  the  farmhouse,  but  were 
pressed  on  by  the  knowledge  that  the 
captain  and  others  on  board  the  wreck 
needed   help. 

Then  while  the  rest  of  the  party  was 
rared  for  at  the  farms,  the  engineer 
and  one  of  the  farmers,  Mr.  Thibadeau,

He  made  special  reference  to  the 
speeches  of  Governor  La  Follette  which 
related  to  the  head  of  the  Standard  Oil 
company  and  declared  them  to  be  exag- 
gerations which  only  served  to  excite 
sympathy  for  the  person  against  whom 
they  were  directed. 

"Governor  La  FoUette's  attack  on  Mr. 

Rockefeller,"    said    Dr.    Macarthur,    "is 

positively  fierce.     His   criticism   of  Mr. 

Rockefeller  is  cruel,   coarse  and  severe 

...     to  the  utmost  extreme;   it  defeated  its 

Of    own  object,  creating  sympathy  for  Mr. 

'  Rockefeller.     The  governor   was  guilty 

of  exaggeration   which   reacted  ag;wnst 

himself  and  in  favor  of  the  object  of  his 


denunciation.  The  pendulum  Is  swing- 
ing toward  favorable  judgment  of  Mr. 
Rockefeller,  largely  because  of  tne 
criticism  in  a  monthly  magazine  article 
of  members  of  his  family.  I  hesitate 
not  to  affirm  that  the  writing  of  these 
articles  Is  creating  a  reaction  In  favor 
of  Mr.  Rockefeller.  And  I  know  where- 
of I  affirm  when  I  say  that  Governor 
La  Follette  shocked  his  audiences.

Detroit,  Sept.  4. — Five  people  are 
believed  to  have  been  drowned  dur- 
ing a  panic  last  night  on  the  gasoline 
launch  Ben  Hur  at  the  St.  Clair  flats. 
The  Ben  Hur  was  taking  a  party  of 
forty  people  home  to  hotels  at  San 
Souchi  from  a  dance  at  Joe  Bedore's 
when  gasoline  began  leaking  from  the 
engine  and  exploded.

INTO  MANCHURIA 


Thousands    Are    Emigrating 
Former  Cliinese  Cities.

Pekln,  Sept.  4.— Commercial  men  of 
North  China  hope  and  believe  that  a 
complete  opening  of  Southern  Man- 
churia to  foreign  trade  will  be  incident 
to  the  new  status  of  the  territory  now- 
occupied  by  the  Japanese  troops.  Jap- 
anese colonization  in  Korea  has  been 
repeate<d  in  Manchuria  on  a  large 
scale.  Japanese  civilians  have  been 
permitted  to  enter  the  country  freely, 
and  Antung,  Fenwang  Cheng,  Mukden, 
Dalny  and  Newchang  have  become 
populous  Japanese  cities.  Newchang, 
where  before  the  war  there  were  about 
100  Japanese,  and  a  year  ago  1,000.  now 
has  6,000,  and  the  number  is  continu- 
ally increasing  by  the  arrival  daily  of 
from  50  to  100  immigrants. 

The  Japanese  army  department  is 
operating  a  railroad  light  between  An- 
tung and  Fenwang  Cheng,  and  those 
places  in  the  early  summer  had  a 
population   of   more   than   5,000   Japan- 


ese each,  and  they  are  still  growing. 

Representatives  of  many  large  Jap- 
anese firms  engaged  in  various  sorts  of 
enterprises,  have  been  investigating 
the  possibilities  of  the  country,  and 
are  impressed  by  its  wealth.  It  re- 
mains, however,  to  be  seen  how  lar^e 
a  proportion  of  the  Japanese  popula- 
tion will  take  up  a  permanent  resi- 
dence there.  A  majority  of  those  there 
now  was,  of  course,  engaged  in  sup- 
plying the  army,  but  some  of  the  large 
fii-ms,  and  many  of  the  small  traders, 
propose  to  remain  and  exploit  the 
■country  if  it  prove  profitable.  The 
Seoul  and  Wiju  railway  will  be  extend- 
ed via  Fenwang  Cheng  to  form  a 
junction  with  the  Manchurian  road  at 
Lino  Yang  in  the  near  future. 

The  possession  of  the  Manchurian 
railway  gives  the  Japanese  the  right 
to  settle  all  the  towns  along  the  line 
with  their  own  people,  and  other  na- 
tionalities will  likely  desire  the  same 
privileges  of    the    Japanese.

Portsmouth,  Sept.  4.— The  indications 
this  morning  were  that  the  "treaty  of 
Portsmouth"  would  not  be  signed  until 
tomorrow.  The  "protcKOl,"  or  minutes 
of  the  "historic  session"  of  Aug.  29, 
when  peace  v/as  arranged,  was  still  In 
issue,  and  the  chances  were  against 
its  completion  and  approval  in  time  to 
sign  the  treaty  at  5  o'clock,  as  had 
been  provisionally  arranged.  Both 
sides  regard  the  official  record  of  the 
sitting  of  Aug.  29  as  of  the  greatest 
importance.  The  agreement  was 
reached  in  secret,  but  subsequently 
there  was  a  "public  rehearsal"  in  the 
presence  of  the  secretaries  at  which 
the  record  was  made,  the  Japanese 
offering  their  comprornises,  meetinff 
with  refusal,  and  finally  accepting  the 
ultimatum  of  the  czar— no  indemnity 
and   the   division  of  Sakhalin.

PROCESS  OF  REGENERATION  MAY 
BE  CONTROLLED  IN  PLANT  LIFE 


Berkeley,  Cal.,  Slept.  4.— That  the 
process  of  regeneration  may  be  con- 
trolled in  plant  lifs  is  the  discovery 
made  by  WMlliam  Jdhert  Setchell,  li^ad 
of  the  botany  department  of  the  uni- 
versity of  California.  The  results  of 
Prof  Setchell's  experiments  have  been 
published  in  a  bu  letin.  The  experi- 
ments from  which  so  much  of  value  to 
science  will  come  \ere  made  on  a  sea 
weed   known   as   kelo. 

Ey    controlling    the    direction    of    the 
flow  of  the  nutrition  in  the  plant,  he 


made  buds  grow  where  they  had  not 
grown  before,  and  made  the  buds  at 
the  end  of  the  plant  which  had  boca 
the  strongest  under  normal  condi- 
tions dwindle  away.  This  is  the  first 
Investigation  along  this  line  In  the 
school  of  botany  and  the  results  thus 
far  obtained  are  .'Cff  such  widespreadlns 
importance  as  t*  throw  a  new  light  oa 
the  regenerative  process  altogether. 
Prof.  Setchell  believes  that  the  prob- 
lem of  polarization  may  be  solved  by 
experiments  on  the  same  line  that  hU 
recent  experiments  baa  opened  up.

"I  am  to  talk  with  you  ttils  evening 
at  the  request  of  a  state  federation  on 
the  labor  question,  and  have  taken  as 
a  text  upon  which  to  ground  my  re- 
marks a  peculiar  and  yet  very  fami- 
liar incident  in  an  ancient  labor  dis- 
pute. The  idea,  which  this  well-known 
text  has  for  3,000  yeai-s  been  pressing 
into  the  world's  mind  is  worthy  of 
great  care.  "W^hen  you  begin  talking 
on  the  labor  question,  you  must  talk 
with  great  care.  No  question  has 
given  rise  to  more  ridiculous  sayings 
or  has  been  abused  by  unwortliy  irmn 
more   than   has   tliis  one. 

"The  text  is  a  severely  cruel  answer 
made  to  the  cry  of  a  race  of  slaves. 
They  were  not  asking  directly  for  free- 
dom from  their  tasks.  They  were 
only  pleading  to  be  granted  good  means 
to  make  what  they  were  demanded 
to  make.  The  cry  has  never  died  from 
among  the  struggling  children  of  men. 
They  struck  the  keynote  which  appeals 
for  human  rights  and  cannot  die,  and 
instead  of  growing  fainter  and  fainter 
as  the  years  have  wrapped  about  it  the 
mantle  of  age,  it  has  ever  grown  louder 
and  louder;  and  has  at  times  arisen  to 
the  volume  of  a  storm  and  made  it- 
self heard.  It  is  bound  to  be  heard 
everywhere.  It  has  succeeded  in  free- 
ing the  vast  multitude  of  chattel 
slavos  in  the  earth  and  still  cries  on. 

"The  real  man  is  not  trying  to  shirk 
his  task,  but  he  asks  for  straw  to  make 
lii.s  brick.  The  labor  problem  has 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the 
habitual  loafer  or  with  the  man  who 
seeks  to  earn  his  living  without  just 
return.  ;  You  men  preserve  to  us  the 
aristocracy  of  hard  work.  And  ill  that 
wc  honor  you  and  God  honors  you  and 
the  secret  of  your  ultimate  rights  lies 
certainly  couched  in  that.  What  we 
want  all  to  stand  for  today  is  the 
honesty  of  the  problem  of  real  labor. 
What  we  have  chosen  to  call  our  labor 
problem  is  most  vital.  It  runs  direct 
into  every  branch  of  our  life  today. 
There  is  not  a  part  of  our  civilization 
it  does  not  touch.  We  are  all  In  one 
common  task.  The  straggle  of  a  great 
big  world  rolling  toward  a  better  day 
is  on  all  our  hands.  And  you  and  I

Mooney^  preached 
yesterday  morning  at  St.  Luke's  Epis- 
copal church  and  at  Holy  Apostles 
Episcopal  church  in  the  evening  on 
"Master  and  Man."  Dr.  Mooney's 
sermon  was  excellent  and  to  the  point. 
He  told  his  hearers  that  the  only  sal- 
vation for  labor  and  capital  in  their 
strife  of  today  is  a  return  to  the  first 
principles  of  Christianity  and  that 
Christ  is  the  great  arbiter  of  their 
differences.  I>r.  Mooney  said  that  the 
gravest  enemy  the  unions  have  is  the 
ignorant  member  who  lacks  know- 
ledge and  common  sense;  and  that  the 
most  dangerous  element  in  America 
is  the  Godless  rich  man  or  woman.

Rev.  T.  H.  Caeland  of  the  Fir-st  Pres- 
byterian church  spoke  last  evening  on 
"The  WorWugman  and  the  Church." 
His  sermon  \vai?;forceful  and  clear.  He 
spoke  of  the  charge  which  declaimers 
of  the  church  -frequently  make  to  the 
effect  that  the  church  is  a  builder  of 
an  aristocracy  and  does  not  want  the 
poof  man  for  a  member.  Dr.  Cleland 
indignantly  denied  this  charge  and 
.said  the  ol>j6ct  of  the  church  Is  to 
keep  totally  impartial  as  between  the 
classes,  taking  no  partisan  side  with 
eiti*er.  The  doctor  pointed  out  that  it 
is  significant  that  -when  a  strike  or  any 
labor  trouble  i.s  to  be  settled  eminent 
clergymen,  both  Catholic  and  Protest- 
ant are  called  in  to  help.

Rev.  Harry  White  gave  a  most  in- 
teresting talk  last  evening  at  the  First 
Unitarian  church  on  "The  Evolution 
of  Labor."  He  upheld  the  unions  as 
being  the  natural  result  of  their  evo- 
lution of  la#or^romi  slavery  to  free- 
dom, and  from  simple  freedom  to  a 
comnianding'  position  in  the  world's 
aftairs.     To  mni^s  he  said: 

"The  higfi  et  foal  of  their  struggles 
is  that  point  d  qjJt  by  the  general  law 
of  all  evolujt  onaiy  processes,  the  true 
freedom  oT  3  lImj^'  and  this  involves,  let 
me  repeat,  }t  le  ^jvolution  of  character 
and  the  acill:ir<^nent  of  the  creative 
instinct  witliin..^  The  unions  therefore 
perform  theiV  pnsper  function  as  they 
aid  In  the  development  of  manhood 
and  character,  as  they  help  to  put  into 
men  a  genuine  •  creative  spirit  by 
which  alone  the  laborer  can  be  free."

In  his  Labor'  Day  sermon,  Rev,  J. 
L.  Murphy  of  the  St.  John's  English 
Lutheran  church  last  night  spoke  elo- 
quently and  learnedly  of  the  labor  con- 
ditions as  they  fekist  today.  In  closing 
he  said: 

"Tlie  time  is  now  that  the  power  to 
quit  work  is  the  only  power  the  thou- 
sands of  men  have  left.  This  is  the 
distressing  situation  of  labor  today  un- 
der the  terrible  burden  of  the  money 
trust  and  the  labor  trust. 

"A  .solution  is  offered  in  the  equal 
distribution  of  the  land  to  be  reallotted 
every  seventli  year  after  tlie  old  Jew- 
ish commonwealth. 

"The  solution  lies  in  the  preaching 
and  practice  of  the  golden  rule,  and 
the  Eilenic  condition  will  come  only 
when  the  answer  comes  to  the  sec- 
ond  petition   of  the  Lord's  prayer. 

"Let  lis  iwMch  and  pray,  work  and 
wait,  bear  the  burdens  and  stand 
faithful  -to' lite  ttttth  as  it  is  in  the 
LorU  JesuB  and  U*  the  *nd  the  cuuse 
will  be  removed  and  the  human  voice 
restored  ty  its  bene^flcent  creator."

HEAVY 

Lumber  Pricts  About  $4 

Higher  Than  During 

Last  Year. 


Deal  For  the  Iron  River 

Sawmill  Is  Reported 

Closed. 


Wholesale  '.umber  price*  are  from  $3.50 
to  $4  per  thousand  feet  more  than  a  year 
ago,  and  Cloquet  manufacturers  are  sell- 
ing lumber  in  the  Duluth  market  right 
along.  This,  the  local  lumbermen  say, 
is  the  situation  as  far  a^s  the  Duluth  > 
market  is  concerned. 

At  the  higher  prices  manufacturers  are 
selling  ri^ht  along,  and,  it  is  said,  that 
no  conoessions  are  being  granted.  Lumber 
of  the  No.  2  grade  is  selling  now  at  a 
higher  price  than  No.  1  was  a  year  ago 
this  time,  and  a  sale  of  No.  3  boards,  10 
Inches  wide  is  claimed  to  have  been  made 
recently  at  $10.50  per  thousand. 

While  small  lots  of  lumber  are  being 
sold  from  time  to  time,  everything  is  so 
well  sold  up  in  this  market  tliat  it  is  a 
very  difficult  matter  for  the  brokers  to 
find  anything  for  their  customers,  or,  at 
least,  the  stock  that  the  buyers  will  take 
at    the   prevailing   prioes. 

Cloquet  manufacturers  are  placing  more 
and  more  of  their  product  throughout  the 
Dulutii  market,  and  it  is  claimed  that  they 
are  getting  better  prices  than  they  se- 
cured on  tixeir  usual  Western  trade.  Now 
that  Northern  Minnesota  pine  Is  finding 
so  ready  a  sale  in  the  Eastern  markets, 
the  coast  lumber  Is  said  to  be  supplying 
its  place  in   the   Northwest. 

Sivipments  of  pine  lumber  to  the  East 
by  boat  have  been  going  on  rapidly.  The 
August  tshipments  were  close  to  the 
75,000,000  feet  mark  from  the  Head  of 
the  Lakes  and  Two  Harborj.  The  bulk 
of  the  lumber  was  shipped  from  Superior. 
Nlne-t-dnths  of  the  interior  lumber  han- 
dled at  the  Head  of  tlie  Lakes  goes  over 
the  docks  at  Duluth. 

It  is  understood  that  the  deal  between 
the  FMward  Hines  Lumber  company  and 
the  Alexander  &  Edgar  L.umber  company, 
tor  the  purchase  of  the  latter's  plant  at 
li-on  River,  was  closed  Aug.  26,  the  pvrr- 
ehase  Including  the  saw  mill,  a  planing 
mill,  dry  kilns  and  everything  pertaining 
to  a  modern  mill  plant.  Tlie  Alexander 
■Sc  Eidgar  company  completed  its  opera- 
tions in  1903,  when  it  exhausted  its  tim- 
ber supply. 

The  Hines  company,  several  weeks  ago, 
purcha.sed  the  .sawmill  plant  and  the  re- 
maining standing  pine  of  the  White 
River  Lumber  company,  at  Mason,  Wis. 
Much  of  this  timber  Is  easy  of  access 
troni  Iron  River.  For  this  re;isoii  the 
Hines  company  entered  upon  negotia- 
tions with  the  Alexander  &  EJdgar  com- 
pany a*id  an  option  was  taken.  A  ques- 
tion arcse  cooicerning  the  right-of-way 
the  Hines  company  desired  to  ootaln,  and 
some  of  the  parties  owning  the  mill  prop- 
erty were  said  to  be  holding  out  for  too 
high  a  figure.  The  option  e.^pired.  This 
came  to  the  knowledge  of  Iron  River  citi- 
zens and  they  united  in  requesting  the 
Hines  company  to  take  over  and  operate 
the  mill.  The  citizens  ral.sed  a  bonus  of 
$a.<)00  to  be  paid  the  Hines  company  on 
completion  of  Its  purchase,  guar.-niteed 
favorable  consideration  In  tax  matters, 
and  It  is  said  that  the  transaction  was 
closed.  The  mill  will  be  refitted  and 
started  on  the  Hines  company's  timber 
at  an  early  date.  The  operation  of  the 
mill  will  mean  a  great  deal  to  the  town 
of  Iron  River  for  it  has  not  yet  reached 
the  stage  where,  a^  an  "agricultural' 
tow.i,  business  interests  can  receive  the 
nfccifcsary  support.

Recaptured  '•Trusty"  Had 

More  Than  Served  Bis 

Sentence. 

Maniuette— James  McCauley,  a  former 
trusty  at  Marquette  pri.san,  who  escaped 
May  10,  1905,  wa.s  recaptured  at  Escanaba, 
and  brought  back  to  the  penitentiary.  At 
the  time  of  his  escaijie  McCauley  was  em- 
ployed as  night  fireman,  and  except  for 
the  engineer,  occupied  tlie  prison  yard 
alone.  The  fact  that  he  was  missing,  was 
discovered  w'uhin  thirty  minutes,  yet  Ixe 
was  able  to  ship  on  an  ore  carrier,  and 
has  been  plying  the  lakes  ever  since. 
McCauley  was  sent  from  Gogebic  county 
for  a  minor  offense,  and  a  peculiar  cir- 
cumstance Is  that  wiien  he  escaped  he 
had  already  served  nrore  time  than  the 
-sertence  called  foi .  The  term  was  fixefl 
under  the  indeterminate  sentence  law  at 
not  less  than  one  y>ar  nor  more  than  one 
year  and  one  day.  Jusrt  as  he  was  about 
to  be  released  the  supreme  court  ruled 
that  a  trial  judge  could  not  fix  t!*e  maxi- 
mum penalty  In  cases  where  it  was  al- 
re.idy  fl.\ed  by  statute.  In  McCauley's 
case  the  maKimum  is  five  years,  and  in 
consequence  of  his  escape  no  good  time 
will    be    -.Ulowed    him.

"Billy"  Hanna,  who  Is  now  a  cotton 
goods  merchant  in  Le  mard  street;  "Abe" 
Horton,  who  is  conmcted  with  the  Gal- 
latin National  bank;  Margon  Edgar,  a 
lawyer;  Dr.  Parry,  a  well-known  veter- 
inarian, who  was  a  famous  bareback 
rider  In  the  West,  and  who  talks  the 
Sioux  language  like  an  Indian;  Harley 
Shert  of  the  Manhattan  Realty  company, 
who  once  owned  a  1)Ik  hor.se  ranch  in 
Wyoming,  and  "Harry"  Shanton,  wlio 
wa.s  one  of  the  greatest  "bronco  busters" 
the  West  e\»er  produosd,  and  wlio  is  now 
general  Inspector  Of  the  street  cleaning 
department  in  New  York,  and  several 
others  whose  aames  are  not  remembered, 
contribute  to  the  entertainment. 

Some  of  the  sto-ies  told  between 
"smokes"  are  rare  it  deed.  The  conver- 
sation having  drifted  to  the  v*ry  inter- 
esting subject  of  brorco  riding  one  nisht 
last  week,  a  tender) oot  in  the  party 
asked  what  caused  a  bronco  t©  buck  and 
jump  and  whether  1'  was  a  natural  or 
an  nc'nulred  habit  whl '-h  caused  the  antics 
exhibited  In  Col.  W.  E .  Cody's  WiW  Wetrt 
show. 

"Ask  Stianton."  tbe  others  said.  "He 
is  the  *»romcho  twister,  and  can  tell  you 
from  experience  bow  .t  feels  to  be  on  the 
hurricane  deck  ef  a  wall-eyed  etranger 
when  he  get.s  his  head  down  and  his 
back   Oil" 

"Yes."  remarked  lie  man  who  was 
known  on  the  i>lain«i  as  th£  "L,aramie 
Kid,"  "I  have  been  ;isked  that  auestion 
hundreds  of  times.  I  was  with  Col.  Cody 
iB  Kuroi>e  several  years,  and  tbe  for- 
eigners could  hardly  be  conrtnced  tliat 
the  bronco  was  not  taight  to  buck.  After 
the  ride  was  over  they  would  always  want 
to  examine  my  sadi  le  to  see  if  there 
was  not  something  placed  underneath  It 
to  cause   the   horse  to  pitch. 

"I  have  been  asked  the  same  question 
by  good  horsemen  here  In  the  Eliast.  If 
tliev  win  just  .<rtop  J.nd  think  they  will 
e.aslly  understand  that  a  borse  can't  he 
taught  to  do  anything  with  his  head  down, 
and  a  horse  always  puts  his  bead  between 


his  forelegs  when  he  is  In  the  act  of  buck- 
ing. 

"in  the  Ijroncos  wo  have,  with  very  few 
exceptions,  born  l)uckers.  Eigiit  out  of 
ten  will  buck  the  first  few  times  they 
are  ridden.  The  bronco  Is  not  the  onlv 
horse  that  bucks.  One  ot  the  worst 
bucker.s  I  ever  rode  wa.s  a  horse  be- 
longing to  a  gentleman  in  Paris,  France, 
who  made  a  wag-er  with  his  club  friend* 
that  he  had  a  driving  horse  tiiat  none 
of  Buffalo  Bill's  men  could  ride.  When 
Col.  Cody  was  told  about  the  horse  he 
was  only  too  glad,  of  course,  to  have  the 
owner  bring  the  animal  to  the  arena.  I 
was  selected  to  do  the  riding,  and  the 
horse  on  the  appointed  afternocm  waa 
driven  in  with  his  mate  hitched  to  a  lan- 
dau, and  they  were  a  beautifully  matched 
and  well-mannered  pair.  The  bucker 
was  unhitched,  brought  into  the  arena, 
where  he  stood  perfectly  still  to  be  sad- 
dled, and  then  1  carefully  mounted  him, 
got  both  my  stirrui>s  and  turned  his  he.ad 
loose.  1  Wii.^  rocked  then  for  a  few  min- 
utes as  I  had  never  been  rocked  before, 
and  he  handled  his  1,3()0  pounds  with 
wonderful  acrobatic  ability. 

"1  rode  him,  but  1  was  all  out  when  he 
quit  jumping,  and  1  tell  you  the  owner 
<same  near  winning  his  bet." 

"A  rider  wouldn't  have  much  chance  te 
stlok  on  him  with  a  flat  saddle,  would 
he?"  chimed  In  Horton. 

"None  whatever,"  continued  Shanton. 
"You  know,  while  tlierc  is  a  bad  streak 
in  every  bronco,  it  can  be  trained  out  of 
all  except  the  outlaws,"  Shanton  went  oa. 
'They're  bad  from  the  first,  and  an  ex- 
perienced hand  soon  finds  out  that  there 
Is  no  u.se  trying  to  train  them.  That'e 
the  kind  that  eventually  find  their  way 
into  some  Wild   West  show. 

"A  bucking  hor.se  is  blind  to  all  conse- 
quences, aiul  1  will  tell  you  an  exx>erl- 
ence  with  an  outlaw  which  proves  It. 
While  on  a  round-up  of  cattle  in  the 
southwestern  part  of  Wyoming,  among 
the  Kiowa  mountains,  many  years  ago, 
wo  were  on  a  drive,  and  the  round-up 
ground  was  on  a  large  plateau  at  'Goshen 
Hole.'  The  country  is  very  rough  at  the 
edge  of  the  plateau  and  there  is  a  preci- 
pice of  about  900  feet  dropping  sheer  Inte 
the  hole. 

"On  this  day  I  had  Tor  a  nsoant  an  out- 
law bronco  which  had  been  ridden  for 
two  or  throe  year?:  always  at  the  pwil  of 
the  rider,  for  there  was  no  telling  at 
what  moment  the  evil  nature  of  the  beast 
would  break  out,  and  tills  animal  dlftered 
from  the  common  outlaw  in  that  hia 
demon  nature  seemed  to  strike  him  in 
fits.  He  v/aa  a  very  cunning  varmint.  Hta 
reputation  as  a  bad  horse  was  widely 
known.  Beginning  his  tricks  when  least 
expected  and  slyly  t.aking  advanta^^e  a.t 
every  chance  to  dislodge  ills  rider,  he  had 
already  laid  out  a  number  of  cow  ounob- 
ers   in  that   locality. 

"When  he  started  to  bucJt  he  caused  a 
scTu^atlon,  for  he  was  a  wonderful  i>er- 
former,  and  the  ground  would  fairly  fly 
up  and  hit  you  in  the  face.  On  the  day  I 
am  t<'lllng  al>out  we  were  all  busy  trying 
to  keep  the  cattle  bunched,  when  a  year- 
ling started  out  from  the  herd,  bound  for 
freedom.  1  .started  after  It.  as  It  wae 
making  at  full  speed  toward  the  precipice. 
I  ran  alongside  of  the  critter,  trying  to 
turn  it  bacic  Into  tl\e  herd,  but  it  stub- 
bornly kept  on  its  way,  and  as  1  leaned 
OA'er  to  hit  it  across  the  nose  with  my 
broad  hat  and  turn  it,  nay  outlaw  took 
advantage  of  my  position  and  started 
liucictng. 

"He  continued  to  buck,  and  at  every 
jump  drew  nearer  to  the  precipice.  WTie» 
within  a,bout  fifty  feet  of  it  I  concludod 
that  he  was  going  oi"er  the  edge,  ani  to 
save  myaelf  1  let  loose  my  hold  and  fell 
back  over  his  haunches.  "The  outlaw  kept 
right  on  and  went  head  first  over  th« 
precipice.  It  was  every  Incti  of  a  300-foc^ 
drop.  The  cow  punchers  said  that  he  wmm 
tough  enough  to  survive  that,  but  be 
didn't.  There  wasn't  enough  left  at  hima 
for  identification  at  the  bottom  of  tlie 
hole.  Every  bone  In  his  body  was  broken, 
and  even  my  saddle,  when  went  down 
to   get  It,   was   torn  to  shreds. 

"Ttie  kind  of  a  beast  that  will  comodt 
suicide  over  a  300-foot  drop  Isn't  an  ani- 
mal that  you  can  discourage  by  any  kind 
of  punishment."

on  the  labor  question,  you  must  talk 
with  great  care.  No  question  has 
given  rise  to  more  ridiculous  sayings 
or  has  been  abused  by  unworthy  men 
more   than    has   this   one. 

"The  text  is  a  severely  cruel  answer 
made  to  the  cry  of  a  race  of  slaves. 
They  v.ere  not  asking  directly  for  free- 
dom from  their  tasks.  They  were 
only  pK  ading  to  be  granted  good  means 
to  make  what  they  were  demanded 
to  make.  The  cry  has  never  died  from 
among  the  struggling  children  of  men. 
They  struck  the  keynote  which  appeals 
for  human  rights  and  cannot  die,  and 
instead  of  growing  fainter  and  fainter 
as  the  years  liave  wrapped  about  it  the 
mantle  of  age,  it  has  ever  grown  louder 
and  louder;  and  has  at  times  arisen  to 
the  volume  of  a  storm  and  made  it- 
self heard.  It  is  bound  to  be  heard 
everywhere.  It  has  succeeded  in  free- 
ing the  vast  multitude  of  chattel 
slaves  in  the  earth  and  still  cries  on. 

"The  real  man  is  not  trying  to  sliirk 
his  task,  but  ho  asks  for  straw  to  make 
his  brick.  The  labor  problem  has 
nothing  whatever  to  do  with  the 
habitual  loafer  or  with  the  man  wiio 
seeks  to  earn  his  living  without  just 
return.  You  men  preserve  to  us  tiie 
aristocraScy  of  hard  work.  And  ia  that 
we  honor  you  and  God  honors  you  and 
the  secret  of  your  ultimate  rights  lies 
certainly  couched  in  that.  What  we 
want  all  to  stand  for  today  is  the 
honesty  of  tlie  problem  of  real  labor. 
What  we  have  chosen  to  call  our  labor 
problem  is  most  vital.  It  runs  direct 
into  every  branch  of  our  life  today. 
There  is  not  a  part  of  our  civilization 
it  does  not  touch.  We  are  all  in  one 
common  task.  The  struggle  of  a  great 
big  world  rolling  toward  a  better  day 
is  on  all  our  hands.  And  you  and  I 
and  all  men  must  catch  a  firm  hold  in 
all  our  discussions  of  our  relationship.^ 

"It  is  a  fact  patent  to  every  student 
of  history  that  in  all  ages,  in  all  places, 


f  all  evolut  onaiy  processes,  the  true 
freedom  of  1  i)>ot  ^'^fl  this  involves,  let 
me  repeat.  |t  le  .Cvolirtion  of  character 
and  the  acillilr<rtnent  of  the  creative 
instinct  withjn.  The  unions  therefore 
perform  their  pi*>per  function  as  tiiey 
i  aid  In  the  development  of  manhood 
and  cl^aractw,  as  they  help  to  put  into 
men  a  genuine  creative  spirit  by 
which  alone  the  laborer  can  be  free." 
*     •     . 

In  his  Labor'  Day  sermon.  Rev.  J. 
L.  Murphy  of  the  .St.  John's  English 
Lutheran  church  last  night  spoke  elo- 
quently and  learnedly  of  the  labor  con- 
ditions as  they  fexist  today.  In  closing 
he  said: 

"The  time  is  now  that  the  power  to 
quit  work  Is  the  only  power  the  thou- 
sands of  men  have  left.  This  is  the 
distressing  situation  of  labor  today  un- 
der the  terrible  burden  of  the  money 
trust  and  the  labor  trust. 

"A  solution  is  offered  in  the  equal 
distribution  of  the  land  to  be  reallotted 
every  seventh  year  after  the  old  Jew- 
ish commonwealth. 

"The  solution  lies  in  the  preaching 
and  practice  of  the  golden  rule,  and 
the  Edonic  condition  will  come  only 
when  the  answer  comes  to  the  sec- 
ond  petition   of  the  Lord's  prayer

Lumber  Prices  About  $4 

Higher  Than  During 

Last  Year. 


Deal  For  the  Iron  River 

Sawmill  Is  Reported 

Closed. 


Wholesale  'umber  prices  are  from  $3.50 
to  $4  per  thousand  feet  more  than  a  year 
ago,  and  Cloriuet  manufacturers  are  sell- 
ing lumber  ui  the  Duluth  market  right 
along.  This,  the  local  lumbermen  say. 
Is  tlie  situation  as  fai-  a^s  the  Duluth 
market  Is  concerned. 

At  the  higher  prioes  manufacturers  are 

selling   riifht   along,    and,    it   is   said,    that 

no  concessions  are  being  granted.  Lumber 

of  the  No.  2  gradt'  Is  .selling  now  at  a 
higher  price  than  No.  1  was  a  year  ago 
this  time,  and  a  sale  of  No.  3  boards,  10 
Indies  wide  Is  cLilined  to  have  been  made 
recently  at  110.50  per  thousand. 

While  small  lots  of  lumber  are  being 
sold  from  time  to  time,  everything  is  to 
well  sold  up  in  this  market  that  it  is  a 
very  difficult  matter  for  the  brokers  to 
And  anything  for  their  customers,  or.  at 
least,  the  stock  that  tlie  buyers  will  take 
at    the   prevailing  prices. 

Cloquet  manufacturers  are  placing  more 
and  niirre  of  their  product  throughout  the 
Duluth  market,  and  it  is  claimed  that  tliey 
are  getting  better  prices  than  tliey  se- 
cured on  tiieir  usual  Western  trade.  Now 
that  Northern  Minnesota  pine  Is  finding 
so  ready  a  sale  in  the  Eastern  markets, 
the  coast  lumber  is  said  to  be  supplying 
its  place   in   the   Northwest. 

Sliiyinenta  of  pine  lumber  to  the  East 
by  boat  have  been  going  on  rapidly.  The 
August  shipments  were  close  to  tlie 
75,uuo,y00  feet  nuirk  from  the  Head  of 
tho  Lcikes  and  Tw  j  Harbor.?.  The  bulk 
of  the  lumber  was  shipped  from  Superior. 
Nine-tenths  of  the  interior  lumber  han- 
dled at  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  goes  over 
the  docks  at  Duluth. 

It  is  understood  that  the  deal  between 
the  tMward  Hines  Lumber  company  and 
ihe  Alexander  &  Edgar  Lumber  company, 
tor  ll^a  purchase  of  the  latter's  plant  at 
lixtn  River,  was  closed  Aug.  26,  the  pur- 
chase including  the  saw  mill,  a  planing 
mill,  dry  kilns  and  everything  pertaining 
to  a  modern  mill  plant.  Tiie  Alexander 
•Si  Edgar  company  completed  Its  opera- 
tions in  1903,  when  it  exhausted  its  tim- 
ber supply. 

The  Hmes  company,  several  weeks  ago, 
purcha.sed  the  sawmill  plant  and  the  re- 
maining standing  pine  of  the  White 
River  Liiinber  comp;iny,  at  Mason,  Wis. 
Much  of  this  timber  is  easy  of  access 
from  Iron  River.  For  this  reas.ra  the 
Hines  company  entered  upon  uegotia- 
iicns  with  the  Alexander  &  Etlgar  com- 
pany a<nd  an  option  was  taken.  A  ques- 
tion ari.se  co^icerning  the  right-of-way 
the  Hiiies  company  desired  to  obtain,  and 
some  of  the  parties  owning  the  mill  prop- 
erty were  said  to  be  holding  out  for  too 
high  a  tl.gure.  The  option  expired.  This 
came  to  the  knowledge  of  Iron  River  citi- 
zens and  thcv  united  in  requesting  the 
Hmes  company  to  take  over  and  operate 
the  mill.

tliose  under  them  do  things,  to  require 
which  is  beyond  reason.  This  principle 
In  general  still  lives.  It  stands,  today. 
In  an  age  when  we  are  crowding  men 
to  death.  The  age  is  demanding  what 
It  has  no  right  before  God  or  man  to 
demand  when  it  requires  men  to  work 
beyond  the  measure  of  their  physical 
strength.  Bricks  without  straw.  Have 
we  forgotten  that  the  worker  is  of  more 
importance  than  his  work?  And  ttiat 
the  only  just  question  for  an  age  to  ask 
of  its  workers  is  not  'How  many  bricks 
did  you  make?"  but  How  mucit  man- 
hood did  the  brickmaker  develop?" 
Byron  has  well  said; 
■'   Thinkest  thou  there  is  no  tyrant  but 

that 
"Of  blood  and  chains?     The  despotism 

of  vice. 
'The   weakness   and   the   wickedness   of 

luxury, 
'The  negligence,  the  apathy,  the  evils 
•Of  sensual  sloth  produce  10,000  tyrants.' 
"And  I  rise  in  the  name  of  the  man 
who  has  been  forgotten  in  the  cru.sh  to 
protest  against  the  spirit.  I  speak  not 
without  recognition  that  the  working- 
man  shall  be  required  to  offer  good 
fruit  of  his  labor.  But  I  do  protest 
against  the  requests  of  heartless  avar- 
ice. When  workmen  are  required  to 
make  best  brick  and  host  numbers,  give 
them  best  provision  of  material.  There 
are  indications,  thank  God,  that  this 
truth  is  making  itself  felt. 

"Tliere  are  some  things  the  man  with 
the  hoe  can  do  and  .some  ho  can't  do. 
He  Is  out  of  the  race  in  today's  work. 
The  burden  of  the  world  Is  to  be  borne 


draini«nd!os»«  sl'.'pped  perma-entlT.

Sentence. 

MarMUotto— James  MeCauley.  a  former 
trusty  at  Marquette  prison,  who  escaped 
May  10,  i!»05,  was  recaptured  at  Escanaba, 
and  brought  back  to  the  penitentiary.  At 
the  time  of  his  escape  MeCauley  was  em- 
ployed as  night  fireman,  and  except  i(jr 
the  engineer,  occupied  the  prison  yard 
alone.  The  fact  that  he  was  missing,  was 
discovered  wUhin  thirty  minutes,  yet  he 
was  able  to  ship  on  an  ore  carrier,  and 
h.as  been  plying  the  lakes  ever  since. 
MeCauley  was  sent  fiom  Gogebic  county 
for  a  minor  offense,  and  a  -.joculiar  cir- 
cumstance is  that  wlien  he  escaped  he 
had  already  served  trore  time  tlian  tlie 
.-ertence  <^allpd  for.  The  term  was  fixed 
under  the  indeterminate  sentence  law  at 
not  leas  than  one  yjnr  nor  more  than  one 
year  and  one  day.  Just  as  he  was  about 
to  be  released  the  supreme  court  ruled 
that  a  trial  judge  could  not  fix  tlie  maxi- 
mum penalty  in  cases  where  it  was  al- 
reidy  fi.Ked  by  statute.  In  McCauley's 
case  the  maximum  is  fiv-  years,  and  in 
consequence  of  his  escape  no  good  time 
will    be    ;Uiowed    him.

While  on  a  round-up  of  cattle  in  tho 
southwestern  part  of  XA'yoming.  amonc 
the  KhJWa  mountains,  many  yeiirs  &go, 
we  were  on  a  drive,  and  the  round-up 
ground  was  on  a  large  plateau  at  'G-oshen 
Hole.'  The  country  is  very  rough  at  the 
edge  of  the  plateau  .and  there  is  a  preci- 
pice of  al>out  300  feet  dropping  sheer  Inta 
the  hole. 

'On  tills  day  1  had  for  a  mount  an  out- 
law bronco  which  had  been  ridden  for 
two  or  three  years  always  at  tho  peril  of 
tlie  rider,  for  there  was  no  tilling  at 
what  moment  the  evil  nature  of  the  beast 
would  break  out,  and  this  animal  differed 
from  the  common  outlaw  in  that  bis 
demon  nature  seemed  to  strike  him  in 
fits.  He  w.as  a  very  cunning  varmint.  HI* 
reputation  as  a  bad  horse  was  widely 
known.

"He  continued  to  buck,  and  at  every 
jump  drew  nearer  to  tlie  precipice.

Antoi,e  Woode  Is  one  of  the  most  noted 
prisoners  the  Canon  City  penitentiary 
has  ever  held.  His  case  has  attracted 
wide  attentii.'n  from  psychological  crim- 
inologists and  others  interested  in  the 
ability  of  u  lad  who  committed  murder 
when  a  mere  child.  Even  as  a  boy  he 
was  a  good  musiciaii,  and  artist  of  excep- 
tional ability,  and  a  clever  writer.  W'tiode 
was  concerned  in  a  second  crime  when,  on 
the  night  of  Jan.  22,  1900,  with  three  other 
convicts,  he  escaped  from  the  peniten- 
tiary. During  tlie  escape  Night  Cajitain 
Thomas  C.  Rooney  was  stabbed  to  death. 
Woode  biani<  d  "Kid"  Wallace  and  Wal- 
lace admitted  th.-it  he  had  done  the  stab- 
bing, entirely  txon«  rating  Woode  from 
any  part  in  the  crime.  Woode  was  17 
years  old  at  the  time. 

The  father  and  mother  of  Antone  Woode 
were  Polisii  peasants  before  they  came  to 
this  country  and  occupied  a  ranch  twelve 
miles  north  of  lienver.  Tlie  Woodes  had 
five  children.  Antone  being  tlie  youngest. 
On  tlie  m.irning  of  Nov.  5,  WH,  a  hunter 
called  at  ttie  ranch  for  a  guide,  and 
Antone  was  pressed  Into  service.  During 
the  morning  he  permitted  the  hunter  to 
CO  ahead  once  for  a  few  yards,  then, 
taking  quick  aim,  shot  liim  with  the  old- 
fashioned  shotgun  of  his  father.  He  had 
noticed  the  man's  bright  watch  and  want- 
ed it,  and  this  he  .<-ecured  by  rolling  tJie 
body  over.  He  took  it  home  and  iiid  it 
In   the  i;arret. 

The  body  was  discovered  the  next  morn- 
ing, and  suspicion  immediately  fastened 
on  the  Woode  lad.  When  questioned  at 
the  Jail  he  was  very  cool,  and  said  simply: 
"I  shot  at  a  rabbit." 

He  was  sentenced  to  twenty-flve  vears 
In  tlie  penitentiary.  He  displayed  sur- 
prising talent  in  several  directions,  and 
was  given  tuition,  under  which  he  devel- 
oped into  a  good  violinist,  espetially  shin- 
ing as  leader  of  tiie  chapel  orchestra, 
and  in  iiis  work  in  oil  and  crayons. 

There  have  been  numerous  attempts  to 
secure  his  parole  or  pardon.  His  applica- 
tion was  under  consideration  by  the  gov- 
ernor, and  the  lad  had  every  reason  to 
fe*l  encouraged  over  the  efforts  being 
made  to  secure  his  release  on  parole,  and 
was  aware  of  this  when  he  went  into  the 
plot  with  Thomas  Reynolds,  a  burelar; 
C.  F.  Wagoner,  a  notorious  hold-up  from 
Denver,  and  "Kid"  Wallace,  a  train 
robber  near  "Victor,  to  escape  and,  If  pos- 
sible, effect  a  wholesale  delivery  of  the 
convj(  ts.

GREAT  FUTURE 

For  American  Railways  Pre- 
dicted by  Authority. 

SI.  Paul,  Sept.  4.— Sir  Charles  Even 
Smith  of  Lcnndon,  England,  president 
of  the  Marconi  telegraphy  system  and 
of  street  railways  in  many  countries, 
and  an  international  authority  on 
transportation,  who  passed  thfough  St. 
Paul  yesterday,  predicts  a  great  future 
for  American  railways  as  a  result  of 
the  Russo-Japanese  war  and  the  pro- 
posed peace  settlement. 

"Yes,  the  war  between  Japan  and 
Russia,  and  the  proposed  peace  settle- 
m'^nt,  is  bound  to  have  an  imiKirtant 
effect  on  the  transportation  question 
in  America,"  said  he.  "Transportation 
should  receive  a  great  stimulus,  espe-  j 
dally  between  the  United  States  and  i 
Japan.  Japan  should  use  more  Ameri- 
can wheat  and  flour.  A  period  of  great 
prosperity  for  transportation  com- 
panies should  follow  the  development 
of  the  countries  In  the  Far  East. 

"The  development  of  transportation 
in  America  is  simply  marvelous.  There 
Is  nothing  In  Great  Britain  or  Europe 
that  can  be  compared  with.  I  have 
heard  people  across  the  continent  say 
that  railway  systems  In  America  are 
not  ccrmplete.  I  do  not  find  this  to  be 
the  case.  The  main  lines  are  In  excel- 
lent condition,  and  the  branch  lines  are 
bound  to  reach  the  same  state  of  per- 
fection." ^

to  attend  the  International  Railway 
congiess  at  Washington,  and  to  visit 
other  countries  to  the  South,  and  has 
spent  some  time  in  the  West  visiting 
El  Paso.

After  more  than  a  year  of  almost 
constant  agitation  for  a  new  county 
courthouse,  which  no  taxpayer  in  the 
county  has  yet  had  the  temerity  to 
come  forward  and  say  is  not  needed, 
the  project  is  f)ractically  no  further  to- 
ward fulfillment  than  when  the  ques- 
tion was  first  broached.  The  court- 
house building  fund  is  steadily  grow- 
ing, and  the  county  board  has  settled 
on  a  site  for  the  new  building,  but  so 
far  as  any  definite  conclusion  has  been 
reached  as  to  when  building  operations 
will  actually  begin,  the  prospect  of  get- 
ting a  courthouse  Is  said  to  be  even  far- 
ther off  than  another  eclipse  of  the  sun 
by  the  moon,  visible  at  this  point. 

The  county  board  has  expressed  It- 
self as  willing  to  go  ahead  with  con- 
demnation proceedings  to  acquire  the 
site,  but  It  has  balked  at  the  legislative 
act  which  requires  the  commissioners 
to  divide  the  work  and  honors  with  a 
special  commission  to  be  appointed  by 
the  three  judges  of  the  district  court 
when  the  board  shall  have  passed  cer- 
tain suitable  resolutions  declaring  there 
is  a  necessity  for  a  new  courthouse  and 
a  county  jail  building. 

All  that  is  necessary  for  the  county 
board  to  set  in  motion  the  wheels  of 
legal  procedure  which  will  result  in 
some  very  definite  steps  being  taken 
toward  securing  a  site  and  plans  for  a 
building  Is  the  vote  of  four  out  of  the 
seven  members  constituting  the  body, 
In  favor  of  a  resolution  directed  to 
the  district  court  judges  declaring  the 
county's  need  of  a  courthouse  and 
jail,  and  designating  the  amount  of 
money  that  the  county  will  expend  for 
the  same. 

Will  the  board  ever  pass  that  resolu- 
tion? That  is  the  Important  question 
whose  solution  seems  shrouded  in  a 
mighty  doubt,  and  on  which  the  prom- 
inent taxpayer  mentioned  bases  his 
tip  for  a  gamble  on  a  sure  thing. 

Another  little  complication  seems  to 
be  developing  which  Is  likely  to  bury 
still  deeper  any  hope  that  the  people 
may  have  that  the  county  board  will 
take  stcffS  laid  down  by  legislature, 
and  that  matters  will  proceed. 

The  board  will  hold  its  next  meeting 
Sept.  12.  Suppose  the  commissioners, 
apparently  burying  their  hatchet 
against*  the  special  commission  act, 
pass  the  resolution  necessary,  and 
make  It  possible  for  the  district  court 
judges  to  apjKiint  a  special  commis- 
sion, .and  then  each  and  every  one  of 
the  three  county  commissioners  who 
should  be  appointed  on  that  special 
commission  would  decline  to  serve. 
How  much  nearer  the  new  courthouse 
would  the  county  be? 

Without  asserting  that  this  Is  prob- 
able, it  is  a  possibility,  and  if  carried 
out,  it  would  not  occasion  a  great  deal 
of    surprise  In    "official    circles." 

Tne  queslion  has  been  put  to  some 
commissioners  as  to  whether  they 
would  serve  on  the  special  commission 
If  appointed,  and  one  or  two  were 
found  who  stated  outright  that  they 
would  not  serve.  Others  were  evasive, 
but  said  enough  to  give  the  Impression 
that  they  would  rather  not  serve. 

In  the  meantime  the  floor  of  the  old 
courthouse  continues  to  warp  and 
shrink,  the  windows  continue  to  rattle 
a  little  more,  vault  siace  becomes 
more  and  more  limited,  and  it  Is  pos- 
sible that  the  premium  rate  of  acci- 
dent insurance  on  county  officials  and 
their  employes  may  advance  with  the 
age  of  the  building.

HEAVY  RAIN  STORM 

INUNDATES  NEW  YORK. 

New  York,  Sept.  4.— A  rain  and  wind 
storm  of  unusual  severity  swept  over  New 
York  earlv  yesterday  and  wrought  much 
damage  in  the  way  of  flooded  cellars,  de- 
layed traffic  and  the  crumbling  of  the 
walls  of  a  number  of  buildiiiKS  under 
construction.  Accoi^ing  to  the  official 
report  of  the  weathfr  bureau,  the  storm 
began  here  at  5  o'clock  Saturday  and  con- 
tinued until  11  a.  m.  Sunday.  During 
that  time  3.3  inches  of  rain  fell. 

The  underground  conduits  of  the  surface 
railroads  became  filled  with  water,  caus- 
ing numerous  tie-ups.  Along  'Vy'cst  ^nd 
South  streets,  extending  along  the  river 
fronts,  the  damage  was  greatest.  The 
streets  became  Inundated  and  passengers 
bound  for  the  various  ferries  had  to  wade 
through   the   water  ankle  deep.

In  another  colum  will  be  found  a 
communication  from  Gen.  C.  C.  An- 
drews, chief  fire  warden  of  the  state, 
concerning  the  forestry  reserve  on  the 
northern  boundary  of  this  county  which 
he  Is  beginning  negotiations  to  secure. 
He  denies  the  W^ashington  dispatches 
and  The  Herald's  statement  to  the 
effect  that  there  are  about  200,000  acrc^ 
in  the  tract  concerned.  He  says  there 
are  only  about  70,000  acres;  that  they 
have  been  in  the  market  from  ten  to 
twenty  years;  and  that  the  field  note3 
claseify  them  as  third  or  fourth  rate  in 
respect  to  soil  and  not  suitable  for  ag- 
ricultural purposes. 

Ajf  to  his  statements  concerning  this 
land  those  who  have  become  interested 
in  the  matter  cannot  pass  upon  them 
yet,  but  will  be  able  to  in  a  few  days. 
In  the  tract  withdrawn  for  forestr> 
purposes  are  thirteen  townships,  most 
of  them  fractional  so  that  Gen.  An- 
drews" statement  concerning  the  acre- 
age is  possibly  correct  or  nearly  so.  As 
to  tlie  rest  of  it,  one  man  interested  in 
the  development  of  the  county's  agri- 
cultural features  has  this  to  say: 

"Gen.  Andrews  asserts  that  the  soil 
is  rated  as  third  or  fourth  class  and  is 
unfit  for  agricultural  purposes;  also 
that  he  would  'never  recommend  the 
appropriation  of  land  for  forestry  pur- 
poses that  is  good  for  agriculture.' 
Well,  as  to  the  rating  of  the  soil,  Jet 
me  remind  Gen.  Andrews  and  others 
that  the  soil  of  Pine  and  Carlton  coun- 
ties is  rated  as  third  and  fourth  grade, 
and  yet  it  has  been  found  good  for 
agricultural  purposes  and  in  addition 
to  this  there  is  a  navigable  river  front- 
age along  most  of  the  land  which  he 
has  caused  to  be  withdrawn. 

"How  does  the  general  know  so 
I  much  about  the  70,000  acres  he  so 
j  sweepingly    condemns?      A    short    time 


ago  he  took  a  trip  In  a  canoe  through 
a  part  of  the  tract  withdrawn,  and 
possibly  saw  5,000  acres  thereof.  Is  it 
just  for  him  to  take  incomplete  field 
notes  as  final  evidence  for  the  rest? 
Is  it  reasonable  to  suppose  that  is  this 
admittedly  productive  country  there 
are  70,000  acres  of  land  all  unfit  for  cul- 
tivation? And  because  some  of  it,  or 
considerable  of  it  is  so  unfit,  is  it  right 
that  settlers  should  be  barred  from 
taking  advantage  of  what  good  land 
there  is  in  the  tract  and  making  thenn- 
selves  homes?  Gen.  Andrews  says  in 
his  letter  to  The  Herald:  'There  is 
considerable  land  which,  on  account  of 
being  hilly,  rocky  or  sandy,  is  unfit 
for  cultivation,  and  which  should  be 
utilized  for  forestry."  Well,  let  him 
use  this  kind  of  land  for  forestry  if  he 
wants  to,  but  why  take  all  of  the  70,000 
acres   out   of   the  market? 

"He  says,  further,  that  this  land  has 
been  in  the  market  for  from  ten  to 
twenty  years.  What  of  it?  Parts  of 
St.  Louis  and  other  counties  in  the 
state  have  been  in  the  market  for  a 
longer  time  than  that.  It  is  only  re- 
cently that  land  in  the  north  has  been 
sought  at  all;  and  ho-meseekers  are 
going  farther  north  every  day.  It  is 
only  a  matter  of  a  short  time  until 
they  will  be  clamoring  for  just  such 
land  as  this  withdrawn  tract,  and  in 
fact  there  are  settlers  in  and  about 
that  place  now.  Because  land  has  been 
in  the  market  for  a  number  of  years 
in  a  practically  unsettled  county  car- 
ries  nothing  of  condemnation   with   it.

Rose  Peppin,  Prisoner  In 

City  Jail,  Runs 

Amuck. 


The  last  of  the  sessions  of  the  cook- 
ing school  which  has  been  maintained 
during  the  aunmier  by  the  Women's 
Council  were  held  last  week,  and  Mrs. 
Hugli  McCurdy,  who  was  instructor, 
returned  Saturday  to  Chicago,  The 
school  has  been  held  during  July  and 
August,  and  the  members  of  the  CouR- 
cll  are  most  pleased  with  their  effort 
In  this  direction.  One  hundred  and 
twenty  young  girls  have  attended  tlie 
classes,  which  were  held  at  the  Adams 
school,  and  a  most  Interesting  exhibit 
of  the  cookery  of  the  pupils  was  held 
a  week  ago  last  Saturday.  The  Coun- 
cil hopes  to  again  maintain  the  school 
next  summer. 

Much  Interest  has  been  shown  in  the 
summer  gardens,  which  were  also  an 
enterijrise  backed  by  the  Council,  and 
which  were  worked  by  the  young 
school  twya  who  were  unemployed 
during  the  summer.  Five  lots  of 
ground  were  secured  near  as  many 
schools,  and  twenty  boys  at  each 
school  were  given  small  gardens  to 
plan  and  care  for  during  the  summer. 
The  gardens  on  the  lot  at  First  avenue 
east  and  Second  street,  being  the  most 
central,  have  been  watched  with  in- 
terest by  a  large  number  of  citizens, 
and  many  of  the  plats  of  ground  have 
been  brought  to  a  triumphant  conclu- 
sion, as  delicious  "messes"  of  beans 
and  peas  and  other  small  garden  stuffs 
have  proven.  The  boys  were  under  the 
direction  of  a  competent  gardener,  and 
although  some  of  them  proved  faith- 
less, after  the  enthusiasm  of  a  new 
scheme  wore  out,  the  majority  were 
true  to  their  gardens  and  weeded  and 
cared  for  them  carefully  throughout 
the  summer,  A  meeting  of  the  Coum 
cil  will  be  held  Friday  morning  at  the 
library,  and  the  reports  of  both  tho 
cooking  school  committee  and  the 
garden  committee  will  be  presented  at 
that  time. 


to  America  need  fear  neither  difficulty 
nor  desperation,  says  Jane  H.  Findlater, 
an  English  woman,  in  the  National 
Review.  Judged  by  our  standards,  her 
life  is  a  very  easy  one.  The  ordinary 
■general"  servant,  with  only  the  very 
superficial  accomplishments  of  her 
class,  can  command  £1  each  week, 
while  well-trained  tablemalds  get  25s. 
and  the  price  of  a  well-trained  cook 
seems  to  be  above  rubles.  The  work 
which  they  are  expected  to  do  for  these 
wages  is,  in  the  case  of  housemaids, 
much  lighter  than  the  work  they 
would  have  to  do  in  the  same  situation 
at  home.  All  the  "open  fire"  system 
of  heating  in  England  entails  a  great 
amount  of  work,  both  In  keeping  up  the 
fires  and   in   dusting;    there  is  also,   in 


most  English 'houses,  a  great  deal  of 
labor  for  the  housemaids  in  filling  and 
emptying  batps — labor  which  is  quite 
done  away  with  by  the  splendid  bath- 
ing arrangements  In  all  American 
homes. 

Cooks,  it  must  be  frankly  admitted, 
have  plenty  to  do;  for  our  American 
cousins  eat  a  great  deal,  and  are  fond 
of  variety  of  bill  of  fare;  but  then  the 
cook  seems  to  hold  such  a  position  of 
happy  dominion  In  most  households  that 
it  must  almost  make  up  for  hard  work. 
It  is  strange  that  In  spite  of  these  easy 
conditions,  domestic  service  should  be 
so  unpopular  In  the  states.  Very  few 
American-born  women  care  to  enter 
It,  most  servants  being  Irish,  English 
or  Swedish,  and  in  the  Soutii,  of 
course,  negro.

Penuin  is  claimed  to  iiave  suddenly 
crabbed  Clark  by  the  throat,  and  after 
throwing  him  to  tiie  floor,  to  have 
stamned  on  his  head,  and  beaten  him 
crui'Uv  al>out  tlie  face  and  breast  with 
his   fists   and  feet. 

James  Austm.  another  prisoner,  ran  to 
Clark" -s  assistance,  and  the  police  believe 
that  If  it  had  not  been  for  his  aid.  Clark 
would  have  been  killod  by  the  assailant 
ki  his  fit  of  Bearserk  madnes.s. 

The  crle.s  of  tho  three  men  attracted 
the  notice  of  Officers  Koberg  and  Nelson, 
and  they  rushed  into  the  jail  corridor 
and  separated  the  pri.~oners,  locking  Pep- 
pln  ujj  in  a  c.='ll  by  him.self. 

Clark,  in  teliinB  tlie  story  of  the  affair 
to  the  officers,  stated  that  Peppin  had 
knocked  down  John  MuMoon,  anothtT 
prisoner,  a  sliort  time  before  tlie  attack 
on  him. 

"He  was  sitting  on  the  bench  and  not 
saying  anything  for  about  half  an  hour 
after  knocking  Mulduon  down."  said 
Clark.  'Then  he  came  over  to  me,  and 
after  saying  that  I  had  the  keys  of  the 
door,  he  grabbed  me  before  1  could  answer 
him." 

Peppin  is  a  short  but  muscular  man.  and 
has  the  appearance  of  a  French-Canadian. 
When  arraiened  in  court  this  morning 
on  tho  charge  of  aa.sault  In  the  second 
degree,  he  answered  questions  Intelligibly, 
and  did  not  have  the  appearance  of  a  de- 
mented ptr.son. 

His  htarlng  was  set  for  Sept.  11  and  his 
bond  fixed  at  $23.>,  but  the  grand  jury 
will  hold  Its  regular  session  before  that 
time,  and  the  case  will  probably  be  taken 
out  of  X\\f  handri  of  the  municipal  court 
without  the  usual  preliminary  examina- 
tion.

Ore   Shipments  Delayed 

From  a  Week  to 

Ten  Days. 

Range  Mines  Flooded — 

Twenty  Boats  Now 

Awaiting  Cargoes. 

The  heavy  rains  of  the  past  four  days, 
with  two  successive  days,  Sunday  and 
Monday,  when  no  work  Is  being  done 
4t  tho  mines,  will  mean  a  very  material 
decrease  In  the  total  shipments  of  ore 
from  the  Head  of  the  Lakes  docks  dur- 
ing the  month  of  September. 

They  will  result  la  a  setback  of  from 
a  week  to  ten  days  in  mining  operations 
on   the   ranges,    and   consequent   delay    of 

from  a  week  to  ten  days  In  the  shipping 
of  ore.  About  twenty  boats  are  now 
lying  Idle  In  the  local  harbor,  because 
there  Is  no  ore  at  the  docks  for  them 
to  lake  on  as  cargoes,  and  more  of  the 
big  ore  carriers  are  arriving  every  few 
hours.  It  Is  believed  that  from  50  to  75 
of  these  vessels  will  be  here,  anchored 
In  the  harbor,  by  the  time  the  usual 
shipments   from    the    mines    begin. 

Almost  every  heavy  rain  delays  the! 
getting  out  of  ore.  The  open  pit  work  \ 
cannot  be  done  while  a  storm  is  in  \ 
progress,  and  much  rain  generally  floods 
the  underground  mines.  During  tlie  past 
four  days  the  rainfall  has  been  excep- 
tionally heavy,  and,  as  a  result.  It  is 
said  that  practically  all  of  the  mines  are 
flooded.  It  will  take  some  little  time  for 
the  water  to  be  pumped  out,  which  makes 
the  delay   even  greater. 

L,a8t  month  the  ore  shipments  were  the 
heaviest  on  record,  although  there  were 
some  delavs  because  of  rain  even  then. 
Every  month  so'  far  the  shipments  have 
been  large,  and,  despite  the  present  de- 
lay, the  total  for  the  season  will  doubt- 
Itss  Le  rhe  largest  on  record.  Already 
the  shUments  of  1905  are  several  hundred 
thousand  tons  ahead  of  those  of  the  entire 
.season  of  If^M.  It  w;us  h'^ped,  however, 
that  the  total  for  September  would  pass 
the  mark  .set  In  August,  but  it  now  looks 
very  much  as  though  the  total  would  be 
Quite  a  little  under  that  of  last  month. 
The  loss  to  the  freight  carriers  In  the  ore 
business  will  be  coiislderable,  for,  In  ad- 
dition to  the  loss  occasioned  by  the  boats 
being  unable  to  carry  ore  for  the  period 
which  they  are  lying  idle,  there  will  be 
the  wages  of  the  ships'  crews,  which  will 
have  lo  be  paid  whether  the  vessels  are 
in  operation  or  not,  Ijecau.se  the  captains 
camiot  let  any  of  the  men  go,  knowing 
that  they  will  be  needed  again  within  a 
comparatively  short   time.

This  privilege  he  would 
make  dependent  on  the  recommendation 
of  a  chaplain  or  other  competent  author- 
ity, and  also  on  the  prisoner's  continued 
good  behavior. 

As  a  remedy  for  keening  prisoners  who 
still  have  left  some  reuse  of  .shame,  away 
from  contact  with  their  more  evil-mind- 
ed eompanlons.  it  was  prji>oded  that  the 
nunibe»"  of  guards  bo  increa.sed  .«;o  aa  to 
enforce  a  law  of  no  talking,  and  that  the 
m<j3t  degraded  elements  might  even  be 
denied  outdoor  work  and  kept  In  their 
cells  for  the  good  of  the  other  convicts. 

That  open  air  work,  where  the  crimi- 
nal labor,  r  Is  often  almost  alone  with  his 
guards,  affords  the  maximum  opi)ortunity 
lor  cruel  treatment  Prof,  lialdwin  regard- 
ed as  indisputable.  He  proposed  only 
two  remedies,  lirst  that  kind  guards  be 
selected  so  far  as  possible,  and  second, 
that  only  the  state  be  allowed  to  put 
convicts  at  outdoor  work.  Conyict  em- 
ployment he  regarded  as  tending  to  end- 
le.ss  cruel  praotioes.

The  objections  to  tie  forced  labor  of 
convicts  in  the  open  lir.  Judge  Baldwin 
stated  to  be  as  follows: 

1.  It  exposes  the  crlnlnal  to  public  hu- 
miliation. .  ..,..» 

2.  It  degrades  him  In  causing  him  to 
fall    Into   vile   company. 

3.  It  expo.ses  him  to  the  abuse  and 
tyranny  of  those  who  direct  his  work. 

4.  It    facilitates    escipes. 

5  It  makes  an  unjust  competition  with 
the  labor   of  free   cltlsens 

Taking  up  these  objections  In  order. 
Judge  Baldwin  declaied  that  the  crim- 
inal's conviction,  bein?  a  notorious  fact, 
had  already  caused  !ilm  to  lose  public 
esteem  and  besides  it  was  easy  to  prevent 
new  occasions  of  shame  to  the  convict. 

Without  great  expense,  the  fields  In 
which  the  prisoners  are  employed  might 
be  surrounded  by  wals  to  protect  them 
from  the  public  gaze. 

Pointing  out  the  facl  that  most  convicts 
come  from  a  class  of  ;>erson8  unfitted  for 
any  trade  or  occupation  except  the  most 
unskilled  labor.  Prof.  Baldwin  suggested 
that  the  government  jhould  buy  up  vast 
tracts  of  poor.  Idle  or  wild  land  and  send 
Its  convicts  there  to  wjrk  with  shovel  and 
pickax,  draining  and  irrigating.  Though 
great  expense  would  bj  entailed  in  buying 
such  land,  he  mainta.ned  that  the  state 
would   b«  able   to   sell    It   at   an   ultimate 

profit. 

Citing  the  example  of  North  Carolina, 
where  95  per  cent  of  the  condemned  are 
by  natural  occupation  rural  laborers,  and

Board  Planning  to  Accom- 
modate Increased  Num- 
ber of  Pupils.

Washburn  Building. 


planning  to  open  the  new  building  with 
some  ceremonies  befitting  the  occa- 
sion, permission  having  been  granted 
by  the  board  at  the  last  meeting. 

Some  changes  have  also  been  made 
in  the  West  Duluth  schools,  and  the 
first  year  high  school  work  is  now 
taught  In  the  Irving  school  building, 
allowing  all  the  pupils  who  graduated 
from  the  thnie  West  Duluth  schools 
last  year  to"  continue  their  education 
without  the  necessity  of  coming  up 
town  every  day. 

The  work  taught  In  the  Irving  school 
covers  practically  the  same  ground  aa 
Is  covere.1  in  the  Central  High  school, 
and  if  the  experiment  proves  a  success 
this  year,  the  second  year  work  may 
be   Introduced  next  year. 

All  of  the  school  buildings  have  been 
thoroughly  overhauled  and  repaired 
during  the  summer  months  by  Chief 
Engineer  Larson  and  the  assistant  en- 
gineers, and  nearly  $4,000  has  been  ex- 
pended on  the  thirty-two  buildings, 
repainting,  varnishing  and  repainng 
the  buildings  and  equipment. 


Next  Monday  the  city'a  educational 
machinery  will  be  set  in  motion  once 
zxu>re,  and  the  12,000  children,  and  the 
250  school  teachers  In  the  city,  will 
onco  more  commence  their  winter's 
work  after  the  long  summer  vacation. 

The  schools  are  a  week  later  in  open- 
ing this  fall  than  usual,  owing  to  the 
I  late  date  set  for  closing,  and  the  fact 
that  the  school  board  has  changed 
back  from  a  year  of  nine  and  one- 
half  months'  duratio«i,  to  one  of  nine 
months. 

The  enrollment  in  the  schools  last 
year,  which  was  between  11.000  and 
12,01.0  will  probably  pass  the  12.000 
mark,  and  the  members  of  the  board 
and  the  superintendent  are  puzzling 
their  brains  to  provide  accommodation 
for  the  increa-sed  number  of  pupils. 

The  worst  overcrowding  is  in  the 
Wa.shington  district,  in  the  central 
part  of  the  city.  The  Washington 
school  overtlowod  into  the  high  school 
building  several  years  ago,  and  this 
3'ear  the  addition  of  two  now  teachers 
to  the  high  school  staff  forces  two  of 
the  grade  school  rooms  out  of  the  high 
school  building.  The  pupils  of  these 
r>x»m3  have  to  be  accommodated  in 
Mome  manner,  and  to  take  care  of 
thain  ttmp'irarily  until  the  ne-w  grade 
school  building  can  be  constructed,  the 
board  has  decided  to  divide  the  old 
assembly  hall.  In  the  upper  story  of 
the  Washington  building  into  two 
g^rade  school  rLK>ms.  The  rooms  are 
not  well  adapted  to  the  reciuirements. 
but  tht-y  will  answer  aa  temporary  ex-

A  TRAGEDY 

IN  CHICAGO 


Grain  Broker  Shoots  at 

Divorced  Wife,  Then 

Kills  Himself. 

Chicago  Sept.  4.— After  trying  to  kill 
his  divorced  wife  and  Louis  B.  Hill,  a 
grain  broker,  to  whom  she  was  married 
last  November,  George  C.  Miller,  a  re- 
tired broker,  last  night,  shot  himself  in 
the  head,  fatally  wounding  himself, 
just  as  the  police  arrived  to  arrest  him. 

Mr.  Hill  will  lose  his  arm  as  the  re- 
sult of  the  shot  from  Miller's  revolver, 
but  Mrs.  Hill  escaped  unharmed.  The 
shooting  occurred  at  the  home  of  the 
Hills.

Police  Inspector  Shlppy  stated,  last 
night,  that  in  this  .shooting  the  police 
believe  they  see  a  solution  of  the  mys- 
tery of  the  killing  of  Mrs.  Mlze.  near 
the  Delprado  hotel,  about  two  weeks 
ago.  Mrs.  Hill,  it  Is  stated  very  much 
resembles  Mrs.  Mlze.

Washington,  Sept.  4.— (Special  to  The 
Herald.) — There  are  so  many  ramifica- 
tions In  the  tobacco  business  that  are 
not  understood  by  outsiders  that  It  is 
I  small   wonder   there   was   a  disposition 
to    question    the    startling    statements 
exclusively    made    in    this    correspond- 
ence by  those  unfamiliar  with  the  sit- 
uation.     Tlie    fact    that    thousands     of 
pounds  of     tobacco     could     be  sllpi?ed 
through  the  Tampa  customs  house  in 
one    shipment    on    the    payment    of    28 
cents  per  pound  duty,   Instead  of  $1.48 
per    pound,    came   as    a   revelation     to 
those  who  had  not  followed  the  matter 
for  years,   waiting  for  a  favorable  op- 
l>ortunity    to    demonstrate    to    the    au- 
thorities the   truth  of  the  charge   that 
the   government    is     being     defi-auded, 
intentionally  or  otherwise,  out  of  sev- 
eral  millions   of   dollars   yearly   In    the 
classification  of  tobacco  at  the  customs 
houses.      ConsequeiUly   an    effort      was 
made  in  some  quarters  to  ridicule  the 
charges,  which   waa  ably  supported  by 
violent   protestatioris   from    the   Tampa 
officials.     These   were  backed   up   by   a 
tobacco  trade  paper,   which  denounced 
the  charg-js  as  "false  and   ridiculous," 
and    the    United    States   Tobacco   Jour- 
nal.   In     which     they    were     orlglnall> 
made,  as  actuated  by  malice.     All  this 
was    highly    amusing    to    those    In    the 
secret,    for     while      the     denunciations 
were  at  their  height,  expert  examiners 
were   going   over   the    tobacco   in    New 
York,    under     direct     orders    from    the 
treasury     department,  as     detailed     In 
this  correspondence,   and  as  the  res\ilt 
of   their   examination   the    whole   ship- 
ment was  seized  by  the  United  .States 
authorities.     Being   in   touch    with   the 
situation,    both     In     Washington     and 
New  York.   I  had   no  doubt   from   the 
beginning   that   such    action    would   be 
taken  and  dropped  over  to  New  York 
to  see  the  fun  and  to  follow  the  story. 
Nothing  has  happened  In  years  to  con- 
vulse the  tobacco  trade  as  the  seizure 
of    this      shipment     of     tobacco.      The 
steady  stream   of   factories   to   Tampa, 
followed   by   the   practice  of  imiK>rtlng 
Havana  tobacco   through  this  port  for 
manufacturers  in  New  York  and   else- 
where, had  vexed  the  leaf  tobacco  deal- 
ers   and    the    manufacturers   importing 
through  the  port  of  New  York  to  the 
limit    of   endurance.     One    dealer,    for- 
merly   distinguished    In    the   trade,    in- 
formed   me   that   he   had    been    driven 
from  the  business  because  of  the  con- 
ditions prevailing.     "I   could   not  stand 
them  any  longer,"  he  said.     "If  the  to- 
bacco passed  as  filler,  the  manufactur- 
er  wanted  it  all  at  filler  prices;    If  It 
was   classified    as    wrapper,     and     full 
wrapper  duty  was  levied,  they  laughed 
at  the  idea  of  paying  full  wrapper  duty 
on   a  bale   that   might  contain   only   20 
per  cent    wrapper   tobacco,    and   I   had 
to  ship  to  Canada  to  sell  it,  or  send  it 
back    to    Cuba    for   repacking."     Other 
dealers    frankly    Rtatt^i    they    were      In 
this  position;  If  they  did  not  do  all  they 
could   to   get   their  tobacco   In   as  filler 
they    could    not    compete    with    houses 
that    did.    and    they    were    confronted 
with  the  alternative  of  doing  so  or  go- 
ing out  of  business.    The  magnitude  of 
the   case   may   be    realized    when   it    Is 
said   that   the    amount  of   wrapper   to- 
bacco   necessary     to     wrap     400,000.000 
"clear   Havana"   cigars  made     in     this 
country  yearly,  Is  approximately  1,600.- 

000  pounds,  on  which  the  duty  as 
wrapper  tobacco  would  amount  to 
more  than  $2,000,000,  In  addition  to 
the  filler  duty,  and  yet  the  importa- 
tion of  wrapper  tobacco  for  the  fiscal 
year  of  July,  1904,  amounted  to  only 
42,000  pounds.  In  other  words,  the  duty 
paid  on  wrapper  tobacco  from  Havana 
in  that  fiscal  year  was  less  than  $100.- 
000.  where  It  should  have  been  $2,000,- 
(m\  The  figures  foi;  1905  are  not  avail- 
able. ,      ,  , 

In  the  case  of  the  103  bales  seized  in 
New  York  I  found  that  the  examination 
at  Tampa  showed  six  "trapper  bales," 
29  "percentage  bales"  and  the  remaind- 
er. 73  bales,  strictly  "filler  bales."  A 
"wrapper  bale"  contains  more  than 
fifteen  per  cent  wrapper  leaf  and  must 
pay  the  full  wrapper  duty  of  $1.85  less 
20  per  cent  on  account  of  the  Cuban 
treaty.  A  "percentage  bale"  contains 
some  wrapper  leaf  but  less  than  15  per 
cent  and  pays  wrapper  duty  only  on 
the  amount  of  wrapper  tobacco  It  con- 
tains. A  "filler  bale"  contains  no 
wrapper  leaf.  When  the  New  York  ex- 
perts got  through  with  the  examination 
they  found  instead  of  six  "wrapper 
bales"  there  were  approximately  50;  In- 
stead of  29  "percentage  bales."  there 
were   about  50  and   Instead   of  73   filler 

1  bales  there  were  not  more  than  8  or  10. 
In  order  to  make  sure  of  the  facts  two 

1  representative    leaf    dealers,    men    high 
I  in  the  trade  and  recognized  as  exports, 
I  were  requested  by  the  treasury  authorl- 
i  ties  to  assist  Inspector  Norton  In  mak- 
I  ing   the   re-examination,    so   there    can 
be  no  doubt  the  new  classlfiicatlon  will 
I  stand.     As  soon  ac  their  report  was  re- 
ceived by  the  New  York  authorities  the 
I  tobacco  was  seized.    What  the  outcome

It   is  expected  the  Tampa   inspectors

I  An    Inspector    who    cannot    find    more 
I  than  6  bales  of  wrapper   tobacco   In   a 
'shipment    containing  50   such    bales    Is 
\  not  a  good  man  for  the  treasury  serv- 
i  Ice    to   say   the   least,    as   this   one   er- 
ror,  if  it  had  not  been  brought  to  the 
attention    of    the    department    by    the 
United   States   Tobacco   Journal    would 
have    cost    the    government     $4,000     or 
$5,000. 

There  Is  such  speculation  in  New 
York  as  to  what  cigar  manufacturer 
would  have  eventually  received  the 
tobacco  In  question.  It  Is  rumored,  and 
the  report  Is  generally  fjelleved,  that  It 
was  Intended  for  a  firnv  which  is  prob- 
ably the  largest  maifuficturer  of  clear 
Havana  cigars  In  New  York,  and  whose 
Importations  of  filler  and  wrapper 
tobacco  through  the  New  York  customs 
hou.oe  £«re  only  about  half  the  amount 
which  is  required  for  th^r  business. 

When  I  left  New  "jtorkjthe  trade  was 
anxiously  awaiting  ^rtfter  intelligenca,, 


from  Washington  aa  to  whether  tha 
firm  in  question  would  be  prosecuted. 
What  makes  the  case  more  serious  Is 
that,  so  I  am  informed,  the  tobacco  was 
packed  in  a  manner  indicating  an  at- 
tempt had  been  made  to  conceal  its 
true  character.  That  is  to  say,  the 
filler  tobacco  was  packed  in  the  portion 
of  the  bale  most  likely  to  be  examined 
by  the  inspectors,  and  the  wrapper 
tobacco  put  in  another  portion  where 
it  would  not  likely  be  disturbed.  This, 
it  is  said,  could  scarcely  have  been 
done  accidentally,  and  will  have  a 
strong  bearing  on  the  case  if  the 
authorities  prosecute.  Moreover,  a 
man  alleging  he  represented  the  os- 
tensible consignees,  learned  the  treas- 
ury experts  were  making  the  re-exam- 
ination and  ordered  them  to  desist  on 
the  ground  the  tobacco  had  been  clear- 
ed through  the  customs  house  and  was 
stored  in  a  "free"  and  not  a  "bonded" 
warehouse.  At  this  Inspector  Norton 
declared  that  if  the  examination  were 
Interfered  with,  he  would  immediately 
seize  the  entire  shipment,  whereupon 
the  consignee's  representative  hastily 
left.  In  this  connection  it  may  be  said 
that  Inspector  Norton  has  been  hand- 
ling tobacco  for  the  past  fifteen  years 
and  is  thoroughly  familiar  with  the 
situation  and  the  tricks  employed  to 
pass  a  million  and  a  half  pounds  of 
wrapper  tobacco  yearly  on  the  pay- 
ment of  duty  on  40,000  pounds.

Improvement  of  the  forest.  Is  well  Il- 
lustrated by  the  plans  now  being  made 
by  the  forest  service  to  sell  mature 
timber  wherever  there  is  a  legitimate 
demand.  A  thorough  Investigation  of 
the  reserves  in  California  is  under  way 
to  locate  the  principal  bodies  of  timber 
which  are  ripe  for  cutting  and  which 
can  be  logged  without  injury  to  the 
forest. 

As  rapidly  as  practicable,  maps  and 
estimates  will  be  made,  and  plans  will 
be  prepared  for  cutting  the  mature 
trees  under  methods  which  will  im- 
prove and  perpetuate  the  forest, 
rather  than  destroy  It. 

The  es.sentlal  features  of  such  meth- 
ods of  logging  include  leaving  and  pro- 
tecting the  small  growth,  usually  in 
this  region  all  trees  under  20  or  24 
Inches  in  diameter,  and  reserving  a 
fourth  or  a  fifth  of  the  large,  full-bear- 
ing trees  of  the  most  valuable  species, 
like  the  sugar  pine  of  the  Western 
Sierras,  to  furnish  seed.  The  water- 
sheds of  streams,  which  are  important 
for  Irrigation  or  water  power  should 
be  lightly  logged,  so  as  not  to  impair 
the  value  of  the  forest  as  a  natural 
reservoir.  The  tops  and  slash  left  by 
the  lumbermen  are  carefully  piled  and 
burned  to  lessen  the  danger  of  destruc- 
tive fires  and  to  expose  the  Soil  for 
seed  germination.  Under  suoh  meth- 
ods, a  new  and  usually  a  den.ser  and 
more  valuable  forest  growth  is  secured 
after  logging,  and  a  second  cut  of  tim- 
ber can  be  made  within  a  compara- 
tively short  time. 

Among  the  lumbermen  and  miners 
of  California  the  demand  for  reserve 
timber  is  steadily  increasing.  In  the 
Sierras  alons,  forty  or  fifty  million 
feet  will  be  sold  In  the  coming  year 
to  lumber  firms,  and  large  quantities 
will  be  u.sed  In  other  parts  of  the  state 
by    mines.    Irrigation    companies    and

In  connection  with  this  work 
the   national   boari   was   charged   with 
the   duty  of   devising   plans   for   a  na- 
tional   marksmen  s     reserve,    and     for

CHARGES 

Isaac  Slayton  Will  Fight 

Wife's  Action  For 

Divorce. 

In  his  answer  to  the  complaint  In  a 
divorce  proceeding  brought  by  his  wife, 
Anna,  Isaac  Slayton  denies  many  of  the 
specific  things  claimed  by  his  wife  and 
sets  up  counter  charges  of  a  serious  na- 
ture, after  which  he  petitions  the  couit 
that  the  marriage  be  not  dissolved  and 
that  he  be  not  compelled  to  pay  ali- 
mony and  costs  and  his  wife's  attor- 
ney's fees. 

Mrs.  Slayton  charged  extreme  cruel- 
ty, assault,  vile  epithets,  etc.  but  her 
husband  comes  back  with  charges 
against  her  of  even  more  sensational 
nature.  He  says  he  is  a  cripple  and 
Incapable  of  manual  labor  and  alleges 
that  his  wife  has  been  guilty  of  il- 
licit intercourse  with  other  men,  one 
specific  charge  being  that  she  com- 
mitted adultery  with  one  Mike  Wall, 
April  10,  1905. 

Slayton  also  alleges  that  his  wife,  to 
worry  and  annoy  him  and  to  dispos- 
sess him  of  his  property,  caused  him  to 
be  brought  to  Duluth  on  an  infor- 
mation for  Insanity,  but  that  after  the 
examination  he  was  discharged  by  the 
court  An  another  occasion  to  worry 
him,  Slayton  says  his  wife  stole  all  his 
papers,  documents,  mortgages,  etc., 
and  at  another  time  stole  $125  from 
under  his  pillow  while  he  was  sleeping. 

He  denies  ever  having  treated  her  In 
any  other  than  a  kind  and  considerate 
manner  and  that  the  only  time  he  used 
phvslcal  force  was  to  put  his  hand  over 
her  mouth  to  prevent  her  creating  a 
scandal.  , 

On  the  contrary,  he  claims  that  she* 
has  assaulted  him  on  several  occasions, 
striking  him  with  a  dirty  dish  rag  and 
attacking  him  at  one  time  with  such 
fury  he  had  to  call  the  police  and  have 
her  arrested.

ation,  has  succeeded  in  reviving  the 
waning  interest  in  this  sport,  until  the 
meeting  now  in  progress,  although  but 
the  third  held  under  its  direction,  is 
universally  conceded  to  be  the  greatest 
ever  held  in  this  country,  and  one 
which  compares  very  favorably  with 
the  great  English  meet  held  annually 
at  Blsley.  Somo  idea  of  the  magni- 
tude of  the  undertaking  may  be  had 
from  the  fact  that  every  stitch  of  can- 
vas belonging  to  the  state  of  New  Jer- 
sey is  stretched  to  accommodate  the 
visiting  riflemen,  the  regulars  detailed 
here  as  scorers  iind  markers  and  the 
regular  army  ofl3cers  on  duty  in  con- 
nection with  the  tournament  having 
brought  their  owa  tentage.  The  total 
number  of  marksmen  in  attendance  is 
estimated  at  approximately  1,000, 
which,  it  should  be  remembered,  are 
the  pick  of  the  military  riflemen  of 
the  country,  chosen  after  a  process  of 
careful  selection  In  order  that  each  of 
the  thirty-seven  teams,  representing 
the  army,  navy,  marine  corps  and 
National  Guard,  might  be  the  very  best 
which  the  organizations  mentioned 
could  produce  ir  the  contest  for  the 
national  trophy.  Thus  those  now 
contesting  in  the  team  and  individual 
matches  with  the  military  rifle  and 
military  revolver,  constitute  the  very 
cream  of  AmerlcE.'s  military  marksmen, 
and  it  Is  conservatively  estimated  that 
at  the  present  rite  of  progress  this 
country  will  havu  within  the  next  two 
or  three  years  at  least  fifty  marksmen 
for  each  of  those  shooting  In  this  tour- 
nament almost,  if  not  quite,  equally 
skilled.  This  does  not  take  Into  ac- 
count the  thoussinds  of  men  who  are 
familiar  with  thd  use  of  the  national 
arm,  but  who  t  avo  been  unable  be- 
cause of  the  limited  facilities  to  obtain 
the  practice  necessary  to  make  them 
skilled  marksmen. 

The    growth    of    popular    Interest    In 
military  rifle  shtoting  within   the  past 
year  has  been   little  short  of  phenom- 
enaL      This    has    been    largely    due    to 
the    hearty   co-oiferation    of   the    press, 
which     recognize!     the     fact    that    the 
members   of   the   national   lx>ard,   com- 
prising,    as     they     do,   representatives 
from    the    army,    navy.    Marine    corps. 
National  Guard,  National  Rifle  associ- 
ation, together  vith  a  number  of  men 
distinguished  in  civil  life,  had  no  other 
thought    in    the    undertaking    than    to  j 
serve  the  best  interests  of  their  coun- 
try.     In    consequence    of   the    editorial  I 
approval   of   the  press,    the  widespread 
publication   of   articles    tending    to    In- 
cite  ijublic  Interest  In  the   proposition, 
and   the  work  dane   by   enthusiasts   in 
the  National  Rille  association  and  the 
National  Guard,  military  rifle  shooting 
in   America,    Is    :oday   a   more   popular 
.six>rt    and    pastime    than    ever    before. 
At  Fort  Riley,  Kan.sas,  last  year,  much 
difficulty  was  experienced  in  obtaining 
thirty-six  entries,   the  minimum   num- 
ber In  the  National   Individual   Match. 
At     Seagirt,   this     year,  there  were  657 
entries   In     the     same     contest.     There 
were  last  year  nineteen  teams  entered 
itk   for   the   natlc  nal   team   match;    this 
year  there  were  thirty-seven    such  en- 
tries.    Next  year  it  Is  hoped  that  every 
.Citato    and     territory,   including     Porto 
Rico,     and     possibly    the     Philippines, 
will   be  rcpreserted.     That   this   is   not 
idle    speculation    Is    evidenced    by    the 
fact  that   little   Hawaii,    which   has     a 
National  Guard  consisting  of  one  reg- 
iment, thought  lio  well  of  rifle  practice 
that   it   sent   a    t«am    5,500   miles   clear 
across   the   country   to  Its   furthermost 
eastern  limits  to  represent  the  gallant 
little  territory   In     the     great     match, 
while   the   Pacific   coast   is   represented 
by  teams  from  California,  Oregon  and 
Washington.     The   national   hoa.rd   has 
set  as  its  standard  a  national  reserve 
of    "a    million     narksmen."      There    is 
still  Immense  W5rk  to  be  accomplished 
but  the  work  so  far  Indicates  an  ulti- 
mate accomplishment. 

At  this  time  of  the  year  Seagirt  Is 
at  its  best.  Imigrine,  if  you  plea.se.  a 
parallelogram  a  mile  long  and  half  a 
mile  wide,  with  a  closely  cropped  green 
sward,  almost  level  as  a  floor,  and 
flanked  on  two  sides  by  hard  sandy 
roads,  on  a  thiid  by  a  miniature  lake, 
and  with  the  fourth  opening  on  the 
Atlantic  ocean.  Here  and  there  are 
groups  of  tent!)    aaslffned   as   quarters 


to  the  ranffe  officers  and  others;  m$ 
the  200-yard8  firing  line  It  the  elaV 
house  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Rlfl# 
association:  behind  the  l.OOO-yards  fir- 
ing line  the  multitudinous  tents  as- 
signed to  the  teams.  Off  to  the  left, 
surrounded  by  velvety  lawn,  always 
kept  in  prime  condition  by  the  diligent 
use  cf  the  roller  and  the  mower.  Is 
the  cottage  assigned  to  the  exclusive 
use  of  the  governor  of  New  Jersey  and 
his  staff,  who  spend  a  portion  of  each 
summer  at  Seagirt  during  the  en- 
campment of  the  state  troops.  AIong>- 
side  of  the  cottage,  which  is  known  as 
the  "Utile  White  House,"  workmen 
are  industriously  engaged  erecting  the 
New  Jersey  state  building,  which  was 
located  at  the  Louisiana  Purchase  ex- 
position, and  which  has  been  removed 
intact  to  these  grrounds.  The  exten- 
sive grounds,  together  with  the  build- 
ings, the  splendid  watreworks,  targets, 
butts,  etc.,  represent  an  estimate  con- 
servatively placed  at  not  less  than 
$300,000.  Each  year  the  state  of  New 
Jersey  sends  its  five  regiments  to  the 
range  by  companies,  one  at  a  time  for 
rifle  practice,  and  here  each  regiment 
goes  through  Its  regular  assignment  of 
camp  duty  every  second  year.  This 
costs  the  state  of  New  Jersey  thou- 
sands of  dollars.  In  addition  to  iU 
share  of  the  annual  congressional  ap- 
propriation for  the  National  Guard. 
The  example  thus  set  might  well  be 
emulated  by  other  states,  and  paren- 
thetically It  may  be  remarked  that  the 
United  States  government  does  not 
possess,  in  any  of  its  forty-five  states 
and  half  a  dozen  territories  and  colon- 
ial possessions,  a  range  even  approach- 
ing that  of  the  state  of  New  Jersey  in 
extent,  condition  or  equipment.  It  is 
the  purpose  of  the  national  board,  as 
soon  as  suitable  appropriations  can  be 
obtained  from  congress,  to  locate  at 
least  one  of  these  ranges  In  every  state 
and  territory.  What  this  will  mean  to 
the  country  can  be  left  to  the  imagina- 
tion. 

Perhaps   the    most   interesting    part 
of  the  range  next  to  the  actual  work 
on    the    firing    lines.    Is    that    section 
given   over   to   the   camp  of  the   rifle- 
men.    It  is  in  the   form  of  a  square, 
with    a    broad   avenue    In    the    center, 
crossed  by  about  twenty  streets.  Pass- 
ing   down    the    avenue    the.se    streets 
are   named        according  to   the   states 
whose   teams   occupy   the   tents   front- 
ing on  the  same,    beginning   with  the 
order  of  the  admission  of  the  states  to 
the      union.      Each      street    is    plainly 
marked  by  signs,   and  above  the  tent 
of  the  team  captain  floats  its  official 
standard.      Here    and    there    the    na- 
tional  banner   is  raised  and  scattered 
all    over    the    range    and    red    danger 
flags,    marking   the   limits   of   the   fire 
zones.     There  is  almost  always  a  stiff 
breeze  and  the  camp,   with  its  snowy 
canvas    and    fluttering    pennants    pre- 
sents a  beautiful  and   Inspiring  sight. 
The  social  side  of  military  rifle  prac- 
tice is  seen  at   its  best  here.      Asbury 
Park.   Long   Branch.    Belmar.      Spring 
Lake  and  half  a  dozen  other  popular 
seaside  resorts  are  within  easy  distance 
by  railroad  or  trolley.  New  York,  New- 
ark and     Philadelphia     are     but     two 
hours   away.        Consequently      several 
hundred  officers  and  men  were  accom- 
panied  here    by   their   wives  who  are 
stopping  at  the  various  resorts  and  vis- 
iting the  camp  each  day.     In  addition 
there  have  been  thousands  of  visitors 
from  the  several  resorts.     A  full  mili- 
tary band,  giving  afternoon  and  even- 
ing concerts,  has  also   proved  a  great 
attraction  and  one  of  the  most  inter- 
esting sights  is  that  of  the  lowerhig  of 
the  colors  at  the  close  of  the  day,  while 
the  band  plays  "The     Star     Spangled 
Banner"  and  everyone  on  the  grounds 
stands  at  "attention." 

Some  discontent  has  been  expressed 
"at  the  slowness  with  which  the  na- 
tional matches  have  proceeded.  Not- 
withstanding the  snap  and  vim  which 
characterized  the  management  of  the 
matches  by  the  regular  army  officers 
in  charge,  including  Brig.  Gen. 
William  P.  Hall,  executive  pfflcer  of 
the  matches,  and  a  member  of  the 
national  board;  Capt.  Charles  D. 
Rhodes  of  the  war  department  general 
stafr,  adjutant;  Capt.  Bufflngton.  statis- 
tical officer  and  others,  the  matches 
have  dragged.  This  Is,  however,  al- 
most wholly  attributable  to  adverse 
weather  condltons  and  the  usual  num- 
ber of  teams  entered.  The  army  of- 
ficers have  never  before  been  called 
upon  to  handle  matches  of  such  mag- 
nitude and  anticipating  a  much  small- 
er attendance,  had  formulated  condi- 
tions for  the  matches,  somewhat  out  of 
proportion  to  the  facilities  afforded 
even  by  the  Seagirt  range,  the  largest 
In  the  United  States.  For  Instance,  two 
skirmish  runs  were  provided  In  the  na- 
tional team  match.  Running  these  off 
two  teams  at  a  time,  each  consisting  of 
twelve  men  and  twenty-four  silhou- 
ette targets,  having  been  provided,  ne- 
cessitated, even  without  the  loss  of  a 
single  minute,  the  consumption  of  nine 
hours  and  fifteen  minute.s,.  allowinip 
only  fifteen  minutes  for  each  team  to 
make  .the  run  and  return  to  the  firing 
Une. 

Speaking  of  skirmishing,    it   may   be 
said   that   not   only   is   this   one  of  the 
most      interesting      features      of       the 
matches  to  outsiders  but  it  Is  regarded 
by  officers  of  the  national  board  aa  of 
prime  importance  to  the  marksmen  as 
the    conditions    more    nearly    approxi- 
mate those  of  actual   warfare  than  do 
any  others.     The  shots  are  fired  at  sil- 
houette targets  representing  an  enemy 
kneeling  with  a  rifle  pointed  in  the  di- 
rection of  the  skirmisher,  ana  another 
alongside,    representing    a    man    prone 
and    shooting    toward    the    skirmisher, 
the  two  being  the  positions  most  likely 
to  be  assumed  at  the  various  distances. 
Shots  on  the  prone  figure  where  little 
more  than  the  head  and  shoulders  are 
exposed,    count    five;    on    the    kneeling 
figure,   which   represents   a   larger   tar- 
get,   they    count    four.      Beginning    at 
6Co' yards    shots    are    fired    slowly,    un- 
til, as  the  skirmisher  approaches  nearer 
the  target  he  empties  his  magazine  al- 
though shooting  at  distances  which  he 
is   required   to  estimate.     Twenty   sec- 
onds are  allowed   for  flve_  shots   which 
Includes  ejecting  the  empty  shells,  tak- 
ing aim  apd  firing.    In  all,  twenty  shots 
are   fired,   so  that   the   highest  possible 
score  on   a  skirmish  run   is  100.     That 
Americans  can  shoot  is  amply  proven 
by  the  case  of  Private  Durward  of  the 
Massachusetts    Volunteer    militia,    who 
won    the    national     individual      match, 
which  he   carried   off  against  656  com- 
petitors.    In  one  of  his  skirmish   runs 
Durward  attained  a  total  of  ninety-one 
which   means    that    had    he    been    con- 
fronted   with    two    men,    one    kneeling 
and    the   other    prone,    he    would    have 
struck   the   kneeling   figure  four  times, 
the  prone  figure  fifteen  times  and  have 
made  only  one  miss.     In  other  words, 
nineteen    of   his    twentv   bullets   would 
have    gone    home.      Hereafter    all    the 
states  will   pay  more   attention   to  the 
skirmishing  as  in   the   marches,   where 
shirmlshlng   runs   are    included   in    the 
conditions,    the   scores   made   on    these 
runs  are  usually  the  determining  fac- 
tor in  fixing  the  positions  of  the  com- 
petitors. .,     J.,. 

Altogether,  as  has  been  said,  tho 
country  has  every  reason  to  be  proud 
of  its  marksmen,  and  Brig.  Gen.  Hall, 
under  whose  Immediate  supervision  the 
national  matches  were  shot,  has  re- 
ceive* many  congratulations  from  the 
visiting  officers  and  his  fellow  members 
of  the  national  board,  on  the  admir- 
able manner  in  which  he  and  his  asso- 
ciates conducted  the  competitions,  and 
on  the  success  attending  their  efforts.

LABOR  DAY. 

In  a  country  where  labor  signifies  so  much;  where, 
indeed,  everybody  who  is  worth  while  is  a  laborer,  either 
with  hands  or  head;  it  is  peculiarly  fitting  that  there 
•hould  be  a  day  set  apart  every  year  as  labor's  own 
particular  holiday.  It  is  fitting,  too,  that  all  of  us, 
laborers  with  hands  and  laborers  wiili  Jiead,  should 
pause  on  that  day  and  participate  in  its  celebration.  It 
is  significant  that  we  still  hold  our  respect  and  admira- 
tion for  honest  labor,  sentiments  that  we  cannot  k)3C 
with   safety   to   our   republic   and   its   institutions. 

Marvelous  indeed  is  the  story  of  labor  and  its  ad- 
vance, every  step  of  which  was  wrested  by  its  own 
efforts.  It  has  not  yet  reached  its  goal,  but  it  has  made 
long  steps  toward  it,  and  every  step  has  been  main- 
tained; there  iias  been  no  backsliding  in  the  history  of 
labor.  In  the  beginning  labor  was  a  vast,  disorganized, 
heterogeneous  mass  of  humanity.  Like  the  earth,  it  was 
"without  form  and  void."  And  darkness,  indeed,  was 
upon  the  face  of  the  field  of  labor,  the  victim  as  it  was 
of  the  whims  of  employers,  with  nothing  I'o  give  back 
for  oppression  and  injustice  but  individual  resentment. 

Slowly  it  crept  into  the  minds  of  this  great  body  of 
men  that  their  interests  were  common;  that  tliey  could 
accomplish  nothing  as  they  were,  but  that  by  organiza- 
tion, and  by  uniting  their  incoherent  masses  into  a  co- 
herent whole  and  presenting  a  solid  front,  t'hey  would  be 
able  to  face  capital,  representing  the  employing  classes, 
on  something  like  equal  terms.  This  was  the  beginning 
of  organization.  Some  of  the  older  organizations  are 
almost  prehistoric,  but  these  had  little  in  common  with 
ifhe  modern  idea  of  organization.  Today,  though  the 
Idea  is  far  from  accomplishment,  the  object  is  to  cement 
all  labor  into  one  common  mass  whose  united  efforts 
shall  be  put  forth  for  the  betterment  of  its  units.  "United 
we  stand,  divided  we  fall"  is  as  true  of  labor  as  of  the 
states. 

Though  the  ultimate  object  of  complete  organization 
is  still  far  away,  many  trades  and  entire  classes  of  trades 
are  fully  organized,  and  considering  the  handicaps  that 
have  existed  from  the  beginning,  ilie  reforms  accom- 
plished have  been  marvelous  indeed.  Labor  has  more 
than  kept  abreast  of  the  progress  of  the  times.  Better 
hours,  better  working  conditions,  better  wages  have 
resulted.  Labor  has  had  its  mishaps;  it  has  made  its 
mistakes  because  it  is  made  up  of  humanity  and  human 
nature  is  prone  to  err;  it  has  had  its  defeats  as  well  as 
its  victories. 

But  the  most  encouraging  sign  of  all  is  that  labor 
has  shown  a  capacity  to  learn  by  these  mishaps,  errors 
and  defeats.  They  have  become  valuable  because  they 
helped  to  chart  the  true  course. 

The  cause  of  labor  should  be  the  cause  of  humanity. 
If  humanity  ever  forgets  this,  it  will  soon  see  its  mis- 
take. If  labor  ever  forgets  it,  which  is  not  likely,  it 
will  be  quick  to  remember,  and  to  return  to  the  right 
path.

There  are  very  few  people  that  will  question  the 
analogy,  yet  war  still  continues.  The  public  sentiment 
against  it  is  of  comparatively  recent  birth,  however,  and 
a  reform  so  great  as  t'he  abolition  of  war  takes  time. 
Besides,  there  is  the  lack  of  that  international  police- 
man and  international  police  court,  which  should  await 
warring  nations  as  much  as  warring  individuals.  Pos- 
sibly if  there  were  no  policemen,  men  would  still  fight 
in  spite  of  public  sentiment  against  it.  In  fact*  they  do 
fight,  but  fisticuffs  are  no  longer  a  common  or  popular 
method  of  settling  disputes,  having  descended  to  be  the 
sole  possession  of  toughs  and  rowdies.  The  time  will 
come  when  war  will  be  thought  of  only  by  the  toughs 
and  rowdies  among  nai'ions.

THE  FOREST  RESERVES. 

On  another  page  The  Herald  publishes  a  communica- 
tion from  Gen.  C.  C.  Andrews,  chief  fire  warden  of 
Minnesota,  in  reference  to  statements  made  by  this 
paper  in  reference  to  the  reported  withdrawal  of  200,000 
acres  of  land  on  the  northern  boundary  of  St.  Louis 
county  by  the  general  land  office.  It  was  stated  in 
previous  references  to  the  matter  that  Gen.  Andrews 
was  suspected  of  having  procured  this  withdrawal. 

In  his  letter  Gen.  Andrews  substantially  admits  this 
charge,  but  attempts  to  justify  his  action,  and  states 
further  that  the  amount  of  land  withdrawn  was  only 
70,000  acres,  not  200,000.  As  to  this  point  the  informa- 
tion that  there  were  200,000  acres  came  from  Washing- 
ton by  wire,  and  was  confirmed  by  an  estimate  made 
by  the  local  land  office.  There  is  an  apparent  difference 
of  130,000  acres  between  the  two  authorities,  which  '5 
material  only  in  the  way  of  aggravating  or  diminishing 
the  offense. 

As  to  Gen.  Andrews'  statement  that'  these  lands 
are  unfitted  for  agriculture,  there  is  also  a  difference  of 
opinion.     Duluth  people  who  know  the  territory  affected 


and  even  anxious  to  help  it  along.  Two  Harbors  and 
Proctorknott  both  have  active  branches  of  the  associa- 
tion, and  indeed  there  is  hardly  an  important  railway 
town  in  the  country  that  has  not  a  live  branch  with  its 
own   home. 

The  conference  of  1903  was  held  in  Topeka,  Kan.,  and 
it  was  attended  by  more  than  1,500  railway  employes. 
It  was  addressed  by  President  Roosevelt  as  well  as  by 
many  prominent   railway   men. 

The  interest  of  railway  officiols  in  the  movement  is 
commendable,  and  quite  natural,  too.  That  which  makes 
for  the  uplifting  of  the  employes  makes  also  for  the 
uplifting  of  the  railway  service.  Sober  and  Christian 
employes  are  what  every  railway  wants,  and  it  is  the 
work  of  the  Railway  Y.  M.  C  A.  to  produce  such  em- 
ployes. Therefore  the  movement  has  been  fostered  by 
the  railway  officials  of  the  country  and  those  of  other 
nations  have  also  taken  an  active  int'erest  in  the  move- 
ment.

.ay  that  there  are  many  acres  well  suited  to  agriculture,  g^jj^^Hj^^^^^^ij^j^j^K^o^^ 
that  part  of  the  lands  is  available  for  water-power  pur- 
poses, and  that  some  that  is  good  for  neither  of  these 
purposes  would  make  good  grazing  land.  Gen.  Andrews 
states  that'  the  lands  have  been  on  the  market  ten  to 
twenty  years,  but  this  is  no  argument.  They  are  located 
beyond  the  reach  of  settlement  at  present,  but  if  they 
are  suitable  for  settlement  the  time  will  come  when  they 
will  be  needed. 

Minnesota  has  no  quarrel  with  the  forestry  cause, 
and  so  long  as  land  which  is  not  suitable  for  agri- 
culture is  taken  no  harm  can  come  from  reforcstration 
experiments.  But  in  the  case  of  the  Cass  Lake  forest 
reserve,  and  in  part  of  the  lands  affected  by  this  order, 
lands  that  are  available  for  agriculture  are  being  tied 
up,  to  the  detriment  of  the  state.  Lands  so- well  suited 
for  agriculture  are  not  especially  valuable  for  forestry 
purposes,  as  a  rule,  so  the  cause  of  forestry  is  buV  little 
advanced  by  this  ruthless  blow  at  the  progress  of  agri- 
culture and  settlemeiit. 

Public  sentiment  is  never  consulted  on  this  subject. 
Just  at  a  time  when  Northern  Minnesota  is  trymg  to 
attract  settlers  and  fill  her  vacant  areas  with  home- 
builders  along  comes  the  news  that  the  state  fire  warden 
has  succeeded  in  having  the  government  wiilidraw  from 
settlement  an  immense  area  of  land.

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The  storm  of  Saturday  did  not  cease 
its  capers  until  it  sent  at  least  cxie  ves- 
sel to  the  bottom,  but  fortunately  she 
sank  in  comparatively  shallow  water  in 
the  harbor  and  will  be  taken  to  the  dry 
dock  as  soon  as  she  can  be  lightered. 
This  unfortunate  boat  Is  the  steamer 
North  Wind  of  the  Mutual  Transit  com- 
ua«v.  and  Cant.  Thomas  Stevenson,  her 
master.  fiKures  that  he  has  hard  luck. 
After  ridmg  the  storm  successfully  be- 
tween Port  Artliur  and  this  port  and  get- 
ting between  the  piers  of  the  Duluth  en- 
trv  he  came  to  erief.  The  wind 
and  waves  were  territic  and  as  he  was 
coming  throush  the  entry,  the  elements 
■suddenly  became  too  strong  for  him 
This  was  at  3:25  yesterday  morning  wnen 
the  storm  was  at  its  height. 

The  vessel  was  thrown  violently 
against  the  soutii  pier  of  the  canal  and 
a  large  hole  was  knocked  In  her  port 
side  a  little  forward  of  her  wai;-<t.  Capt 
Stevenson  immediately  whistled  for  two 
tugs  and  t!ie  Helm  a«d  Excelsior  went 
to  his  asslstaace.  They  managed  to  get 
the  boat  into  the  Northern  Pacitlc  slip  at 
Liike  aventie,  but  before  tlu-y  could  dock 
her  fhe  sank  in  tiie  middle  of  the  slip 
and  now  lies  In  from  twenty  to  twentv- 
six  feet  of  water,  mbst  of  the  boat  being 
submtreed, 

Capt.  Joseph  Kidd  was  sent  for,  but  in 
his        absence.        he  being        at      Two 

Harbors,  ,  hii  son,  Robert  Kidd. 
took  chirge.  The  side  of  the 
vessel  was,  examined,  but  tlie  diver  who 
was  sciit  down  could  not  ascertain  the 
full  amouiU  of  damaee  as.  becau.^e  of  tlie 
muddy  water,  he  could  see  nothing  and 
merely  tru.sted  to  feeling.  He  believes, 
however,  that  the  hole  is  quite  a  large 
one. 

The  cargo  of  the  vessel  is  being  light- 
ered i«  order  that  she  may  be  lluated. 
'ihe  first  work  is  to  lake  off  the  deck 
load  of  i.ines  and  ihtn  will  come  the  work 
of  taking  the  package  freight  out  of  her 
hold. 

Fred  Wlnshlp,  local  agent  of  the  Mutual 
company  said  that  he  can  give  no  esti- 
n.ate  of  the  amount  of  stuff  in  her  hold, 
but  it  is  understood  that  there  are  350 
tons  of  all  cla.=ses  of  merchandise,  In- 
cludi<ig  dry  goods,  pianos  and  almost 
everything  one  can  imagine,  besides  her 
dttk  load  of  pipe. 

William  Nicholscm  has  charge  of  the 
wrecking.  It  is  expected  that  by  toniglit 
the  vessel  will  be  taken  to  the  dry  dock 
at  Suixrior.  The  hole  has  been  patched 
UD  after  a  manner  and  the  vessel  Is  being 
pumped  out. 

The  big  steel  steamer  D.  M.  Clemson 
which  cleared  from  Duluth  Saturday 
momintr  had  to  put  into  Two  Harbors  in 
the  afternocn  because  of  damage  from 
the  seas.  Two  of  her  hatches  were  torn 
off  and  the  water  nouring  Into  her  hold, 
caused  her  cargo  to  shift  and  made  the 
boat  list  about  four  feet.  Railings  were 
carried  away  and  other  damage  done. 
Cant.  Chamberlain  turned  her  about  and 
init  into  Two  Haibor«.  Whc'fi  she  reached 
there  she  w:is  drawing  abi^ut  twenty  feet. 
Capt.  Joseph  Kidd,  the  marine  surveyor, 
was  sent  for  and  spent  Saturday  after- 
noon and  Sunday  looking  her  over. 

The  Penobscot,  which  was  driven 
aground  by  the  wind  and  sea  at  N«i.  3 
dock,  Alloupz  bay,  on  Saturday,  was 
pulled  off  Saturday  .afternoon  by  the  tugs 
Inman  antT  Zenith.  The  Northern  Queen 
which  had  to  turn  back  Saturday  because 
of  the  storm,  got  away  yesterday  after- 
noon «t  5  o'clock.  She  lost  nothing  of 
her  deck  load  out  in  the  lake  as  was 
reported,  but  lo.-^t  a  few  bundles  of 
shingles  in  the  harbor  while  turning 
around.  When  she  reached  Duluth,  she 
also  lost  two  woman  passengers  from  St. 
Paul,  who  dumped  their  trunks  on  the 
dork  and  made  for  home  as  quickly  as 
they  could.    They  had  had  enough. 

The  steamer  Aurania  on  coming  into 
the  liarbor  Saturday  evening  dropped  her 
anchor  I'lit  dragged  it  and  she  bore  down 
on  the  Baronness,  also  lying  at  anchor, 
and  put  a  cnmp  in  that  vessel's  pilot 
house,   but  did   very   little  other  damage.

THE  KALOHUS 


Chinese    Fanatics    Kill 

Missionaries  and  Burn 

the  Churches. 

Victoria.  B.  C,  Sept.  4.— Advices  were 
leceived  from  Pekln  by  the  steamer  Ath- 
enian that  the  uprising  of  the  Kalohus, 
an  organization  similar  to  the  Boxers,  is 
a5sumi<ig  serious  proportions  in  South- 
ern Shansi.  The  ln.=<urgents  have  burned 
many  government  offices  and  yamens. 
Imoerial  trooDs.  several  thou.sand  stro^ig, 
consisting  of  cavalry.  Infantry  and  artll- 
lerv.  were  sent  on  Aug.  16  to  jut  down 
the  insurrection,  but  were  repulsed  by 
the  rlotors.  Several  high  officials  have 
been  killed  in  Taiyuaiifu.  and  it  is  report- 
ed some  missionaries  have  also  been 
killed.  The  foreigners  in  the  section  were 
taking  refuge  in  the  govei-nment  yamejis. 
Further  details  received  of  the  uprising 
aginnst  the  Roman  Catholic  missionaries 
in  Yunnan  show  the  seriousness  lo  be 
greater  than  previously  reported.  Not 
c/nlv  were  churches  destroyed  and  looted, 
sacred  vessels  lieing  carried  away,  but 
in  manv  districts  French  priests  were 
cruelly  tortured  and  killed.  One  priest, 
who  escaned  Into  French  territory  by 
making  his  way  down  the  Hotekiang 
secreted  in  the  bottom  of  a  boat,  reports 
that  the  uprising  was  so  sudden  that  the 
missionaries  were  completely  surprised. 
He  reported  that  twelve  mission  houses 
along  the  Soko  were  burned  and  in  the 
outlying  districts  where  there  were  few 
foreigners.  <iot  a  vestige  of  church  prop- 
ertv  remained.  The  refugees  state  that 
the  uprising  was  due  to  general  anti-for- 
eicn  m<ivom<-nt,  spreading  through 
South  of  China.

It  would  seem  that  the  forc«  of  examiners 
at  the  patent  office  woulc.  be  surfeited 
with  propositions  from  thosi  mental  gym- 
nasts who  pose  ;ia  Inventors  for  patent 
riehts  on  freak  devices  that  apparently 
.solve  Impossible  mechanical  problems. 
But  as  science  advances  s«  do  the  Im- 
aginations of  those  who  In/ent  expajid. 

To  just   what  extent  and  Into  just  how 
many    freak    channels    the    m ' 


Inventor  Is  not  a  product  of  the  mechani- 
cal age,  as  the  present  generation  might 
aptly  be  called.  He  is  an  old  friewd,  a 
running  mate  with  "Pro  Bono  Publico," 
"Old  Subscriber,"  "Constant  Hcider"  and 
"Vox  Populi."  He  has  been  working  out 
his    Ingenious    schemes    for   ye.-ira. 

The  officials  of  the  New  York  Central 
and  I>ake  Shore  railroad  companies  imag- 
ined they  accomplished  great  things  whon 
they  placed  In  operation  a  train  that  cov- 
ered the  distance  between  New  York  and 
Chicago  in  eighteen  hours,  a  week  or  so 
ago.  But  they  were  a  long  way  behind. 
More  than  sixty  yeara  ag«.  when  rail- 
roading was  In  its  veriest  infan.-y.  to  b« 
precise,  on  April  13.  1838,  a  patent  was 
ganted  one  J.  Nollner  that  would  mak4 
an  eightee«n-hour  train  between  New 
York  and  Chicago  so  slow  an  affnir  aa  to 
put  It  in  the  claaa  of  the  tlftet-n-day 
steamer  between  New  York  and  Liver- 
pool. ,     ., 

Mr.  Nollner'a  scheme  waa  perfectly 
planned,  as  far  as  mechanics  go,  and 
would  certainly  be  a  gigantic  success  it 
tried.  It  was  simply  an  elaborate  solu- 
tion of  the  old  problem  familiar  to  stu- 
dents the  world  over  In  which  the  question 
is  asked:  "How  fast  will  a  person  be  trav- 
eling who  runs  through  a  train  movln« 
at  a  speed  of  &  mllo  a  minute?"  'The  an- 
swer Is  that  If  the  man  can  run  15  mlle» 
an  hour,  or  one  fourth  of  a  mile  a  minute, 
he  travels  just  that  much  faster  than  the 
train. 

The  Inventor's  scheme  was  to  have  ft 
,serles  pf  heavy  flat  cars  with  tracks  laid 
on  their  deuita,  placed  on  top  of  one  an- 
other, each  car  to  be  half  the  length  of 
tlie  one  beneath  it.  On  the  topmost  car 
a  passenger  coach  would  be  placed.  The 
idea  was  to  place  all  the  cars  at  one  end 
of  the  track,  the  superimposed  cars  to  be 
at  the  end  of  the  tracks  on  the  cars  be- 
neath them,  and  then  start  all  of  them 
at  once.  It  would  all  depend  upon  the 
height  of  the  pyramid,  the  number  of  flat 
cars  used,  as  to  the  speed  of  the  passenger 
coach  on  top.  If  there  were  four  flat  cars 
and  a  coach  the  Inventor  claims  the  top 
car  would  move  ten  times  faster  than  tho 
bottom  car,  and  the  length  of  the  bottom 
car  would  regulate  the  speed  between 
stations.  The  idea  l.s  simple,  but  It  does 
not  seem  to  have  appealed  to  present-day 
railro.ad  men. 

Another  inventor  who  w.as  familiar  with 
railroads  .applied  for  and  secured  a  patent 
In  1SS8  for  a  device  which  he  claimed 
would  prevent  collisions.  This  consisted 
of  a  long  spring  alx)ut  the  length  of  a 
pa.ssenger  coach  affixed  to  the  front  of  an 
engine  and  carried  along  the  track  on 
trucks.  At  the  end  of  the  spring  was  a 
platform  on  which  was  placed  the  fl^ure 
of  a  man.  and  in  front  of  the  figure  a 
large  bell.  Extending  from  the  platform 
was  a  long  steel  tube  with  a  buffer  on  the 
end.  When  two  trains  attempted  to  pasa 
on  the  .same  track  the  oncoming  train 
would  .strike  the  buffer,  the  manikin  on 
the  platform  would  ring  a  bell,  warning 
the  passengers  to  leave  the  train,  .and  the 
si)rlne  would  take  up  the  Sll0^^ks  of  the 
collision."  The  Invention  has  not  yet  be«n 
called  Into  practical  use- 
In  1890  a  disciple  of  Anthony  Comstock. 
who  was  s'liocked  at  the  exposure  conse- 
quent on  bicycle  riding  by  the  females  of 
his  family.  ronstru«'ted  a  curtain  in  ttio 
shape  of  a  fan  which  fitted  over  the  front 
of  the  bicycle  and  effectually  prevrniea 
any  designing  person  from  seeing  iho  low- 
er extremities  of  a  rider  on  a  ladies'  style 
of   wheel. 

It  was  a  bicycle  enthusiast  of  nnother 
type  who.  sympathizing  with  hia  brothers 
who  were  compelled  to  use  b.id  roads,  in- 
vented a  device  for  placing  rails  on  wood- 
en fences  over  which  an  especially  con- 
structed tricycle  could  move  with  ease. 
This  inventor  did  not  take  Into  account 
the  fact  that  many  miles  of  fencea  are 
now   constructed   of   barlied   wire. 

A    little   more   than   thirty   years   ago   a 
velooiuede    enthusiast    evolved    a    scheme 
of    locomotion    that   called    into    practical 
use  the  lap  dog  that  was  such  a  favorite 
at  that  time.      He  devised  a  vehicle  built 
somewhat  ou  the  lines  of  tiie  modern    •T" 
cart,    which    would    have    a    large    wheel 
in  front,  where  tlie  hor.^e  of  the  "T"  cart 
of  modern  days  has  his  position.       Inside 
this   large   wheel    on    a    treadmill    the   In- 
ventor   placea    a    pair    of    lap    dogs    and 
secures    motive  power   from    their   reatlve 
feet.       The   machine    was   designed    to   be 
steered   with  a  wheel   by   the  person  oc- 
cuDvluK  the  aeat      A  brake  was  also  con- 
structed to  t)e  applied  to  the  front  wheel. 
The  dangers  of  being  buried  alive  aeem 
to  have  worried  many  Inventors  and  many 
devices  have  been  prepared  to  lessen  these 
dangers.      Quite  tile  most  practical  came 
to     the    attention    of    the    patent    office 
officials  about  ten  years  ago  and  involves 
the    Introduction    of    a    long   pipe    to    the 
coffin  with  one  end  extending  up  throvxgh 
ihe  earth  to  the  top  of  the  grave.      Tho 
end  in  tlie  coffin  is  placed  convenient  to 
the  mouth  of  the  person  buried,  wlille  the 
end    exposed    has    a   whistle   of    the    loco- 
motive lype,  so  that  if  tiie  person  burled 
Is   not   really   dead   he   can    blow    through 
the  uioe.  sound  the  whistle  and  thua  no- 
tify tlie  cemetery  attendants  tliat  a  mia- 
take  has  been  made. 

For  the  benefit  of  householders  who 
eet  home  so  late  or  In  such  condition 
that  tl-.e  finding  of  the  keyhole  ia  a  diffi- 
cult problem  lui  Inventor  has  designed 
a  nalr  of  loads  with  rounded  edges  and 
tiiijered  toward  one  end  so  that  ihey 
iiiiglit  be  placed  on  either  side  of  the  key- 
hole, the  lower  end  nearest  the  holti.  All 
the  excited  householder  is  required  to  do 
Is  to  .strike  the  leads  with  his  key  and 
the  rounded  corners  guide  it  direcUy  to 
the  keyhole.

Such  aopllcations  are  ru  hlossly  swept 
aside,  the  drawings  return  h1  and  the  in- 
ventor turned  down.  Sucl.  Is  tlie  organ- 
ization of  the  office  tliat  the  name  and 
device  of  the  would-be  benefactor  of  man- 
kind is  kindly  screened  frcm  public  view 
and  every  effort  is  made  to  prevent  his 
being  made  the  laughing  stock  of  his 
trienda  and  the  world  ir  general,  but 
there  are  times  wheji  tno  ingenuity  of 
the  freak  Inventor  gets  th  ;  better  of  the 
examiners  and  they  can  find  no  eartlily 
reason  for  refusing  him  a  patent.  In 
such  cases  the  examiner  cim  only  sigh 
and  throw  up  his  hands  and  give  the 
official  seal  of  the  office  tj  a  device  that 
will  have  .lo  material  effect  on  humanity, 
unless  it  be  to  excite  tho  risibilities  of 
those  persona  who  possess  a  well-develop- 
td  ser..se  of  tho  ridlculoua. 

There  Is  one  class  of  li.ventora  whose 
devlcea  never  sec  the  light  of  day.  These 
.tre  tho  n.en  and  women  who  firmly  be- 
lieve they  have  solved  ttte  problem  of 
perpetual  motion.  The  officials  of  the 
patent  office  receive  hundreds  of  appli- 
cationa every  year  for  machines  that  are 
described  In  tlie  speculations  accom- 
p.anylnK  them,  oa  -ibsolubdy  solving  the 
problem  of  perpetu.»l  motljn. 

If  permlted  tliese  Invenlors  would  sup- 
pleroent  their  specifications  with  mathe- 
matical demonstrations  ol  the  feasibility 
of  their  machines.

Loland,  min- 
ister of  the  interior,  is  a  farmer's  son. 
He  was  a  school  teacher  and  an  editor 
before  he  entered  politics.  He  Is  a  con- 
summate diplomat,  who  knows  particular- 
ly how  to  bide  his  time.  As  for  Nansen. 
he  helped  chiefly  by  lending  his  popular 
name  to  the  movement.  He  is,  as  he  al- 
v/ays  was,  a  dreamer,  and  has  no  political 
aspirations.

SPORT  OF 
COWBOYS 

Proliibitcd  In  Texas  and 

Also  Doomed  In 

Territories. 


No  More   Roping   Con- 
tests Are  to  Be 
Permitted. 


I- 


Fort  Worth,  Tex.,  Sept.  5.— The  form 
of  sport  known  as  "roping  contests"  is 
no  longer  fashionable  in  the  state  of 
Texas.  In  fact,  this  relic  of  wild  west- 
ern days  has  hecn  relegated  to  the 
things  that  were  by  legislative  enact- 
ment, and  hereafter  the  tenderfoot  and 
newcomer  to  this  state  can  only  be 
regaled  with  the  stories  of  how  cattle 
were  roped,  thrown  and  tied  in  a  few 
seconds  back  in  the  good  old  days 
when  such  exhibitions  were  permitted 
as   adjuncts  of   county    fairs   and    wild 

wtst  carnivals. 

The  rope  contest  i.s  the  father  of  the 
so-called  wild  west  shows  that  are  now- 
touring  many  sections  of  the  country. 
They  were  evolved  in  Texas  many 
years  ago  as  tests  of  skill  between 
aspiring  cowboys,  each  of  whom  de- 
sired to  hold  the  world's  record  for  the 
fastest  time  that  could  be  made  in 
roping,  throwing  and  tying  a  wild  steer. 


and  some  of  the  records  made  are  but 
Utile  short  of  marvelous. 

Big  purses  have  been  hung  up  for  the 
man  who  could  do  this  work  in  thei 
quickest  time,  and  all  over  the  western; 
portion  of  this  state  the  roping  con- 
test has  been  a  great  annual  event, 
often  sumeicnt  to  draw  thousands  of 
admiring  spectators. 

The  best  time  made  in  these  contests 
has  been  a  fraction  less  than  half  a 
minute.  It  fairly  makes  the  blood 
tingle  to  watch  the  wild  steer  come  out 
of  the  inclosure  in  which  he  has  been 
contined  and  start  on  a  dead  run 
across  the  open  space  provided  for  the 
roping.  As  the  wild  steer  make.s  his 
dash  for  liberty  the  cowboy,  seated  on 
his  wiry  litlle  cow  pony.  Is  after  him 
in  a  perfect  cioud  of  dust. 

Whirling  the  roti^2  over  and  over 
above  his  head  the  cowboy  projects 
himself  after  the  flying  steer  with  al- 
most the  force  of  a  catapult  and  when 
he  sends  the  flying  rope  over  the  horns 
or  feet  of  the  steer  the  trained  cow  pony 
immediately  performs  the  part  that 
has  been  assigned  him. 

He  comes  to  a  dead  halt  so  quickly 
and  braces  himself  at  a  hard  angle  so 
readily  that  the  flying  steer  is  hurled  to 
the  ground  with  great  force. 

Before  the  dazed  animal  can  recover 
its  wits,  the  cowboy  iis  upon  him  and  has 
his  legs  tied  in  a  jiffy.  He  raises  his 
hand  as  a  signal  to  the  judges  of  the 
contest,  time  is  called  and  often  a  new- 
world's*  record  is  then  made.     .

In  these 
men  are  vested  the  power  of  regular 
policemen,  which  subjects  them  to  the 
rules  and  regulations  of  the  Metropoli- 
tan  police. 

It  is  provided  that  t'lf  any  emer- 
gency call  may  be  made  upon  them  for 
police  service  within  a  reasonable  dis- 
tance from  their  posts  they  shall  re- 
spond to  the  same."  A  great  deal  in 
conaection,  with  Osburn's  suit  will  be 
based  u\>ozi  this  section,  as  it  was 
while  doing  police  duty  in  attempting 
to  catch  a  robber  who  had  escaped 
from  a  regular  policeman  that  he  w-,i3 
injured.  During  the  six  months  that 
Osburn  was  away  from  duty  he  lost 
$75  each  month  In  salary. 

"Although  these  men  are  not  sup- 
posed to  be  policemen."  said  Mr.  Lam- 
bert, "they  are  really  district  em- 
ploye.s.  governed  by  the  police  depart- 
meiit,  and  are  required  to  act  in  the 
place  of  a  policeman,  and,  if  .such 
CLises  demand  it.  to  place  their  lives 
in   jeopardy." 

On  Nov.  13,  1902,  a  negro  stole  $2a 
from  the  cash  register  In  a  lunchroom 
on  New  York  avenue,  near  Fifteenth 
street.  Osburn,  who  was  standing  at 
his  crossing,  heard  the  cries  of  "Stop 
thief!"  and  started  in  pursuit.  He  was 
about  to  arrest  the  fugitive,  when  the 
latter  turned  and  fired  three  shots  at 
the  officer.  Two  of  the  bullets  went 
wild,  but  the  third  took  effect  In  Os- 
burn's  left  leg.   above   the   knee. 

Osburn  was  taken  to  the  Emergency 
hospital.  The  bullet  had  pierced  the 
leg,  shattering  a  portion  of  the  knee 
bone  and  inflicting  a  serious  wound.  It 
was  slow  to  heal  and  the  injured  man 
was  not  able  to  be  on  duty  again  be-

Washington,  Sept.  5.— The  White 
House  h^  been  uridergoirig  house- 
cleaning  and  repair!  ig  and  is  ready 
for  the  president  and  his  family.  When 
they  return  they  will  And  the  e^cterior 
of  the  building  looking  spotless,  and 
the  interior  as  clean  aa  the  hands  of 
man  can  make  it.  A  large  force  of 
men  has  been  at  wark  a  number  -of 
weeks  all  over  the  building.  The  outer 
walls  were  cleaned  fay  hand  this  year. 
and  fresh  paint  put  on  where  the  last 
coat  had  worn  oft,  but  the  hand- 
cleaned  walls  look  .vhiter  if  possible 
tlian  where  the  fresh  pamt  has  been 
put  on. 

Throughout  the  Interior  of  the  build- 
mg  fresh  paint  has  been  unsparingly 
used,  with  the  result  that  the  walls 
have  a  fresh  look.  There  has  also  been 
a  general  overhauling  in  other  direc- 
tions and  considetable  money  has 
been  spent  out  of  th  5  fund  appropriat- 
ed by  congress  for  tie  care  and  main- 
tenance of  the  building.

There  It  no  record  that  the  servants 
were  furnished  to  pre.sidi-nts  at  the  Incep- 
tion and  It  is  generally  understood  that 
it  was  not  until  comparatively  recent 
years  that  congress  felt  called  upon  to 
supplement  the  salary  of  a  president  in 
this  manner.  In  the  early  years,  and  for 
many  years  aft<»rward.  presidents  brought 
their  own  .servants  to  Washington  or  em- 
ployed them  here,  paying  for  iliem  out  of 
thoir  own  pockots.  The  numbor  of  .serv- 
ants needed,  however,  was  comparatively 
small,  the  increase  coming  with  tho  in-

Following  the  burning  of  the  VV  hite 
House  in  1814  cou!?r<-ss  was  slow  In  mak- 
ing suitable  appropriations  for  immedKito 
restoration.  The  present  s..uth  portico 
was  finished  subsequent  to  \SV.  at  a  cost 
of  $19,000.  but  the  east  room  was  not 
linished  and  furnished  in  a  .suitable  man- 
ner until  congress  made  an  appropriation 
of  J25,O0O  In  182G.

TIntil  1848  the  White  Uou.se  was  lighted 
bv  candles  and  in  the  fishion  of  those 
davs.  Gas  was  put  In  that  year,  and  In 
1K53  the  old-faiihioned  pla«  of  '^';'^^*''^S,,»y 
fireplaces  gave  way  to  the  first  heatlnff 
and  ventilating  system.

So  great  was  the  evil  that  the  Texas 
Cattle  Raiser's  association,  the  largest, 
wealthiest  and  most  Influential  or- 
ganization of  the  kind  on  earth,  de- 
rataiijoedascooa!isuooegentoweroeegotjtt 
dared  against  it  and  pa.s.sed  a  resolu- 
tion demanding  that  the  state  legisla- 
ture pass  a  law  prohibiting  any  and  all 
forms  of  roping  contests  in  this  state 
in  the  future.  In  re.si>onse  to  that  de- 
mand the  last  state  legislature  enacted 
the  requested  measure. 

This  new  law  is  now  In  full  force  and 
effect  In  Texas  and  has  been  made  the 
basis  of  similar  laws  In  New  Mexico. 
Arizona  and  oth'n-  states  and  territories 
where  the  range  cattle  Industry  nour- 
ishes. 

The  lead  of  Texas  In  the  matter  pro- 
mises to  become  so  generally  followed 
that  the  roping  business  will  be 
knocked  out  all  over  the  range  country 
and  the  cattlemen  and  stockraisers 
generally  are  delighted  that  the  end 
has  come.  The  ropers  are  kicking,  of 
course,  but  that  fact  carries  no  weight 
with  the  real  cattlemen.

Police  Station  at 

West  End. 


In   Making   Tax    Levy 
mis    Needs    Con- 
sideration. 


Chief  of  Police  Troyer  in  a  com- 
munication asks  that  the  conference 
committee  and  the  council  of  the  city 
make  allowance  for  an  incretise  in  the 
police  fund  and  gives  his  reasons. 
These  reasons  which  he  sets  down  are 
all  good,  but  there  Is  one  reason  West 
end  people  would  like  to  see  In  this 
communication,  but  which  the  chief 
seems  to  have  overlooked.  That  is 
for  an  appropriation  for  a  West  end 
police  station  with  a  small  patrol 
wagon.  ,      ^. 

The  present  ill-smelling  hole  In  the 
basement  of  the  Seventeenth  avenue 
west  fire  station,  where  prisoners  are 
supposed  to  be  incarcerated  until  they 
can  be  taken  up  town,  is  not  fit  for 
a  human  being  to  enter.  Those  who 
have  been  in  there  wonder  at  the 
city  officials  expecting  this  place  to 
be  used  for  anvthing  but  stabling 
horses  or  storing  fuel.  There  is 
scarcely  a  crime  for  which  the  perpe-^ 
trator  thereof  would  deserve  to  be 
held  in  the  detention  station  at  the 
West  end. 

West  enders  believe  the  city  should 
take  some  steps  toward  providing  a 
decent  place.  It  is  understood  that 
a  lot  was  purchased  some  time  ago 
at  the  West  end.  the  idea  being  that 
a  small  police  station  would  be  erect- 
ed upon  it,  but  there  the  niatter 
dropped. 

The  officers  there  also  have  to  po- 
lice the  district  from  Fortieth  avenue 
west  to  about  Tenth  avenue  west  and 
then  down  Garfield  avenue  to  the  in- 
terstate bridge.  A  policeman  mak- 
ing an  arrest  must  drag  the  prisoner 
several  blocks  or  let  him  lie  at  the 
nearest  patrol  box  until  the  wagon 
can  be  summoned  from  Second  ave- 
nue east.  Such  is  the  condition  at 
the  West  end  in  the  matter  of  police 
facilities.  Further  police  protection 
is  also  needed  for  the  west  end  of 
the  city  as  a  whole,  meaning  by  this 
all  of  that  district  west  of  the  point  of 
rocks.  Concerning  this.  Chief  Troyer 
says;  • 

"A  large  district  of  territory  which 
is  now  entirely  unprotected  lies  be- 
tween Twenty-sixth  avenue  west  and 
Fiftieth  avenue  west,  and  many  com- 
plaints are  entered  at  police  head- 
quarters from  the  district  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Thirty-ninth  avenue,  where 
one  saloon  Is  located  and  where  hun- 
dreds of  men  are  employed  in  the 
sawmills  and  on  the  ore  docks.  This 
territory  should  have  two  mounted 
men,  one  to  patrol  in  the  daytime  and 
another  to  patrol  at  night."

That  Takes  JMaceEach  Sun- 
day Evening. 

Geneva,  Sept.  E.-In  the  quaint  little 
village  of  Seizath,  which  is  situated 
in  the  canton  of  Soleure,  about  twenty 
minutes  by  train  from  Bienne,  a  pas- 
sion play  is  enac-  ed  every  Sunday  dur- 
ing the  entire  season. 

The  setting  of  the  play,  which  was 
first  produced  in  1893,  Is  very  simple, 
and  the  actors,  1o  the  number  of  four 
hundred,  are  all  inhabitants  of  Seizach 
and  the  neighbf  ring  villages.  There 
are  no  grand  scenic  effects  nor  talented 
acting,  as  at  Obetammergau;  but  the 
sacred  scenes  are  produced  simply  and 
faithfully,  with  great  effect. 

Though  the  S^^  iss  flock  thither  from 
all  parts  of  the  cDuntry,  very  few  Eng- 
lish or  American  visitors  are  to  be  seen 
there,  for  the  pay  is  not  advertised, 
nor  Is  it  run  on  (commercial  lines.  The 
play  is  worth  wi  .nesslng  on  account  of 
its  simplicity  and  its  directness  of 
appeal. 

The  performance  Is  divided  into  two 
parts,  with  an  interval  of  two  hours 
between  tthe  two  representations.  The 
first  portion,  wh  ch  consists  of  twenty 
scenes,  takes  place  in  the  morning  and 
treats  of  the  life  of  Jesus  up  to  the  en- 
try in  Jerusalem.  In  the  afternoon  the 
actual  representation  of  the  passion 
is  given  with  a  precision  and  exacti- 
tude—all German.  The  singing  and 
music  are  much  above  the  average, 
and  the  performers  are  all  chosen  for 
their  fine  physique.

Copenhagen,  Sept.  5.— Your  corre- 
spondent secured  a  copy  of  the  royal 
whipping  ordinance,  Delaware  fashion, 
which  goes  into  effect  next  Friday, 
Sept.  8— a  black  Friday  for  brutes  of 
all  kinds.     It  follows: 

"We,  Christian,  king  of  Denmark,  of 
the  Wendes  and  Goths,  Duke  of 
Schleswig,  Holstein  Stormarn,  Dith- 
marsbes,  of  Lauenburg  and  Olenburg, 
etc.,  herewith  authorize  the  following 
law  and  ordinance,  regarding  corporal 
punishment: 

"Corporal  punishment  Is  to  consist 
of  whippings  with  a  stick  or  rope.  The 
stick  is  used  upon  delinquents  suffer- 
ing for  their  first  offense.  The  rope  is 
used  on  delinquents  suffering  for  their 
second  offense  or  oftener. 

"The  stick  to  be  used  shall  be  a 
Spanish  reed,  one  and  a  half  ells  lon^ 
and  one  and  one-half  inches  thick.  On 
both  ends  this  stick  is  to  be  wound 
with  pitched  thread. 

"The  rope  is  to  be  likewise  pitched 
on  both  ends  and  throughout.  It's  cir- 
cumference Is  to  be  two  and  a  half 
inches.  There  is  to  be  a  knot  in  that 
end  of  the  rope  which  the  executioner 
holds  in  his  hand.  From  the  knot  to 
the  other  end  of  the  rope  is  to  be  one 
and  a  quarter  ells  long. 

"The  minister  of  Justice  will  appoint 
the  executioners  and  the  punishment 
is  to  be  inflicted  before  the  imprison- 
ment of  the  delinquent  begins.  Two 
days  before  corporal  punishment  Is  in- 
flicted, the  delinquent  is  to  be  Isolated. 
No  person  not  In  perfect  health,  ac- 
cording to  the  doctor's  certificate,  is  to 
undergo  corporal  punishment. 

"The  punishment  is  to  be  Inflicted 
on  the  seat  of  the  human  body.  There 
Is  to  be,  between  the  flesh  and  the 
stick,  only  a  shirt.  When  punishment 
is  Inflicted  with  the  rope  the  delin- 
quent  Is   permitted   to   wear  trousers." 

Corporal  punishment,  now  revived, 
was  abolished  in  Denmark  just  a  hun- 
dred years  ago.

The  black  bears  that  wandered 
from  the  wiids  of  Woodland  down 
Into  the  East  end  district  yesterday 
morning,  came  to  grief  before  they

The  present  lU-smelhng  hole  In  the 
basement  of  the  Seventeenth  avenue 
west  fire  station,  where  prisoners  are 
supposed  to  be  incarcerated  until  they 
can  be  taken  up  town,  Is  not  fit  for 
a  human  being  to  enter.  Those  who 
have  been  in  there  wonder  at  the 
city  officials  expecting  this  place  to 
be  used  for  anything  but  stabling 
horses  or  storing  fuel.  There  is 
scarcely  a  crime  for  which  the  perpe« 
trator  thereof  would  deserve  to  be 
held  In  the  detention  station  at  the 
West  end. 

West  enders  believe  the  city  should 
take  some  steps  toward  providing  a 
decent  place.  It  is  understood  that 
a  lot  was  purchased  some  time  ago 
at  the  West  end,  the  idea  being  that 
a  small  police  station  would  be  erect- 
ed upon  it.  but  there  the  matter 
dropped. 

The  officers  there  also  have  to  po- 
lice the  district  from  Fortieth  avenue 
west  to  about  Tenth  avenue  west  and 
then  down  Garfield  avenue  to  the  in- 
terstate bridge.  A  policeman  mak- 
ing an  arrest  must  drag  the  prisoner 
several  blocks  or  let  him  lie  at  the 
nearest  patrol  box  until  the  wagon 
can  be  summoned  from  Second  ave- 
nue east.  Such  is  the  condition  at 
the  Wesst  end  in  the  matter  of  police 
facilities.  Further  police  protection 
is  also  needed  for  the  west  end  of 
the  city  as  a  whole,  meaning  by  this 
all  of  that  district  west  of  the  point  of 
rocks.  Concerning  this,  Chief  Troyer 
says:  • 

"A  large  district  of  territory  which 
Is  now  entirely  unprotected  lies  be- 
tween Twenty-sixth  avenue  west  and 
Fiftieth  avenue  west,  and  many  com- 
plaints are  entered  at  police  head- 
ouarters  from  the  district  in  the  vi- 
cinity of  Thirty-ninth  avenue,  where 
one  saloon  is  located  and  where  hun- 
dreds of  men  are  employed  in  the 
sawmills  and  on  the  ore  docks.  This 
territory  should  have  two  mounted 
men,  one  to  patrol  in  the  daytime  and 
another  to  patrol  at  night."

PAVEMENT  AND  RAILS 

First  Beins:  Torn  Up;  Latter 
Put  Down. 

At  the  West  end  there  has  been 
some  delay  In  digging  up  the  old  cedar 
block  pavement,  on  West  Superior 
street,  owing  to  the  heavy  rains,  fol- 
lowed Immediately  by  Sunday  and 
Labor  day.  Yesterday  the  crew  which 
had  been  tearing  up  the  blocks  had 
reaches!  only  to  Eighteenth  avenue 
west,  when  it  should  have  been  quite 
a  numljer  of  squares  farther  east. 
However,  if  the  dry  weather  holds  out 
the  work  will  be  pushed  to  the  limit 
now,   and   paving  will   soon  commence. 

The  street  railway  company  is  at 
work  putting  in  its  new  rails  for  the 
south  track,  and  consequently  only 
the  north  track  la  used  between 
Twentieth  and  Twenty-sixth  avenues 
west.  Switches  are  put  in  at  these 
points,  and  signal  men  stationed  there. 
In  a  day  or  so  the  east  switch  will 
have  to  be  moved,  for  the  reason  that 
the  company  is  laying  its  rails  rap- 
idly and  will  soon  be  up  to  the  switch, 
and  will  go  ahead  from  there.  The 
company  has  to  wait  for  the  tearing 
up  of  the  pavement,  however,  before  it 
can  do  its  work. 

Not  a  great  deal  of  delay  in  cars  is 
experienced  just  now,  as  the  comimny 
has  the  time  schedule  figured  out 
pretty  well,  and  It  is  seldom  that  a 
car  has  to  wait  any  length  of  time. 

The  new  rails  are  much  heavier  than 
the  old,  and  will  be  much  higher.  Tliey 
will  be  welded  solidly  together,  and 
together  with  the  heavy  railroad  ties 
on  which  they  are  set  and  the  excel- 
lent roadbed  prepared  for  them,  will 
make   pretty   smooth    running.

FOR  "BRUTEy' 

Revival  of  Corporal  Pun- 
ishment In  Dcnmarl^ 
on  Sept.  8. 

Copenhagen,  Sept.  5.— Your  corre- 
spondent secured  a  copy  of  the  royal 
whipping  ordinance,  Delaware  fashion, 
which  goes  into  effect  next  Friday, 
Sept.  8— a  black  Friday  for  brutes  of 
all  kinds.     It  follows: 

"We,  Christian,  king  of  Denmark,  of 
the  Wendes  and  Goths,  Duke  of 
Schleswig,  Holsteln  Stormarn,  Dith- 
marsbes,  of  Lauenburg  and  Olenburg, 
etc.,  herewith  authorize  the  following 
law  and  ordinance,  regarding  corporal 
punishment: 

"Corporal  punishment  Is  to  consist 
of  whippings  with  a  stick  or  rope.  The 
stick  Is  used  upon  delinquents  suffer- 
ing for  their  first  oflfense.  The  rope  Is 
used  on  delinquents  suffering  for  their 
second  offense  or  oflener. 

"The  stick  to  be  used  shall  be  a 
Spanish  reed,  one  and  a  half  ells  lonsr 
and  one  and  one-half  inches  thick.  On 
both  ends  this  stick  is  to  be  wound 
with  pilcned  thread. 

•'The  rope  is  to  be  likewise  pitched 
on  both  ends  and  throughout.  It's  cir- 
cumference Is  to  be  two  and  a  half 
inches.  There  is  to  be  a  knot  In  that 
end  of  the  rope  which  the  executioner 
holds  in  his  hand.  From  the  knot  to 
the  other  end  of  the  rope  is  to  be  one 
and  a  quarter  ells  long. 

"The  minister  of  justice  will  appoint 
the  executioners  and  the  punishment 
is  to  be  inllicted  before  the  Imprison- 
ment of  the  delinquent  begins.  Two 
days  before  corporal  punishment  1b  in- 
flicted, the  delinquent  is  to  be  Isolated. 
No  person  not  in  perfect  health,  ac- 
cording to  the  doctor's  certificate.  Is  to 
undergo  corporal  punishment. 

"The  punishment  is  to  be  Inflicted 
on  the  seat  of  the  human  body.  There 
is  to  be.  between  the  flesh  and  the 
stick,  only  a  shirt.  When  punishment 
Is  Inflicted  with  the  rope  the  delin- 
quent  Is    permitted    to   wear   trousers." 

Corporal  punishment,  now  revived, 
was  abolished  in  Denmark  just  a  hun- 
dred years  ago.

This  sug- 
gcst'ion  the  Post  has  offered  to  the  world,  most  gener- 
ously, without  price,  and  any  thrifty  individual  in  any 
city,  who  cares  to  take  it  up  and  establish  a  clean  dish 
service,  much  after  the  fashion  of  the  laundry  service, 
is  welcome  to  take  advantage  of  the  idea  without  paying 
any  royalty  whatever.  The  Post  elaborates  it  by  dream- 
ing of  a  great  plant  to  rent  the  dishes  to  the  consumer — 
not  of  the  dishes,  but  of  whaJ  may  be  placed  upon  them 
at  the  table — and  to  wash  them  as  well.

The  horrors  of  being  afloat  on  terrific  old  Lake 
Superior  in  a  storm  like  that  of  last  week  cannot  be 
imagined;  only  those  who  experienced  them  are  able  to 
fully  comprehend  their  terrors.  With  a  fierce  gale 
whipping  the  sea  into  a  rage,  with  the  vessel  groaning 
and  creaking  as  it  is  tossed  from  one  side  to  the  other, 
the  sport  of  the  gale;  with  the  lives  of  all  on  board  de- 
pendent upon  a  host  of  minor  details  of  the  boat's  con- 
struction, the  breaking  or  failure  of  any  one  of  which 
is  enough  to  invite  disaster;  with  danger  hovering 
around  in  the  blackness  and  stress  of  the  storm  every 
moment;  indeed,  those  aboard  the  vessels  on  Lake 
Superior  during  the  gale  really  had  cause  for  complaint. 

So  far  the  news  has  come  in  that  three  vessels  have 
been  wrecked,  that  a  number  of  lives  were  lost,  and  that 
many  more  were  saved  only  by  slender  threads  and 
after  perilous  experiences  in  which  nothing  but  the 
courage  and  strength  of  the  lake  mariners  brought  them 
through.  Magnificent  Lake  Superior,  superb  and  awe- 
inspiring  in  her  calm  moments,  is  terrible  in  her  rage, 
and  in  last  wreck's  storm  numerous  human  lives  were 
forfeited  to  appease  her  fury.  Even  on  the  Great  Lakes, 
"they  that  go  down  to  the  sea  in  ships  "  eat  and  sleep 
with  peril.  Those  who  in  the  recent  gales  walked  so 
closely  with  Death  know  that  it  is  but  an  incident  of  ("heir 
duty,  and  that  no  man  can  foresee  the  coming  of  the 
day  when  they,  like  those  unfortunates  who  sank 
beneath  the  angry  waters  of  the  lake  last  Saturday,  will 
offer  up  their  own  lives  on  the  altar  of  commerce  to  the 
insatiable  fury  of  storm-swept  Lake  Superior.

vexing    servant    problem,    the    Washington    Post    leaps 

bravely  into  the  breach  and  comes  to  the  rescue  of  the 

home    with    the    suggestion    of    a    dish-washing    system 

which  shall  relieve  the  housewives  of  this  most  dreaded 

of  household  drudgeries. 

How  practical  tne  scheme  may  be  must  be  left  to 
the  housekeepers  themselves.  Mere  scientists  and  edi- 
tors can  hardly  have  the  hardihood  to  attempt  the  solu- 
tion of  a  problem  so  completely  within  the  province  of 
womankind.  But  the  end  sought,  the  preservation  of 
the  American  home,  is  most  essential,  therefore  any 
prediction  that  the  home  is  threatened,  must  be  given 
serious  attention  and  any  suggestion  that  may  help  to 
preserve  it  must  be  given  undivided  consideration. 

Prof.  Smith  sees  in  the  tendencies  of  the  times  the 
disappearence  of  the  home  in  this  country,  due  partly 
to  a  desire  to  be  independent  of  servants.  He  foresees 
a  steady  stream  of  people  from  the  home  to  the  hotels 
and  apartment  houses,  until  the  servant  problem  is 
solved  by  abolishing  it.  As  to  this  tendency  there  can 
be  no  question,  particularly  in  the  large  cities 
really  serious.  Many  housewives  attempt  'to  solve  the 
problem  by  doing  their  own  work,  and  according  to 
the  Post,  which  has  evidently  had  some  first-hand  in- 
formation on  the  subject,  the  mo.st  depressing  feature 
of  housework  is  dish  washing.  The  idea  is  that  if  this

A 
good  many  remained  at  the  Crookston 
liotels,  intending  to  drive  out  from  day  to 
day.  returning  at  night,  while  others  took 
the  train  up  the  St.  V'incent  branch,  stop- 
ping at  the  small  towns  along  the  line. 
Tliousanda  of  them  are  today  acattered 
tiirough  Western  Minnesota  and  the  Dak- 
otas.  A  few  of  them  liave  probably  re- 
turned home  before  this,  discouraged  by 
tlie   long  continued   rain. 

"Those  of  the  sportsmen  who  did  get  up 
the  energy  to  go  out  in  the  field  unmind- 
ful of  the  wi-ather  did  not  meet  with 
very  good  success.  The  birds  do  not  move 
around  much  while  It  is  raining,  and.  aJ- 
thought  the  scent  la  supposed  to  carry 
farther  In  damp  weather,  there  Is  such  a 
thing  as  having  too  much  dampness.  Even 
when  the  birds  were  tlushed,  the  hunters, 
blinded  by  the  rain  and  wetiring  too  many 
clothes,  scored  mores  misses  than  c\i&- 
tomary."

"Ellensburg  is  a  fair  sample  of  the 
small  but  thriving  western  town,"  said 
N.  A.  Berg  of  Ellensburg,  Wash.,  at  the 
McKay.  "It  Is  not  very  large,  boivsting  of  1 
a  population  not  much  In  excess  of  the 
4,000  mark,  but  wliat  there  is  of  it  Is  In 
good  condition  flnanclally,  and  looks  11. 
The  Northern  Pacific  road  lias  quite  ex- 
tensive shops  there,  employing  several 
hundred   people. 

"Ellensburg  is  situated  in  Kittas  county, 
in  a  valley.  There  is  not  much  grain 
grown  about  there,  but  farmers  have 
found  that  It  is  profitable  to  plow  up 
thtir  meadows  once  In  a  while  and  sou 
tliem  to  grain  for  a  year  or  two.  Experi- 
ments have  also  demonstrated  that  aome 
of  the  varieties  of  wh^at  and  barley  may 
be  successfully  grown  on  consider- 
able of  the  foothill  land,  with- 
out Irrigation,  by  a  system  of  sumn\er 
following  one-haif  of  the  land  each  year, 
and  the  Indications  are  that  this  will  soon 
be  done  on  a  largf  scale.  There  are  flour- 
ing mills  In  the  valley,  all  run  by  water 
power,  with  a  total  capacity  of  about 
30O  barrels  a  day. 

"Dairying  plays  a  more  prominent  part 
in  the  county  than  regular  farming.  It  is 
tiie  banner  dairy  district  of  the  state,  and 
of  the  Northwest,  one  might  say.  Ellens- 
burg butter  is  now  the  st^^indard  of  quality 
all  over  the  Northwest,  and  brings,  I  un- 
derstand, a  higher  price  than  is  obtained 
in  any  other  section  of  the  United  States. 
Owing  to  the  high  price  of  hay  and  the 
consequent  temptation  of  the  farmer  to 
sell  the  product  of  his  meadow  rather 
than  to  feed  it.  the  busine.ss  received 
something  of  a  check  in  1902  and  1903.  but 
it  is  now  picking  up  again, 

"Everything  looks  fine  for  a  bumper 
grain  crop  in  the  grain  districts  of  Wash- 
ington, and  a  scixson  of  prosperity  may 
be  expected.  Of  course,  most  of  the  grain 
produced  in  the  slate  comes  from  Walla 
Walla  district,  wliere  there  are  immense 
farms."

Harper's  Weekly:  After  a  perior  of  belief 
that  Mr.  Cleveland  had  become  comjKira- 
tively  rich  as  the  result  of  financial  oi)era- 
tions  in  a.ssociation  with  his  friend,  E.  C. 
Benedict,  the  banker,  a  story  to  the  other 
extreme  is  now  going  the  rounds  to  the 
effect  that  lUs  Income  Is  only  $5,000  a  year. 
The  truth  is  that  Mr.  Cleveland's  income 
from  his  Investments  is  between  $8,000  and 
$10,0<W,  to  which  he  adds  an  average  of 
about  $3,000  by  writing  occasional  essays 
for  publication.  He  might  have  acciuired 
a  larger  fortune,  doubtless,  but  for  the 
fact  that  he  would  never  permit  his 
bankers  to  buy  or  sell  stocks  on  margins. 
Mr.  Benedict,  however,  makes  his  few 
investments,  and  they  are  generally  wise 
ones. 

Some  years  ago  Mr.  Cleveland  had  $5,000 
to  spare,  and  Mr.  Benedict  obtained  for 
him  the  right,  which  he  availed  himself 
of,  to  subscribe  for  the  stock  of  a  project- 
ed trust  company.  The  knowledge  that 
tiie  former  president  was  to  become  one 
of  tlie  shareholders  inspired  the  promoters 
with  a  brilliant  idea.  After  consultation, 
they  sought  Mr.  Benedict,  and.  through 
him.  offered  Mr.  Cleveland  the  presidency 
of  the  company  at  a  salary  of  $50,000  a 
year.  It  was  a  legitimate  undertaking, 
backed  by  reputable  men.  but  Mr.  Cleve- 
land somewhat  reluctantly  declined  on  the 
ground  that  he  was  unacquainted  with  the 
details  of  the  business,  and  that  the  condi- 
tion of  his  heaith  would  not  permit  of  the 
severe  application  requisite  to  effective 
service. 

Ag.TJn  he  was  urged  to  accept,  with  the 
assurance  that  his  duties  would  be  nom- 
inal, his  mere  official  connection  with  the 
company  being  considered  sufficient  re- 
compense for  his  remuneraton.  Mr. 
Cleveland  replied  simply  that  that  would 
.seem  to  him  too  much  Uke  selling  the  u.se 
of  his  name,  which,  of  course,  he  could 
not  do.     That  closed  the  incident.

Mixture. 


CHILD  KILLED 
BY  ITS  MOTHER 

Woman  of  Twenty-Four 

Arrested  Charged  With 

Murder. 

New  York,  Sept.  5.— A  supposed  ac- 
complice In  the  murder  of  her 
daughter,  whose  mutilated  body  was 
subsequently  bathed  and  neatly  clad  in 
its  best  clothes  and  then  tossed  into 
the  open  doorway  of  a  westside  apart- 
irent  house,  A&nes  Hyland,  aged  24, 
was  locked  up  last  night.  Gustave 
Denzer,  a  plumber,  with  whom  th»j 
woman  lived  as  houst«keeptr,  is  also 
under  arrest.  The  mother  says  that 
Denzer  killed  the  baby  and  she  helped 
to  dispose  of  the  body. 

The  janitor  of  the  tenement,  yester- 
day morning,  stumbled  over  the  body 
which  was  wrapped  in  a  newspaper, 
laying  in  a  corner  of  the  dark  stair- 
way. Physicians  found  a  mortal 
wound  on  the  temple,  while  the  face 
bcre  nine  stab  wounds,  apparently 
made  by  a  knife.  Later  in  the  day  the 
body  was  identified  by  the  janitress  of 
the  tenement  on  West  Forty-fifth  street 
and  the  home  of  the  Hyland  woman. 
The  arrest  of  the  mother  and  Denzer 
and  the  confession  of  the  former  fol- 
lowed. 

According  to  the  mother,  the  chllJ, 
who  was  an  attractive,  robust  young- 
ster with  a  profusion  of  light,  curly  hair 
and  blue  eyes,  was  beaten  to  death  the 
previous  night  because  Denzer,  who  has 
three  children  of  his  own,  objected  to 
her  presence  in  the  home.  Later  the 
mother  washed  the  body  to  remove 
blood  stains  and  dressing  it,  carried  It^ 
to  the  doorway  where  it  was  found. 

Denzer  denied  the  murder  of  the 
child,  to  the  support  of  which  he  sayji 
he  had,  however,  objected.  He  said  thai 
at  the  request  of  the  mother,  he  had 
punished  Gertrude  Sunday  night  and 
afterward  left  the  house.  When  he  re- 
turned the  mother  told  him  that  the 
child  was  dead  and  he  went  with  her  to 
dispose  of  the  body.

The  Y.  M.  C.  A.  excursion  party 
which  left  Duluth  a  few  weeks  ago 
for  a  visit  to  the  Portland  fair, 
reached  home  yesterday  morning  in 
the  private  car  Iowa.  The  excursion 
was  In  charge  of  H.  H.  Stone  of  this 
city,  who  says  that  the  jaunt  was  a 
pleasing  and  successful  one  in  every 
respect. 

The  party  visited  Tacoma.  spent 
five  d»ys  at  the  Portland  fair,  took 
a  trip  down  the  Columbia  river, 
spent  a  day  in  Seattle,  visited  Van- 
couver island  and  stopped  at  several 
points  along  the  Canadian  Pacific 
railway,  including  the  Canadian  Na- 
tional park  at  Banff.  The  scenery  Is 
described  as  magnificent. 


"With  the  new  poorhouse,  built  of 
concrete  blocks,  now  nearing  comple- 
tion, the  attention  of  many  people  has 
been  directed  to  this  style  of  construc- 
tion, and  the  Duluth  contractors  and 
builders  are  frequently  asked  If  con- 
crete block  houses  are  practicable  and 
whether  an  Indestructible  house  can  be 
built   of   such   material. 

"The  desire   to  get  an  indestructible 

house  is  not  a  new  one,"  said  a  Duluth 
architect,  the  other  day,  "and  for  many 
years  there  has  been  more  or  less  ex- 
perimenting along  this  line — attempts 
to  get  a  house  that  will  not  burn  up, 
wear  out  or  call  for  constant  repairs, 
but  which  will  still  have  jin  attractive 
style  of  architecture — a  house  in  which 
strength  and  utility  will  not  be  sacri- 
ficed  to   beauty." 

Commenting  further  on  Indestructible 
houses  and  the  progress  that  has  been 
made  toward  acquiring  the  same,  the 
architect  called  attention  to  an  article 
which  recently  appeared  in  one  of  the 
publications  devoted  to  building  inter- 
ests and  which  stated  that  while  most 
architects  and  builders  have  been  devel- 
oping the  skyscraper  and  the  costly 
mansion,  a  Pittsburg  builder  has  been 
working  away  on  plans  for  indestruct- 
ible houses  at  low  cost,  and  that  at 
last  a  row  of  houses  has  been  erected 
which  represent  the  result  of  the  build- 
ers  ambition. 

Describing  these  houses,  the  article 
says: 

"These  houses  are  built  in  pairs,  with 
party  walls  between  them — "semi-de- 
tached," they  would  be  called  in  Eng- 
land. They  contain  three  rooms  on  the 
first  and  second  floor,  a  basement  and 
an  attic.  The  basement  walls  are  built 
wholly  of  hollow  blocks,  which  make 
a  substantial  and  dry  13-inch  wall.  The 
exterior  walls  are  faced  with  red 
pressed  brick,  lined  on  the  inside  with 
hollow  tile.  The  partition  walls  are 
constructed  entirely  of  the  latter  ma- 
terial. 

"The  floors  In  these  buildings,  which 
will  last  many  generations  are  practically 
monolithic,  being  composed  of  hollow  tile, 
laid  in  straight  courses,  filled  between  the 
courses  with  one  inch  of  concrete.  Under- 
neath, the  steel  fabric  used  for  tension  is 
embedded  in  another  inch  of  the  same 
material.  The  floors  of  the  porches, 
which  are  wide  and  extend  the  entire 
width  of  the  house,  are  constructed  in 
the  same  way.  the  only  difference  being 
that  inside  the  houses  tightly  joined, 
grooved  flooring  is  laid  on  the  cement 
surfacing  of  the  tile.  The  structure  of 
the  other  walls  insures  warmth  in  winter 
and  coolness  In  summer.  Air  Is  one  of  the 
best  non-conductors  of  heat  or  cold,  and 
by  means  of  the  air  space  obtained  by  use 
of  the  hollow  tile  lining,  every  advantage 
is  taken  of  this  fact.  No  furring  Is  re- 
quired, the  hard  plaster  finish  of  the 
walls  and  ceiling  being  applied  directly  to 
the  tile. 

"The  use  of  wood  has  been  reduced  to  a 
minimum.  The  roofs  are  tile,  and  even 
the  porch  supports  are  constructed  of  fire- 
proof blocks  embedded  in  cement.  The 
tiling  of  the  roof  and  porch  rests  on  steel 
framing." 

It  is  further  stated  that  each  of  these 
houses  represents  an  outlay  of  $4,600,  or 
about  J500  more  than  the  same  house 
would  cost  built  In  the  usual  way.  What- 
ever the  additional  expense,  it  is  claimed 
that  the  houses  are  actually  cheaper  in 
their  present  form  at  14,600  than  a  $4,100 
house  of  the  usual  type.  It  is  claimed  by 
builders  also  that  where  houses  of  ordin- 
ary construction  deteriorate  4  per  cent  a 
year,  these  concrete  fire-proof  houses  de- 
teriorate only  one-ninth  of  1  per  cent  a 
year. 

It  is  asserted  by  certain  building  Inter- 
ests that  one  of  the  concrete  block 
buildings  erected  within  the  last  year  and 
a  half  or  two  years,  in  Duluth.  has  not 
proven  a  success;  that  the  walls  absorb 
moisture,  and  that  the  Inside  wall  is 
damp.  It  is  said  this  is  true,  the  structure 
being  a  store  building,  but  men  who  have 
had  experience  with  cement  work  say 
that  the  fault  lies  in  the  concrete  mixture, 
that  the  different  ingredients  were  not 
mixed  In  the  proper  proportion  to  with- 
stand this  climate.  Unless  there  is  a 
proper  proportion  of  cement,  water,  sand 
or  gravel  in  the  concrete  mixture  it  Is 
said  that  concrete  block  work  will  be  a 
failure.  In  the  instance  cited  it  has  been 
sought  to  overcome  the  absorbing  tend- 
ency by  painting  the  outside,  but  the  re- 
sults have  not  been  very  satisfactory. 
Concrete  blocks  can  be  successfully 
painted,  a  contractor  says,  only  under  cer- 
tain conditions,  and  one  of  those  condi- 
tions Is  that  it  has  had  time  to  tlior- 
oughly  dry  out  clear  through,  and  that 
may.  in  some  instances,  take  a  long  time.

President  Appoints  Him 
First  Assistant  Secre- 
tary of  State. 

Oyster  Bay,  Sept.  5. — President 
Roosevelt  yesterday  announced  offl- 
cially  the  appointment  of  Robert 
Bacon  of  N'ew  York  to  be  first  assist- 
.ant  secretary  of  state,  to  succeed  F.  B. 
Loomis. 

The  announcement  was  accompanied 
by  a  statement  that  Mr.  Baron  would 
not  assume  the  duties  of  his  office  for 
some  time,  perhaps  not  until  the 
middle  of  October,  when  Secretary 
Root  will  have  become  settled  in  the 
office  of  secretary  of  state. 

Mr.  Lcomis'  resignation  has  been 
practically  in  the  hands  of  President 
Roosevelt  for  several  months.  His  de- 
sire to  retire  from  the  office  of  assist- 
ant secretary  was  known  to  the  presi- 
dent at  the  conclusion  of  the  Bowen- 
Looniis  incident,  which  resulted  in  the 
forced  retirement  of  Mr.  Bowen  from 
the  diplomatic  service. 

For  years  Robert  Bacon  has  been  an 
important  element  in  business  affairs 
of  New  York.  Until  within  compara- 
tively recent  months  he  was  a  Junior 
partner  in  the  banking  house  of  J.  P. 
M«»rgan  &  Co. 

In  the  settlement  by  President 
Roosevelt  of  the  anthracite  strike,  Mr, 
Bacon  represented  Mr.  Morgan  in  two 
conferences  in  the  adjustment  of  the 
trouble.  Subsequently,  when  Mr. 
Bacon  retired  from  the  firm  of  J.  P. 
Morgan    &    Co.,    the   president    decided 


to  use  his  services  if  a  suitable  place 
could  be  found. 

It  is  understood  Mr.  Loomis  will  re- 
linquish his  offices  in  a  short  time,  and 
his  resignation  will  take  effect  at  the 
conclusion  of  a  leave  of  absence  which 
he  proposes  to  take.  No  statement  is 
made  regarding  his  future  in  official 
life,  but  as  has  been  stated,  his  ap- 
pointment to  an  pnporlant  diplomatic 
post   is    problematical. 

BULLET  SHOT 
INTO  A  BOY 

Three  Years  Ago  Turns 

Up  In  His  Left 

Breast. 

Baltimore,  Md.,  Sept.  5.— Dr.  ■William 
Osier,  though  separated  from  his  for- 
mer home  in  this  city  by  thousands  of 
miles  of  sea,  is  still  interested  in  a  sur- 
gical case  which  he  treated  while  here, 
and  will  doubtless  be  glad  to  hear  the 
latest  developments  in  it. 

Three  years  ago  young  Grover  Gauss, 
a  son  of  Frederick  Grauss  of  Baltimore 
county,  was  playing  in  a  woods  near  his 
home  with  another  lad,  who  sported  a 
pistol  of  22-caliber.  The  latter  play- 
fully said  to  the  former:  "Look  out, 
I'm  going  to  shoot  you."  With  that  he 
aimed  the  pistol  at  the  head  of  Gauss 
and  fired.  The  bullet  entered  the  boy's 
right  cheek  and  he  was  hurried  to  the 
Johns  Hopkins  hospital.  There  the 
physicians -endeavored  in  vain  to  locate 
the  bullet.  Finally  Dr.  Osier  was  called 
in,  and  he  also  failed'  to  locate  it.  The 
X-rays  were  tried,  again  failing.  The 
doctors  concluded  that  the  bullet  passed 
out  through  the  boy's  mouth.  The 
patient  soon  recovered. 

Dr.  Osier  requested  that  he  be  In- 
formed of  any  development  in  the  case. 
There  was  none  until  a  few  days  ago. 
when  young  Gauss  complained  to  Dr. 
Sims  of  a  peculiar  sensation  in  his 
left  breast.  The  latter  made  an  exam- 
ination and  found  the  missing  bullet 
directly  beneath  the  skin.  The  doctor 
wished  to  remove  it.  but  the  patient, 
now  a  young  man,  has  not  yet  given 
his  consent. 

ONE  BOY  MADE  LOVE 

To  Hired  Giris~While  Other 
Stole  Jewelry. 

Toledo,  Ohio,  Sept.  5.— In  the  arrest 
of  two  boys  the  police  believe  they 
have  captured  the  leaders  of  a  gang  of 
criminals  who  In  the  past  month  have 
looted  scores  of  the  wealthiest  homes  in 
Toledo  of  jewelry. 

Detectives  Kruse,  working  on  a  slen- 
der clew,  caused  the  arrest  of  Albert 
McLeod  and  Percy  Taylor,  alias  Curry 
of  Detroit.  Valuable  jewelry  was  found 
on  the  young  men.  The  police  say  the 
boys  were  at  the  head  of  a  band  that 
operated  in  daylight.  They  gained  en- 
trance to  a  house  on  some  pretext,  and 
while  one  of  them  made  love  to  the  ser- 
vant the  other  looked  for  valuables.

FEW  STAGES 
ARE  LARGER 


Lyceum's  Surpasses  All 

But  Very  Finest  In 

Country. 

The  Duluth  public  may  not  be  aware, 
but  it  is,  nevertheless,  true  that  in  the 
Lyceum  theater  the  city  has  a  stage 
capable  of  presenting  any  of  the  great 
spectacular  plays  that  are  now  before 
the  public.  During  the  past  two  years 
numerous  improvements  have  been 
made  in  the  theater  and  it  is  now  equaii 
in  every  way  to  any  of  the  great  play- 
houses in  the  country.  On  the  occasion 
of  "Ben  Hur's"  last  visit  to  the  city  a 
number  of  these  changes  had  not  been 
made  and  it  was  impossible  to  give  the 
production  as  adequate  a  setting  as 
was  desired  by  the  management.  For 
instance  it  was  impossible  to  get  the 
camels  of  the  company  into  the  theater, 
and  that  part  of  the  performance  had  to 
be  cut  out.  This  season  the  theater- 
goers of  Duluth  will  see  the  production 
in  its  entirety. 

The  Duluth  stage  will  now  bear  com- 
parison with  any  in  existence  and 
Manager  Charles  Marshall  deserves 
much  credit  for  having  brought  the 
theater  up  to  its  present  state  of  per- 
fection. The  stage  is  now  equipped 
with  every  modern  device,  and  Is  equal 
in  every 'way  to  the  ^theaters  of  Boston, 
Philadelphia  or  New  York,  The  big 
stages  of  this  country  are  the  New  Am- 
sterdam theater,  the  New  York 
theater,  the  Academy  of  Music,  and  the 
Metropolitan  Opera  house  in  New  York, 
the  Boston  theater,  the  Academy  of 
Music  in  Philadelphia,  the  Auditorium 
and  McVicker's  theater  in  Chicago,  and 
the  Grand  Opera  house  in  San  Fran- 
cisco. These  play  houses  possess  stages 
averaging  about  forty  feet  in  depth, 
that  is  from  the  curtain  line  to  the  rear 
wall. 

The  stage'  of  the  Metropolitan  in  St. 
Paul  which  is  considered  one  of  the 
perfect  theaters  of  the  country,  is  from 
wall  to  wall,  72  feet;  footlights  to  back 
wall  50  feet,  and  the  proscenium  .36  by 
36.  The  dimensions  of  the  Lyceum  are 
wall  to  wall  76  feet.  4  feet  wider  than 
the  Metropolitan  stage;  curtain  line  to 
back  wall  51  feet,  or  1  foot  deeper  than 
the  Metropolitan  stage,  and  11  feet 
deeper  than  the  average  dimensions  <if 
the  larger  stages  of  the  country.  The 
proscenium  opening  of  the  Lyceum's 
40  by  40,  or  4  feet  in  each  direction 
larger  than  the  Metropolitan  stage. 
The  dimension  from  the  stage  to  rig- 
ging loft  in  Metropolitan  is  70  feet,  that 
of  the  Lyceum  is  77  feet,  or  7  feet  bet- 
ter than  St,  Paul's  favored  theater,  and 
against  an  average  of  65  feet  of  the 
average  theaters  of  the  country.  The 
depth  under  the  stage  at  the  St,  Paul 
play  house  is  only  12  feet,  while  the 
Lyceum  has  a  depth  of  14  feet. 

Dangling  from  the  rigging  loft  of  the 
Lyceum  theater  are  110  sets  of  lines 
against  an  average  of  forty  sets  in  the 
various  larger  theaters  of  the  coun- 
try. These  lines  are  in  sets  of  four, 
and  carry  640  feet  to  each  set.  To 
multiply  the  whole  lot  one  would  dis- 
cover that  if  they  were  stretched  out 
straight  they  would  cover  a  distance 
of  fifteen  miles. 

The  electrical  equipment  of  the  the- 
ater also  assumes  stupendous  proijor- 
lions,  but  is  not  always  used,  except 
in  productions  like  "Ben  Hur."     In  the 


footlights  there  are  sockets  for  450 
16-candle  power  lights,  in  three  colors, 
red,  blue  and  white.  The  six  border 
strips  contain  1,200  ligits,  divided  into 
the  same  colors.  In  the  proscenium 
opening  strips  are  200  lights,  while  in 
the  dressing  rooms  mderneath  the 
stage,  the  carpenter  shop,  the  property 
room,  musicians'  room,  the  wardrol>e 
room  and  other  various)  nooks  and  cor- 
ners of  the  stage  more  than  1,000  lights 
are  used.  Then  there  !s  an  equipment 
of  eighteen  electric  pockets  for  the 
electric  calciums,  all  combined  making 
a  consumption  of  sufficient  light  to 
illuminate  a  city  of  25,000  inhabitants. 

The  progress  made  In  stage  craft 
during  the  last  ten  years  Is  remark- 
able, and  must  be  largely  credited  to 
the  glgiintic  undertakl  igs  of  the  Klaw 
&  Erlanger  company.  The  Kiralfy 
Bros,  were  the  first  importers  of  the 
European  spectacles.  David  Hender- 
son of  the  Chicago  Opera  house  after- 
ward followed  in  their  footsteps,  but  it 
was  not  until  Klaw  &  Erlanger  made 
it  a  part  of  their  arrangement  for  the 
staging  of  "Ben  Hur,  '  at  the  Drury 
Lane  theater,  London,  that  they  suc- 
ceeded In  getting  the  stockholders  of 
that  historic  playhouse  to  sanction  the 
importation  of  the  Ix  ndon  Christmas 
spectacles.  Up  to  da  e  four  of  these 
have  been  imported,  "The  Sleeping 
Beauty  and  the  Beast,"  "Blue  Beard," 
"Mother  Goose,"  and  "Humpty 
Dumpty."  This  seasor  is  to  bring  an- 
other, "The  White  Cat,"  and  as  ar- 
rangements go  the  importation  will 
continue  Indefinitely. 

In  keeping  with  th'jir  desire  to  do 
big  things,  and  to  gi  .-e  their  produc- 
tions a  metropolitan  setting  in  every 
city  visited,  Klaw  A:  Erlanger  will 
have  a  force  of  twenty  men  at  work 
on  the  stage  of  the  Lyceum,  beginning 
tonight,  reshaping  th<(  Lyceum  stage 
for  the  production  of  "Ben  Hur," 
which  will  inaugurate  a  .week's  en- 
gagement, beginning  Monday,  Sept. 
11.  Every       inch       of       space       on 

the  groat  stage  will  be  util- 
ized, and  owing  to  the  Improve- 
ments which  Manager  Marshall  has 
made  in  the  theater  since  the  attrac- 
tion was  last  seen  here,  the  theater- 
goers of  Duluth  and  vicinity  will  have 
an  opportunity  to  see  the  play  done  in 
a  better  manner  than  in  any  other  city 
of  tlie  Northwest. 

PERMANENT 
INJUNCTION 


Against  New  Viiiagc  Hall 
and  Jaii  at  Cass 


been  granted,  and  Cass  Lake  will  not 
have   a   new   village   hall   and   jail. 

After  a  wearisome  siege  of  twenty 
days,  applicants  who  have  been  lined 
up  in  front  of  the  local  land  office 
awaiting  the  date  for  the  opening  to 
entry  of  overflowed  lands  restored  to 
the  public  domain,  were  rewarded 
for  their  persistence.  Twenty-seven 
men  were  in  line  when  the  office 
opened  and  within  a  short  time  all 
had  filed  upon  selected  lands  and 
their  entries  had  been  recorded.  Jo- 
seph Mounts  of  Walker,  the  first  man 
in  line,  secured  one  of  the  prettiest 
pieces  of  land  on  Leech  lake.  The 
tract  is  but  a  short  distance  from 
Walker  and  is  considered  very  valu- 
able. In  some  cases  actual  settlement 
had  been  made  by  applicants  prior  to 
filing  on  the  land. 

The  annual  statement  of  Independ- 
ent school  district  No.  3,  Cass  Lake, 
has  just  been  Issued  and  the  showing 
is  very  gratifying.  The  report  shows 
that  the  district  has  a  school  building, 
together  with  the  fixtures  and  appa- 
ratus, valued  at  $29,000;  another  build- 
ing and  apparatus  worth  $1,000,  and 
is  less  than  $8,000  In  debt.  Another 
announcement  is  that  the  Cass  Lake 
schools  have  been  placed  in  the  state 
high  school  class  and  the  district  will 
hereafter  draw  annually  $1,200  from 
the  state  on  this  account.

Cass  Lake,  Minn.,  Sept.  5. —  (Spe- 
cial to  The  Herald.) — M.  A.  Spooner, 
judge  of  the  district  court  for  the

which  condemned  the  Cass  Lake  jail, 
which  was  used  as  a  lock-up  for  pris- 
oners, claiming  that  the  jail  was  unfit 
and  unsafe.  After  the  council  had 
decided  to  erect  a  new  building,  a 
trade  was  made  with  the  Cass  Lake 
company  whereby  the  lots  belonging 
to  the  village  were  exchanged  for 
other  property  in  another  part  of  the 
village.  Excavating  'vas  commenced 
for  the  new  building,  when  J.  F.  B. 
Neils  instituted  injunction  proceed- 
ings. Mr.  Neils,  as  he  local  repre- 
sentative of  the  J.  Neils  Lumber  com- 
pany, Is  one  of  the  heaviest  taxpay- 
ers here,  and  he  clained  that  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  village  was  such 
that  it  was  impracticable  at  this  time 
to  erect  a  new  hall.  BIr,  Neils  applied 
to  Judge  Spooner  for  a.  permanent  In- 
junction against  the  village  officials. 
At  first  the  council  decided  to  fight 
the  proceedings,  but  later  allowed  the 
case  to  go  by  default,  with  the  result

CONVICTS 
ATERATS 

And  One  Committed  Sui- 
cide to  Avoid  Cruel 
Treatment. 


Released  Marquette  Pris- 
on Convict  Makes  Many 
Serious  Ciiarges. 


Kalamazoo,  Mich.,  Sept.  5. — Allesingr 
among  other  things  that  brutal  rtogginy 
of  prisoners  in  Marquette  prison  had 
led  to  several  attempts  at  suicide,  some 
o(  them  successful;  that  prisoners  have 
boc-n  confined  and  fed  on  bread  and 
iRater  longer  thun  the  law  allows,  until 
In  some  cases  they  have  actually 
caught  rats  thoit  ran  about  in  cells  and 

fcaten  them.  D.iniel  Eugene  Hampton, 
vho  just  completed  a  sentence  for  bur- 
glary in  that  institution,  is  on  hia  way 
to  see  Governor  Warner  to  make  a 
statement  before  him  and  to  present 
affidavits  embodying  the  statements 
which  he  has  sworn  to. 

Hampton  charges  that  Bmil  Waltz, 
sent  from  Detroit  for  murder,  took 
liis  own  life  to  escape  a  flogging,  hav- 
ing been  subjected  previously  to  un- 
bearable severity.  He  charges  that 
A.  E.  Pevcrett,  known  as  "Whitoy 
Black"  and  sent  from  Kalamazoo  for 
participation  in  the  Richland  bank 
robbery,  to  escape  rtogging  attempt i;d 
in  presence  of  the  prison  guards,  to 
take  his  life  by  severing  his  hand  with 
a  knife,  and  that  he  actually  indicted 
such  wounds  that  the  surgeons  ha.d  to 
amputate  the  hand. 

Hampton  exhibited  what  he  said  was 
a  duplicate  of  the  instrument  with 
■which  the  flogging  was  done.  It  was 
a  piece  of  harness  leather,  perhaps  an 
eighth  of  an  inch  thick,  oblong  shaped, 
about  ten  inches  long  by  eiglil  inches 
wide,  perforated  with  small  holes  and 
attached  to  a  strong  handle.  Hampton 
says  this  Instrument  wa^  administered 
by  a  man  weighing  200  pounds.  He 
Siiys  prisoners  would  be  extended  over 
a  barrel  and  at  times  beaten  until 
the  blood  ran  down  their  legs.  Hd 
says  h<;  himself  was  given  seventy-Jtve 
blows  with  this  paddle  on  one  occision. 

Hampton  alleges  that  prisoners  have 
no  chance  to  make  known  their 
wrongs  to  the  Marquette  prison  board 
of  control.  In  regard  to  the  case  of 
Peverett,  Hampton  says  in  his  affi- 
davit; 

"M'hen  they  locked  me  up  in  the  pun- 
ishment cell  officers  went  around  to 
Peverett's  cell.  I  heard  them  unlock 
the  door  and  I  heard  Peverett  push 
the  table  up  in  front  of  his  door  to 
stop  the  officers  from  pulling  him  out 
of  his  cell.  Then  Peverett  took  a 
knife  and  attempted  to  cut  off  his 
hand.      i^tfi>-er    Saylo.i    stru'-k    Peverett 


over  the  head  with  a  loaded  cane.  Af- 
ter Peverett  had  cut  his  own  hand  so 
that  it  hung  useless  by  his  side  they 
took  him  out  of  the  cell,  brought  him 
around  and  .sat  him  on  the  bench  In 
the  hall  almost  in  front  of  the  cell 
which  I  was  locked  In. 

I  saw  Peveretts  hand  swinging  Uk3 
the  broken  limb  of  a  tree,  and  blood 
spurting  out  all  over  the  floor.  The 
officers  seemed  to  be  so  excited  and 
rattled  they  did  not  seem  to  know  what 
to  do.

New  York,  Sept.  G.— Residents  of 
Amelia  county,  Virginia,  look  with 
disfavor  on  the  plan  recently  propos- 
ed to  convert  the  old  Romney  estate 
on  the  Appomattox  river  into  a  rifle 
range. 

"Everyone  down  there  looks  on 
that  special  spot  of  Virginia  as  ac- 
cursed." said  Maj.  Henry  Z.  Appleby, 
who  was  in  this  city  recently  prepar- 
atory to  hia  biennial  trip  to  Europe. 
"For  years  none  of  the  natives  has 
ventured  near  the  Romney  place,  and 
the  darkies  wont  pass  the  old  stone 
gate  posts  on  the  turnpike  after  twi- 
light. 

"I  have  not  seen  the  old  house  in 
twenty-ttve  years,  but  I  understand 
it  is  rotting  away  fast.  Superstition 
is  the  reason  of  it  all. 

"The  Uomneys  were  a  fine  old  lot 
until  just  before  the  Mexican  war. 
About  then  the  family  seemed  to 
peter  out  and  the  property  passed 
into  the  hands  of  one  of  the  Boston 
branch  of  the  family,  an  old  duffer 
of  the  name  of  Felix  Romney  being 
the  heir. 

"Felix  was  as  mean  as  a  rocky 
Massachusetts  farm  can  make  a  man. 
and  he  never  caught  on  to  the  ways 
of  Amelia  county.  He  distrusted  all 
the  slaves  and  made  their  lot  pretty 
hard.  He  got  into  rows  with  all  the 
gentry  along  the  river,  one  way  or 
another,  until  he  was  left  pretty  much 
all    alone    on    the    plantation. 

"One  May  evening  a  nigger  from 
our  fields  came  to  my  father,  the  late 
Col.  Askew  Appleby,  and  told  him 
there  was  something  queer  over  at 
the  Romneys".  It  seems  that  not  a 
light  had  been  seen  In  any  of  the 
cabins  in  three  days  and  there  had 
been  no  smoke  from  the  chimneys. 

"My  father  didn't  take  much  to 
Felix  Romney,  but  he  got  on  his  horse 
just  the  same  and  a  party  of  seven 
or  eight  of  us  went  over  to  the  place. 
I'll  never  forget  it  as  long  as  I  live, 
sir:-"  It  was  like  the  old  fairy  story 
of  the  place  where  everyone  went  to 
sleep.   , 

"All  the  doors  and  windows  were 
open,  but  not  a  soul  was  in  sight. 
We  went  through  the  house  and 
found  everything  in  order,  but  no 
Felix  Romney.  It  was  the  same  way 
at  the  stables  and  (Cabins.  Everyone 
was   gone    but    nothing    disturbed. 

"That  night  a  searching  party,  fifty 
strong,  covered  half  the  country,  re- 
tufning  the  following  noon  with  never 
a  clew  to  the  mystery.  The  house 
was   closed   up   a    little   while   after. 

"In  1866  the  place  was  opened  up 
again  by  Reuben  Romney,  and  he 
was  killed  In  a  brawl -with  his  superin- 
tendent the  following  year.  It  has 
been  opened  occasionally  since  then, 
but  in  each  instance  something  un- 
pleasant happened. 

"One  of  these  times  witnessed  the 
death  of  Eleanor  Romney,  who  was 
drowned  In  the  river  near  the  house. 
.She  was  a  charming  woman,  one  of 
the  mo.st  so  that  I  have  been  priv- 
ileged  to   meet. 

"The  mystery  about  old  Felix? 
Well,  It  was  cleared  up  after  a  fash- 
ion.     I   had   a   hand   in   it,   too. 

"Col.  George  Dacre  was  one  of  the 
party  that  searched  for  Felix  Rom- 
ney. After  1865  he  removed  to  the 
Middle  West.  In  1874  he  visited  me 
at  my  home  and  we  chanced  to  dis- 
cuss the  Romney  affair. 

"  'Henry,'  the  colonel  said  to  me, 
there  is  a  circumstance  connected 
with  that  matter  which  I  never  men- 
tioned at  the  time  through  boyish 
backwardness.  I  saw  fresh  earth 
back    of    the    rear    stable.' 

"The  force  of  the  statement  car- 
ried we  away. 

"'Fresh  earth!'  I  exclaimed.  'Man, 
can   you  point   out   the  spot?' 

"He  could,  and  with  a  couple  of 
boys  and  spades  we  hastened  over 
to  the  Romney  place.  In  half  an 
hour  bones  were  uncovered  which 
were  identified  as  those  of  Felix 
Romney.  Other  bones  were  found, 
so  that  It  was  deduced  that  he  had 
ried  me  away. 

"It  was  generally  believed  that 
Felix  had  been  so  cruel  that  his 
slaves  rose  up  and  killed  him,  flee- 
ing after  they  had  concealed  the 
bodies.  The  strange  part  of  the 
matter  is  that  out  of  the  sixty  slaves 
on  the  Romney  place  at  that  time 
not  one  was  ever  s^een  again  after 
that  day.  The  superstition  of  today 
is   largely   due   to  that   fact. 

"The  8trange.=!t  page  In  the  his- 
tory of  the  Romney  estate  occurred 
in  the  early  '8  0's.  A  party  of  young 
men  from  a  Northfern  city  rented 
the  house  from  the  Romney  family 
during   a   three    weeks'    shooting   trip. 

"The  place  was  in  bad  repair,  so 
they  all  camped  out  in  the  big  ball- 
room on  the  third  floor,  sleeping  on 
blankets.  At  one  end  of  the  room 
were  the  double  doors  leading  to  the 
staircase,  while  diagonally  opposite 
was  a  little  room  where  in  the  old 
days  women  might  retire  to  repair 
damages  made  by  the  clumsy  feet  of 
some  awkward  dancer  of  the  country- 
side. 

"This  room  old  Felix  Romney  had 
used  to  sleep  in,  and  there  it  was  sup- 
posed ho  had  been  killed.  Of  coyrse, 
that  made  it  a  haunted  chamber  to  the 
superstitious. 

"One  of  the  party  of  shooters  heard 
the  story  from  one  of  the  natives,  and 
told  it  to  his  fellows.  A  Boston  lad, 
whom  I  will  call  L/andis,  immediately 
announced  that  he  would  make  his 
bed  that  night  in  the  haunted  cham- 
ber and  meet  the  ghost. 

"His  companions  tried  to  dissuade 
him,  but  it  was  of  no  avail.  He  had 
made  up  his  mind.  That  night  he  re- 
tired to  the  room,  leaving  the  door 
ajar  into  the  main  ball  room,  in 
which  his  companions  were  inoamped. 
"The  double  doors  of  the  rooms  were 
barred.  On  account  of  Landis'  venture 
a  lamp  was  lit  and  placed  on  the  floor 
ten  feet  or  so  away  from  the  sleepers. 
"According  to  the  story  that .  came 
out  later  one  of  the  party  was  awak 
ened  in  the  night  by  hearing  the 
stealthy  footsteps  going  across  the 
ball  room  from  the  big  doors.  The 
awakened  one  peered  into  the  dark- 
ness, but  the  walker  kept  out  of  the 
range  of  the  light  thrown  by  the  lamp 
on  the  floor.

VALTABLE     WOODS. 

Old  and  well-seasoned  oak  Is  hard  to 
get  and  harder  to  work,  says  the  Chicago 
Journal. 

There  is  no  great  quantity  of  old  oak 
furniture  in  the  market,  and  old  pieces 
taat  would  supply  large  enough  lumber 
for  imp<jrtant  work  are  seldom  found. 
Now  kiln-dried  oak  is  uncertain,  being 
liable  to  warp  and  crack. 

Paneled  arcicles  can  be  made  of  such 
material  with  some  -safety,  but  large, 
solid  articles  are  likely  to  give  a  bad 
account  of  themselves  at  the  end  of  a 
winter   in    a   steam-heated    hou.se. 

Rosewood,  also,  the  best  cabinet  mak- 
ers distrust.  This  wood  has  a  peculiar 
oily  quality  that  makes  it  unsafe  when 
glued.  For  this  re  >son  rosewood  is  used 
chiefly  as  a  veneer.  Thin  sheets  lose 
much  of  their  oil  and  take  glue  satis- 
factorily. 

Native  walnut  Is  no  longer  a  favorite 
with  the  cabinet  makers.  This  wood  wa.s 
in  effect  exhausted  a  quarter  of  a 
century  ago  or  more,  and  it  is  now  as 
expensive  as  maliogany  and  by  no  means 
as   l>eautlful. 

Chestnut  is  a  good  deal  prized,  not  for 
furniture,  but  for  wainscoting  and  for 
doors.  It  is  someiimes  put  up  in  tiie 
rough  with  good  effect,  and  sometimes 
oiled  and  polished,  when  It  is  remarkably 
beautiful  con.siderlng  the  cost. 

Gulf  cypress  is  used  with  great  effect 
in  like  fashion,  and  when  filled  and  oile\l 
It  makes  one  of  the  most  beautiful  woods 
for    inexpen.'five    interior   decoration. 

Cherrv  was  the  old  substitute  for  ma- 
hogany" and  still  is  a  favorite  wood  with 
furniture  makers.  It  is.  however,  not 
e.a!«ily  obtained  in  a  properly  .sea-soned 
condition,  for  proper  seasoning  tpakes  it 
expensive. 

The  fact  is  that  with  cherry,  as  with 
oak  and  mahogany,  the  seasoning  is  an 
Important  element  of  cost.  The  cabinet 
maker  who  must  sink  his  capital  for  two 
or  three  years  in  wood  that  is  under- 
going the  process  of  seasoning  finds  it 
hard  to  compete  with  those  who  use  kiln- 
dried    material. 

Mahog.any  is  the  favorite  wood  wuh 
the  best  cabinet  maker.s.  There  is  a  vast 
amount  of  .reasoned  mahog-any  to  be  had 
from  ruinous  old  articles  made  In  the 
last  century,  when  ti.e  rage  for  mahogany 
was  well  developed;  and  while  the  new 
mahogany  Is  less  beautiful  tlian  the  old. 
purcha.vers  of  furniture  seem  to  have 
leirned  that  it  la  worth  while  to  have 
the  new  wood  well  seasoned.

The  Red  Cliff  Lumber  company, 
which  has  been  sued  by  the  Lesure 
Lumber  company  for  a  balance  to  be 
due  on  a  lumber  transaction,  admits 
a  memoranda  for  certain  lumber  to  bo 
signed  by  its  president.  F.  L.  Gilbert, 
but  that  before  the  signature  was  at- 
tached there  was  a  distinct  understand- 
ing that  the  lumber  to  be  furnished  thi 
Red  Cliff  company  was  not  to  be 
"dozey,  pile  and  wind  burnt." 

Admission  is  made  of  the  promissory 
note  of  $1,500  which  was  given  by  the 
Red  Cliff  company  and  which  is  al- 
leged to  have  been  sold  by  the  Lesure 
Lumber  company  to  an  innocent  pur- 
chaser, being  paid  on  presentation  at 
the  end  of  four  months. 

The  Red  Cliff  Lumber  company  ad- 
mits that  in  December.  1904,  the  Lesure 
Lumber  company  shipped  to  it  a  cer- 
tain quantitv  of  lumber  that  was  not 
of  good  quality. 

The  Red  Cliff  company  claims  that 
it  did  not  Inspect  the  lumber  in  the 
Le.sure  company's  yards  for  the  reason 
that  it  was  in  a  pile  and  could  not 
be  viewed  until  open.  The  lumber  was 
refu.sed  but  the  Lesure  company  has 
never  offered  to  make  good,  according 
to   the    Red   Cliff   company. 

Admission  Is  made  by  the  Red  Cliff 
company  that  it  has  paid  no  other 
sum  than  the  amount  of  the  promis- 
sory note  mentioned. 

In  answer  to  the  alleged  second 
cause  of  action,  admission  is  made  by 
the  company  that  it  purchased  an- 
other bill  of  lumber  for  which  the  Le- 
sure Lumber  company  was  requested 
to  credit  the  Red  Cliff  company  $1,500 
on  account,  by  the  noje  already  given. 
A  little  later  the  Red  Cliff  com- 
pany, ati  it  is  claimed,  .sent  a  check 
for  $618.33.  the  amount  of  the  note, 
and  that  of  the  check  equaling  the 
value  of  the  bill  of  lumber  described 
in  the  cause  of  action.  The  Lesure 
company  Is  said  to  have  refused  and 
returned  the  check. 

For  a  counter  claim  the  Red  Cliff 
Lumber  company  alleges  that  it  re- 
ceived no  consideration  for  Its  note,  of 
which  tha  Lesure  company  had  the 
benefit,  and  that  the  last  named  con- 
cern has  refused  and  neglected  to  de- 
liver or  tender  the  sort  of  lumber 
which  the  defendant  company  believes 
it  is  entitled  to  under  its  agreement. 

The  Red  Cliff  company  alltiges  that 
during  the  time  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint it  has  not  received  lumber  from 
the  Lesure  company  to  exceed  In  value 
$2,118.33.  and  asks  that  judgment  be 
rendered  that  the  Lesure  company 
take  the  sum  of  $618.33.  with  interest 
from  Dec.  7.  1!H)4,  together  with  costs. 
Davis  &  Hollister  represent  the  Red 
Cliff  Lumber  company,  and  M.  H. 
.Stanford  represents  the  Lesure  Lum- 
ber company.

Cliff  Lumber  company  also  files  answer 
to  the  action  brought  by  Hattie  S.  Nel- 
son to  recover  p<issesslon  to  certain 
Oneota  lands.

UNIQUE  OPERATION. 
A  surgical  OT>eratlon  without  the 
usual  accessories  of  operating  table, 
white-aproned  operxitors  and  nurses, 
and  the  glittering  "layout"  of  cruel- 
looking  Instruments,  was  performed 
In  Irvington,  aays  the  Indianapolis 
News,  The  operating  room  was  the 
back  yard  of  an  Irvington  home.  Tlie 
operator  was  a  wnell-sknown  Indian- 
apolis ophthalmologist,  assisted  by  an- 
other ophthalm  togl^t  and  by  a  dentist 
— and  the  patient  wvlh  a  dog. 

"Jack,"  the  dogi  Is  a  handsome 
Scotch  collie  that  one  night  this  sum- 
mer appeared  at  the  tipme  of  Dr.  Jun- 
ius E.  Cravens,  the'dcntlst,  and  there- 
after claimed  it  as'hi^  dwelling  place. 
The  dog  is  a  fine,  majestic  animal,  but 
afflicted  with  cataract  of  both  eyes. 
This  Is  not  a  very  utjtisual  affliction  in 
the  case  of  old  dogs,  but  Jack  Is  still 
young. 

The  animal,  practically  blind,  has 
been  noticed  by  niahy  Irvington  people 
the  last  few  months,  as  he  wandered 
about  the  streets  near  his  adopted 
home.  Apparently  able  to  distiuguisU 
bright  light  and  dense  shadows,  his 
blindness  has  been  so  nearly  total  that 
the  dog,  in  wandering  along  the  side- 
walk, would  run  Into  trees,  bump 
against  the  legs  of  pedestrians,  and 
several  times  barely  escaped  being  run 
over  by  drivers  who  thought  he  would 
get  out  of  the  way  and  made  no  effort 
to  avoid  him. 

Dr.  Cravens  decided  that  an  opera- 
tion for  cataract  would  restore  the 
dog's  sight,  arid  the  operation  was  per- 
formed. Trussed  up  like  a  dressed 
chicken,  the  dog  was  laid  out  on  the 
grass,  a  muzzle  placed  over  his  nose, 
and  chloroform  administered.  The 
cx)mbined  efforts  of  the  three  doctors 
and  an  a.ssistant  were  required  to 
overcome  the  animal  and  place  him 
under  the  influence  o<f  the  anesthetic, 
but  this  was  Anally  done,  and  then  the 
."urgeon  deftly  removed  the  film  that 
has  blinded  the  animal,  and  its  eyes 
were  as  good  as  ever.  The  reluctance 
of  the  operators  to  figure  as  "vets" 
precludes  mention  of  their  names. 
After  it  was  all  over  and  the  dog. 
with  its  sight  restored,  was  walking 
around  in  a  circle,  as  It  recovered 
from  the  effects  of  the  chloroform,  the 
operating  oirhthalmoiogist   remarked: 

"Here  is  a  point  that  may  l>e  of 
value  to  veterinarians  called  to  oper- 
ate on  dogs.  The  use  of  chloroform  is 
•most  frequently  fatal  to  dogs,  about 
seventy-five  or  eigthy  out  of  100  dying 
under  its  effect.  I  have  found  that 
death  is  not  due  dirfrctlj-  to  the  chlor- 
oform. A  dog's  tongue  Is  extremely 
long,  and  when  unfier  the  Influence  of 
the  drug  the  mu.scles,are  relaxed,  the 
tongue  falls  back  into  the  animal's 
threat,  and  asphyjcJ^tton  results.  Now, 
as  you  noticed.  I  tIS^d  a  pair  of  for- 
ceps with  ibooad  grlppHn^g  ends  •to' 
hold  Jack's  tongue  and  keep  It  from 
dropping  back  Into  his  throat  and 
smothering  him.  The  result  Is  he  Is 
coming  out  all  right.  If  this  had  not 
been  done,  he  would  probably  be  dead. 
The  cataract  is  removed  and  Jack  will 
be  able  to  see  about  75  per  cent  l>et- 
tor.  He'll  be  obliged  to  use  two  pairs 
of  glasses,  though,  one  for  reading  and 
one   for   distance."

HE  WAS  SMOOTH. 

Englishman  Worked  a  Very 
Smart  Card  Player. 

"We  had  been  running  our  little  pri- 
vate poker  room  up  town  for  about  a 
month."  8;ud  Joe  Saunders,  whose  name 
Isn't  Saunders  nor  anything  Uke  it,  "be- 
fore anytliiing  happened  tliere  wluch  wa^s 
worth  remembering. 

"Tho  poker  club  has  always  been  a  fa- 
vorite device  of  mine  whenever  1  had  no 
business  of  any  importance  o«  hand.  It  is 
ea.sy  and  sate  if  one  knows  the  ropes,  and 
proutable  if  one  kiiows  the  game." 

Then  he  grinned,  knowing  that  his  rep- 
utation as  a  cool  bettor  and  as  a  .skilled 
manipulator  of  cards  is  well  established, 
says  the  Washington  Star. 

"It  was  a  quiet  winter,  with  the  reform- 
ers on  lop.  and  nothing  doing  at  the  time 
in  commercial  busint*ss,  and  as  1  hate  to 
be  Idle.    I  started   the  club. 

Tlie  tirst  thing  to  do  of  course,  was  to 
secure  club  quarters,  and  the  best  way  to 
do  that  is  to  hire  a  furnished  room.  The 
house  has  to  be  weli  located,  and  should 
be  run  by  a  lone  woman  with  business 
principles  and  no  male  allacliments. 

"My  arrangement  with  her  was  that  the 
room  belonged  to  me  and  that  1  was  sup- 
posed to  live  in  it,  though  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  only  use  I  should  make  of  11 
would  be  to  entertain  three  or  four 
friends  at  card  parttess  from  time  to  time. 
And  I  mentioned  a  price  to  be  paid  for 
such  light  refreshments  as  might  be 
wanted  which  I  knew  would  stifle  her 
curiosity. 

"The  next  thing  was  to  engage  Ixmrd 
at  the  hotel  on  the  next  corner,  where  1 
was  soon  known  as  an  hisurance  ofticial 
with  a  presumably  large  salary  and 
somewhat  sporty  tastes.  As  such  a  per- 
son I  found  no  difficulty  In  picking  out  a 
young  fellow  with  Just  enough  knowledge 
of  billiards  to  earn  him  a  sort  of  living, 
as  he  hung  around  the  billiard  room  for 
small  t>ets.  ^    _ 

"I  tested  him  pretty  carefully  before 
telling  him  that  1  was  fond  of  poker,  but 
that  I  knew  no  players.  He  wa-s  a  very 
rty  young  nuin.  and  whatever  he  may  have 
thought  he  never  indicated  to  me  that 
he  considered  it  strange  that  1  should 
stake  him  for  a  game  whenever  he 
brought   two  or   three   other   players   in. 

"More  than  six  altogether  I  never  al- 
lowed in  the  game,  and  my  m)€rality  to 
my  capper  was  notliing  more  than  any 
spendthrtft  enthusiast  might  indulge  in  if 
he  were  anxious  to  play. 

"Then  I  never  allowed  anybody  In  my 
room  unless  I  took  him  there  myself.  To 
play,  a  man  had  to  be  Introduced  to  me  at 
the  hotel.  Then,  if  I  liked  his  looks,  1 
took  him  around  myself.  If  I  didnt,  he 
didn't  go. 

"A  lot  of  unnecessary  precaution,  flo 
you  think?  Well,  possibly;  but  I've  al- 
ways noticed  that  a  little  too  much  cau- 
tion Is  seldom  thrown  away,  and  the  least 
little  bit  too  little  is  often  disastrous. 
Anyhow,  all  this  made  exactly  the  kind 
of  club  that  suited  me.  and  I  could  fairly 
well  rely  on  it  i>elng  run  to  suit  me,  as 
long  as   I  Wets  the  whole  club. 

"Oh'  you  think  it  was  ratlier  precari- 
ous too  do  you?  Somebody  might  come 
along  and  beat  me.  perhaps  winnlg  so 
much  that  I'd  go  broke?  Well,  that's  pos- 
sible, of  course. 

"Any  man  is  liable  to  get  beat  at  poker, 
provided  some  other  man  comes  along 
that  plays  a  better  game  than  he  does. 
All  I  can  say  Is  that  if  anybody  had  come 
along  who  could  win  more  money  than  I 
wanted  him  to  In  that  game.  I  would  have 
reckoned  It  was  up  to  him  to  be  a  poker 
club  himself,  and  tt  would  have  been  up 
to  me  to  go  to  .sea  before  the  mast. 

"You've  .seen  prestidigitators  do  .stunts 
with  a  dock  of  cards,  haven't  you.  on  a 
theater  stage?  Well,  did  it  ever  occur  to 
you  that  a  man  doesn't  have  to  go  on  th»' 
stage  to  be  able  to  do  these  stunts,  and 
a  good   many  more? 

"What  did  you  say  about  a  square 
game"*  Now.  look  here.  A  great  deal  of 
this  talk  about  a  .square  game  of  poker 
sounds  to  me  liko  the  breaking  of  last 
year's  surf  on  the  shore  of  some  island 
In  the  South  sea.  and  I've  never  been  In 
the   South  sea  at   thai.

"Then.  1  suppose,  he  probably  got  re- 
mltiances.  for  he  showed  up  at  the  hotel 
one  evening  and  asked  if  the  game  was 
on.

the  attention  of  the  grand  Jury,  that 
body  Is  likely  to  be  very  busy  for  the 
rest  of  this  week,  and,  possibly,  pari 
of  next.  Over  a  dozen  cases  that  might 
have  come  before  the  grand  jury  have 
already  been  disposed  of  under  the  new 
law.  which  permits  a  person  accu.sed  of 
certain  crimes,  to  enter  pleas  of  guilty 
on  information  by  the  county  attorney, 
and  receive  sentence. 

Trial  by  jury  does  not  begin  until 
next  Monday,  when  the  petit  jury  will 
assemble. 

The  September  calendar,  which  will 
bo  called  in  the  morning  in  court  room 
No.  1,  will  be  a  very  large  one,  with  127 
"del- 1  cases,  not  taking  into  consideration 
road  those  which  may  be  continued  or  strick- 
en or  those  which  may  be  moved  on  the 
calendar. 

Pending  the  trial  of  the  cases  .llready 
noted,  a  large  number  of  answers  to 
complaints  were  filed  this  morning. 
Besides  the  answers  of  the  local  branch 
packing  hou.se  in  the  Frink  case  there 
were  the  following: 

The  Red  Cliflf  Lumber  company, 
which  has  been  sued  by  the  Lesure 
Lumber  company  for  a  balance  to  be. 
due  on  a  lumber  transaction,  admits 
a  memoranda  for  certain  lumber  to  b.> 
signed  by  its  president,  F.  L  Gilbert, 
but  that  before  the  signature  was  at- 
tached there  was  a  distinct  understand- 
ing that  the  lumber  to  be  furnished  thj 
Ued  Cliff  company  was  not  to  be 
"dosiey,  pile  and  wind  burnt." 

Admission  is  made  of  the  promissory 
note  of  $1,500  which  was  given  by  the 
Red  Cliff  company  and  which  is  al- 
leged to  have  been  sold  by  the  Lesurc 
Lumber  company  to  an  innocent  pur- 
chaser, being  paid  on  presentation  at 
the  end  of  four  months. 

The  Red  Cliff  Lumber  company  ad- 
mits that  in  December.  1904.  the  Lesure 
Lumber  company  shipped  to  it  a  cer- 
tain quantitv  of  lumber  that  was  not 
of  good  quality. 

The  Red  Cliff  company  claims  that 
it  did  not  inspect  the  lumber  in  the 
Lesure  company's  yards  for  the  reason 
that  it  was  in  a  pile  and  could  not 
be  viewed  until  i)j)en.  The  lumber  vviis 
refused  but  the  Lesure  comyiany  has 
never  offered  to  make  good,  according 
to   the   Red  Cliff   company. 

Admission  Is  made  by  the  Red  Cliff 
company  that  it  has  paid  no  other 
sum  than  the  amount  of  the  promis- 
sory note  mentioned. 

In  answer  to  the  alleged  second 
cause  of  action,  admission  is  made  by 
the  company  that  it  purchased  an- 
other bill  of  lumber  for  which  the  Le- 
sure Lumber  company  was  recjuested 
to  credit  the  Red  Cliff  company  $1,500 
on  account,  by  the  note  already  given. 
A  little  later  the  Red  Cliff  com- 
pany, .so  it  is  claimed,  sent  a  check 
for  $618.33.  the  amount  of  the  note, 
and  that  of  the  check  equaling  the 
value  of  the  bill  of  lumber  described 
in  the  cause  of  action.  The  Lesure 
company  Is  .said  to  have  refused  and 
returned  the  check. 

For  a  counter  claim  the  Red  Cliff 
Lumber  company  alleges  that  it  re- 
ceived no  consideration  for  Its  note,  of 
which  tho  Lesure  company  had  the 
benefit,  and  that  the  last  named  con- 
cern has  refused  and  neglected  to  de- 
liver or  tender  the  sort  of  lumber 
which  the  defendant  comp.any  believes 
it  is  entitled  to  under  its  agreement. 

The  Red  Cliflf  company  alleges  that 
during  the  time  alleged  in  the  com- 
plaint it  has  not  received  lumber  from 
the  Lesure  company  to  exceed  in  value 
$2,118.33,  and  asks  that  judgment  be 
nndcred  that  the  Lesuro  company 
rake  the  sum  of  $618.33.  with  interest 
from  Dec.  7,  li<04,  together  with  costs. 
Davis  &  Hollistcr  represent  the  Red 
Cliff  Lumber  company,  and  M.  H. 
.Stanford  represents  the  Lesure  Lum- 
ber comi>any.

VALITABLE     WOODS. 

Old  and  well -seasoned  oak  is  hard  to 
get  and  liardev  to  work,  say.i  the  Chicago 
.Journal. 

There  is  no  great  quantity  of  old  oak 
furniture  in  the  market,  and  old  pieces 
tiiat  would  supply  large  enough  lumber 
for  import. I nt  work  are  seldom  found. 
New  kiln-dried  oak  is  uncertain,  being 
luible  to  warp  and  crack. 

Paneled  articles  can  be  made  of  such 
material  with  some  .safety,  but  large, 
.solid  articles  arc  likely  to  give  a  bad 
account  of  themselves  at  the  end  of  a 
winter    in    a   steam -heated    house. 

Rosewood,  also,  the  best  cabinet  mak- 
ers distrust.  This  wood  has  a  peculiar 
oily  quality  that  makes  it  unsafe  when 
glued.  For  thl.s  reason  rosewood  is  used 
chiefly  as  a  veneer.  Thin  sheets  lo.se 
much  of  their  oil  and  take  glue  satis- 
factorily. 

Native  walnut  is  no  longer  a  favorite 
with  the  cabinet  makers.  This  wood  was 
in  effect  exhausted  a  quarter  of  a 
century  ago  or  more,  and  it  is  now  as 
expensive  as  maliogaiiy  and  by  no  means 
as   beautiful. 

CTiestnut  is  a  good  deal  prized,  not  for 
furniture,  but  for  wainscoting  and  for 
doors.  It  Is  suineiimes  put  up  in  the 
rough  with  good  effect,  and  sometimes 
oiled  and  polished,  when  11  is  remarkably 
beautiful  cun.sidering  the  cost. 

Gulf  cvpress  is  used  with  great  effect 
in  like  fashion,  and  when  filled  and  oiled 
it  makes  one  of  the  most  beautiful  woods 
for    inexpensivv^    Interior   decoration.

UNIQUE  OPERATION. 
A  surgical  oxMsration  without  the 
u.sual  accessories  of  operating  table, 
white-aproned  operators  and  nurses, 
and  the  glittering  "layout"  of  cruel- 
looking  Instruments,  w^as  performed 
in  Irvington.  says  the  Indianapolis 
News.     The   operating   room    was     the 

back  yard  of  an  Irvington  home.  The 
operator  was  a  well-known  Indian- 
apolis ophthalmologist,  assisted  by  an- 
other ophthalm  logipt  and  by  a  dentist 
— and  the  patient  w»a  a  dog. 

"Jack,"  the  dogi  Is  a  handsome 
Scotch  collie  that  one  night  this  sum- 
mer appeared  at  tht  tipme  of  Dr.  Jun- 
ius E.  Cravens,  the  ;dentlst,  and  there-  j 
after  claimed  It  as  'h^  dwelling  place. 
The  dog  is  a  fine,  majestic  animal,  but 
afflicted  with  cataract  of  both  eyes. 
This  is  not  a  very  unusual  affliction  iii 
the  case  of  old  dogs,  but  Jack  is  still 
young. 

The  animal,  practically  blind,  has 
been  iiotlcd  by  many  Irvington  people 
the  last  few  months,  as  he  wandered 
about  the  streets  near  his  adopted 
home.  Apparently  able  to  distinguisU 
bright  light  and  den.se  .shadows,  his 
blindness  has  been  so  nearly  total  that 
the  dog,  in  wandering  along  the  side- 
walk, would  run  into  trees,  bump 
against  the  legs  of  pedestrians,  and 
.sev(>ral  times  barely  escaped  being  run 
over  by  drivers  who  thought  he  would 
get  out  of  the  way  and  made  no  effort 
to  .avoid  him. 

Dr.  (Cravens  decided  that  an  opera- 
tion Cor  cataract  would  restore  the 
d<>g's  sight,  arid  the  operation  was  per- 
formed. Trussed  up  like  a  dressed 
chicken,  the  dog  was  laid  out  on  the 
grass,  a  muzzle  placed  over  his  nose, 
and  ohlorofoi-m  administered.  The 
combined  efforts  of  the  three  doctors 
and  an  a.ssistant  were  required  to 
overcome  the  animal  and  place  him 
under  the  influence  of  the  anesthetic, 
but  this  was  finally  done,  and  then  the 
surgeon  deftly  removed  the  film  that 
has  blinded  the  animal,  and  its  eyes 
were  as  good  as  ever.  Tlie  reluctance 
of  the  operators  to  figure  as  "vets" 
precludes  mention  of  their  names. 
After  it  w^as  all  over  and  the  dog, 
with  its  sight  restored,  was  walking 
.iround  In  a  circle,  as  It  recovered 
from  the  effects  of  the  chloroform,  the 
operating   ophth<i.lmologist    remarkod: 

"Here  is  a  point  that  may  be  of 
value  to  veterinarians  called  to  oper- 
ate on  dog."?.  The  use  of  chloroform  is 
•most  frequently  fatal  to  dogs,  about 
seventy-five  or  eigthy  out  of  100  dying 
under  its  effect.  I  hive  found  that 
death  is  not  due  dhr^tly  to  the  chlor- 
oform. A  dog's  tii>ngue  Is  extremely 
long,  and  when  under  the  Influence  of 
the  drug  the  mu.scles,  are  relaxed,  the 
tongue  falls  back  Itrto  the  animal's 
throat,  and  asphyxiation  results.  Now. 
as  you  noticed,  I  Mgfd  a  pair  of  for- 
ceps with  ibrtoa-d  grlppi(n(g  ends  to* 
hold  Jack's  tongue  and  keep  it  from 
drooping  back  Into  his  throat  and 
smothering  him.  The  result  Is  he  Is 
coming  out  all  right.  If  this  had  not 
been  done,  he  would  probably  be  dead. 
The  cataract  is  removed  and  Jaik  will 
be  able  to  see  about  "5  per  cent  bet- 
ter. He'll  be  obliged  to  u.se  two  pairs 
of  glasst"!?,  though,  one  for  reading  and 
one   for   distance."

"My  arrangement  with  her  was  that  the 
room  belonged  to  me  and  that  1  wa.s  sup- 
posed to  live  in  it,  though  as  a  matter  of 
fact,  the  only  use  I  should  make  of  It 
would  Ix?  to  entertain  three  or  four 
friends  at  card  parties  from  time  to  time. 
And  I  mentioned  a  price  to  be  paid  for 
such  light  refreshments  as  raiglil  be 
wanted  which  I  knew  would  stifle  her 
curiosity. 

"The  next  thing  was  to  engage  board 
at  the  hotel  on  the  next  corner,  where  1 
was  soon  known  as  an  hisurance  official 
with  a  pre.sumably  large  salary  and 
somewhat  sporty  tastes.

I  to  me  to  go  to  se.a  before  the  mast. 

I      "You've   .seen   prestidigitators  do  stunts 

i  with  a  cieek  of  c,%rds,   haven't  you.   on  a 

I  theater  stage?    Well,  did  It  ever  occur  to 

I  you  that  a  man  uoesn't  have  to  go  on  th<- 

I  stage  to  be  able  to  do  these  stunts,  and 

i  a   good   many   more? 

I  "What  did  you  say  about  a  square 
game?  Now,  look  here.  A  great  deal  of 
this  talk  about  a  .square  game  of  poker 
sounds  to  me  like  the  breaking  of  last 
year's  surf  on  the  shore  of  .some  i.sland 
In  the  South  sea.  and  I've  never  been  In 
the   South   sea  at   that.

"Do  you  meat  to  tell  me.  If  a  man 
knew  he  was  gcing  to  get  two  aces  In 
the  draw  that  h.-  wouldn't  open  the  pot 
on  one  ace  and  hold  up  a  kicker  to  It 
when  ho  arew?  lou  don't  think  the  aver- 
age man  would    lo  it?     Rats! 

"Now.  will  you  please  tell  me  any  good 
reason  why  a  m;tn  shouldn't  let  another 
man  bet  all  he  wants  to  on  a  hand  at 
poker,  even  if  he  knows  he  has  the  other 
man  beaten  to  u  pulp.'

When  about  thirty 
miles  northeast  of  Outer  island  the  1 
Pretoria  signaled  the  steamer  that  her  • 
steering  gear  had  given  out.  The 
steamer  then  tried  to  turn  and  get  the  | 
schooner  under  the  lee  of  Outer  island. 
The  tov/  line  of  the  Pretoria  broke,  and 
as  the  storm  was  Increasing  in  fury, 
the  steamer  had  to  seek  shelter  her- 
self. It  was  impossible  under  the  cir- 
cumstances to  pick  up  the  barge,  and 
she  was  left  to  her  fate. 

Tlie  Pretoria  had  a  pall  up  forward, 
but  the  wind  blew  it  to  ribbons.  She 
was  helpless,  in  the  trough  of  the  sea. 
The  waves  washed  over  her,  and  the 
wind  was  driving  her  in  the  direction 
of  Outer  island.  Tlie  pumps  were  sot 
at  work,  but  they  gave  out  and  the 
anchor  was  droppved  in  180  fathoms.  It 
dragged  some  distance,  but  at  last 
brought  up  one  and  one-half  miles 
from  the  island,  and  held.

Boulogne,  Sept.  £.— The  fact  that  stood 
out  most  clearlv  al  the  World's  Congres-s 
of  Esperanto,  the  new  "'universal  lan- 
guage," was  that  it  can  scarcely  become 
a  literary  vehicle,  even  though  it  might 
fill  a  commercial  \*M. 

This  fact  stood  oit  when  the  Esperanto 
traiislation  of  Moliere's  "Forced  Mar- 
riage" was  acted  it  the  Theater  Munici- 
pal. The  actual  result  was  a  monotonous 
ci^dence.  regularlv  rising  atid  falling,  and 
producin.g  a  desire  to  sleep. 

This  siner-sons  ef  ect  is  strongly  marked 
throughout  the  Eiiporanto  language,  not 
only  in  speeches  und  recitations,  hut  in 
ordinary  conversation.  It  is  the  outcome 
of  the  perfections  of  the  tongue,  and  does 
not  militate  in  the  least  agamst  its  utility. 
The  very  rules  vhich  make  Esperanto 
easy  to  learn  make  it  monotonous  to  lis- 
ten to.  For  instance,  all  nourts  end  in 
"o."  all  adiectlves  In  "a,"  all  adverbs 
(derived)  In  "e,"  i*id  all  plurals  in  "j.' 
All  verbs  are  regular;  there  Is  only 
one  conjugation;  here  is  not  a  solitary 
exception  to  a  sinigli^  rule;  and  in  pro- 
nunciation the  accent  always  somes  on 
the  penultimate  syllable.  Consequently, 
although  most  of  the  word.s,  considered 
individually,  have  a  bold  and  digtiitted 
sound,  in  the  aggregate  they  are  not 
pleasacit    to   the   e;ir. 

This  was  particularly  noticeable  In  a 
recitation  by  Miss  Schafer  of  London,  en- 
titled "Cu  esti  au  ne  esti?"  which  means 
■  To  be  or  not  to  ae?"  and  it  is  doubtful 
whether  Sir  Henry  Irving  at  his  best  could 
have  made  Hamkt's  soliloquy  in  Ksper- 
anto  even  distantly  compare  in  dramatic 
force  with  the  lani;uage  that  Shakespeare 
wrote. 

The  invasion  of  Boulogne  by  the  Ex- 
pansionists—Broth  ?rhood  of  the  Green 
Button— was  not  ivithout  its  minor  tra- 
gedies. One  morring  a  young  man  was 
found  .sitting  on  the  .-iteps  of  a  bathing  ma- 
chine, with  despal  ■  written  upon  his  face. 
On  his  lap  was  a  hVench  and  English  dic- 
tionary and  a  copy  of  somebody's  first 
Frencli  course. 

It  appeared  that  he  had  been  studying 
French  for  two  years  in  London  under  an 
expert  master,  and  had  made  his  first  trip 
to  France  with  th  s  fixed  determination  of 
trying  his  skill.

Overpeck  received  a  telegram  from 
Civil  Engineer  John  Lraird  of  St.  Loirla, 
Mo.,  saying  he  had  received  a  telegram 
from  her  husband,  sent  from  Lewls- 
buig,  Ohio,  in  which  Overpeck  said 
he  was  on  his  way  to  St.  L.auis,  and 
asking  Mr.  Laird  to  wire  him  at  In- 
dianapolis.

Portsmouth,  N.  H.,  Sept.  6.-Life  in 
this  picturesque  section  of  New  Eng- 
land, which  for  the  last  four  weeks 
has  centered  around  proceedings  of 
the  peace  conference,  began  slipping 
back  into  normal  channels  today  with 
the  departure  of  Mr.  Witte  and  the 
Russian  mission  on  a  special  train  for 
New  York,  and  the  Japanese  entcur- 
BLKv.  who  did  not  go  with  Baron  Kom- 
ura.   last    night.      Mr.    Witte    was    up 


early  this  morning,  and  before  he  had 
taken  breakfa.st  a  crowd  had  assem- 
bled in  the  hotel  veranda  to  see  him 
off  He  shook  hands  with  each  of  the 
persons  gathered  about  him.  and  when 
he  started  he  was  given  cheers  and 
cries  of    -Adieu." 

Mr  Takahlra,  who  headed  the  Jap- 
anese party,  also  was  heartily  cheered. 

At  the  navy  yard  the  work  has  al- 
ready begun  of  restoring  the  general 
store  to  its  former  condition.

A  mass  meeting  to  protest 
against  the  action  of  the  government 
was  called  to  take  place  at  Hibiya 
park,  but  the  Metropolitan  police 
closed  the  gates  and  attempted  to  pre- 
vent the  assemblage  of  the  people.

However,  if  my  opinion  can.  even  in  a 
email    degree,    enlighten    the    political 
situation  and  assi-st  in  a  right  and  im- 
raitial    apureciatlon    of    the    treaty    ol 
Porl.sniouth.   I   am   ready   to   say   what 
I    think.     I    have   net    the    intention    of 
condemning  or   praising   anything,   but 
will  limit  myself  to  some  rudimentary 
elements,   which  may   help   in   the   for- 
mation of  a  just  and  enlightened  pub- 
lic opinion.  „       ,  , 
"The   last    war   between    Russia   and 
Japan   has  no  precedent  in   the  annals 
of  international  wars,  it  is  'unique  and 
original'    in   its    exploits   as    well   as   in 
the  ccn«tions  of  the  struggle.     Russia 
Bustainnd     reverses     and     misfortunes 
which     nobody     expected.      Japan     ob- 
tained successes   which   surprised  even 
the    Japanese    patriots. 

"When  it  is  asked:     "Where  was  the 
theater  of  war?'  it  is  answered,  'It  was 
In   neutral   territory.'     It   must   be   ad- 
mitted   thAt    such    a   war    during    nine- 
teen    months     on    the    territory    of     a 
neutral     state    is    an    absolutely    new 
ccvndltlon  in  the  annals  of  international 
relations.       Considering     these     unique 
and   extraordinary   circumstances,    it    is 
only    too    natural    that    the    clauses    of 
the  treaty  of  peace  signed  regard  more 
the    neutral    states,    Korea    and    China, 
than    the   territorial   possessions  of   the 
two    belligerent    powers.      It    was    only 
at   the     last   moment,   almost     at     the 
opening  of   the   peace   conference,    that 
Russian  territory,  a  part  of  the  island 
of  Sakhalin,  was  occupied  by  the  Jap- 
anese      On    account    of    this    situation 
the    present    treaty    of    peace    between 
Russia  and  Japan   will   always  attract 
the  attention  of  jurists  and  doplomat- 
Ist"      They  will  be  astonished  in  seeing 
that    after    a    terrible    struggle    during 
eighteen    months,    between    two    great 
milit.-'ry    powers,    as    having   shed    tor- 
rents of  human  blood,  a  treaty  of  peace 
was    concluded,    the    clauses    of    which 
regard    almost    exclusively    Korea    and 
Manchuria.      The    surprise   of    the    fut- 
ure   Impartial    historian    will    increase 
with    the    knowledge    that    before    the 
war     the     Japanese     predominance     in 
Korea    was      already    foiTnally      recog- 
nized,  and  that   Russia  never  Intended 
to    oprose    the    principle    of    the    'open 
door'    in    Manchuria    so    solmenly    pro- 
claimed by  the  treaty  of  Portsmouth. 

"That  is  why  Russia  could  not  admit 
the    Japanese     pretension    of    a    reiin- 1 
bursement  for  the  cost  of  the  war.     A 
belligerent    country,    the    torritoi-y      of 
which    is   intact,   and   not   occupied   by 
the  enemy   is  not  vanquished  and  can- 
not  pay    war     tribute.     That    is     w'hy 
Russia,  for  love  of  peace,  sacrificed  the 
Bouthern    part    of   .Sakhalin       However 
all   the   other  clauses  of   the   treaty   of 
peace    regard    Korea    and    Manchuria 
and    show    the    Incontestable    fact    that 
Russia      for    the     moment,     abandoned 
her    grandiose    and    worldly    policy    in 
the  direction  of   distant   and   uncertain 
fields   of  the   Far   East.     Personally.    I 
am  convinced  that  after  having  known 
the  clauses  of  the  treaty  of  peace  thw

U.  S.  Regulations  In  Relation 
Emigrants  Put  In  Force. 


Hamburg.  Sept.  6. — A  case  of  chol- 
era, the  third  up  to  date,  was  found 
Ibday  in  the  heart  of  the  business 
and  hotel   districts  here.

Washington,  Sept.  6.-Dr.  David  B. 
Salmon,  chief  of  the  bureau  otf  animal 
Industry,  department  of  agriculture, 
has  tendered  his  resignation,  to  take 
effect  immediately  on  the  appointment 
of  his  successor.  The  resigtiation  has 
been  accepted,  tc  take  effect  Oct.  1.

Songs 
are  sung;  sweet  musical  chants  are 
heard,  and  the  scene  suggests  nothing 
so  much  as  a  bit  of  fairyland  itself.

The  grand  jury  organized  this  morn- 
ing ajid  by  this  afternoon  was  at  work 
on  the  large  number  of  criminal  matters 
that    have    come    up    for    its    attention. 

Twenty-one  grand  Jurors  responded 
to  the  roll  call  shortly  after  11  o'clock, 
one  juror,  Iver  C.  Iverson,  being  ex- 
ctised  on  his  plea  that  he  is  not  a  citi- 
zen of  the  United  States. 

J.  D.  Mahoney  was  appointed  fore- 
man, the  jury  was  sworn  and  charged 
by  Judge  W.  A.  Cant. 

The  court's  preliminary  remarks  were 
gtnera!  in  nature.'Wle  referred  to  the 
importance  of  the  grand  jury  and  the 
necessity  of  secrecy  in  its  deliberations. 

"The  grand  Jury,"  said  Judge  Cant, 
addressing  the  jurors,  "is  a  very  im- 
portant organization  in  the  county.  It 
is  composed  of  men  who  are  not  sup- 
posed to  have  axes  to  grind,  or  who  are 
seeking  personal  ends. 

"You  are  to  be  absolutely  fearless, 
without  prejudice,  remembering  at  all 
times  that  you  seek  the  welfare  of  the 
whole  community.  ' 

The  court  read  the  statutes  bearing 
on  the  subject  of  the  grand  Jury  and  its 
duties  and  specially  urged  the  clause 
regarding  secrecy  of  proceedings. 

It  takes  sixteen  grand  jurors  to  con- 
stitute a  quorum  and  at  least  twelve 
must  concur  before  an  Indictment  can 
l-e  returned. 

The  grand  jury  is  permitted  to  set  cer 
its  own  hours  of  meeting,  the  court  sug- 
gesting that  they  be  made  to  conform 
as  near  as  possible  with  that  of  the 
court,  and  that  the  business  be  dis- 
patched as  quickly  as  possible.  It  is 
expected  that  the  first  grand  Jury  report 
will  be  maue  tomorrow  morning.

Missouri  Club  Has  Plan 
to  Study  Parliament- 
ary Law. 

The  meetings  of  the  Missouri  club, 
which  is  the  name  of  the  debating  society 
of  the  Y.  M.  C.  A.,  will  this  year  take  the 
form  of  a  regular  senate  meeting. 

The  club  will  be  modeled  on  the  plan  of 
the  United  States  senate,  and  all  forms  of 
parliamentary  law  will  be  rigidly  adhered 
to. 

Debates  will  be  held  every  Saturday 
evening  during  the  winter  months,  com- 
mencing Oct.  1.  and  the  meetings  are  ex- 
pected to  be  instructive  as  well  as 
amusins. 

The  club  now  has  forty-five  members, 
and  this  number  will  probably  be  con- 
siderably Increased  before  the  meetings 
are  resumed. 


For  the  first  time  since  the  early  part 
of  the  summer  the  Duluth  Sunday 
School  association  held  a  session  last 
evening  in  St.  Luke's  Epiacopai 
church.  The  ladies  served  supper  from 
6:30  to  7:30,  and  a  lengthy  program 
was  given  later  in  the  evening.  The 
attendance   was   large. 

A  number  of  addresses  touching 
upon  Sunday  school  work  in  Duluth 
were  g'iven  by  local  pastors.  As  Rev. 
Dr.  Rice  was  obliged  to  leave  early, 
his  was  the  first  address,  and  his  topic 
was  "The  Relation  of  the  Pastor  to  the 
Sunday  School."  He  declared  that 
pastors  should  pay  much  attention  to 
this  branch  of  their  work,  and  that 
adult  men,  church  members,  should  at 
all  times  show  a  lively  interest  in  the 
schools. 

Rev.  R.  J.  Mooney  delivered  an  ad- 
cress  of  welcome,  in  which  he  empha- 
sized the  nec^d  of  a  direct  catechism. 
This  point  was  discussed  by  the  asso- 
ciation members  to  some  length,  the 
sentiment   being  generally   favorable. 

Rev.  Harry  W^  Johnson,  pastor  of 
Plymouth  Congregational  church  In 
West  Duluth,  gave, a  talk  on  "Sunday 
School  Organization."  An  interesting 
di.scussion  followed  this  talk. 

A  song  Service  was  held.  Mrs.  H.  A. 
Leidel  was  at  the  organ,  and  solos 
were  given  by  Miss  Clara  Richardson 
and  Roy  Prytz.  Devotional  services 
were  conducted  by  Rev.  Arthur  H. 
Wurtele. 

In  addition  to  the  general  session,  an 
enthusiastic  business  meeting  was 
held.  It  was  decider!  to  turn  all  the 
money  collected  in  the  Sunday  schools, 
on  the  fir.st  Sunday  in  November,  to 
the  missionary  department  of  the  Sun- 
day School  union. 


Preliminary  steps  toward  fixing  the 
levy  for  1906  will  be  taken  at  the 
meeting  of  the  conference  committee 
tomorrow  afternoon.

Chief  Troyer  has  asked  for  the  addi- 
tion of  two  or  three  officers  to  the 
force,  and  the  board  of  public  works 
announces  the  necessity  for  a  larger 
fund  to  properly  maintain  the  streets 
and  keep  the  different  Improvements 
in  the  city  in  a  proper  state  of  repair. 

The  city  is  already  pledged  to  spend 
about  J18,000  this  year  for  a  garbage 
creamatorv,  and  an  Increased  levy  will 
have    to    be    made    for    the    permanent

STRONG  MEN  NEEDED. 

The  Herald  notes  with  pleasure  that  a  number  of 
rewspapcrs  in  Northern  Miimesota  have  taken  up  its 
ap;>eal  to  the  people  to  send  ihcir  best  men  to  the  legis- 
lature next  time,  in  order  that  this  end  of  the  state  may 
be  assured  a  square  deal  in  the  reapportionment  of 
senatorial  districts  and  in  the  several  vitally  important 
matters  that  it  will  have  to  present  to  the  legislature 
next  time. 

The  Herald  started  this  appeal  af  this  time  believing 
that  it  is  not  too  early  to  begin  to  think  of  such  matters, 
and  knowing  that  the  importance  of  the  movement 
would  readily  appeal  to  t'hc  press  of  Northern  Minnesota, 
which  will  have  to  bear  the  burden  of  stirring  up  and 
keeping  stirred  up  the  proper  public  sentiment  in  the 
matter.  It  did  not  start  the  movement  with  the  intendon 
of  laying  back  after  it  had  been  started  and  letting  things 
take  their  own  course.  It'  proposes  to  keep  the  fight  up, 
and  it  needs  all  the  help  that  the  newspapers  of  Northern  j  call  "paternalism. 
Minne.s.na.  always  alive  to  the  intersts  of  their  com- 
mniiies  can  give  it. 

The  fact  that  a  few  broad-minded  country  editors  in 
Southern  Minnesota  have  saia  a  good  word  for  drainage 
and  immigration  is  encouraging,  but  it  must  not  be  per- 
mitted to  deceive  anyone  with  the  idea  that  Southern 
Minnesota  is  going  to  act  in  any  way  differently  from 
its  former  course  in  regard  to  this  end  of  the  state,  and 
give  up  all  we  ask  without  a  murmur.  Northern  Minne- 
sota has  always  had  to  fight  for  all  she  got,  because 
legislative  matters  are  ruka  on  selfish  principles,  and 
Northern  Minnesota  has  been  a  legislative  minoriiy.  She 
will  remain  so  in  the  next  legislature,  but  if  the  proper 
attention  is  given  to  the  selection  of  candidates  that 
preponderance  of  votes  can  be  overturned  by  a  pre- 
ponderance of  energy  and  ability. 

Next"  year,  at  the  primary  election  and  later  at  the 
general  election,  senators  and  representatives  v.-ill  be 
selected  from  every  district.  The  people,  particularly 
under  the  primary  election  system,  select  their  own 
candidates  and  fill  their  own  offices  and  theirs  is  the 
blame  if  they  allow  incompetents  and  sluggards  to 
become  public  officials. 

Both  parties  should  cause  their  best  men  to  become 
candidates  for  the  legislature  next  year.  True,  they 
should  do  this  for  all  offices  every  year,  but  it  does  not 
always  work  out  that  way.  Much  depends  upon  its  work- 
ing out  that  way  in  the  elections  for  legislative  repre- 
sentatives next  year.  The  matters  which  Northern 
Minnesota  seeks  to  regulate  are  not  matters  of  party; 
sentiment  will  be  so  strong  that  doubtless  both  parties 
will  go  upon  record  with  equal  firmness  and  clearness 
upon  all  of  them;  they  are  simply  matters  of  good  busi- 
ness and  good  government,  and  the  politics  of  the  men 
selected  to  handle  them  are  of  the  very  least  importance— 
so  they  are  able  and  energetic. 


'  ihe  present  "reign  of  graft,"  proof  that  popular  govern- 
ment is  in  no  way  fitted  to  do  much  more  tnan  govern, 
and  that  any  attempt  to  broaden  its  powers  leads 
inevitably  to  graft.  The  News  says  that  self-govern- 
ment is  the  governmeni"  of  all,  by  all  and  for  all,  and 
that  it  cannot  continue  to  be  this  if  it  seeks  to  do  things 
for  any  one  class,  no  matter  how  large  and  influential 
that  class  may  be. 

Stuff  and  nonsense!  The  trouble  witli  people  who 
affect  to  be  horrified  at  the  suggestion  of  paternalism 
is  not  that  they  fear  that  anything  is  likely  to  be  done 
in  the  interests  of  a  large  and  influential  class,  but 
that  they  fear  something  is  going  to  be  done  in  the 
interests  of  the  whole  people  that  will  destroy  the 
special  privileges  of  a  favored  few.  We  are  going  to 
hear  a  good  deal  about  "paternalism"  in  the  coming 
years,  and  it  will  be  discussed  as  though  it  were  some- 
thing horrid  like  crime  or  deceit.  It  is  not  horrid,  *t 
ail.  There  may  be  some  that  honestly  disbelieve  in  it; 
there  are  many  that  honestly  believe  in  it,  and  would 
nave  government  do  for  its  people  fairly  and  honestly 
things  that  private  interests  wield  for  the  despoliation 
of  the  people.  Government  control  of  railways  and 
railway  rates  is  going  to  be  slightingly  referred  to  as 
"paternalism."    Let  nobody  be  alarmed  at'  the  epithet. 

The  postoffice  department,  the  agricultural  depart- 
ment in  its  many  phases,  the  patent  office,  the  pension 
bureau,  the  library  of  congress,  improvement  of  rivers 
and  harbors,  building  of  lighthouses,  charting  of  shoals 
and  menaces  to  navigation,  the  weather  bureau,  and 
numerous  other  features  of  the  federal  government 
are   the   rankest  kind   of  paternalism.     Yet  who  wishes

when  they  have  the  same  experience. 

When  Ely's  father  died  he  came  into  a  fortune  of 
$200,000.  He  spent  it',  and  spent  it  foolishly,  of  course, 
and  quickly.  He  was  young,  inexperienced,  and  he  found 
plenty  of  people  to  help  him  spend  it  and  to  forget  him 
when  it  was  gone.  It  was  the  old,  old  story  of  the  fool 
and  his  money.  They  were  soon  parted  and  so  now  the 
fool  and  the  friends  his  fast-flying  money  brought  him. 
Most  of  it  went  on  the  race  tracks,  and  he  took  pride  in 
being  a  "game  loser"  and  in  the  fact  that  the  touts  and 
bookies  who  got  his  money  patted  him  on  the  back  and 
called  him  "good  fellow." 

When   his   money  was   gone,   of  course,  they  kicked 
him  out. 

It  was 'not'  the  loss  of  the  money  that  mattered.  Ely 
was  young,  and  the  experience  for  which  he  gave  his 
money  was  worth  all  it  cost,  if  ae  had  been  strong 
enough  to  utilize  it.  But  his  associations  and  the  man- 
ner of  his  distribution  of  the  money  had  destroyed  much 
more  than  his  fortune.  It  had  debased  and  destroyed 
t'hat  which  is  worth  all  the  fortunes  in  the  world  and 
more,  and  which  all  the  world's  riches  cannot  replace 
when  it  is  once  destroyed— his  character.  He  had  fallen 
into  a  jaundiced  view  of  life,  which  had  become  a  thing 
to  be  frittered  away  in  enjoyments,  at  any  cost,  instead 
of  a  thing  to  do  usefulness  with. 

When  it  became  necessary  for  him  to  earn  his  living, 
contact'  with  real  life  laid  bare  the  streak  of  yellow. 
Money,  not  character  or  labor,  was  the  only  means  he 
knew  of  for  accomplishing  things.  So  he  failed,  and 
presently  wiien  he  was  short  of  money,  he  stole.  Shortly 
he  was  attempting  to  follow  the  parlous  career  of  bur- 
glar. He  did  follow  it,  long  enough  to  land  himself 
behind  prison  doors. 

Ely's  father  had  done  much  better  if  he  had  thrown 
away  his  fortune  and  left  his  son  nothing  but  his  own 
courage  and  ambition.  He  might  have  done  something 
with  himself,  in  that  event.  Young  Ely  would  have  been 
better  off  if  he  had  been  presented  with  a  ticket  to  a 
soup  kitchen  instead  of  that  fortune  of  $200,000 
fortune  was  his  undoing.

henry^Tdear 
with  mosby 

Was  One  of  Last  Sur- 
vivors of  Famous 
Guerrillas. 

The  death  of  Henry  C.  Dear,  formerly 
of  Superior,  who  pa.ssed  away  last  week  In 
Washington.  D.  C.  Is  thtis  referred  to  by 
the  Washington  Post  of  Sept.  3: 

Henry  Clay  Dear,  one  of  the  la.^t  .sur- 
vivors of  Col.  Mosby's  famous  gueiriUas, 
died  at  2:30  o'clock  yesterday  afternoon  at 
the  Garfield  hospital.  Mr.  Dear  was  one 
of  the  youngest  men  that  fought  in  the 
Civil  war.  having  been  under  tire  at  the 
age  of  13.  He  and  hl.s  brother.  William 
Dear,  were  great  favorites  of  Col.  Mosby. 
and  were  given  the  command  of  many 
important   raiding   parties. 

In  a  history  of  Mosby's  guerrillas, 
which  was  publi-shed  lately,  Mr.  Dear's 
name  appears  many  times.  During  a  skir- 
mish which  occurred  between  the  towns 
of  Hamilton  and  Lin.-oln  h*;  was  engaged 
in  a  hand-to-hand  struggle  with  a  Federal 
officer.  The  belt  and  saber  of  that  un- 
lucky officer  are  still  in  posession  of  tlie 
Dear  family.  At  another  time  he  and 
his  cousin,  CharU\q  Dear,  with  two  others. 
held  a  largo  detachment  of  ITnion  soldiers 
at  bay  until  the  arrival  of  the  main  body. 
He  was  also  In  th<»  famous  "Greenback 
raid."  which  occured  between  hero  and 
Winchester.  In  that  raid  seventy-two  of 
Mosby's  mr>n  made  their  way  twenty 
miles  in.side  of  the  Union  lines  and  e.s- 
caped  wltli  thousands  of  dollars  In  green- 
backs. 

Mr.  De.ar  resided  at  his  home  In  I^ees- 
burg,  V'l.,  for  a  .short  time  after  the  war, 
and  Col.  Mosby  often  went  there  to  .see 
"his  lK>y,"  as  he  called  Mr.  Dear.  From 
Ijeesburg  he  went  West,  and  was  em-  1 
ployed  as  a  salesman  for  an  Omaha 
house  until  he  received  an  apptiintment  as 
post  trader  at  Fort  Robinson,  Neb.  From 
Fort  Robinson  he  wa^  transferred  to 
Fort  Niobrara.  Neb.  and  It  was  at  the  lat- 
ter fc^rt  that  he  received  the  injuiies 
which  resulted  In  hi.s  death.  Mr.  Dear 
and  a  party  of  officers  were  out  shoot- 
ing at  some  lakes  near  Fort  Niobrara.  It 
was  in  the  heart  of  a  Nebra«(ka  winter, 
and  a  thick  crust  of  ice  covered  the 
lakes,  but  for  some  unexplained  reason 
the  ice  gave  way  under  Mr.  Dear  and  he 
was  precipitated  into  the  freezing  water. 
He  was  so  badiy  frozen  beiore  he  could 
be  carried  to  the  neare.st  house  tl-.at  he 
dev»^!opetl  acute  rheumatism,  and  though 
most  >)t  his  time  since  then  was  spent  at 
different  health  giving  springs,  he  never 
recovered. 

Mr.  Dear  was  57  years  of  age,  and  a 
native  of  Loudoun  county,  Virginia.  He 
is  survived  by  two  ,«i.sters,  Mr.s.  J.  E. 
Brennan  and  Mrs.  Thomas  Wynkix)p,  and 
three  brothers,  R.  B.,  F.  H.  and  L.  C. 
Dear.  The  remains  are  to  be  taken  to 
Middleburg.  Va.

DIES  ON  TRACK 

Canadian  Queen  Bursts  a 

Blood  Vessel  During 

Past  Race, 

Hartr.rd,  Conn..  Sept.  6.— The  opening 
day  of  the  grand  circuit  races  at  Charter 
Oak  park,  ended  In  a  tragedy,  when  S  ulle 
Mac,  the  Canadian  queen,  dropped  dead 
In  the  fourth  heat  of  the  $10,000  Charter 
Oak  trot,  the  classic  event  of  the  meet. 
She  fell  about  200  yards  from  the  finish, 
when  making  a  desperate  effort  to  regain 
a  lead  whioh  she  gallantly  held  until 
rounding  the  last  turn.  Sadie  Max; 
seemed  to  have  lose  her  strength  just  at 
the  period  when  her  driver  was  urging 
her  to  do  her  best,  but  she  was  exhaust- 
ed and,  dropping  to  the  track,  rolled  over 
and  died  Instantly.  A  veterinary  surgeon 
attributed  death  to  a  broken  blood  vessel, 
and  horsemen  who  had  been  watching 
her,  declare  that  she  had  acted  strangely 
all  the  afternoon. 

The  gallant  mare  had  met  her  Waterloo 
falling  to  take  a  single  heat  of  the  four 
that  were  run.  It  was  apparent  from  the 
outset  that  she  was  In  the  fastest  com- 
pany of  her  brilliant  turf  career  and 
she  died  trying  to  save  her  laurels.  An- 
gilio,  Zephyr,  and  Glenwood  M.,  all  proved 
too  fast  for  her  today.  Sadie  Mac  was  a 
big  favorite  in  the  first  heat,  but  finished 
only  third  and  It  wa<?  then  that  the  big 
following  of  horsemen  scented  something 
ami.ss.  Eight  tlm*^  the  field  had  to  score 
In  this  heat,  and  Driver  Stinson  attributed 
SiXdle  Mac's  defeat  to  the  fact  that  she 
was  tired  out  by  the  time  the  word  to  go 
was   given. 

When  the  tragic  climax  came  hundreds 
of  men  thronged  on  the  track  and  when  it 
was  announced  that  the  great  mare  was 
dead,  all  sorts  of  rumors  spread  through 
the  crowd.  It  was  first  hinted  that  she 
had  been  drugged,  but  those  wild  rumors 
were  finally  discredited  and  the  word  of 
tlie  veterinarian  was  accepted. 

When  Sadie  Macs  owner.  Miss  Kather- 
Ine  Wilkes,  who  was  in  a  private  bo.K, 
hf^ard  of  her  death,  she  was  deeply  af- 
fected and   left  the  grounds  Immediately.

FISH  AND  GAME  PRESERVE 

In  St.  Louis  and  Lake  Counties 
Is  Proposed. 

.St.  Paul.  Sept.  6. — A  mammoth  fores- 
try and  fish  and  game  preserve  to  be 
under  the  supervision  of  the  state 
forestry  board  is  proposed  to  be  estab- 
lished in  the  vicinity  of  Lake  Le  Croix 
and  Crooked  lake  In  the  northern  part 
of  SL  Louis  and  Lake  counties.  The 
tract  covers  about  70,000  acres  and  con- 
tains some  of  the  finest  scenery  in 
Minnesota  and   the  Northwest. 

On  motion  of  Frederick  Weyerhaeuser 
of  St.  Paul,  the  state  forestry  board 
yesterday  passed  unanimously  a  reso- 
lution calling  for  the  drafting  of  a  bill 
to  be  introduced  in  the  next  session  of 
congress  ceding  the  government  vacant 
land  in  this  vicinity  which  has  been 
withdrawn  from  the  market  for  fores- 
try purposes  by  the  secretary  of  the 
interior  at  Washington.  The  land  was 
withdrawn  .some  time  ago  on  the 
recommendation  of  Gen.  C.  C.  Andrews, 
chief  fire  warden. 

The  forestry  service  at  Washington 
will  examine  the  land  with  a  view  to 
ascertaining  whether  it  is  suitable  for 
forestry    purposes. 

Lake  Le  Croix  and  Crooked  lake,  two 
of  the  most  picturesque  lakes  in  north- 
ern Minnesota,  extend  along  the  north- 
ern boundary  of  Minne.sota  about  fifty 
miles.  The  lakes  are  from  four  to  six 
miles  long,  and  are  studded  with  little 
islands  of  almost  solid  rock  and  granite. 
Some  of  the  islands  are  covered  with 
pine,  the  growth  of  centuries.  Cur- 
tain falls,  one  of  the  most  beautiful 
falls  in  northern  Minnesota,  are  located 
at  the  outlet  of  Crooked  lake.

The 
Investigation  made  by  the   Keep   com- 
mission  into   the   lettmg  of   a   contract 
lor  seventy-two     La-nston     typesetting  1 
machines   for   use     in    the   government 
printing  otflce  disclosed  a  serious  con- j 
dition  of  affairs  in  the  management  of  j 
the  offl-ce.     Prominent  men  in  the  office  I 
force  were  divided  into  cliques.     These  | 
cliques  were  so  detrimental  to  the  in- 
terests   of    the    government    that     the 
standard  of  efficiency  in   the  establish- 
ment  was    reduced    materially. 

The   evidence   adduced    by    the   com- 
mi3.^ion  in  the  course     of     its     inquiry 
<  rc.ited  much  bitter  feeling  among  the 
men    holding     high     positions     in    the 
offl-'e.     One  of  the  dirfx^t  results  of  this 
feeling  was  the  demand  made  by  Pub- 
lic Printer  Palmer  for  the  resignations!

the  hand?>  of  the  Keep  commission  fori 
.s;i.h    inves-ierition    as    might    be    neces- 


sary. Coupled  with  this  action  of  the 
president  was  the  demand  on  Mr.  Pal- 
mer  for   his  resignation. 

With  the  Incoming  of  Mr.  Palmer's 
successor — and  there  Is  ample  author- 
ity for  the  statement  that  he  has  not 
l>een  selected  yet,  it  ia  expected  a 
thorough  reorganization  of  the  work 
ing  force  of  the  government  printing 
offlce   will  take  place. 

Among  the  men  mentioned  in  con- 
nection with  the  office  are  Oscar  J 
Rickett.s.  whom  the  public  printer 
sought  to  remove;  A.  J.  Bryan,  chief 
clerk;  William  L.  Rossitter.  chief  clerk 
of  the  census  bureau,  and  John  Leech, 
pul>lic  printer  in  the  Philippines.  The 
offlce  pays  a  .salary  of  $4,500  a  year 
The  annual  disbursements  for  the 
g-overnment  printing  offlce  aggregates 
about  $7,000,000.

Boston  Mercbant. 

Chicago.  Sept.  6— "If  the  recent  differ- 
ential decision  showed  anything,"  said 
Gfi  ffrev  B.  L.ehy.  a  big  coffee  importer 
of  Uoaton,  tt;mpDrurlly  in  tliis  city,  "it 
proved  that  the  interstate  commerce  com- 
mission is  detlnitely  given  over  to  the  dis- 
tfince  ba.«i3  of  freight  rates,  which  we  as 
merchants  know  to  be  the  least  acientiftc, 
a-nd  most  productive  ot  trouble  to  com^- 
merce  and  industries. 

"I  sav  this  is  their  evident  basis  from 
the  fact  that  in  spite  of  the  fact  that 
Boston  and  New  York  offer  shipping  ad- 
vantages superior  to  any  ports  in  Am- 
erica, the  mere  item  that  Philadelphia  is 
only  82::  miie-s  from  Chicago  against  New 
York's  'Jli  miles  distant,  caused  a  differ- 
ential rate  of  1  ce*it  per  hundredwelglit 
or  tlour,  in  Philadelphia's  tavor.  If  fur- 
ther certification  be  required,  look  at  Bal- 
timore's dllterentiai  and  draw  your  own 
conclusions.  Tlie  city  on  the  Patajweo 
is'  only  801  miles  from  Chicago,  and  the 
difference  of  111  miles  is  rewarded  by  cut- 
ting off  2  cents  In  the  rate  on  flour. 

"I  thrnk  that  no  business  man  feels 
that  the  distance  basis  is  a  good  one.  On 
the  contrary,  they  know  it  to  be  a'lso- 
lutely  fatal  to  the  spread  and  growth, 
either  of  commercial  or  industrial  activi- 
ty. One  Btite  which  Is  geographically 
located  nearer  the  seaboard  can  send  its 
goods  to  Europe  at  price'?,  which  the 
cumulative  rates  would  make  it  imposs:- 
blo  for  tlie  cities  further  lo.-ated  inland 
to  touch.  TJiat  would  ct>Tifine  the  produc- 
tion in  the  inland  cities  to  their  Immediate 
domestic  needs  and  would  result  in  the 
loss  of  millions  of  dollars  aiinually  to  the 
West. 

"Strictly  speaking,  I  do  not  think  we 
of  the  East  would  suffer  half  as  much  as 
you  Would  out  We.st.  We  liave  the  ad- 
vantage of  l>elng  closer  to  the  seaboard 
and  would  of  course  get  a  tremendous  ad- 
vantage in  the  European  tra'ie,  but  what 
we  might  gain  in  Increased  industrials 
and  agricultural  activity  would  not  com- 
pensate for  the  loss  in  interest  on  the  In- 
vestments held  by  Eastern  people 
throughout  the  West,  so  we  of  the  E.ist 
are  now  practically  of  one  mind,  that  it 
would  be  the  most  short-sighted  of  all 
business  policies  to  put  the  making  of 
rates  Into  tlie  hands  of  any  political  com- 
mission, and  particularly  one  which  by 
its  decisions  showed  it  was  committed  to 
a  hard  and   fast  basis  of  mileage  rates."

Making  Bread  and  Pastry 

In  Buffalo  State 

Hospital. 

Buffalo,  N.  Y..  Sept.  6.— In  the  bakery 
of  the  Buffalo  State  hospital  there  is  a 
middle-aged  man  who  la  ever  a  sub- 
ject of  interest  to  the  physicians.  He 
is  usually  active  and  goes  about  his 
work  of  making  bread  and  pastry  as 
intelligently  as  any  expert  professional 
baker  who  ia  credited  with  being  ra- 
tional. 

At  times  there  appears  upon  his  face 
and  In  his  eyes,  as  he  is  bending  over 
the  kneadlng-board,  or  carrying  pans 
to  or  from  the  ovens,  an  expression  of 
abstraction,  a  faraway  look  as  if  his 
mind  were  straying  back  into  a  hazy 
past  in  search  of  something  almost  or 
quite  gone  from  memory. 

Three  months  have  elapsed  since  thia 
man  was  found  lying  unconscious  on 
a  carriageway  in  Delaware  Park,  the 
supposed  victim  of  a  footpad.  Through 
the  finding  of  a  l>aker's  union  due- 
book,  not  far  from  where  he  lay— a  dis- 
covery made  by  Express  reporters— 
and  the  initials,  O.  G.,  which  appeared 
upf^n  the  collar  band  of  his  .shirt,  he 
was  identified  as  a  man  who  was 
known  In  Detroit  as  George  Gibbs,  who 
belonged  to  the  Bakers'  union  there; 
who  had  been  picked  up  unconscious 
under  similar  conditions  in  that  city 
within  a  year  and  had  been  kept  a 
patient  in  a  hospital  there  for  several 
months,  or  until  about  five  months  be- 
fore he  was  found  in  Buffalo. 

When  he  recovered  consciousness  at 
the  Sisters'  hospital,  he  identified 
himself  as  John  Holsteln  of  Brooklyn, 
a  mechanical  draftsman,  educated  In 
Berlin,  Germany,  who  had  been  in  the 
United  States  seventeen  years  and  had 
been  employed  In  New  York,  Philadel- 
phia. Cincinnati  and  other  cities. 
When  questioned,  he  said  he  had  never 
l>orno  the  name  of  Glbbs,  was  not  a 
baker,  and  had  never  been  in  Detroit. 

In  addition  to  the  circumstances  al- 
ready mentioned  as  proofs  that  he  had 
lived  in  Detroit  as  George  Gibbs,  a 
nur.se  from  the  Detroit  hospital  where 
he  was  confined  positively  identified 
him  as  Gibbs.  Yet  Holsteln,  as  h^ 
called  himself,  seemed  so  sincere  that 
all  physicians  and  detectives  who 
talked  with  him  credited  him  with  be- 
lieving he  was  telling  the  truth.  The 
case  was  set  down  as  one  of  dual 
identity,  and  the  patient.  after  a 
couple  of  weeks  at  the  Sisters'  hospital, 
was  .adjudged  Insane  and  committed  to 
the  Buffalo  State  hospital. 

At  the  end  of  three  months,  Glbbs- 
Holstein  appears  much  improved 
physically  and  mentally.  But  the 
mystery  of  his  real  Identity  remains. 
Inspector  John  H.  Taylor,  chief  of  the 
detective  bureau,  worked  conscien- 
tiously for  weeks  trying  to  find  the  so- 
lution. He  had  almost  daily  Inter- 
vi'^ws  with  him.  He  sent  messages  to 
the  police  ^n  every  city  where  Holstein 
had  been,  or  thought  he  had  been,  but 
could  find  no  one  who  knew  him  other 
than  the  baker  for  whom  he  had 
worked  In  Detroit,  and  the  hospital 
attaches  who  had  cared  for  him 
there. 

Holsteln  remembered  the  name  of  a 
little  side  street  in  Cincinnati  where  he 
said  he  had  boarded  with  a  Mrs.  Zin- 
ser.  He  didn't  remember  the  street 
number,  but  he  gave  its  location  min- 
utely with  reference  to  neighboring 
buildings.  Inspector  Taylor  tele- 
graphed to  the  Cincinnati  police.  They 
fourui  a  Mrs.  Zinser  at  the  house  de- 
scribed, but.  oddly  enough,  she  said 
she  had  never  had  a  boarder  named 
either  Gibbs  or  Holstein.  When  his 
picture  was  shown  to  her,  she  failed 
to  recognize  it.  That  was  the  nearest 
the  police  ever  got  to  finding  anyone 
who  might  know  him,  though  they 
visited  addresses  in  various  cities  that 
he  gave  them  in  evident  sincerity. 

"He  tried  to  help  us  all  he  could  to 
find  out  who  he  is.  I  am  sure  of  that. 
But,  poor  feUow,  he  has  lost  himself 
completely,"   says  Inspector  Taylor. 

The  Insane  asylum  authorities  have 
also  made  different  efforts  to  identify 
him  and  find  his  friends.  He  siid  he 
had  a  brother  in  Brooklyn.  Tlicy  sent 
word  to  the  address  he  gave.  No  Hol- 
stein or  Glbbs  lived  there,  and  no  cne 
there  knew  the  patient  or  any  relative. 
He  said  he  had  anotlier  brother  in  New 
York.  Investigation  at  the  address  he 
gave  proved  fruitless.

Casually  Overheard  Prevents 
Call  to  Preaclier. 

Vlncentown,  N.  J  ,  S'pt.  0.— Rev.  Dr.  J. 
Franklin  Long,  rector  of  the  Trinity 
church,  owing  to  his  troubles  here,  may 
lose  the  r.ciorship  of  a  flourishing  parish 
in  New  York  city.  The  facts  are  lold  by 
one  of  the  most  prominent  and  wealthy 
citizens  of  this  phice. 

This  authority  says  that  during  the  last 
few  days  a  vestryman  Ironi  a  New  York 
Episcopal  church  liaving  a  larger  congre- 
gation came  here  and  sougiil  iiie  use  of  a 
teleplione  wiiich  liappeneU  to  l)e  on  a 
party   line. 

The  visitor  put  the  receiver  to  his  ear, 
and  while  waiting  for  recognition  from 
the  central  exchange  was  able  to  hear 
a  conversation  between  unknown  ijersons 
which  rtrluted  to  tiio  difficulty  existing  be- 
tween Dr.  Liong  ;ind  his  congregaiion.  The 
inlormation  tlius  gleaned  came  as  a  gen- 
uine surprise,  as  the  trouble  existing  in 
Trinity  church  was  not  known  in  New 
York,  where  Dr.  Liong  was  about  to  r«- 
oelve  a  call. 

It  Is  alleged  that  the  visitor  hung  up  the 
receiver  and,  going  to  the  telegrapii  of- 
fice, forwarded  a  message  to  the  vestry- 
men as  follows:  "Don't  extend  any  call 
lo    Dr.    L<43ng   until   1   return   home."

There  have  been  open  declarations  on  the 
part  of  some  of  the  communicants  to 
tlie  effect  that  they  will  no  longer  attend 
Trinity  churclx  or  contribute  to  its  sup- 
port while  Dr.  lx>ng  occupies  the  pui- 
pit. 

This  is  not  very  encouraging  to  the  min- 
ister, who  dei>ends  solely  upon  the  salary 
of  |l,3t«j  a  year,  $W0  of  which  comes  from 
his  local  charge,  the  remainder  being 
made  up  by  tlie  churches  at  Pemb«rton 
and  Medford.  over  wiilch  he  presides. 

Dr.  Long  says  he  has  iiad  no  trouble  at 
Pemberton.  and  like  his  parlshoners  at 
Mediord.  they  want  bim  to  remain  with 
them.  He  preached  at  the  latter  place  In 
the  afternoon  and  had  a  fairly  good  at- 
tendance.

It  is  true  that  he  is  ajrtechanlcal  drafts- 
man, as  is  proved  bjLlnany  fine  speci- 
mens of  his  work  whitli  have  resulted 
from  the  tests  of  physicians  or  from 
voluntary  action  in  Idle  momenta.  It  is 
also  true  that  he  has  been,  well  educated, 
as  his  speeches  In  various  languages  at- 
test. It  is  not  tnconcefvabie  that  he  was 
at  one  time  a  professional  man  of  promin- 
ence in  Germany,  who  mefwlth  some  ac- 
cident or  other  mlsfojtune  there,  which 
caused  him  to  come  y>  Afnerica  and  to 
have  lapses  of  memory  here  from  time  to 
time.  The  evidence  of  an  operation  upon 
his  skull  for  a  fracture  shows  in  the  scars 
left  by  the  trephining.  He  had  those 
scars  when  he  was  received  in  the  DQtrolt 
ho.=?pital,  so  the  Injury  and  operation  ?Jate 
tiack  of  that.  His  impression  is  that  ho 
was  hurt  in  a  runaway  in  New  York  sev- 
eral years  ago,  and  he  declared  he  was 
operated  upon  in  the  Flower  hospital. 
He  gave  the  approximate  time,  too,  but 
the  records  of  that  hospital  show  he  ia  in 
error. 

The  patient  has  Imoroved,  under  hia 
pre.«ent  careful  treatment,  improved  men- 
tally at  least,  to  the  extent  of  recalling 
the  baker's  trade.  He  remembers  now 
that  he  worked  as  a  pastry  cook  in  va- 
rious cities,  bust  still  le  void  of  all  remem- 
brance of  working  at  that  trade  in  Detroit, 
and  still  claims  he  is  John  Holsteln.  me- 
chanical draftsman,  of  Brooklyn. 

The  doctors  have  hopes  that  further  im- 
provement will  follow  and  that  some  time 
—maybe  months,  maybe  years  from  now— 
he  will  arUse  from  the  grave  of  his  lost 
Identity  and  step  forth  as  the  self  he  knew 
many   years   ago. 

Meanwhile,  this  unfortunate  silently, 
uncomplainingly  plods  along  as  Gibbs- 
Holstein,   the  crazy  baker. 

CROWD  BADLY 
BEATS  MASHER 


Civil  Engineer  Presented 
a  Dilapidated  Appear- 
ance In  Court. 

New  York,  Sept.  6.— D'Antonle  At- 
tilio,  civil  engineer  >y  profession  and 
masher  because  his  soul  is  Just  full  of 
romance,  presented  a  dilapidated  ap- 
pearance when  he  was  arraigned  In 
the  Adams  street  court,  Brooklyn, 
charged  by  Miss  Helen  George,  17  yeiirs 
old  and  unusually  haadsome.  with  hav- 
ing followed  and  forced  his  attentions 
upon  her. 

With  a  broken  nose,  torn  clothes, 
without  cravat  or  collar,  his  eyes 
blackened  and  cheeks  cut.  Attlllo  stood 
l>efore  Magistrate  Steers  and  told  how 
he  was  a  stranger  in  a  strange  land 
and  had  been  set  upon  and  beaten,  all 
because  he  asked  a  passing  girl  a. ques- 
tion. 

"I  am  employed  In  an  express  broker- 
age office  In  Beekman  street,  Manhat- 
tan," Miss  George  said.  "I  went  out  to 
lunch  at  noon  yesterday.  This  man  was 
standing  outside  my  place  and  followed 
me.  He  spoke  to  me,  jostled  me  and 
did  everything  possible  to  sUike  up  an 
acquaintance.  I  repulsed  his  every 
effort.  Just  as  soon  as  I  reached  my 
home  my  brother  came  out  and  con- 
fronted him.    I  was  very  frightened. 

"Then  the  crowd,  seeing  the  indig- 
nities to  which^  I  had  been  subjected, 
jumped  on  him  and  gave  him  a  good 
beating.  I  am  going  to  put  a  stop  to 
New  York  mashers  if  I  have  to  undergo 
the  difficulty  and  notoriety  of  having 
one  arrested  every  time  I  am  accosted 
by  them.  They  are  the  most  pernicious 
people  in  the  world.  I  will  press  every 
charge  I  make,  and  if  every  other  girl 
would  do  the  same  thing  the  crowded 
cars  on  the  bridge  would  not  be  the 
place  where  young  business  girls  and 
women  are  subjected  to  humiliation 
and  indignity."

New  York.  Sept.  6.— Millionaire  John 
Arbuckle  offers  a  prize  ft  $100  for  the 
l>est  idea  on  how  to  provide  work  for 
old  men  and  women,  lame  and  cripple — 
and  young  men  and  women  who  can 
not  go  to  workshops.  The  place  where 
this  idea  is  to  be  carried  out  is  the 
Mary  and  John  Arbuckle  farm  at  New 
Paltz,  N.  Y.  Mr.  Aj^buakle.  who  has 
been  planning  for  some  time  an  effec- 
tive method  of  directly  helping  a  class 
of  people  who  are  ot'^flookcd  to  a 
great  extent,  is  anxious  to  have  his  own 
idea  furthered  by  any  good  scheme. 
Upon  the  Arbuckle  farm  at  New  Paltz 
a  big  building  is  to  be  erected  for 
which  the  plans  have  already  been 
perfected.  Here  Mr.  Arbuckle  will  take 
the  old  men  and  women  and  also  the 
young  people  who  cannot  go  to  work- 
shops. 

Instead  of  Institutionalizing  these 
people  Mr.  Arbuckle  propo.ses  to.  save 
them  their  self-respect,  their  t>ride, 
their  comfort,  by  making  them  self- 
supporting,  and  this  upon  the  splen- 
did farm  lands  where  everything  is 
raised  at  a  low  cost  will  not  be  a 
dilticult  thing  to  do. 

Already  old  men  and  women  are 
being  "booked"  for  their  new  home  and 
when  spring  comes  there  will  be  two 
hundred  happy  inmates  of  the  colony 
home  at  New  Paltz,  every  one  of  them 
self-supporting.

Hunters  of  large  game  In  the  for- 
ests of  Africa  apd  the  jungles  of  In- 
dia. 

Corespondents  and  travelers  who 
have  invaded  Siberia  and  Manchuria 
for  news  and  Tibet  and  Kurdistan 
simply  because  those  lands  were  com- 
paratively unknown  to  the  world  and 
our  Bayard  Taylors  of  this  gener- 
ation wished  to  write  them  up.

of  Ireland,  Holland,  Germany  and 
France;  the  woole;is  of  France  and 
England,  the  silks  of  France,  China 
and  Japan;  the  wines,  ll(iu<jr.s  and  Spa 
waters  of  all  Europe;  the  china  and 
potteries  of  Austri£.,  France  Germany 
and  England;  the  fruits  of  Italy  and 
Spain;  the  embroideries  and  laces  of 
Switzerland,  Belgium  and  France, 
and  the  thousand  and  one  articles 
Europe  and  Asia  supply  the  world 
with.  Foreign  houses  have,  during 
the  past  five  yearn,  to  a  far  greater 
extent  than  prior  to  that  period, 
given  employment  to  energetic,  live 
American  salesmen  who  represent 
them  here  and  elsiwhere,  and  it  has

To 
use  a  French  phratse,  they  are  more  "en 
rapport"  with  their  igents. 

The  salesmen  understand  the  methods 
and  usage.s,  the  desi -es  of  the  employers 
better,  and  are  thus  enabled  to  transact 
business  for  them  in  a  more  satisfactory 
manner. 

At  the  hotels  at  all  seasons  are  to  be 
found  the  returning  or  outgoing  pleas- 
ure seekers,  wealthy  tramps,  who,  like 
the  Wandering  Jev,  are  doomed  to 
travel  forever  on.  <3ood  fellows  nearly 
always  they  are,  v  ho  take  their  fate 
manfully,  and  as  they  travel  jovially 
accept  poor  accommodations  if  they 
cannot  secure  bet tei  ones;  trained  voy- 
agers you  can  see  by  the  philosophy 
with  which  they  endure  the  good,  bad 
and  Indifferent  that  comes  to  them; 
patriotic,  almost  universally,  ever  de- 
claring that  the  United  States  Is  God's 
country  and  Ltjndoii,  Paris  and  Berlin 
far  behind  New  York,  Chicago  or  San 
Francisco.  From  all  these  people  come 
tidings  of  the  growti  of  the  importance, 
Influence  and  stan<ling  of  the  United 
States  in  governments,  financial,  com- 
mercial and  manufacturing  circles  all 
over  the  world.  The  people  of  the  va- 
rious countries  are  not  slow  to  recog- 
nize this  change  In  tone,  and  even  in 
the  Inland  provinces  of  Turkey,  Mor- 
occo, Arabia  ani^  iilgeria  traders  and 
merchants  are  making  arrangements  to 
migrate  to  the  continent  that  seems  to 
them  so  rich  and  to  lands  they  believ3 
to  be  .so  fertile.  They  are  all  elated 
at  the  chance  of  bettering  tlieir  condi- 
tions, and  within  th<:  next  two  years  the 
Arabian's  speech,  features,  garb  and 
manners  will  become  familiar  to  the

.States.  This  movement  of  these  wan- 
dering people  has  b  jen  largely  brought 
about  by  the  excurs  ons  of  thousands  of 
cur  people  to  Egypt,  Palestine  and  the 
Mediterranean,  and  the  lavish  expendi- 
tures made  in  the  various  seaports  par- 
ticularly, and  often  In  the  inland  towns 
and  Interior  provin(;es,  where  curiosity 
or  historic  shrines  {^.tracted  the  Amer- 
ican traveler. 

Few  of  these  people  are  attracted  to 
the  cities  of  Europ<!.  France,  with  its 
North  African  possessions,  has  for 
nearly  100  years  been  in  touch  with 
them,  but  the  United  States  within  the 
next  ten  years  will  have  more  Arabian 
inhabitants  than  France  has  had  in  the 
past  century.  Tht  wandering  tribss 
have  spread  in  the  deserts  and  moun- 
tains the  intelligence  of  the  rich  people 
across  the  sea  and  "  :he  ships  of  the  des- 
ert" will  be  left  beliind,  and  Abdallah, 
Omar  and  Mohamraed  will  board  the 
steamers  of  Italy  and  Germany  to  gain 
in  five  years  sums  <if  money  that  could 
not  be  secured  In  the  tents  of  their 
fathers  in  a  lifetirie.  There  Is  evon 
now  a  persistent,  sirong  yet  silent  in- 
fluence at  work  to  open  the  gates  of 
the  United  States  tJ  the  Chinese.  Tlie 
Arabian  and  the  wily,  unscrupulous 
mixed  Moor  and  Greek  of  the  Moditer- 
ranoan  may  not  become  for  several 
generations  a  first  olass  American  citi- 
zen, but  he  Is  being  accepted  by  a 
great  majority  of  the  people  of  the 
United  States  for  l>€tter  or  for  wor.se, 
but  sentiment  against  the  admission  of 
large  numbers  of  Cilnese  is  practically 
universal.  The  present  administration 
should  not  be  misled  upon  that  point. 
In  no  portion  or  section  of  the  United 


I 
States  are  the  people  In  favor  of  letting 
them   come  in.     A  few   sentimentalists 
are.  but  they  do  not  number  cne  in  one 
hundred     of     the     Inhabitants     of     the 
United  States.     In  China,  as  in  Arabia, 
as  In  Italy,  as  in  Germany,  as  in  Rus- 
sia, England,  Ireland,   Scandinavia  and 
Scotland,     the     inhabitants     desire     to 
come    to    the    United    States    to    better 
j  their  conditions,   but  the  sentiment  of 
I  the  people  here  is  directly  opposed  to 
I  their   admission.     There     is     universal 
I  praise  among  the  Americans  who  tour 
the  world  for  the  stand  our  Admlnls- 
I  tratlons  have  taken  in  recent  years  to 
\  protect  American  interests  and  Amerl- 
I  can  citizens  abroad.     Between   the  d** 
I  elded    action    of    Marcy,    secretary    of 
'  state  under  President  Pierce,   and   the 
i  Venezuelan      message      of      President 
Cleveland  our  foreign  policy  was  quies- 
cent,  and   during  the  Civil   war   Uncle 
.Sam  was  flouted  to     a     great     extent 
abroad.     From  the  date  of  Mr.   Cleve- 
land's utterance   upon   Venezuela   until 
this  date,  however,  the  safety  of  Ameri- 
can   property   and   person     In     foreign 
countries  has  steadily  become  more  se- 
cure, and  the  American  flag  c«jvers  Am- 
erican  interests   as   completely   and    se- 
curely as  any  flog     that     flies     In     the 
world.     Our  strong  navy  has  much   to 
do   with  this,   and  the     entire     country 
has  stoi>d  for  making  it  able  to  with- 
stand all  comers  and  punish  all  offend- 
ers against  the  rights  of  our  people 

Neither  the  most  powerful  of  mon- 
aichs  nor  the  fiercest  and  most  se- 
cluded of  brigands  can  go  unpunished 
for  wronging  an  American  citizen,  and 
this  very  fact  enables  our  people  to  go 
anywhere  and  everywhere  In  perfect 
safety  and  absolute  security.

Iosco  of  Cleveland,  which  had  the  unfor- 
tunate schooner  Olive  Jeanctte  in  tow 
during  the  destructive  storm  last  Sunday, 
was  also  lost  In  that  great  gale.  The 
Isoco  was  commanded  by  Ca.pt.  Nelson 
Gonyaw,  and  carried  a  crew  of  nineteen 
men.  It  is  certain  that  the  Olive  Jeanette 
is  lost.  The  lighthouse  tender  on  Lake 
Superior  saw  the  big  schooner  go  down 
fcur  miles  north  of  the  light  about  4 
o'clock  Sunday  afternoon.  No  steamer 
was  in  sight  at  that  time  and  as  three 
days  have  now  elasped  since  the  Olive 
Jeanette  foundered,  the  owners  of  the 
Iosco  have  given  up  hope  that  the  steamer 
lived  through  the  tremendous  storm.  The 
loss  of  the  crew  of  the  Iosco  will  bring 
tlie  total  of  those  who  lost  their  lives  In 
the  storm  to  thirty-nine,  a  number  which 
may  be  Increased  as  a  number  of  boats 
known  to  have  been  out  in  the  gale  have 
not  vet  reported. 

Quantities  of  wreckage  were  passed  yes- 
terday by  the  tug  J.  L.  Hebard  near 
Huron  island,  where  the  Olive  Jeanette 
went  down,  and  life  preservers  marked 
"Iosco"  were  also  found.  The  body  of  a 
sailor  was  found  ten  miles  from  Point 
Aobays.  The  Iosco  and  Jeanette.  laden 
with  "iron  ore,  left  Duluth  last  Thursday 
bound  for  Lake  Erie.  They  were  caught 
in  the  storm  when  half  way  down  Lake 
Superior,  and  apparently  turned  back  In 
the  hope  of  gaining  shelter  among  the 
islands  east  of  Keweenaw  peninsula.  Just 
where  the  Iosco  broke  loose  from  her  tow 
may  never  be  known,  but  as  no  steamer 
was  in  sight  when  the  Jeanette  went 
down,  it  Is  believed  the  losi-o  foundered 
much  earlier  in  the  day.  The  Iosco  was 
owned  by  W.  A.  Hawgood  &  Co..  of 
Cleveland,  and  was  insured  for  $65,000.

Accident  of  Iosco  and  Jeanette 
Brings  Reminiscence. 

In  the  wreck  of  the  steamer  Iosco  and 
tier  consort,  the  Olive  Jeanette,  there  is 
something  of  coincidence.  The  losao  and 
the  L.  R.  Doty  were  companion  steamers, 
being  so  much  alike  that  until  the  name 
1  ould  be  seen  one  could  not  tell  them 
apart.  They  belonged  to  the  same  com- 
pany and  were  engaged  in  the  same  trade. 

About  four  years  ago  this  fall  the  L.  R. 
Doty  was  wrecked  in  a  terrible  storm  on 
l^ke  Michigan.  At  that  time  the  Oiive 
Jeanette,  whicli  last  week  shared  the  fate 
of  the  Iosco,  was  consort  of  the  I>oty  and 
was  in  tow  of  that  steamer  when  the 
storm  broke  upon  tnem.  When  some  dis- 
tance from  Milwaukee  the  tow  line  broke 
and  the  last  seen  of  the  L.  R.  Doty  or  of 
her  crew  was  just  about  the  time  the  tow 
line  broke.  Since  then  not  a  pl.-ink  of  her 
has  been  found.  She  and  her  crew,  to  a 
man,  went  Into  the  oblivion  of  deat.h. 

The  captain  of  the  Jeanette  tackled 
what  seemed  to  Idt  the  impossible  and 
headeel  back  for  Milwaukee  in  the  face  of 
tiie  storm.  After  a  desperate  struggle 
his  good  seamanship  won  and  he  made 
the  harbor  with  almost  every  man  on  the 
ship  more  dead  than  alive.  Now  the  Jean- 
ette  and  the  Iosco  suffered  the  same  fate 
as   their   old   companion.

After  a  storm  and  rather  dangerous 
time  of  It.  the  Standard  Oil  company's 
barge  No.  86,  arrived  In  port  at  5  o'clock 
this  morning.     The   tops  of  some  of  the 

oil  tanks  aboard  her  had  come  off.  and 
some  oil  had  washed  overboard,  but  not 
enough  to  still  the  waves  of  Saturday  and 
Sunday. 

The  barge  left  Chicago  In  tow  of  the 
steamer  Alva,  but  tiie  weather  became 
.so  bad  at  4  o'clock  Sunday  morning,  that 
the  steamer  which  was  running  light, 
was  obliged  to  cut  loose  and  make  for 
the  north  shore.  When  she  cut  loose,  the 
barge  was  off  Keweenaw  Point,  and  the 
sea  was  rolling  very  heavily.  But  the 
steamer  had  a  much  harder  time  because 
she  was  not  as  heavily  laden,  nor  as  e.isy 
to  handle. 

Tlie  barge  c.irries  two  sails  and  under 
these  the  craft  made  Portage  Entry  at  11 
o'clock  Monday  morning.  Tlie  barge 
carried  15.000  barrels  of  oil,  .ind  most  of 
these  were  in  place  when  the  ship  aiTived 
in   harbor  this  morning. 

The  steamer  had  a  bad  lime  of  it  "out 
succeeded  in  making  Whitefish  Point  all 
right.

His  Neighbor  For 

$10,000. 

John  Korby  Charges  John 
Chcsser  With  Wife- 
Stealing. 


According  to  the  nature  of  the  com- 
plaint and  answer  filed  this  morning 
in  the  case  of  John  Korby  against 
John  Chesser,  both  of  whom  are  range 
people,  the  September  term  calendar 
of  district  court  contains  at  least  one 
rather  sensational  suit 

The  notes  of  issue   were   filed   before 

the  calendar  was  made  up  and  placed 

in  the  printer's  hands,  but  until  the 
complaint  was  filed  with  the  c'erk 
this  morning,  the  sensational  features 
of  the  action  did  not  appear. 

Korby  charges  Chesser  with  an  at- 
temp  to  alienate  his  wife's  affections, 
ruin  his  business,  break  up  his  home 
and  bring  disgrace  on  his  family.  For 
these  alleged  actions  the  husband 
brings  civil  action  in  which  he  seeks 
to  recover  damages  in  the  amount  of 
$10,000,  claiming  that  his  business, 
worth  $500  per  month,  has  been  utterly 
ruined  since  family  trouble  began. 

Chesser,  on  the  other  hand,  denies 
the  charges  of  attempt  to  break  up  a 
happy  home,  and  alleges  that  Korby 
Is  seeking  to  blackmail  him  and  dis- 
courage him  from  pressing  a  civil  ac- 
tion which  he,  CHess^r.  has  started 
against  Mrs.  Korby,  to  recover  $50, 
alleged  to  be  due.    ,"; 

In  his  complaint.  John  Korby  de- 
clares that  since  Sfcpt.  1,  1904.  Ches- 
ser has  done  his  best  to  get  Mrs. 
Olive  Korby  to  le£(ve  her  home  and 
husband  by  promises  ,of  love  and  af- 
fection and  false  representations  as 
to  money  to  be  given  her.  Korby 
says  ttiat  by  rea.son  of  these  prom- 
ises his  wife's  affections  were  "par- 
tially alienated  arid  destroyed,"  al- 
though he  succeeded  in  getting  her 
back  from  Milwaukee,  Wis.,  where 
she  Is  .said  to  have  gone  by  appoint- 
ment   with   Chesser. 

Korby  says  Chesser  continually 
.seeks  conference  with  Mrs.  Korby 
and   writes   to   her. 

Chesser,  in  his  answer,  says  that 
about  Sept.  1.  1903.  Korby  was  on  a 
pirolonged  spree  and  was  neglecting 
his  family,  and  that  Mrs.  Korby 
came  to  him  and  borrowed  $50  to 
buy  necessaries  of  life  and  to  pur- 
chase some  government  land  in  the 
state  of  Washington.  This  sum  of 
money,  he  says,  has  never  been  re- 
paid. 

Chesser  further  answers  and  al- 
leges that  since  Sept.  1,  1904.  Korby 
has  threatened  that  if  he  did  not  sat- 
isfy a  certain  real  estate  mortgage 
that  he.  Che.sser.  held  against  Korby, 
In  the  sum  of  $450,  the  latter  would 
prosecute. 

It  Is  claimed  by  Chesser  that  Korby 
has  attempted  to  blackmail  him  and 
force  him  to  satisfy  the  mortgage 
and  desist  from  prosecuting  an  action 
to  recover  the  $50  loaned  Mrs.  Korby 
by  holding  a  threat  of  damage  suit 
which  is  now  on  file  and  to  which 
Chesspr  makes  answer.

'for  which  he  asked  $144,  and  from 
'  May  1,  1W2,  to  March  16,  1904.  a  period 
I  of  one  year  and  eleven  months,  for 
I  which  he  claims  he  should  have  $423,  at 
j  the  rate  of  $18  per  month. 

Mr.  Armstrong's  claim  grows  out  rf 
the  action  of  the  board  in  discharging 
him,  following  the  decision  of 
the  court  that  the  board  had  no 
right  to  maintain  the  position  of  road 
overseer,  which  position  he  had  been 
filling  for  some  time  at  a  salary  of  $5 
pfr  day  for  the  time  that  he  worked. 
This  decision  resulted  from  an  appeal 
of  taxpayers  from  the  allowance  of  Mr. 
Armstrong's  claim  for  services  ren- 
dered, tlie  court  holding  that  only  so 
long  as  he  had  been  employed  and  had 
actually  worked  he  must  be  remuner- 
ated. The  appeal  was  made  on  the 
ground,  in  part,  that  he  had  not  bean 
a(  tually  working  during  all  the  time 
that  he  turned  in  to  the  county.  Since 
i  the  case  was  tried  the  board  has  abol- 
!  ished  the  position  of  road  foreman. 

During  the  time  that  Mr.  Armstrong 
I  was  foreman  he  was  furnished  with  a 
ttam  by  the  county  to  go  over  the  roads 
Inspecting  them  and  overseeing  work 
that  was  in  progress  and  It  is  for  the 
time  that  he  hrtd  the  team  in  his  pos- 
session that  h'^  Is  now  seeking  to  le- 
cover  for  their  keep. 

Since  the  position  of  road  overseer 
or  foreman  has  been  abolished  the 
team  has  been  kept  at  the  county  poor 
farm.

New  York,  Sept.  7.— William  Alexan- 
der, secretary  of  the  Equitable  Life 
Assurance  society,  was  the  first  wit- 
ness examined  at  the  hearing  before 
the  legislative  committee,  which  is  in- 
vestigating life  insurance  companies. 
Mr.  Alexander  Is  a  brother  of  Former 
President  James  W.  Alexander.  Before 
the  hearing  was  opened,  counsel  for 
the  conimiliet;  stated  that  James  H. 
Hyde  would  be  summoned  as  a  witness 
later.  Lawyer  Charles  E.  Hughes  read 
from  the  charter  of  the  Equitable  so- 
ciety extracts  showing  that  holders  of 
policies,  having  a  lace  value  of  not 
less  than  $5,0CU,  have  one  vote  for  di- 
rectors personally,  but  not  by  proxy, 
and  that  each  policyholder  is  to  have 
a  share  of  the  surplus  of  the  society, 
the  directors  to  decide  what  the  share 
shall  be. 

Mr.  Hughes  next  read  the  bill  of  sale 
of  the  Hyde  stock  in  the  Equitable  to 
Thomas  F.  Ryan  for  $3,500,000.  It  was 
shown  that  legal  safeguards  were 
taken  to  Insure  the  delivery  of  the 
stock  on  June  6,  1906,  at  the  expiration 
of  the  trust  created  by  Henry  B.  Hyde, 
one  thing  noted  being  that  James  H. 
Hyde  made  a  will  directing  that  the 
transfer  of  the  stock  be  made  by  his 
executors  If  he  should  die  before  the 
expiration  of  the  trust.  The  agree- 
ment between  Mr.  Ryan  and  the  trus- 
tees appolntad  by  hUn.  Grover  Cleve- 
land, Morgan  J..-\)'Brlen  and  George 
Westlnghouse,  also  vas  read.  After 
the  reading  of  these  documents,  the 
questioning  of  Mr.  Alexander  was  re- 
sumed. He  said  the  mutuallzatlon  of 
the  Equitable  had  i>een  prevented  by 
the  suit  brought  by  Francis  E.  Lord,  a 
stockholder.  Mr.  Alexander  also  testi- 
fied to  the  salaries  paid  by  the  Equi- 
table, and  to  the  fact  that 
vice  presidency,  formerly 
James  Hyde,  is  now  vacant.

At 
other  times  the  tablecloth,  with  the  en- 
tire service  a<id  dinner,  would  be  pulled 
from  the  table  and  either  flung  on  the 
floor  or  thrown  through  the  nearest  win- 
dow, and  In  either  case  the  savory  meal, 
with  the  crystal,  silver  and  china,  was 
entirely   ruined. 

'At  first  the  demonstrations  were  con- 
fined to  the  dining  room  and  my  mother's 
bedroom,  but  after  a  few  days  they 
.spread  until  there  was  not  a  room  In  the 
house  free  from  the  annoying  and  fright- 
ful phenomena.  At  all  hours  of  the  day 
and  night,  and  at  the  most  unexpected 
times,  doors  and  windows  would  be  sud- 
de<ily  and  violently  flung  opt-n  or  shut; 
the  heavy,  old-fashioned  furniture  would 
creak  and  groan;  tlien,  as  If  moved  by 
unseen  giants.  It  would  ru.-^h  from  its  pla'-e 
in  a  mad  dance  about  the  room,  and  would 
either  move  quietly  back  to  Its  accus- 
tomed place  or  would  be  dashed  to  splint- 
ers on  the  floor  with  a  noise  like  the  con- 
centrated   thunders    of   the   universe. 

"There  was.  of  course,  constant  and 
inunlnent  danger  to  the  family  In  these 
manifestations,  for  scarcely  a  day  pa.s.sed 
without  pictures  or  mirrors  falling  fr.:>m 
the  walls,  the  toppling  over  and  complete 
wrecking  of  canopied  beds,  great,  heavy 
wardrobes  and  bureaus,  tables  aud  chairs; 
and  on  several  occasions  some  of  the 
younger  children,  being  caught  under 
falling  object.s,  received  broken  limbs, 
serious  wounds  and  bruises  and  severe 
nervous  shocks,  while  at  other  times  other 
members  of  the  family  barely  e.scaped 
death. 

"One  afternoon  In  February,  just  as  I 
entered  the  hall,  1  glanced  Into  the  sitting 
room  and  saw  my  elder  l»rother.  Robert, 
sitting  at  a  t.able  reading.

Purcliasing  Additioi^al 

EQuipment. 

Rainy   Lake    Line  Also 

Purchasing     More 

Rolling  Stock. 
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Both  the  range  roads  and  the  Vir- 
ginia &  Rainy  Lake  line  are  buying 
additional  efjuipment  this  fall. 

Increasing:  business  is  given  as  the 
reason  for  these  expenditures  and  a4 
the  new  cars  and  loconnotives  will  be 
needed  as  soon  as  they  can  be  deliv- 
ered, orders  for  them  are  being  put  in 
as  early  as  possible. 

Many  of  the  Eastern  roads  and  other 
corporations  have  put  In  orders  for 
rails  for  1^*6  delivery  and  it  may  be 
seen  from  this  that  the  demand  for 
iron  will  be  as  big  next  year  as  it  wiui 
this,  if  not  bigger.  The  roads  hav.; 
not  enough  cars  as  it  is  and  can  stand 
mtle  more  crowding.  The  Dulath  i^c 
Iron  Range  and  the  Duluth.  Missabe 
&  Northern  will  each  receive  about  four 
or  five  hundred  additional  ore  cars  and 
five  or  six  locomotives,  next  spring. 

The  officials  of  the  Rainy  Lake  road 
have  net  closed  their  deal  for  more 
and  better  equipment  but  they  probably 
will  before  tomorrow.  It  is  under- 
s-tood  that  they  are  buying  cars  of  the 
Russell  Wheel  &  Foundry  ccmpany  cf 
Detroit.  It  is  known  that  C.  W.  Rus- 
sell, manager  of  the  company,  is  in 
Duluth   and  on   business. 

The  C»liver  Iron  Mining  company  is 
understood  to  be  making  some  extei'.sive 
purchases  in  the  way  of  equipment. 
P^om  the  purchases  that  are  being 
made,  it  would  seem  that  those  mcst 
Intimately  connected  with  the  industry, 
ffel  that  next  season  will  again  be  a 
big  one  for  the  iron  ranges  and  their 
Interests.  Some  of.  them  expect  a  year 
that   will  even  eclipse  this  one. 

Rurncrs  of  additional  passenger 
equipment  for  both  range  lines  are 
a/loat.  While  some  new  cars  were  iv- 
ctntly  put  into  service,  it  is  said  that 
the  officials  feel  that  they  should  have 
n.ore  cais,  particularly  during  the 
Bummer. 

Every  season,  capitalists,  tourists  and 
others  come  to  Duluth  and  are  shown 
over  the  ranges.  Very  often  the  visit- 
ors come,  in  parties  of  half  a  hundred 
or  so  and  spt  cial  trains,  perhaps,  are 
ordered  to  take  thtm  around.  Wiin 
the  regular  passenger  business  on  the 
increase  all  the  time,  the  roads  nnd 
themselves  short  of  cars.  So  some  new 
ccachts  will  probably  be  ordered  this 
fall.

Mr.  Schorse,  who  is  a  chemist 
of  some  note,  has  found  a  new  use  for 
the  arid  land  about  Denver,  and  is  now 
endeavoring  to  se<u"e  a  sixty-acre  tract 
for  the  purpose  of  planting  and  cultivat- 
ing the  Asiatic  popi>y  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses. He  has  invented  a  system  of  solar 
evaporation  by  which  he  proposes  to  ex- 
tract the  opium  and  codine  alkaloids  and 
at  the  sam.e  time  preserve  the  seeds  of  tiie 
plant,  which  is  not  done  under  the  pres- 
ent svstem  of  opium  manufacture.

A  collection  of  quaint  and  curious 
'•bank  paper"  that  a  professional  numis- 
matist would  envy  has  recently  come  into 
possession  of  Cashier  Fred  M.  Blount  of 
the  Chicago  National  bank.  In  the  collec- 
tion is  the  Baltimore  bank  note  to  which 
reference  has  been  made.  It  is  dated 
18.1ti,  and  reads  as  follows: 

"1  promise  to  pay  the  bearer,  in  Balti- 
more bank  notes.  t)'4  cents  on  demand, 
when  the  sum  of  $5  is  presented." 

If  this  notes  real  meaning  was  the 
prima  facie  meaning  which  it  has  for 
readers  of  today,  the  bank  that  Issued  it 
would  be  worthy  of  a  place  in  history  as 
the  pioneer  get-rich-quick  institution.  But 
it  is  not  to  be  supposed  that  even  In  those 
primitive  times  there  were  any  persons 
In  Baltimore  or  elsewhere  who  would  fiock 
to  a  bank  or  any  other  Institution  to  ex- 
change $.T  in  notes  or  coin  for  other  money 
— 6V4  cents— worth  just  120th  part  of  the 
sum  i>ald  in.

Plans  are  believed  to  have  been  com- 
pleted for  the  removal  of  the  old  Duluth 
&  Winnipeg  railroad  bridge  across  the 
river  at  Fond  du  Lac.  Just  wlien  the  re- 
moval operations  will  begin  is  not  defin- 
itely known,  but  it  is  understood  that  the 
structure  which  in  years  p«st  has  borne 
up  the  weight  of  many  ore  trains  will 
have  disappeared  from  its  present  loca- 
tion at  New  Duluth  before  the  coming 
winter. 

The  bridge  was  built  a  number  of  years 
ago,  wiKn  the  DuiuLh  &  WinnipcR  com- 
pany was  in  the  ore-hauling  business. 
When  the  Great  Northern  Railway  com- 
pany afterv-aids  a<:i:u.ied  the  road  it 
c<)ntinued  to  be  the  ore  route  to  the  Al- 
louez  bay  ore  docks  until  the  present  line 
which  is  used  for  the  Great  Northern 
company's   heavy  ore  traffic   was  opened 

With  the  opening  of  the  new  route  the 
old  Duluth  .t  Winnipeg  road  wii-s  aban- 
doned. A  lew  yeais  ago  the  rails  were 
removed  fr  in  tiie  weed  and  grass-grown 
ties,  and  the  numerous  old  limber  cul- 
verts and  bridges  wtre  removed,  nothing 
remaining  to  show  ;he  course  of  the  old 
line  liut  portions  of  the  road  bed.  now 
and  then,  some  of  which  has  already  been 
plowed  up  and  seeded  down,  wliere  it 
passed    through    farniing   districts. 

When  the  railroad  was  abandoned  the 
New  Duluth  bridge  Itcame  of  no  further 
use.  It  was  swung  ovt-r  the  pier  supports 
and  blocked  in  such  a  manner  as  to  leave 
the  openings  clear  on  either  side  for  pass- 
ing boats.  Not  long  afterward  the  ap- 
proaches were  torn  down,  and  in  the  past 
few  years  there  has  remained  nothing  to 
mark  the  former  railroad  crossing  of  the 
river  at  New  Duluth  but  the  old  draw- 
bridge. Standing  as  it  does  twenty-three 
feet  in  the  air  above  low  water,  and  iso- 
lated from  road  or  railroad  connections, 
the  structure  has  been  a  source  of  much 
curiosity  to  visitors  who  liave  taken  the 
river  trip  to  Fond  du  Lac. 

The  New  Duluth  tjridse  Is  a  one-span 
drawbridge,  of  timber  and  iron  construc- 
tion, and  was  operated  by  hand. 

As  the  openings  on  either  side  of  the 
bridge  iiier  are  109  feet  across  and  the 
pier  support  Is  about  twenty  feet,  the 
length  of  the  bridge  may  be  approxi- 
mately considered  at  from  240  to  250  feet, 
computing  also  the  protection  work  on 
each   side   of  the  stone  supporting  pier. 

When  the  draw  was  opened  for  the  last 
time  timber  work  was  built  up  fnmi  the 
pier  work  at  either  end  to  aid  in  sup- 
porting the  structure  so  that  the  strain 
would  not  come  entirely  at  the  center 
support.  The  bridge  Is  said  to  l>e  still 
in  excellent  condition,  good  care  having 
been  taken  of  it  during  the  several  years 
that  it  has  been  out  of  commission. 

Up  to  recently  the  bridge  was  the  prop- 
erty of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  com- 
pany. It  is  understood  th.at  the  struc- 
ture changed  ownership  within  recent 
date,  but  nothiqg  is  definitely  known,  out- 
side of  the  parlies  in  the  deal,  as  to 
who  the  owners  are. 

Just  what  disposition  Is  to  be  made  of 
the  bridge  is  also  a  matter  of  conjecture. 
That  It  is  not  to  be  used  as  a  railroad 
bridge  is  certain  from  the  fact  that  a 
railroad  engineer  who  examined  it  not 
long  ago  remarked  that  it  was  too  light  a 
structure  for  the  class  of  heavy  loco- 
motive.s)  that  are  used  nowadays,  particu- 
larly on  the  ore-hauling  roads.  Several 
years  ago  the  locomotives  used  In  this 
part  of  the  country  were  light  and  the 
ore  cars  did  not  have  the  capacity  of 
tho.se  now  In  use. 

Engineers  who  have  the  removal  opera- 
tions in  charge  have  conferred  with 
Maj.  Charles  L.  Potter  and  have  been 
inform.(-d  that  there  can  he  no  objection 
on  tiie  part  of  the  government  to  the  re- 
moval of  the  bridge,  so  long  as  navigution 
of  the  St.  Louis  river  is  not  obstructed. 
The  government  gave  permission  in  the 
first  pl.ace  to  put  in  the  pier  support,  the 
protection  work  and  the  drawbridge,  and 
It  will  not  now  hinder  its  removal. 
Maj.  Potter  has  also  instructed  the  en- 
gineei-s  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  for 
them  to  remove  the  pier  work,  at  lea-st 
not  at  the  present  time,  as  the  channel  Is 
open  for  the  pas.sage  of  boats  on  either 
side,  and  navigation  is  in  no  way  ob- 
structed. 

In  removing  the  bridge  It  will  be  taken 
.apart  in  the  cfnter  and  removed  In  two 
stctions.   probably   on  scows. 

Early  in  the  spring,  at  the  time  of  the 
accident  to  the  draw  bridge  at  Houghton 
and  IIiinco?k.  there  was  talk  of  taking 
the  bridge  to  Houghton,  and  of  u.sing  it 
temporarily  while  the  new  d'-awbrldge 
is  behig  built.  The  plans  went  so  far  as 
to  contemplate  figures  on  the  tr.ansporta- 
tion  of  the  structure  by  sections  from 
New  Duluth  to  Houghton,  but  the  det' 
fell  through,  owing,  it  Is  said,  to  certain 
regulations  that  tho  government  Impo.sed 
as  to  the  removal  of  the  central  support- 
ing pier. 

There  have  been  rumors  that  the  hrldg" 
would  eventually  find  Its  final  resting 
place  acro.ss  some  branch  of  the  Nemadj!

Pierre— Over  In  Stanley  county  the  au- 
thorities believe  that  where  taes  are  due 
the  county  it  Is  their  duty  to  collect  them. 
In  one  Instance  the  big  cattle  outfits 
which  range  stock  In  the  western  part  of 
the  state  use  a  part  of  Stanley  county  as 
grazing  ground.  Deputy  Sheriff  Moore 
of  Stanley  county  went  ouWnto  the  coun- 
try and  rounded  up  many  such  cattle  and 
drove  them  to  Midland,  where  they  were 
advertised    for  sale   for  taxes.

The  address  of  the  commander-in- 
chief,  John  R.  King  of  Baltimore  cov- 
ered the  record  of  the  administration 
of  the  late  commander-in-chief,  Wil- 
mon  W.  Blackmar,  whose  service  cov- 
ered eleven  months  of  the  term  for 
which   he  was  elected. 

From  the  very  beginning  of  his  term 
Commander-in-Chief  Blackmar's  pur- 
pose was  to  do  all  that  man  could  do 
to  encourage  the  several  dt^partments, 
particularly  those  that  were  weakest 
or  mo>3t  remote,  so  far  as  lay  in  his 
power,  infuse  new  life  and  energy  and 
zeal  into  their  ranks,  and  give  to  them 
added  inspiration  to  continue  bravely 
and  manfully  in  the  great  work  they 
were  carrying  on  for  God  and  country 
and   humanity. 

The  work  of  the  connmittee  on  pen- 
sions has  been  mainly  devoted  to  urg- 
ing the  passage  of  a  service  pension 
bill.  The  number  of  certificates  issued 
in  1905  was  182,207— more  than  30,000  in 
excess  of  the  year  before,  and  still 
more  in  excess  of  former  years.  The 
large  numb?r  was  due  to  the  operation 
of  order  No.  78,  the  bureau  granting 
12.436  original  pensions,  and  34,549  in- 
creased pensions,  under  the  order. 
Since  the  order  was  issued.  April  13, 
1904,  the  total  number  of  allowances 
under  it  was  65,612,  most  of  them, 
however,  having  been  for  increase.  The 
pension  roll  now  contains  the  names 
of  684,608  survivors  of  the  Civil  war, 
as  against  690,792  at  the  close  of  1904. 
The  deaths  in  1D05  of  survivors  of  the 
Civil  war  were  30,324. 

Vigilance  must  not  be  relaxed  to 
prevent  action  by  congress  depriving 
our  office-holding  comrailes  of  their 
well-earned   means  of  livelihood. 

The  observance  of  the  exercises  of 
Memorial  day  has  become  so  wide- 
spread that  at  the  pre.sent  time 
scarcely  a  city,  town,  or  village  can  be 
found  in  this  great  republic  that  does 
not  in  some  manner  pay  tribute  to  the 
nation's  honored  dead.

Gettysburg    address    on    tablets 
national  cemeteries. 

With    an    active   committee   at 
to  this  end,  it  was  safe  to  assume  that ' 
the  government  will  soon  establish  an 
additional  soldiers'  home  in  California. 

The  Woman's  Relief  Corps  still  main- 
tains Its  position  as  th*^  right  hand 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic. 
Very  few  enterprises  are  undertaken 
by  posts  that  these  patriotic  women 
are  not  called  upon  for  assistance,  and  I 
right  royally  they  give  it. 

Badge's,  as  ordered  by  the  last 
National  Encampment,  have  been  sent 
to  all  army  nurses  whose  addresses 
were  furnished;  but  one  thing  more 
needs  to  be  done  for  these  noble 
women.  They  have  been  endeavoring 
for  some  time  to  secure  an  Increase  of 
pension.  If  the  Encampment  could 
contribute  to  the  success  of  the  meas- 
ure it  would  be  going  a  long  way  to- 
ward paying  the  debt  of  gratitude  that 
comrades  owe  to  the  army  nurses. 

The  Song  of  Veterans  is  increasing  In 
unmber  and  influence,  and  is  unques- 
tionably destined  to  play  an  import- 
ant part  in  the  future  history  of  the 
land  their  fathers  saved. 

The  daughters  of  veterans  by  com- 
i  bining  their  influence  in  such  an  or- 
ganization as  the  National  Alliance 
Daughters  of  Veterans  can  accomplish 
much  in  the  way  of  inculcating  in  the 
minds  of  children  a  love  for  the  country 
and  a  loyal  devotion  to  the  flag  as  the 
emblem  of  national  unity  and  the 
rights  of  man.

Has  your  dairyman  a  milk  license? 

From  this  time  on,  all  milk  dealers 
selling  milk  in  the  city  of  Duluth 
should  have  a  city  license,  and  if  they 
have  not  they  are  violating  the  city  or- 
dinance regulating  the  sale  of  milk. 

The  secretary  of  the  health  board  has 
now  completed  the  work  of  making  out 
the  250  or  more  licenses  required  as  a 
result  of  the  inspection  of  the  cattle 
and  dairies  of  the  city,  and  they  are 
jnow  ready  for  distribution  at  the  office 
of  the  board  of  health  in  the  city  hall. 
There  Is  no  charge  for  the  licenses,  and 
the  dealers,  whose  dairies  have  been  in- 
spected and  whose  cattle  have  bee.T 
subjected  to  the  tuberculin  test,  can 
have  them  by  applying  for  them. 

Under  the  ordinance,  every  dealer  in 
the  city  shall  place  the  number  of  his 
license  in  a  conspicuous  place  on  his 
cart,  or  shall  post  it  in  his  store  wher? 


all  customers  can  sec  it. 

The  license  number  thus  posted  is  a 
guaranty  of  cleanliness  to  the  pur- 
chaser of  milk,  and  signifies,  not  only 
that  the  cows  in  th-;  dairy  have  been 
tested  for  tuberculosis  and  founJ 
healthy,  but  also  that  the  dairy  has 
been  inspected  by  the  dairy  inspector, 
and  found  to  be  in  a  clean  and  sanitary 
condition. 

The  milk  licenses  vere  all  passed  two 
weeks  ago  by  the  coi;ncil,  in  accordance 
with  the  list  made  out  by  the  inspec- 
tors, and  the  secretary  of  the  board  has 
since  been  busy  mailing  out  the  neces- 
sary- papers. 

All  the  licenses  ars  dated  September 
1,  and  took  effect  at  that  time.  In  fu- 
ture the  provisions  of  the  ordinance 
will  be  enforced,  but  public  sentiment 
will  do  more  to  enforce  it  than  the  offi- 
cials of  the  police  or  health  department. 
When  th^  customers  demand  to  see  a 
license  number  on  a  I  delivery  carts,  it 
will  not  be  long  befo-e  every  milk  wag- 
on in  the  city  is  displaying  one. 

Only  one  dealer  has  called  for  his 
papers,  up  to  the  present  time,  but  they 
were  not  completed  antil  this  morning, 
and  as  soon  as  it  becomes  known  that 
they  are  ready,  thi>  dealers  are  not 
likely  to  lose  much  time  in  calling  for 
them.

POWER   OF  THE  PEOPLE. 

One  of  Oppcr'.^  recent  iiiimirablc  and  irresistible  car- 
toons is  entitled  "If  the  People  Were  Judge."  The  judge 
on  the  bench  is  labelled  "The  Common  People,"  and  he 
is  saying  to  the  prisoners:  "What  have  you  to  say  be- 
fore sentence  is  passed  upon  you?"  The  jury  is  com- 
posed of  clerks,  small  merchants,  mechanics,  indepen- 
dent dealers,  small  manufacturers,  etc.,  and  upon  each 
face  appears  a  broad  and  nappy  smile  as  they  utter  the 
verdict'  with  a  hearty  good  will:    "Guilty!" 

As  may  be  imagined,  the  trusts  are  the  prisoners 
thus  convicted  at  the  bar  of  public  opinion,  anc  awaiting 
sentence  from  Judge  Common  People,  who  for  once 
wears  a  stern  and  forbidding  look  upon  his  face,  usually 
the  picture  of  meek  and  helpless  dismay.  In  the  pris- 
oners' box  are  the  trusts,  the  usual  fat,  beefy  personi- 
fications, though  now  the  rotund  visages  are  draped 
in  discomfort  and  fear  which  fear  is  shown  by  various 
cries  for  mercy.  In  the  center  towers  the  gaunt  form 
of  Rockefeller,  anxiously  inquiring  if  he  cannot  square 
the  thing  by  giving  something  to  a  college.  Below  is 
the  title  of  the  cartoon:  "If  the  Common  People  Were 
Judge." 

Well,  are  they  not  judge?  Are  I'hey  not  also  jury, 
sheriff  and  lord  high  executioner? 

Do  not  the  trial,  conviction  and  p.unishtrient  of  the 
offending  trusts  await  upon  the  good  pleasure  of  the 
people? 

If  they  chose  to  take  a  seat  upon  the  bench,  in  I'he 
jury  box  and  take  up  the  executioner's  ax,  is  there  any- 
thing more  needed  to  complete  the  picture? 

It  is  true  that  in  some  cases  the  servants  to  whom  the 
common  people,  intent  upon  other  pursuits,  have  en- 
trusted these  functions,  are  a  little  slow  about  fulfilling 
them.  They  are  occasionally  a  little  in  awe  of  tliese 
formidable,  prosperous  looking  trusts,  a  little  doubtful 
about  the  extent  of  the  support  the}'  would  have  from 
their  employers,  the  common  people,  in  the  event  that 
they  did  their  full  duty.  But  all  they  need  to  be  assured 
of  is  the  fullest  support,  and  they  will  probably  do  their 
duty.  If  they  do  not,  the  people  have  t'he  power  to  fill 
their  places  wjth  those  who  will. 

Yes,  the  people  arc  t'he  whole  court  and  all  its  officers, 
and  can  do  just  as  they  please.  All  tll*y  lack  is  a  united 
and  certain  desire  to  place  the  offenders  upon  trial. 

It"  looks  a  little  ridiculous  to  see  the  prisoners — or 
those  who  should  be  prisoners — pursuing  merrily  the 
court,  jury,  sheriff  and  lord  high  executioner,  and  glee- 
fully robbing  the  very  fountain  head  of  all  law  and 
justice — the  people.

Equality 
of  distribution  exists  only  in  the  dreams  of  theorists,  but 
a  much  more  just  measure  of  distribution  is  easily  within 
the  grasp  of  the  people.  Yet  even  with  -conditions  as 
harsh  and  unjust  as  they  are  today,  the  wealth  is  by  no 
means  cornered.  The  saving  banks  of  this  country  con- 
tain one-third  of  all  the  money  deposited  in  savings 
banks  in  the  world.  The  farmers  and  planters  last'  year 
received  over  $6,000,000,000,  as  much  as  the  whole 
country  was  worth  in  1845. 

Distribution  is  the  problem  for  the  country's  brains 
to  consider.  With  so  much  wealth  the  condition  of  the 
people  should  be  much  more  comfbrtable  than  it  is.

THE  COST  OF  WAR. 

The  war  just  eiukd  has  been  tlic  greatest  in  all 
history  in  many  respects,  and  it  will  be  valuable  as  an 
argument  in  the  hands  of  those  who  abhor  war  and 
^^ould  have  it'  relegated  to  the  international  garret  with 
the  spinning  wheel,  feudalism  and  the  tallow  dip. 

It  is  the  cost  of  it  that  makes  it  such  an  excellent 
argument  for  peace.  This  does  not  mean  the  luonetary 
cost.  That  cuts  no  figure  in  the  argument.  The  cash  that 
has  been  spent  by  one  nation  has  gone  into  the  hands  of 
others.  It  is  not  lost  to  the  world.  But  the  two  years 
that  have  been  spent'  in  fighting  by  hundreds  of  thou.>- 
ands  of  strong  meit  that  mighc  have  been  occttpied  in 
productive  work  are  lost  forever.  The  lives  of  the 
hundreds  of  thousands  who  have  lain  down  to  die  on 
the  fields  of  Manchuria  or  who  have  sunk  beneath  the 
waves  of  the  sea  of  Japan  can  never  be  restored.  This 
is  the  real  cost  of  the  war. 

With  a  world  stuggling  tov/ard  an  unseen  goal,  with 
so  much  to  do  to  make  things  as  we  realize  I'hey  ought 
to  be,  with  so  little  t'ime  at  our  disposal  to  do  it  all  in, 
it  seems  sad  that  a  large  percentage  of  mankind,  from 
time  to  time,  must  lay  aside  all  u.seful  endeavor  and 
devote  good  years  out  of  their  lives  t'o  blood  spilling. 

Six  hundred  thousand  men  have  been  killed  and 
wounded  in  the  war.  The  Baltimore  Herald  has  been 
doing  a  little  figuring  on  this,  and  the  facts  that  result 
help  us  to  realize  what  it  means.  Six  hundred  thousand 
casualties  equal: 

Nine  hundred  Iroquois  ^'heater  fires. 

Seven  hundred  and  fifty  Slocuni  disasters. 

Two  hundred  and  forty  Johnstown  floods. 

Ninetj-  Galveston  floods. 

Twent3'   ^Nlartiniiiue  catastrophes. 

Three  times  the  populaiion  of  the  states  of  Idaho  and 
Nevada  combined. 

Three  times  the  population — men,  women  and  chil- 
dren— of  the  Boer  republics,  which  resisted  the  whole 
power  of  the  British  Empire  for  over  two  j'ears. 

The  killed  and  wounded  in  this  war  were  over  nine 
titties  the  number  of  men,  women  and  children  that  live 
in  Duluth. 

Is  it  any  wonder  that  the  world  is  glad  that  peace  is 
at  hand?  It  is  any  wonder  that  thinking  men  shudder 
at  the  fearful  cost  of  war? 


meshes  thousands  of  undesirable  immigrants  are  stream- 
ing every  day,  has  come  into  a  little  more  public  atten- 
tion because  of  the  anomalous  position  in  which  it  has 
placed  one  August  Albert. 

Albert  is  a  citizen  of  Michigan,  a  voter  in  the  state 
for  many  years,  but  t'he  immigration  department  has 
declared  that  he  is  not  a  citizen  of  the  United  States. 
He  was  returning  from  a  trip  abroad,  according  to  the 
New  York. World,  when  he  was  detained  at  Ellis  island 
and  refused  admission  to  this  country  by  the  board  of 
examiners.  This,  too,  though  he  had  lived  for  thirty-two 
years  in  Michigan,  and  has  voted  there  for  several  candi- 
dates for  president.  The  reason  he  was  refused  adiriission 
was  that  he  was  too  old  for  admission  as  an  alien,  his  age 
being  63,  though  financially  he  can  pass  muster,  and  they 
refused  him  admission  as  a  cii'izen  because  he  has  never 
taken  out  final  naturalization  papers. 

Albert  long  ago  took  out  his  "first  papers,"  which 
amount  to  a  declaration  of  his  intention  to  become  a 
citizen.  These  papers  are  sufficient  in  Michigan  to 
make  hitri  a  voter  and  a  citizen,  and  as  he  had  no 
occasion  to  complet'e  his  citizenship  he  never  did.  Now, 
after  living  half  his  life  in  J^Iichigan,  the  immigration 
officers  have  refused  to  admit  him,  though  they  admit 
that  he  is  a  citizen  of  the  state  of  Michigan. 

This  construction  of  Michigan  as  a  foreign  land  will 
be  intcrestirvg  indeed  to  Michiganders,  also  t'o  all  admi- 
rers of  the  intricacies  of  governmental  red  tape.  The 
ruling  of  the  board  of  examiners  is  little  short  of  ridicu- 
lous. Of  course  Albert  should  have  taken  out  his  second 
papers;  if  they  let  him  in  now  he  will  undoubtedly  do  so 
at  once;  but  the  fact'  that  he  has  omitted  to  do  so  should 
not  suffice  at  this  late  date  to  bar  him  as  an  alien. 

Residents  of  Minnesota  who  have  lived  here  before 
the  constitution  was  atuended  so  as  to  require  that  aliens 
must  become  full  citizens  before  being  allowed  10  vote 
will  recall  how  common  it  was  in  this  state  for  aliens  to 
declare  tiieir  intent'ions  to  become  citizens  and  then,  as 
this  was  sufficient  to  make  them  voters,  to  let  it'  go  at 
that.  When  the  amendrnent  requiring  full  citizenship  as 
a  qualification  for  voters  became  effective,  there  was 
an  imtuediate  scramble  for  "second  papers,"  many  being 
taken  out  by  men  who,  like  Albert,  had  declared  their 
intention  many  vears  before. 

Tlic  official  paradox  that  Albert  is  a  citizen  of  Michi- 
gan but  not  of  the  United  States  is  a  characteristic  ex- 
ample of  the  processes  of  mind  enmeshed  in  red  tape.

He  will 
literally  wipe  out  a  flock  of  young  chick- 
ens. 1  know  of  .settlers  who  have  entire- 
ly abandoned  all  thouglil  of  keeping  chick- 
ens just  because  of  these  troublesome 
animals.  No  matter  what  precautions  are 
taken,  it  seems  almost  impossiljle  to  keep 
the  skunks  from  doing  damage."

Kaffir  corn  is  creating  almost  as  much 

of  a  sensation  in  the  West  Just  now  as 
alfalfa  did  a  year  or  two  ago,"  said  A.  D. 
Cramer  of  St.  Paul  at  the  St.  Louis. 
"Most  of  the  farmers  are  experimenting 
with  It  and  finding  it  satisfactory  to  their 
needs.  The  acreage  of  the  corn  west  of 
the  Mississippi  is  rapidly  being  increased. 
In  a  good  many  ca.ses  It  Is  grown  entirely 
for  fodder,  and  in  the  .semi-arid  regions, 
where  ordinary  Indian  corn  will  not 
mature  on  account  of  the  delicient  mois- 
ture, the  growing  Kaffir  corn  is  very  Im- 
portant  from   the   feeder's  .standpoint. 

"Experiment  stations  In  the  West  have 
made  extensive  tests  comparing  Kaffir 
corn  with  the  ordinary  Indian  variety, 
and  the  Kansas  station  concludes  that  the 
former  will  serve  satisfactorily  as  a  .-^ub- 
stilute  for  the  latter.  The  exi>erimenl3 
show  that,  bushel  f'>r  bu.shel.  Kaffir  corn 
does  not  have  the  feeding  value  of  ordin- 
ary corn,  there  being  a  difference  of 
something  like  20  per  cent  in  favor  of  the 
Indian  kind.  In  feeding,  the  farmers 
generally  use  it  in  connection  with  some 
balancing  feed."

When  near  home 
she  ^aw  a  Mg  dog.  with  Idood.-^liot  eye.s 
and  bloody  froth  drooling  from  hi.s  loose- 
ly-hanging jaws.  Her  children  were  in 
the  yard  at  play,  and  she  made  a  frantic 
effort  to  reach  them,  but  before  she  could 
do  so  the  dog  had  thrown  the  little  girl  to 
the  ground  and  indicted  several  wounda  In 
her  forehead.

MAYOR  FAY 
SUED 

Two    Virginia    Citizens 
Allege  Libelous  State- 
ments By  Executive. 

John  M.  Martin  Demands 

$50,000  and  Joseph 

Backus  $20,000. 


Mayor  Marcus  L.  Fay  of  Virginia 
has  been  sued  for  damages  aggregating 
$70,000,  by  two  citizens  of  his  city  who 
claim  that  he  has  been  indiscreet  in  his 
utterances  and  has  made  remarks  in 
public  that  are  defamatory  to  their 
character. 

John  M.  Martin,  an  attorney  of  Vir- 
ginia, formerly  president  of  the  village 
of  West  Duluth,  and  well-known  In 
this  city,  has  sued  Mayor  Fay  for 
$50,000  and  Joseph  Backus,  a  saloon- 
keeper at  the  range  town  claims  that 
Mayor  Fay  in  a  written  communication 
to  the  city  council  made  statements 
that  are  false  and  libelous  and  wliich 
would  tend  to  ruin  his.  Backus'  reputa- 
tion, to  the  extent  of  $20,000. 

The  papers  in  the  two  cases  were 
filed  yesterday  by  Judge  Martin,  who 
represents  both   himself  and   Backus. 

Mayor  Fay  has  twenty  days  time  in 
which  to  file  his  answer,  after  which 
the  cases  will  probably  come  on  for 
trial  at  the  November  term  of  district 
court. 

Mr.  Martin's  charge  arises  out  of  a 
damage  suit  which  has  been  started 
against  the  city  of  Virginia,  by  Mrs. 
Mary  Turncy,  who  asks  that  she  be 
awarded  a  judgment  of  $800  because  of 
the  ruin  alleged  to  have  been  brought 
her  premises  by  a  city  sewer.  Judge 
Martin  is  Mrs.  Turncy's  attorney. 

It  is  alleged  by  Judge  Martin  that, 
in  discussing  this  case  at  the  city  hall, 
June  8  last.  Mayor  Fay  accused  him 
of  wrongfully  inspiring  and  advising 
his  client.  Inducing  her  to  Ijring  a  suit 
against  the  city  at  his  instigation, 
with  a  view  of  mulcting  the  municipal- 
ity. Judge  Martin  swears  such  accusa- 
tions have  injured  liis  standing  at 
home,  and  were  uttered  with  an  intent 
to  predjudlce  the  public.  He  further 
alleges  that  Mayor  Fay  called  him  a 
dangerous  man  and  declared  that  he 
should  be  discharged  from  the  practice 
of  law. 

According  to  the  complaint  in  the 
Martin  case,  Mayor  Fay  is  alleged  to 
have  made  the  following  public  state- 
ment: 

"In  my. opinion  Attorney  J.  M.  Mar- 
tin is  a  dangerous  man  in  this  com- 
munity and  should  be  disbarred  from 
practicing  in  the  courts. 

"It  is  my  belief  Uiat  this  is  a  trump- 
ed up  suit  which  never  would  have 
been  brought  If  Mrs.  Turney  had  been 
left  alone.  I  believe  that  instead  of 
her  seeking  an  attorney,  the  attorney 
souglit  her.  Evidently  this  attorney 
does  not  scruple  at  anything,  not  even 
to  sending  threatening  and  obscene  an- 
onymous communications  through  the 
mails  which  I  believe  to  be  an  of- 
fense against  the  United  States  postal 
laws. 

"I  have  Instructed  the  city  attorney 
to  fight  the  suit  to  a  finish  in  the 
courts.  If  we  compromise  in  this  cas?, 
I  have  reason  to  believe  that  there 
will  be  no  end  of  trumped  up  suits  for 
damages  brought  against  the  city  fcr 
damages  by  Martin. 

"There  Is  one  way  by  which  this 
attorney  and  his  damage  suits  can  be 
gotten  rid  of  and  thaj^  is  by  going  bo- 
fore  the  court  and  stating  reasons  why 
he  should  be  debarred." 

Judge  Martin  claims  that  the  state- 
ments are  fal.se  and  that  his  honesty 
has  been  attested  by  his  years  of  serv- 
ice In  offices  of  trust'  and  honor  in  the 
state.  He  sets  forth  that  he  gradu- 
^teti  from  Columbia  university,  now  the 
George  Washington  university,  in  ISSO, 
and  was  admitted  to  practice  in  th2 
United  States  supreme  court  In  1S90,  dii 
the  motion  of  Senator  Moses  E.  Clapp. 

In  the  other  damage  case  against 
Mayor  Fay,  Joseph  Backus  says  the 
city  executive  has  alleged  his  place  to 
be  the  meeting  place  of  crooks  and  dis- 
reputable characters.  Mayor  Fay  is 
alleged  to  have  accused  Backus  of  hav- 
ing knowledge  as  to  the  perpetrator  of 
the  dynamite  outrage,  when  a  por- 
tion of  the  Fay  residence  was  blown  up. 

The  alleged  libelous  communication 
to  the  city  council  by  Mayor  Fay,  was 
as  follows: 

"Gentlemen:  I  herewith  return 
license  No.  241,  gi-atlng  to  Joseph 
Backus  the  right  to  conduct  a  .saloon 
in  the  building  on  lot  7,  of  biock  25, 
without  my  approval,  for  the.se  rea- 
.so-ns: 

"Several  years  ago  Joseph  Backus 
brought  to  the  city  the  reputation  of 
the  White  Bear  saloon  of  Hurley,  Wis., 
and  until  the  passwige  of  an  ordinance 
by  tlie  council  he,  as  you  know,  con- 
ducted a  combination  saloon,  gambling 
joint  and  disorderly  premises. 

"The   report   made   to   the   mayor  by 

the   Pinkerton   detective  agency  of   St. 

Paul  stated  it  to  be  a  fact  that  Joseph 

Baclius    had      made      this     statement: 

"Somebody  had       ought       to       kill   the 

mayor,    or    at    least    tar    and    feather 

him.'      This    statement   was   made     for 

no   reason  other   than   that   the   mayor 

introduced  and  advi.sed   the  passage  of 

the      objectionable      ordinance,     which 

forced   liim    for   the    first    time   to    run 

a    saloon    l>earing    the    ear    marks     of 

re.si>ectability.      Later    on     this    report 

informed    you    that    Backus    circulated 

I  a  report  that  the  mayor  had  dynamlt- 

I  ed  his  own  home.    I  have  also  been  in- 

1  formed    that    Mr.    Backus    is    the    'Vir- 

'  ginian'    referred    to    in    the    St.    Paul 

i  and  Minneapolis  papers. 

I      "Backus'  saloon  is  noted  for  the  pat- 

tronage     of     shady     characters     with 

whom      he      Is      acquainted       largely 

throughout   the  Northwest.   While  here 

in   Virginia  he  has  demonstrated   it  to 

be  a  fact  that    he     runs     an    orderly 

liouse  only  when  forced  to  do  so  by  the 

authorities.

"The  federal  laws  provide  for  the 
allotment  to  the  Indiajis  of  tracts  ot 
land,  which,  however,  do  not  become 
the  absolute  property  of^  the  allottees 
until 

years,  provided,  however 
of  the  death  of  an  allottee,  his  heirs 
may  dispose  of  the  lands.  The  law 
states  that  the  title  thus  acquired  from 
the  allotte  directly  after  the  expira- 
tion of  the  time  limit  shall  be  as  good 
a  title  as  could  be  obtained  from  the 
government  directly.  It  then  becomes 
the  absolute  property  of  the  grantor. 
"The  question  which  has  ari.^^en  un- 
der this  law  from  the  acquisition  of 
large  tracts  of  the  land  in  the  Indian 
country  by  white  men  la  whether  or 
not  such  purchase  exempts  the  land 
from  the  provisions  of  the  law  for- 
bidding the  sale  of  intoxicating  liq- 
uors in  the  Indian  country.  The  peo- 
ple who  have  purchased  the  lands 
claim  that,  having  acquired  a  title  as 
good  as  could  be  obtained  from  the 
government  itself,  they  are  at  liberty 
to  u.se  the  land  for  such  purposes  as 
they  please,  and  a  large  number  ot 
.saloons  have  been  running  in  that  ter> 
ritory  for  years."

'of  the  death   of  an   allottee,    his  heirs 
may  dispose  of  the  lands.

The  meeting  of  the  Women's  coun- 
cil, which  was  held  at  the  library  this 
morning   -was  a   most   unusua   one   for 
that   body.      The   council   is   noted   for 
the    regular    and    prompt    attendance 
of  the   members  and  the   businesslike  1 
manner  with  which  the  business  that  ; 
comes  before  the   organization  is  dis-  i 
patched.       The    busines-^like    methods 
were  present  at   this   morning's   meet-  j 
ing,   but  after  <i  half  hour's  delay   the 
meeting  was  held  wit"h  but  eight  mem- 
bers present.     A  number  of  ihe  mem- 
bers   were      absent      because    of      ab- 
sence   from    the    city,    however. 

Mrs.  J.  L.  Washburn,  president,  pre- 
sided and  the  minutes  of  the  last 
meeting  were  read..  The  rejiort  of 
the  treasurer  was  read  and  the  finan- 
cial condition  of  the  council  is  m.ost 
Batisfactory.  The  enterprises  which 
have  been  undertaken  this  summer 
by  this  body  of  representative  women 
have  entailed  An  outlay  of  $1,000  and 
the  bills  will  be  met  promptly  when 
the  work  is  finished. 

The  report  of  the  committee  of  the 
summer  schol  for  domestic  science 
was  not  given.  Aside  from  a  little 
Informal  discussion  of  the  value  of 
the  school  and  the  especial  benefit 
•which  it  proved  in  one  or  two  in- 
dividual cases,  no  regular  action  was 
taken  upon  the  final  di.'iposal  of  the 
utensils  and  other  details  which  niust 
be   attended   to. 

A  report  of  ihe  committee  on  school 
gardens  was  given  by  Mrs.  H.  L.  Ely 
The  gardens  havf  been  located  in  the 
vicinity  of  Wa.«hingt<in.  Franklin,  Em- 
erson and  Longfellow  schools.  The 
majority  of  the  boys  have  worked 
faithfully  and  well,  but  a  few  of  the 
gardens  have  been  given  up  after  a 
first  spasmodi'-  eff(>rt.  It  has  been 
decided  to  award  a  prize  to  the  best 
garden  and  the  committee,  which  will 
be  in  charge  of  the  awarding  of 
prizes,  is  composed  of  Mayor  Cullum. 
Judge  Page  Morris,  J.  L.  Washburn, 
Bishop  McGolrick  and  W.  A.  Mc- 
Gonaglc. 

The  gardens  have  been  a  success 
and  have  done  much  good  among  the 
boys  who  have  undertaken  the  work, 
and  in  one  case  the  example  has  in- 
duced other  boys  to  garden  in  a  pri- 
vate lot.  The  work  of  the  school 
gardens  has  received  the  most  en- 
thusiastic approval  of  Judge  Ensign 
and  H.  C.  Withrow,  who  are  in  po- 
sitions to  observe  the  benefits  which 
the  enterprise  is  likely  to  exert 
among  the  boys.  At  the  Franklin 
school  the  vegetables  were  particularly 
fine,  and  at  the  Emerson  school,  in 
spite  of  the  hard  clay  ground,  the 
gardens  were  well  taken  care  of.  At 
the  annual  meeting  in  November  the 
question  of  continuing  the  work  in 
the  girdens  for  another  year  will  be 
decided. 

Mrs.  E.  W.  Matter  gave  the  report  of 
the  committee  on  the  preservation  of 
natural  beauty.  This  committee  has 
devoted"  its  attention  for  some  "time 
back  to  Sfcuring  the  removal  of  painttd 
advertisements  on  the  rocks  in  differ- 
ent parts  of  the  city.  For  a  time 
these  rocks,  one  of  the  natural  beauties 
of  Duluth.  had  been  most  extensively 
used  by  the  local  merchants  for  large, 
glaring  and  beauty-desh-oying  signs. 
When  the  members  of  the  council  un- 
dertook the  work  of  preserving  the 
rocks  from  this  defacement  they  met 
with  a  most  cordial  respon.se  from  the 
merchants,  many  of  whom  signified 
their  willingness  to  have  no  more  signs 
painted  but  few  of  them  were  inclined 
to  have  removed  those  which  had  al-  ^ 
ready  been  painted.  During  these  sum-  i 
mer  months  a  sum  of  money  was  taken 
by  the  council  for  this  purpose  and  the 
signs  on  the  rocks  on  First  street  be- 
tween Fifth  and  Sixth  avenues  -^ast 
were  removed  and  vines  planted  in  tho 
crevices  of  the  rocks.  This  work  has 
been  noticed  and  spoken  of  most  ap- 
provingly by  a  number  of  citizens  dur- 
ing the  summer. 

in  the  west  end  of  the  city,  however, 
a  number  of  new  signs  in  vividly  con- 
trasting black  and  white  are  flouting 
themselves  in  the  gaze  of  a  beauty  lov- 
ing public  and  the  members  of  this 
committee  can  not  help  but  feel  a  bit 
discouraged  at  this  new  defacement,  as 
they  are  hami>ered  with  want  of  money 
and  the  cost  of  removal  is  no  small 
Item.  The  recent  offender,  for  so  '\e 
Is  regarded  by  the  council,  has  a  large 
number  of  his  advertisements  on  the 
rocks  and  the  members  are  hoping  that 
he  will  coincide  so  entirely  with  their 
views  of  beautifying  the  city  that  he 
will  furnish  the  chf-micals  for  the  re- 
moval of  the  obnoxious  paint,  particu- 
larly as  the  said  chemicals  are  rather 
in  his  line  of  business. 

No  other  business  came  before  the 
council,  this  morning,  and  the  meeting 
adjourned  at  11:20  o'clock.

New  York,  Sept.  7.— Disruption  now 
threatens  the  University  Settlement  so- 
ciety, one  of  the  strongest  organizations 
of  social  workers  in  this  city,  as  a  re- 
sult of  the  scandal  that  has  come  to 
light  concerning  the  alleged  gay  ani 
frisky  practices  of  some  of  the  m-?n 
and  women  who  are  its  leading  spirits. 

Charges  that  "slum  work  "  was 
merged  into  slum  revels  are  made 
against  Assistant  Head  Worker  Kel- 
log  Durland,  bosom  friend  of  J.  G. 
Phelps  Stokes  and  best  man  at  the 
latter's  recent  wedding,  and  Durland 
is  alleged  to  have  spread  about  scanda- 
lous stories  concerning  Miss  Edna  Mc- 
Caughlry,  his  assistant  and  mald-of- 
honor  at  the  Stokes-Pastor  wedding. 
Still  another  young  woman  prominent 
in  the  organization  and  a  resident  of 
the  settlement  house  is  alleged  to  have 
danced  a  can-can  attired  in  a  suit  of 
Durland's  pajamas  for  the  amusement 
of  Durland  and  some  of  his  friends. 
Hilarious  wine  parties  are  alleged  to 
have  been  held  by  the  festive  set  among 
the  workers  within  the  very  walls  of 
the  settlement  bouse. 

As  a  result  of  these  stories,  some  of 
which  have  been  given  out  by  W.  Pat- 
ten Bethune,  a  volunteer  worker,  As- 
sistant Head  Worker  Durland  has  been 
sent  away  on  a  •vacation,"  from  which 
it  is  said  he  will  not  return  to  the  set- 
tlement; Miss  McCaughtry  and  her 
mother,  both  prominent  in  the  work  of 
the  settlement  have  been  dismissed,  and 
Patten  Bethune  himself  has  been  drop- 
ped. 

Miss  McCaughtry  is  the  support  of 
her  mother,  proficient  in  literature  and 
the  arts,  in  love  with  her  work  and 
spoken  <3f  everywhere  as  a  woman  of 
the  highest  ideals.  Her  mother  taught 
a  class  of  boys  in  the  settlement  house 
at  186  Eldridge  street  without  pay. 

The  trouble,  which  in  all  probability 
will  result  in  a  far-reaching  investiga- 
tion by  the  council  at  its  next  meeting, 
seems  to  have  started  In  January,  a 
month  after  Miss  McCaughtry  became, 
at  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Dur- 
land and  Mr.  Stokes,  assistant  to  the 
former  in  his  work  of  organizing  chil- 
dren's clubs  in  the  various  tenement 
houses  throughout  the  city. 

Members  of  the  resident  colony  say 
that  from  the  day  that  the  young 
woman  entered  upon  her  duties  Dur- 
land's attention  became  marked. 

Such  was  his  manner  toward  his 
assistant  that  when  Miss  McCaughtry 
was  selected  as  maid  of  honor  to  Miss 
Ro(se  Pastor  and  Mr.  Durland  was  asked 
to  act  as  best  man  to  Mr.  Stokes  in 
July,  the  newspapers  were  told  that  a 
second  romance  in  the  settlement  house 
was  about  to  be  fulfilled,  that  Miss 
McCaughtry  was  to  wed  Mr.  Durland 
in  the  fall.

CATTLEMAN 
TURNSMNDIT 

Blames  the  IBeef   Trust 

For  Maklnj:  Him  an 

Outlaw. 

Guthrie,  O.  T.,  Sept  6. — Once  a  prom- 
inent cattleman  of  the  Cherokee  Indian 
Nation,  Tom  Jordan  of  Collinsville,  I. 
T.,  has  turned  bank  robber,  and  lays 
the  blame  for  his  trs  nsformatlon  upon 
the  beef  trust.  Armed  with  a  revolver, 
he  entered  the  First  National  Bank  of 
Collinsville  and  forcd  the  cashier  to 
surrender  $1,200,  which  he  claimed  wa.« 
due  him  for  cattle  he  had  sold  in 
Kan.sas  City,  but  which  the  bank  was 
holding  pending  a  settlement  of  owner- 


ship. Jordan  is  now  a  fugitive,  and 
the  bank  officials  are  unable  to  locate 
him. 

Jordan   claims  that  the  macnlnations 

of  the   beef   trust    in   forcing   down   the 

price    of    cattle    have    made    him    turn 

outlaw.    He  recently  became  financially 

involved  as  the  result  of  the  low  prices 

of  cattle,   it  being  necessary  for  him  to 

secure  large  loans  with  which  to  earry 

on    his    business.      Early    last    July    he 

I  shipped    thirty    car    loads    of    cattle    to 

j  Kansas  City  from  his  ranch,  and  then 

disappeared,    leaving    many    creditors. 

[Some  of  the  cattle,  it  is  said,  belonged 

to  a  Texas  cattleman  named  Gatewood. 

Several  days  ago  Jordan  surprised 
the  people  of  Collinsville  by  returning, 
and  it  was  reported  that  he  had  settled 
with  ail  his  creditors  and  woulel  re- 
main in  the  town.  But  Jordan  had 
other  plans.  He  wanted  $1,600  that  had 
been  held  by  the  Kansas  City  commis- 
sion hou.se  which  sold  his  cattle  and 
placed  in  the  ownership  with  Gatewood. 
He  made  several  demands  for  the 
money,  and  was  each  time  refused. 

In  his  desperation  Jordan  visited  the 
bank,  taking  Ira  Butts,  a  former  em- 
ploye, with  him.  Pushing  Butts  ahead 
of  him,  Jordan  forced  him  to  go  be*hind 
the  counter.  Then,  leveling  his  revol- 
ver at   Cashier  Colburn,  Jordan   said: 

"You  give  me  that  $1,600  belonging 
to  me  or  I'il  kill  you  light  here.  If  you 
haven't  got  $1.G00  at  hand  give  me  all 
there  is  in  sight.  If  it's  more  than 
$1,6C0  I'll  seiid  what's  over  the  amount 
back  to  the  bank.     I  mean  business. 

The  cashier  tremblingly  scraped  to- 
gether all  the  cash  in  sight,  and  Jordan 
rode  away  unmolested  to  his  ranch  on 
Bird  Creek.  Later  in  the  evening  Je>r- 
dan  sent  word  to  Cashier  Colburn  that 
he  was  $400  short,  and  the  bank  officials 
are  now  wemdering  if  the  desperate 
man  intends  to  return  for  the  addi- 
tional amount. 

After  Jordan's  first  flight  It  was  an- 
nounced that  he  was  indebted  to  the 
Independence  Bank  of  Independence, 
Kan.,  for  $".,000;  to  the  Lawrence 
County  Bank  of  Pierce  City,  Mo.,  for 
$5,0(0.  and  to  Gatewood,  the  Texas 
cattleman,  for  $15,000.  A  constable  who 
searched  Jordan's  ranch  after  his  first 
flight  reported  only  nineteen  horses  left 
there. 


INDIAN  LANDS  GO 

TO  WHITE  HEIRS. 


Muskogee.  I.  T..  Sept.  7.— Judge  Ray- 
mond of  the  United  States  circuit  court 
yesterday  decided  the  noted  Eck  Brook 
case,  involving  the  question  of  descent 
of  Indian  land  allotments  prior  to  1902. 
Over  a  half  a  million  acres  of  land  are 
involved  in  the  principle. 

Eck  Brook,  a  white  man,  married  an 
Indian  woman.  One  child  was  born  to 
them.  The  wife  and  child  received 
160  acres  of  land  each.  The  wife  and 
child  died  and  Brook  claimed  the  land 
of  both  but  the  Indian  law  prohibited 
the  alienation  of  land  to  whites.  In 
the  decision  yesterday  the  court  holds 
that  the  white  parent  is  the  rightful 
heir  to  realty  of  the  Indian  wife  and 
children.  The  decision  involves  in- 
heritances  valued   at   $10,000,000.

■What  manner  of  man  ia  to  become  the 
typical  American?  The  subject  in  one  ot 
vital  interest,  not  to  America  alone,  but 
to  all  the  world,  as  America  is  the  rep- 
resentative country  of  ail  countries,  says 
the  Brooklyn  Eagle. 

Nor  is  this  future  American  a  mere 
matter  of  .speculation.  No  less  an  aiithor- 
Itv  than  Dr.  Edward  Anthony  Spitzka  ol 
Columbia  university  and  of  tlie  College  of 
Physicians  and  Surgeons,  one  of  the  most 
distinguished  anthropological  scholars  in 
tills  country,  h.os  demonstrated  the  feasi- 
bility of  analyzing  the  human  bruin  with 
regard  to  its  adaptability  for  development 
l^y  amalgamating  the  most  sterling  quali- 
ties of  the  pndominating  racial  types  tiiat 
are  now  peopling  the  United  States,  and 
that  have  peopled  it  in  tlie  past.  As  a, 
result  of  these  investigations  he  declares 
that  the  .\rnerican  mind  Is  destined  to 
dominate   tim   earth. 

Coincident  with  this  opinion  of  the 
scientific  specialist  tliere  is  the  opinion  of 
another  specialist— a  specriallst  of  the 
materialistic  school— he,  too,  beluK  the 
highest  of  his  class— and  this  sp<:-ciallst  i.s 
Rubert  Watchorn.  the  commissioner  of 
immigration  of  Elli.s  Ishvnd,  who  ha.s 
Bludied  the  physical  as  well  as  the  mental 
and  moral  conditions  of  the  incoming 
future  citizens,  who  in  tlie  yeai's  to  come 
will  either  amalgamate  and  become  an 
Integral  part  of  the  new  American  or  die 
out  and  be  lost  as  a  specific  race. 

Both  of  the.se  men  tieUeve  in  the  sur- 
vival of  the  ntte-st.  Both  are  optimistic 
so  far  as  the  future  American  is  con- 
cerned. In  a  measure,  from  their  differ- 
ent viewpoints,  their  views  run  almost  in 
parallel    lines.  .,  ..v.. 

Tiiere  is  so  much  to  be  said  about  this 
composite  man  of  America— this  new, 
strong,  typical  man  who  is  to  contalti 
the  i)est  and  the  strongest  atrlbutes  of 
the  human  family  that  each  of  the  iwints 
must  of  necessity  »>e  abridged.  I<  irst  of 
all  the  evolution  theory  which  is  now  ac- 
cepted without  Question  by  all  modern 
scientists,  must  be  ;u«sumed  in  a  rational, 
practical  manner.  The  general  scientitlc 
trend  is  against  such  antliropological 
theories  as  that  adduced  by  a  writer  in 
the  Revue  Scientlttque  to  the  effect  that 
the  ancestors  of  the  European  races  were 
negroes  because  of  the  discovery  in 
France  of  prehistoric  skulls  showing 
marked  negroid  characteiistlcs;  as  it  is 
hIso  against  the  melancholy  views  of  Dr. 
a  Stanley  Hall,  president  of  Clark  uni- 
versity who  holds  that  forces  now  at 
work  in  civilized  society  are  making  moral  j 
and  pliysical  cripples  of  the  entire  hu-  , 
man  race,  which  ho  maintains  is  passing 
into  a  state  of  ultimate  extinction,  and  | 
will  »)e  carried  on  in  that  direction  with  j 
ac  elerated  .speed  unie.-s  radical  chances  1 
are  made  at  once.  The  •Degeneration"  of 
Max  Nordau  cannot  be  accepted  by  tho.se 
who  believe  in  the  power  of  the  comini; 
great  composite  man  of  America,  but 
in  place  of  this  pessimistic  view  of  life 
will  be  accepted  the  logical  optimistic  an- 
swer to  it— •Regeneration." 

The  coming  man  of  America  will  be 
strong  mentally,  as  Dr.  Spitzka  says.  He 
will  be  true  and  patriotic  as  Mr.  Watch- 
orn savs  He  will  l)e  strong  physically 
as  Dr.  "j.  Madi.snn  Taylor  of  Philadelphia 
—friend  and  colaborer  of  Dr.  S.  Weir 
Mitchell— says;  and  lie  will  attain  a 
longevity  not  now  deemed  possible,  be- 
cause of  the  scientitlc  manner  in  which  h-a 
will  he  cared  for  from  his  cradle  to  late 
manhood.  .... 

Before  considering  the  psychological 
condition  of  the  cunlng  man  of  America, 
it  will  probably  be  well  to  glance  cursor- 
ily .at  his  futu'-e  corpore;U  state  for  which 
his  materialistic  surroundings  will  l)e  re- 
sixmsible.  These  surroundings,  for  the 
most  part,  are  at  present  highly  artificial 
and  consequently  Injurious.  The  great 
ru-«h  in  the  cities,  the  congested  residen- 
tial district.s,  the  business  strains,  adul- 
terated food  and  drink— all  these  have  a 
tendeney  to  curtail  the  natural  tendency 
for  a  hlglKir  mental  and  longer  physical 
existence.  But  each  year  man  Is  growing 
I  more  practical  and  changes  for  hette^  in 
i  these  conditions   :ire  """' 

does  not  mean  that 
smaller.  On  the  contrary 
I  ably  expand  and  contain  populations  ex- 
1  ceeding  the  most  vivid  imaginings  of  the 
'  wildest  dreamer.s.  One  careful  thinker 
I  on  this  subj»K;t  believes  that  London, 
i  St  Petersburg  and  Berlin  will  rea.h  "20,- 
:  ij^W.OOO  and  that  New  York,  Philadelohia. 
Chicago  and  Hankow  will  attain  4O,00<J,- 
000. 

But  with  thi.-a  wonderful  growth  in  popu- 
lation will  come  a  diffusion  of  population. 
Tliere  will  l)e  no  homes  in  the  centers  of 
these  great  cities.  Transportation  facili- 
ties will  have  improved  to  such  an  extent 
th.at  Albany.  Washington  and  surround- 
ing cities  will  be  in  easy  access  of  New- 
York,  and  tlie  quiet  home  life  of  the 
suburb  and  its  accompanying  restful  con- 
ditions will  be  made  po.ssible.  The  sug- 
gestion is  made  by  H.  O.  Wells  that  many 
business  enterprises,  such  as  book  pub- 
li.'--hinij  and  certain  wholesale  lines  now 
conducted  in  the  heart  of  the  cities  and 
employing  thousands  of  men  and  women, 
may  bo  moved  Into  suburban  districts.  In 
other  words,  there  will  be  a  centripetal 
as  well  as  a  centrifugal  force. 

Then,  too,  it  Is  likely  that  there  will  bo 
a  change  In  the  present  methods  of  doing 
btlsiness.  The  great  sl-.areholding  and 
stock  j<>l)biiig  classes  will  die  out— killed 
from  the  force  of  their  own  rnpacitv. 
These  classes  are  of  comparatively  recent 
growth.  Prior  to  the  eighteenth  century 
the  property  of  the  world  consisted  of 
land.  b'llWlngs.  cattle  and  money.

Promotions  Are  Due  In 
Fire  and  Police  De- 
partments. 

Applications  for  i>ositions  In  the  po- 
lice and  Are  departments  have  been 
coming  in  at  a  rapid  rate  during  the 
last  month  or  two,  and  the  civil  serv- 
ice coniinission  has  finally  decided  to 
hold  another  examina4.ion  for  the  ap- 
plicants. 

During  the  spring  and  summer 
months  there  Is  not  much  deinand  for 
positions  on  the  police  and  fire  de- 
partments, but  as  winter  shows  sig^ns 
of  returning,  a  civil  service  job  begins 
to  look  like  a  pretty  good  thing,  and 
there  is  hardly  a  day  passes  when  one 
or  more  applicants  for  work  do  not 
visit  the  city  hall. 

The  civil  service  commission  will 
hold  a  meeting  next  Tuesday  evening 
to  fix  a  date  for  the  next  civil  service 
examination.  The  date  selected  .  will 
probably  be  during  the  early  part  of 
October,  and  all  applicants  for  posi- 
tions will  have  to  take  the  examina- 
tion at  that  time. 

There  are  no  vacancies  on  the  police 
department  at  present,  and  there  is 
already  a  list  of  ellgibles,  but  those 
who  take  the  examination  in  October 
will  have  an  equal  chance  for  an  ap- 
pointment to  the  first  vacancy  that 
occurs. 

The  police  departimnt,  however,  is 
anxious  for  an  examination  for  promo- 
tions. There  is  a  vac  incy  for  a 
geant,  and  the  patrolmen  will 
given  an  opportunity  to  try 
vancement. 

Several  new  men  are  needed  In  the 
fire  department,  and  those  who  pass 
the  examination  stand  an  excellent 
chance  of  being'  appointed  to  a  position 
within  a  few  weeks.  Examinations 
for  promotions  will  alst)  be  held  in  the 
fire  dci>artment.  Lieutenants  will  try 
for  positions  as  captains,  pipemen  and 
truckmen  for  positioias  as  lieutenants, 
and  stokers  for  positions  as  engineers. 
Stokers,  drivers  and  pipemen  will  be 
needed  to  fill  the  positions  of  those 
who  are  promoted,  as  well  as  to  fill  the 
vacancies  already  existing.  The 
eligible  list  is  exhausted,  and  Chief 
Black  is  anxious  to  get  another  list 
to  draw  from  as  men  are  needed,  as 
well  as  to  fill  present  vacancies.
